Family, whereby the Hiſtory is rendered perplexed in many Places; ſo that 
an extraordinary Patience as well as Skill is required in the M riter 10 avoid 


Confaſien, by diſtinguiſbing the Names and Actions * one Prince from 


thoſe of another. © 
It is probable, that in influenced by theſe Conſt derations, many have 4 


deterred from undertak! ing 2 intricate and laborious an Enterprize, who 
perhaps otherwiſe might have had an Inclination to do Fuftice to this 


Uluftrious Houſe. What has encouraged me, notwithſtanding theſe Diff- 
culties, to venture on a Taſe they have declined, is my having been con- 


verſant from my earlieſt Years with the Hiſtorians that have treated of the 
fairs of Germany in general, and of the Houſe of Brunſwick in par- 


1 whereby have been inabled to collect Materials, and to digeſt them 
in 1 5 an Order as Torten my d Labour, and at the Jame Ti ine to 


: _ the Eaſe of the Reader. 
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The Method I have purſued will, I preſume, be found the moſt natural 
one I could have pitched upon. By cloſely following the Order of T imes 
from the Beginning to the End, i have avoided that Confufion and in- 
tangling of Matters, whereto Hiſtorical Works are liable, when Cbro- 
nology is not ftriely attended to. As the Houſe cf Brunſwick by the 
Male Line deſcends from the Houſe of Eſte, it was neceſſary to begin 
theſe Memoirs by giving an Account of that Family to the Time of 
Azo IV's removing to Germany. The Alliance then made between him 
and d Kar obliged me to treat of this Princeſs's Anceſtors or of 
the Guelphic Family, not only on Account that the Houſe of Brunſwick 
is thence deſcended by the Female Line, but likewiſe becauſe the Territo- 


* 


ries this Family enjoyed originally, were the ancient patrimonial States 


of that Houſe in Germany. On the ſame Account it was neceſſary, on 
Henry the Proud's marrying Gertraut Daughter of the Emperor Lo- 
tharius, fo mention the Saxon Kings and Witekind the Great's Poſfterity, 
this Princeſss Anceſtors ; not only becauſe this is the other Female Line, 
from whence the Houſe of Brunſwick Zakes its Origin, but alſo becauſe 
the Saxon and Brunſwick Dominions were by her brought to the 
Guelphic Family. From the Time of this Union I have continued the 


_ Hiſtory of the Houſe of Brunſwick downwards in one Series. The Di- 
. gref/ion in the Life of the Emperor Otho IV. cannot properly be called 
- en Interruftion, or if ſo, is at leaſt a neceſſary one, as it was tmpoſſible to 
underſtand the Grounds of the Diſputes this Prince had with the See 
of Rome, without giving a ſhort Account of the Means the Popes had 


made Uſe. of at ſundry Times to inlarge their Dominions and Authority. 
The bad Example the two Brothers Albertus Magnus and John ſet 


to their Poſlerity by dividing their Dominions, having been cloſely fol- 
 kaed by the laſt for many Centuries, I had but one of theſe two Ways to 
chuſe ; either to treat of each Branch by itſelf, or to relate the Aftions of 
theſe Princes that lived at or near the ſame Time, without giving ſeparate 
Accounts of each Line. This laſt Method appeared to me preferable, as I 


ſhould elſe have been obliged continually to return to the ſame Periods already 
treated of, which would have probably puzzled and confeunded the Reader. 
= Moreover had I furſued the firſt Scheme, there would have heen a Ne- 
ceſſity of making frequent Repetitions, on Account that ſundry  Adions 
f thoſe Princes, that lived at the ſame Time, are interwoven with each 
other, Ujon. the viele it muſt be admitted, that by the Method I have 
followed, the Hiſtory is repreſented in a clearer and more advantageous 
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Vor the Conveniency of the Reader, . ſuch Occurrences, wheret

Light than it would have appeared in, had 1 niade ſefarate Recitals ; but 


thereby my Labour has been confiderably increaſed, an uncommon Degree 
of Attention and Exattneſs having been requiſite to avoid Miſtakes in 


Matters as well as Names: Miſtakes, which are very eaſy to be com- 


mitted in treating of ſeveral Lines at the ſame Time, eſpecially where 


two or more Princes of. diſtin Branches bear the ſame Name, as it happens 


not ſeldom in this Hiſtory. The Connexion it is true, could not be ſo rigorouſ= 
ly obſerved in following this Mettod, on Account of the frequent Tranſi- 


tions from one Prince to another ; but this Inconventence, it is pre- 


ſumed, will appear very infi, ignificant, when compared with thoſe 2 


Reader muſt have unavoidably met with, had each Line been 3 772 
ſeparately. To obviate as much as poſſible every Doubt that might ariſe 
in peruſing this Work, Tables have been added and referred to in the 


Margent, as often as a new Name occurs; and we may venture to ſay, 


neither Pains nor Coft have been ſpared, to render theſe Memoirs as 
intelligible and as cempleat as their Conciſeneſs would allow of. 

As the many Branches, which formerly made up the Houſe of Brunſwick 
have been for this laſt Century and upwards reduced to two, named the 


Houſe of Brunfwick Wolttenbuttel and the Houſe of Brun wick Lune- 


burg, I have from that Time treated of each Houſe ſeparately. However, 


were equally concerned, have been related together. 
Nothing has been advanced in theſe Memoirs. but upon very good Autho- 
rity, and ſuch has been my ſcrupulous Attachment to the Guides I 


had before me, that I have net wilfully deviated from them in one fingle 


Inſtance, though I was- ſenſible ſome Part of my Performance would there- 
by bear an Appearance Obſcurity. I intended, at my firſt ſetting out, 
to add Quotations in the Margent, and even the Words of the Authors, 


that the Public, on barely inſpecting them, will be made ſenfible that

of theſe Authors had wrote in the German Tongue, I was ſoon con- 
vinced of the Uſeleſneſs of ſuch References to an Englith Reader. How-

T ſhall here give a ſhort Account of thoſe I have chiefly con fulted n 
compiling theſe Memoirs. 
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I being à general Opinion among thoſe that have wrote on this Subject, 
that the Houſe of Brunſwick is deſcended from that of Eſte, (a) I muſt 


take Notice, that Muratori in particular bas proved this Aſſertion in a 


Work intitled > Trattato delle Antichita Eſtenſi ed Italiane. 
Though all the Writers who ſay any thing of the Houſe of Efte, highly 


5 extol its Antiquity, (b) they differ nevertheleſs in the Period from whence 


they begin their Accounts of it. I have followed Hieronymus Faleta in 
his Genealogia Marchionum Eſtenſium & Ducum Ferrariæ, and John 
Baptiſta Pigna in his Work intitled de Principibus Ateſtinis libr. VIII. 
Both are Italians; the firſt was employed by the Houſe of Modena ' and 
Ferrara in ſeveral Ambaſſies to the Emperor Charles V. and other Courts, 
and has made himſelf famous by ſeveral of his Writings ; as has the latter 
likewiſe, who lived in the ſame Age. Their Opinions have been adopted by 
Hieronymus Henninges, Wolf. Lazius, Joh. Micrælius, Ant. Albizius, 
Hildebrand, Winckelman, and ſeveral others. 


The Gencalagical Works of Reuſnerus and J. F. Feller have been of 


Uſe to me, chiefly theſe of the _— which give an Account of the Guel- 


phic Family, and of the ancient Kings of Burgundy, who were 4 Branch 


of it, However I have not adopted their Opinions any further, than as 


they appear to be confiſient with the Authority of others. 


Leibnitz's Scriptores rerum Brunſuicenſium illuſtration inſervientes 


&c. is a Work abſolutely neceſſary to ſuch as of ite on the Hiſtory of the 
Houſe of Brunſwick. If is a Collection f above 1 50 old Trafts and Ex- 


cerpta of ancient and ſcarce Authors, wrote partly in Latin, and partly

It is the Dignity and Importance of this Family, and its An- 


tiquity, which has occaſioned this extraordinary Care to tranſmit 


their Annals to Poſterity. There has ſcarcely been any Action 


of Conſequence, during many Centuries, either\relatiye to War 


or Peace, in which one or other of this Lineage has not ated 


a conſiderable Part; and its Antiquity is ſo great, that we find 


Fraces of it long before the Birth of Chriſt, and can deduce it, 


without Interruption, for near Fourteen Hundred Vears. 


The Anceſtors of the Male Line of this illuſtrious H ouſel

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Heruli, who under the Command of Radagaiſus endeavoured 
to ſettle in Ttaly ; but theſe, Victories were little purſued, on ac- 
count of the ſecret Views Stilico had to procure his Son, Eucha- 
rinus, the Succeſſion to the Imperial Throne during the Trou- 
bles, which of Neceſſity muſt ariſe from the Continuance of 


theſe Commotions. Cajus Afins, Prince of Efte, died in 410. 
Of his three Sons, Flavius Actius, Cajus Xillus, and Aurelius 


Aclius, the youngeſt continued the Family. The States of the 


Houſe of E/te became gradually more f the Sons of 
Aurelius Actius, who were named Lucius, T Berus and Fore- 
flus, acquired Monſelico, Vicenza, Feltri, and built the City of 
Ferrara. Foreſtus fought in the : great Battle, which the Romans 


gave to Attila King of the Hunni, (in Campis Catalaunicis) near 


Chalons ſur Marne in Champagne, in which 180,000 were lain 


on both Sides, but the Victory was obtained by the Romans. 


He fought two Battles more againſt Attila, and always returned 


victorious, but was mortally wounded the Year after, whilſt he 


defended the City of nge, which Attila beſieged, and died 


in 453. 


It was about this Tie, that a great many Chriſtian began to 


ſhelter themſelves from the Cruelty of . Attila, in the little 
_ Iſlands in the Aariatic, which gave Riſe to the City of Venice. 


Foreſtus left one Son, named Acharinus, who married Gardena, 


Daughter of the King of Damaſcus, a Heathen ; he converted 
her to Chriſtianity, and ſhe received the Name of Electa at her 


Baptiſm. He valiantly defended his Country againſt Odhacer 


King of the Heruli: After ſeveral ſmall Actions, a general En- 
gagement happened near Lodi, in which Acharinus was over- 
powered by Numbers, and refuſing to yield, finiſhed his gene- 
rous Undertaking, in Behalf of his Country, together with his 
Life. Odvacer, who dethroned the laſt Emperor of the Weſt, 


Romulus Momyllus Auguſtulus, found little Reſiſtance after the 
Death of Acharinus, and made han Maſter of Tah, and 


thus | 


defeated, near Florence, another Swarm of 200, ooo Goths, or

thus aboliſhed the Veſtern Empire, which by foreign Invaſions, 


and civil Broils, had been in a languiſhing Condition for many 


Years. He deſpoiled Actius or Azo I. the eldeſt Son of Acha- + 


rinus, of his States, who-upon this retired to Theodo T. Duke of 


Bavaria, by whom he was received with great Kindneſs, and the 


Duke gave him his Daughter in Marriage. Some Years after, 
Aso reconquered Part of his States, and died in 538. His Bro- 
ther Conſtantius had a Son named Baſilius, who left no Poſterity. 
Tiberitis was the only Son of Aurelius Afins, that continued 
the Family. His elder Son Marvellus, had Efte and Vicenza; 
and the younger Son, Alphoriſius, Feltri ; but he ſoon ſucceeded 
his Brother Marvellus, who died without Iſſue. Alpboriſius was 


a warlike Prince, and fought in the great Battle near Lodi, 
above- mentioned, where he loſt his Life, with his Couſin the 
rinus. The Reign of the Heruli, in Italy, was very ſhort ; the 
|  Oftro-Goths, or Eaft-Goths, who invaded it in 490, ſubdued 

this Nation; and Maximus Prince of Efte and Feltri, Son of 


Alphorifius, took Advantage of theſe Troubles, and reconquered 
the States which belonged to his Family. He died in 538. 
Juſtinian I. Emperor of the Eaſt, conſidering that his Title 


to the Empire of the Veſt, aften the Extinction of its Empe- . 


rors, was better founded than that of thoſe barbarous Nations 


Vho invaded it, ſent Beliſarius againſt them; This General ſubdued 
the Vandals in Africa, and from thence paſſed into Tab), againſt 
Vitiges, King of the Oftro-Goths, whom he defeated near Ra- 
denna and took Priſoner, but being immediately after recalled, 
to ſecure the Eaſtern Provinces, gainſt the Perſians, whom 

Vitiges, out of Deſpair, ſtirred up to make War againſt Juſtinian, 


he could not purſue his Victory till the Vear 545, when he return- 


ed to Taly. His Stay however was again ſhort, the War with the 
Peſſians r equiring his Return; and Narſes ſucceeded him i in the 


Command in Taly. 


Bonifacius, Son of Maximus, in Conjunction with Narks, fought 


a a naval Battle againſt the Oftro-Goths, i in 1 which he loſt an Eye; 
the

the next Year he revenged his Loſs, in a Battle on the Continent, 


and made a prodigious Slaughter, in which Totilas, King of the 
Oftro-Goths, himſelf was killed. Teas, the laſt King of the 


Oftre-Goths, had the fame Fate the” Year after, and with him 


ended the Kingdom of the Oftro-Geths in Italy, which the Em- 


perors of the Eaſt united to the Eaſern Empire. Small 


Actions happened ftill between the Romans and that Nation, 
in which Bonifacius loſt his Life. He was ſucceeded by his Son 


Valeri anus. 


This Prince early embraced a martil Life. We find, that 
Narſes ſent him, in the 14th Year of his Age, to guard a Paſſage 
over the River Padus, or Po, againſt Totilas. Italy, after ſo long 
a Series of Miſeries, now expected to taſte the Fruits of Peace, 


under the Eaſtern Emperors, when on a ſudden the Longobards, 


another foreign Nation, threatened it with a new Storm. Narſcs 


was affronted by the Empreſs Sophia, Wife of Juſtinus II. and 


in order to revenge himſelf, called in this Nation, who ſettled in 
the upper Part of 7ahy, which, from them, has the Name of 
| Lombardy. Falerianus made much Oppoſition againſt them, 
and fought at different Times againſt Alboinus and Clephus their 


Kings. He engaged the Franks to aſſiſt him, but their Behavi- 


our neither anſwered their Forwardneſs, nor the Opinion . hs. 
World had of them. They ſcarce endured one Charge of the 
Longobards, but turned their Backs, and left many of their 


chief Officers upon the Place, among whom was Valerianus, 


who loſt his Life, fighting for the Liberty of his Country, as his 
Father had done before in the War againſt the Gothe. Aldoar- 
dus his eldeſt Son, who ſucceeded him, was frequently attacked 
by the Longobards, who endeavoured to deſpoil him of his Do- 
minions. This Nation however was not ſo barbarous as thje 
Oftro-Goths, Wifi-Goths, Hunni, Heruli, and Vandals; and when 


they ſaw the brave Defence Aldbardus made for his Country, 
they ceaſed to moleſt him. He left no — and his Brother

Gundelbardus was called the right Hand of Dagobert J. 
King of the Franks, whoſe Government he ſupported, when 
ſeveral of his Subjects were on the Point of withdrawing their 


Obedience. He accepted afterwards of the Stadholderſhip of 
his Kingdom, and had almoſt a ſupreme Authority, He lived 


to a great Age, and died in 682. Aldbardus, his eldeſt Son, had 


a Son named Regenfried, who was Major Domus in France 
in the Year 735. His Poſterity became extin& with his Grand- 


child Alhardus. Heribertus, the youngeſt Son of Gamdelbardus, 


was remarkable for a pious and exemplary Life. "HE governed 
but twelve Years the States of the Houſe of E/te, and was ſuc- 


ceeded by his Son Erneſt. Though the Longobards were in 


Poſſeſſion of a great Part of Italy, many Cities in that Country

nevertheleſs remained under the Subjection of the Emperors | 


of the Eaſt, who kept a Lieutenant or Governor at Ravenna, 
called Exarchus, and their Poſſeſſions paſſed under the Name 


of the Exarchate. Luitprandus King of the Longobards, with 
a View to diſpoſſeſs the Eaſtern Emperor, laid Siege to Ra- 
venna, which Erneft at the Head of a Venetian Army relieved. 


Upon this the Longobards inveſted Rimini, whither Erne/? fol- 
lowed, and gave them Battle. After a hot Diſpute he forced 


Luitprandus to retire with great Loſs, and to leave his Nephew 
Priſoner, whom Erneft led in Triumph to Venice. Aiftulphus, 


one of the Succeſſors of Luitprandus, ſome Years after marched 


again before Ravenna. Erneſt: defended the Place during a 


— 


long and cloſe Siege for almoſt three Vears, till an Arrow from 


the Enemy's Camp killed him, and gave Occafion for the Longo- 


bards to enter upon the Poſſeſſion of what they had long 
toiled for. Upon the Conqueſt of this City ended the Exarchate 


of the Greeks, which had laſted 18 5 Years. 


Henry, Son of Erneft, was made Prince of Trevigio, or Treviſo, 


by Charles the Great, King of the Franks, afterwards Emperor, 
who alſo erefted the Principality of Efee i into a Marggrevate 
in his favour.; from which Ti ime this Family was honoured 
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with the Title of Marggraves : He aſſiſted the Emperor in ſub- 
duing Defderms, the laſt King of the Longobards, and loſt his 


Life in a Tumult at Trewſo., His A Son Berengarius, 
who continued the amily, lived in his younger Years at the 
Emperor's Court. His winning Carriage made him highly re- 


garded, and Lewis, ſurnamed the Debonarr, the Emperor's Son, 


at his Acceſſion to the Imperial Throne, invited him into France. 
An Occaſion ſoon offered itſelf, on which the Emperor aſſured 
him of his Confidence. Charles the Great had declared Bernard 
his Grandchild, King of Lay, who being young and ambitious, | 
ſuffered himſelf to be perſuaded by his Favorites, that the Im- 
perial Crown of Right belonged to him, as the Son of Lewis's 
_ elder Brother. This, and the Toiitations from the diſaffected 
Party in France, engaged him in a War againſt his Uncle. Bernard 


marched toward France, and the Emperor, miſtruſting his own 
Generals, gave the Command of his Army to Berengarius, who 


without hazarding a Battle, ſo ordered Matters, that King 
Bernard was diſappointed of the French that were to join him, 


and abandoned by moſt of thoſe he brought from Tahy. In 


theſe Extremities he accepted of the Advice of Berengarius, 
which was, that he ſhould come in Perſon to the Emperor's 
Court, own his Raſhneſs, and humble himſelf to his Uncle. 


But the barbarous Uſage of the Emperor Lewis, much leſ- 


ſened the Glory of Berengarius's Action. The poor Prince, 


who expected only a gentle Rebuke, and Leave to return home, 


was caſt into a loathſom Priſon, and after many Indignities, 
had his Eyes put out, the Anguiſh of which occaſioned his Death 
the third Day after, when he had ſcarce compleated the nine- 
teenth Year of his Age. After King Bernard's Death, Lotharius, 


the Emperor's Son, was ſent into Tah, and Berengarius accom- 


panied him thither, to adviſe him in all Affairs of Moment. 


He continued there ſeveral Years, and by his Credit order- 
ed Things as he pleaſed. Some Sparks of Jealouſy aſter- 
wards aroſe betwixt the Emperor and his Children, which were 

| induſtri- 
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induſtriouſly blown up by thoſe, who could never forgive 


King Bernard's Death. n ever true to the Empe- 
ror's Intereſt, when he heard of the Danger that threatened 
him, made what Haſte he could towards him, but came too 
late; for the Emperor was already ſtripped of his Power and 


confined to a Monaſtery, where his Children and their Partizans 


intended that he ſhould paſs the reſt of his Days, in expiating 
by a rigid Penance the Crimes he ſtood accuſed of. The Pope 


had a particular Share in theſe Tranſactions, and it is likely, that 
Lewis would never have been able to weather ſo violent a Storm, 
if his Adverſaries had dealt more gently with him. However 
ſtrange it may appear, this very low State they had reduced him 


> 


to, was the Occafion of his ſpeedy Reeſtabliſhment. That po- 


pular F ury, which he could not withſtand at firſt, preſently 


turned into Compaſſion, and the Emperor was put in a Con- 
dition, to call his Sons to an Account, whilſt they were at Va- 


S riance among themſelves. We have Reaſon to believe, that this 


unexpected Change was not brought about with Berengarius; 5 
for we find, that he had no Inclination to return to [aly, where 


Lotbarius governed, but ſpent the reſt of his Life at the Em- 
peror's Court, and had his ſhare in thoſe Troubles, which came 


thick upon Lewis in his latter Days. He died in the ſame Year 
the Emperor departed this Life at Paris, with the Reputation of 
one of the wiſeſt and greateſt Captains of his Age, and left three 


” Sons, of which Otho the youngeſt continued the Family. 


Otbo acquired the City and Territory of Comachio, which 


the Emperor Lew:s II. gave him as a Reward of his and his 
Father's Services done to the Imperial Crown, which is evident - 
by the Grant from the Emperor, yet to be. ſeen among the 


ancient Records of the Houſe of Effe. Otho was ſucceeded by 


his Son Hunibert, who died in 926. The Hiſtory of his Life, 


the Authors of that Age have thought fit to leave us, conſiſts in 
a few, yet ſo weighty Words, that if there were extant a per- 


fect Journal of his Actions, we could not thence form a more 
ES.

wy Widow: of Lotbarius King of Italy, whom Berengarius II, 
the laſt of thoſe Kings the Popes arbitrarily conſtituted in Lady, 


had confined to Pavia, and afterwards to a more narrow Priſon, 


| whence there was no Hopes of Deliverance, but by conſenting 
to a Marriage with Albert, Son of Berengarius. Hugo, aſter 
having reſcued Adelheid from the Hands of her Enemy, preſented 
her to the Emperor, who in Return put him in Poſſeſſion of 
theſe Territories, which now are known by the Names of the 
Dutchy of Milan, Dutchy of Montferrat, Piedmont, and of 
| Genoa, and he ruled as Vicar of the Empire in Taly to his 


Death. He left no Iſſue; his Brother Azo III. had a Son, 
named Guido, whoſe Children, Albert and Theodoric, alſo died 


without Iſſue. Osho had ſeveral. Sons beſides Hunibert, of whom 
the fourth named Obiæo poſſeſſed Comachio, and his Son Almarius 
was Marggrave of Ferrara, which City had put herſelf under 
his Protection. But none of the Sons of Otho continued the 


Family long, except the youngeſt Sigfri-d or Sigbert, who left 


a wo Poſterity. 
Srgfried added Lucca * Parma to the Gas of the Family 


of Ehe; he died in 945. His Son Adlius or Azo II, augmented 


his Poſſeſtions with Placentia and Reggio, and became Vicar of 


the Empire in Italy. He built the Caſtle of Canoſſa in the 


Dutchy of Reggio. It was at this Place that the Emperor

hter of Rudolph II. King of Burgundy, 
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Henry IV. in 1077. waited at the Gates of it three Days and 
three Nights uncovered and barefooted, in Snow and Rain, to get 


the Abſolution from the Excommunication Pope Gregory VII. 
who at that Time reſided at this Caſtle, had put him under. 
Aso aſſiſted the Emperor Otho I. in his Wars againſt the Bo- 


. hemians, the Slavi, and the Vandals, but none employed him 


more than Berengarius II. Duke of Friuli, above mentioned, who 


ſet up for Emperor or King of Taly, at the Inſtigation of the 


Court of Rome. Az0 defeated him before the Fortreſs of Canaſſa, 
which he beſieged. and forced him to lay down his aſſumed 


Dignity. Not long after Berengarius marched a ſecond Time 
againſt him, and' again laid Siege to Canaſſa and to Parma; He

Albert, or according to others Obert or Sigbert, the fecond

He married 
Auelbeid or Alda, Siſter of the Emperor Otho II. who aug- 
mented his States with Ten Caſtles in Lombardy and with 
the City of PFriburgh in Germany. He aſſiſted this Emperor 
in his Wars againſt Harald VIII. King of Denmark, and 
againſt the Greeks and Saracens in Italy. Otho by the Trea- 
chery of ſome of his Troops was taken Priſoner by the Greeks, 


but he eſcaped unknown by Favour of the Greek Tongue, 
which he ſpoke perfectly well. The following Year he under- 


took another Expedition againſt the Saracens in Company with 


Albert. $uch a Slaughter was made of their Enemies, that the 


Emperor, being covered with Blood, could hardly be diſtin- 
guiſhed from others, and from thence received + Þ Name of 


Rufus, Sanguinarius, or Pallida mors Saracenorum.. Albert died 
in 995, and of his three Sons the youngeſt named Hugo Afius, 
continued the Family. He accompanied the Emperor Otbo III. 
in his ſeveral Expeditions into Taly, and contributed much to 


ſupport the Imperial Dignity in that Country a againſt the ſeveral 
Schemes, that were formed to diſmember it from the Empire. 
The Romans, who vowed Revenge for the Death of Creſcentius, 


whom Otho had hanged for his depoſing a Pope conſtituted by 


him, and appointing another in ** Stead, at his laſt Arrival in 


Rome 
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Rome inveſted his Palace, and he muſt have fallen into their 
Hands, had not his Coufin Hugo diſappointed them, who con- 


ferring ſometimes with the Imperialiſts and ſometimes with the 


Romans, during theſe Negociations found an Opportunity to con- 
vey the Emperor away by Night. The reſtleſs Attempts, how- 


ever, of Otho's Enemies at length ſucceeded ; ſome Roman Gloves 
were preſented him by the Widow of Creſcentius, in which 
the Richneſs of the Perfume covered ſuch a deadly Poiſon, as 
killed him before his Phyſicians knew he was infected. Henry 


of Bavaria, who is numbered the II. among the Emperors, and 


ſurnamed Sanus, ſucceeded him in the Imperial Throne. His 
Father much coveted this Dignity in the Minority of Orth III. 


but Albert, Hugo's Father, conſtantly oppoſed his Attempts. 
Their Quarrel ended not with their Lives, but was entailed upon 
their Sons. Henry from the Time of his Acceſſion to the 
Throne diſcovered a Diſlike to Hugo, and dropped ſome Words 
of his Deſign with reſpect to him, as ſoon as he found himſelf 
ſettled. This untimely Reſolution loſt him Taly for ſome 


Years. Hugo, who had Notice of it, employed all his Intereft 


to exclude Henry, and ſet up Arduinus of Eporatia againſt 
him, whom moſt of the Nobility of Lambardy ſupported and 
_ choſe King at Pavia. T he Diſturbances of Germany did not 


ſuffer . Henry to concern himſelf. much about Traly, and it was 


after many Sollicitations of the Archbiſhop of Milan, that he at 
length marched an Army to that Country.

and that of the Guelphs, was united; and he inherited, after the 
Death of his Uncle, the States of the Guelphic F amily. 


About a Vear aſter his Succeſſion to his Uncle's States, the 
Emperor Henry IV. who was elected Succeſſor to the Imperial 

Throne, in the Life-time of his Father Henry III. came to that 
Dignity, and being only five Vears old, his Mother Agnes under- 


took the Adminiſtration. Henry IV. inherited alſo the Dutchy 


of Upper Bavaria, which his Father had appropriated to his own 
Family, After an Adminiſtration of about ſeven Years the 


Bavaridns revolted, and made Ortho, a Saxon Prince, their Duke. 


| When Henry IV. came of Age, Otho was expelled, put under 
the Ban of the Empire, and with much Difficulty preſerved his 


paternal States, which were called the Datchy of Saxony on the 


Mehr, or on the Werra. Guelph V. was then in ſuch high 
Eſteem with Henry IV. that he inveſted him with the whole 
Dutchy of Bavaria, of which he had already a conſiderable Part. 
Hie had married Erbelina, Daughter of the proſcribed Orho of 
Saxony, whom, in Compliment to the Emperor Henry IV. he 
divorced. During the firſt Part of this Prince's Reign, Guelph 


V. was firmly attached to his Intereſts, and fought with great 


 Valour againſt Otho of Saxony and his Relations, the Emperor's 
Enemies. The Emperor, who by Birth was of Franconia, had 


once ſaid in his younger Years, that Saxony was a fine Country, 


but that its Inhabitants were bad People; the Saxons, who natu- 
rally were jealous of the Franks, traverſed all his Deſigns, and 
at length nor ode about this Emperor's entire Nun. When the

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Saxons were worſted by the Arms of the Emperor and his Allies, 


1 n 1073 and in the following Years, they carried their Complaints 
before Pope Gregory VII. otherwiſe called Hildebrand, who had

Ambition carried him ſo far, as to ſet up for Sovereign * 
the Univerſe. He excommunicated the Emperor, abſolved his 
Subjects from their Allegiance, and ſummoned him to appear at 
Rome, to juſtify himſelf on Account of the Saxon War. 


Henry IV. ſeemed to deſpiſe this Fulmination, and called a 


Synod at Worms, where he propaſed to depoſe the Pope, as his 
Father Henry III. had done. At the Opening of this Aſſembly, 


ſtrange were the Accuſations brought againſt Gregory. One of : 
his Cardinals, named Hugo, preſented Letters from Rome, ſigned 


by ſeveral Perſons of. unſuſpected Integrity, in which, amongſt 
many Crimes laid to his Charge, both before and after his com- 
ing to the Papacy, he was accuſed of having, by Means of one 
Brazutus, his old Acquaintance, cauſed no leſs than ſix Popes, 


his Predeceſſors, to be poifoned, to make Room for himſelf to 
_ attain that Dignity ; and that he had carried his Election by the 
Power of Matbildis of Efle; the Acclamation of whoſe Guards 
had ferved him to better Purpoſe, than the Suffrages of thoſe 
| who had a Right to elect. Gregory was declared an Uſurper, 


and a Perſon of a ſcandalous Life, that had no Right to this Dig- 
nity ; the Biſhops df Lombardy confirmed at Pavia the Decree

Great Preparations were 
made for this Journey, and Mathildis with her Army intended 
to ſee him ſafe within the Borders of Germany. The Emperor 
obſerving the ill Effects theſe Proceedings already had upon a 
Part of the Princes of the Empire, among whom was Guelph V. 
upon whom the Pope s Excommunication made a great Im- 
preſſion, durſt not venture the Iſſue of Gregory's Journey, but 


reſolved to prevent it, by humbling himſelf to any Terms. He 


went with a ſmall Train to meet Gregory, who was not yet out 
of Tay, and after a moſt i gnominious Treatment, which ill be- 


came a Roman Emperor, an the firſt Potentate of Chriſtendom 
to receive, was abſolved from his Cenſure. During his Stay at 


Rome, the Pope canſed Rudolph, Duke of Suabia, to be made 
Emperor, of which Henry IV. had no Intelligence, all the Ave- 


nues to 7aly being occupied by the Pope's Adherents. But the 


Pope having ſent a Crown to the new Emperor, with the follow. 


ing Verſe engraved upon it: Petra dedit Petro, Petrus Dia- 
dema Rudolpho, a good many States of the Empire began to per- 


— that theſe Proceedings of the Pope were not ſuggeſted 
a Zeal for Religion, as he pretended. In Conſequence 


of hs, when Henry IV. returned, the Empire was divided into 
two Parties; Saxony fided with the new Emperor Rado/ph, and 
Suabia with Henry IV. Four Battles were fought between the 


two Competitors, in the laſt of which, Rudolph was mortally 


wounded and his right Hand cut off, which is ſtill ſhewed in the 


Cathedral of Merſeburg. We find, that Guelph V. had Intelligence 


of ſome Defigns of Henry IV. apainſt him, which made him 
fide with Otho of Saxony, his former Father-in-Law, during theſe 


Wars. He aſſiſted alſo Herman of Lutzelburg, whom the Pope, 


after the Death of Rudolph, ſet up for Emperor againſt Henry IV. 
This Prince having diſcovered the Source of his Misfortunes, did 


not 
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not much amuſe himſelf with this new Anti-Czſar, but march- 


ing directly with an Army before Rome, made himſelf Maſter of 


it after a Siege of two Years. Pope Gregory VII. was depoſed, 
and Clement III. put in his Place, by whom Henry was crowned. 
A few Years after, Herman of Lutzelburg ſubmitted, and was 


pardoned, but Guelpb V. ſuffered moſt by theſe Wars; the 
Emperor kept Bavaria, of which he had deſpoiled him du- 


ring the Troubles, and ruled it by his Governors for. the Space 
of twenty Years. At length Guelpb endeavoured to make his 
Peace alſo with the Emperor; he was affected with the Greatneſs 
of Soul, this Prince ſhewed with Reſpect to the two Anti-Cæſars, 


Rudolph and Herman, with the latter of whom he eaſily recon- 


ciled himſelf, and regretted the Death of the firſt, and would by 
no means ſuffer his Body to be taken out of his Tomb at Merſe- 
Burg, notwithſtanding the repeated Inſinuations of his Courtiers, 
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that it was too much, that his Enemy ſhould have ſuch a ſtately 


Mauſoleum. An Accommodation accordingly was made be- 
tween them, and the Emperor reinveſted Guelph with all Bavaria. 


After this Henry had ſeveral Wars with the Saxons, and with his 


eldeſt Son Conrad, and after his Death with his youngeſt Son 


Henry, whom Pope Paſhalis II. perſuaded to revolt againſt 


his Father, and abſolved from his filial Duty. This great 


Emperor, who, during his Reign, had fought ſixty-two or ſixty- 


five Battles, for the moſt part with Succeſs, was at laſt aban- 


doned by all, and in Deſpair and Neceſſity forced to make his 


Application to the Biſhop of Spzres, to be received a petty Canon 
in a Church, which he himſelf had founded; but this ſmall Fa-

About the Time of Guelph's Reconciliation with the Emperor, 
the firſt of the famous Cruſades, or Expeditions, for the Recovery 
of the Holy Land took Place, and Guelph engaged to join in it. 
This Country, after the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem, became a 
Roman Province, and on the Diviſion of that Empire, betwixt 
Arcadius and Honorius, tell to the Share of the Eaſtern Emperors, 
The greateſt Part of its Inhabitants were Chrittans, who peace- 
ably enjoyed their Poſſeſſions to the Year 615, when Cofroes, 


King of Perfia, invaded this Country, and after putting a great 
Number to the Sword, led a vaſt Multitude into Captivity. 


Among other Things, which Coſroes then carried away with him, 


was the Holy Croſs, which, however, the Emperor Heraclius 
recovered in 629, and brought in Triumph to crufelem, where 
it was publickly ſet up, and a Day appointed to be annually 


| ſolemnized in Commemoration of its Erection, called the Day of 
the Exaltation of the Croſs. About the Year 636 the Soracens 


invaded the Holy Land, and, conquered the City of Alia, or 


Feruſalem, and from that Time remained in Poſſeſſion of it for 
463 Years. They nevertheleſs granted Leave to the Chriſtian 


Inhabitants to remain there, and ſuffered Strangers to viſit the 
Places of Chriſt's Nativity, Sufferings, and. Burial. At length 
theſe Pilgrims became too numerous, and the Saracens, to pre- 


vent the Chriſtians from aflembling in too formidable a Body, at 
firſt levied great Taxes on them, and ſhortly after intirely pro- 
hibited theſ Chriſtian Worſhip, Some Zohan Merchants how- 
ever, in the Year 1092, bought, at a great Sum, of the Saracens, 
he free Exerciſe of the Chriſtian Religion, and to 
the end that the Pilgrims might be the better accommodated, 


when ſick, Hoſpital of St. John was founded, with the fa- 


mous Order of\the Hoſpitalers, or Knights of St, John, after- 
wards called the Knights of Rhodes, and now the Knights of 


Malta; but the Security of the-Chriſtians remained ſtill precari- 
ous, and the Knights were in a continual State of Hoſtility with 
the Saracens. This induced Peter the Hermit, a French Monk, 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of Bruns wick. 
to make a Journey from the Holy Land to Rome, to repreſent to 


Pope Urban II. the miſerable Condition of the Chriſtians in 
thoſe Parts, and the Pontiff thence took an Opportunity, at the 


Council held in the Year 1095, at / Clermont in France, to propoſe 


to all Chriſtendom an Expedition againſt the Infidels, for the 


_ Conqueſt of the Holy Land. The greateſt Part of the Chriſtian 
Princes were prevailed upon to approve of this Propoſal, and the 


Clergy received Orders, for the Succeſs of this Undertaking, to 


ſay daily a certain Number of Paternoſters, which they counted 
by means of a String of Beads, and thence the Chaplets or 
Roſarys have their Riſe. Thoſe who entered in this holy Mi- 

litia had plenary Indulgences granted them, and in lieu of an 
Uniform, wore a red Croſs on their Shoulders, which made ſuch 


an Expedition to be called a Cruſade. It was in the Year 1096, 


that this firſt Expedition to the Holy Land commenced under the 
Command of Godfrey, Duke of Bouillon, who, at his Arrival 
in the Eaß, muſtered an Army of 700,000 effective Men. 


Alexius I. Emperor of the Eaſt, at firſt refuſed a Paſſage to 
this Army, but when he found himſelf not in a Condition to 
reſiſt uch Numbers, he agreed to favour this Undertaking, and 


in Return was aſſured, that all the Conqueſts that ſhould be made, 


ſhould be annexed to the Eaſtern Empire, except Jeruſalem, 


which was reſerved for the Roman Church, Godfrey, at the 


Head. of this vaſt Body, with much Difficulty paſſed through 
Natolia and Syria, and in his March ſeized on ſeveral Cities, 


particularly the great City of Antiochia, which by the Treachery 


of one of its Inhabitants came into his Poſſeſſion in 1098. 
* thereupon laid Siege to Jeruſalem, which ſurrendered in 

„after there had been ſo many Saracens killed, that, it is 
fal, the Horſes of the Chriſtians waded to the Knees in the 
Blood of the Slain. Godfrey being thus Maſter of the Capital of 


the Holy Land, had himſelf proclaimed King of Feruſalem, 
and the Generals under him ſhared betwixt them the other Cities, 
that were conquered 1 in an Expedition. 5 
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We do not find, that Guelph charge himſelf with any Com- 
mand in the Army, but he ſuffered much in this March, and was 
more than once in imminent Danger of his Life. He died on his 
Return home-near Paphos in the Ifland of Cyprus, and his Remains 
were tranſported to the Convent of Weingarten in Suabia. By 


his ſecond Wife Wichanda or Judith, Daughter of Flanders, he 
left two Sons, Guelph VI. and Henry, ſurnamed the Black, who 


both ſucceded him in their Turns. 
__ Guelph VI. diſputed with the Deſcendants of Azo VI. the 
Succeſſion of the States of the younger Branch of Eſte in Italy, 
which he claimed in Right of his Father Guelph V. the eldeſt 
Son of Az0 IV. as has been ſaid above. In the Year 1117, he went 


Vith the Emperor Henry V. to Rome, to adjuſt the Differences, 


which aroſe between that Prince and the Pope about the Inveſti- 
ture of the Biſhops. Pope Paſhalis II. had a Mind to accompliſh 


what Gregory VII. began, and deſired of the Emperor, to cede to 


the See of Rome the Inveſtiture of the German Biſhops by the Ring 
and Crofier, which was as much, as to leave to him the Diſpoſal 
of the Eccleſiaſtical Dignities in Germany. Henry V. made it 


appear, that the Emperors of the Jef, ever ſince Charles the 


Great, had exerciſed this Right, and he marched an Army to 
Traly to maintain his Claim. The Pope, to divert this Storm, 
infinuated to the Emperor, that in his Father's Death the Diſ- 
pleaſure of Providence was viſible, for his o oppoſing the See of 
Rome; but thoſe of the Emperor's Party, made no ſuch Infe- 
rence from thence, knowin g. * * if there were no ſurer Argu- 
ments to direct Men in their Judgments, than the Undertakers 
| Succeſs, the beſt Cauſes might oftentimes ſuffer, and the moſt. 
"palpable Uſurpations be vindicated. At firſt the Pope entertained 
Hopes, that the Emperor might deſiſt from his Pretenſion, 
but when he heard of his Arrival at Rome, he made the 
Populace riſe.

« me; but as ſoon as Henry had left Taly the Pope retracted 


his Engagement, and not only cauſed him to be excom- 


municated by the Archbiſhop of Mayence, but inſtigated the 


- Saxons, the natural Enemies of the Franks, to make War agamft 


him. 
Guelph VI. had the good Fortune to obtain in Marriage the 


richeſt Princeſs of her Time. It was Mathild;s, above menti- 


oned, only Daughter of Boniface Marggrave of Elie, Heireſs of 
Ferrara, Mantua, Lucca, Parma, Modena, Placentia, Piſa, Spo- 
eto, Ancona, and Tuſcany, This Princeſs, as a zealous Partizan 
of Pope Gregory VII. and of his Succeſſors, in the Wars which 
| theſe Popes had with the Emperors Henry IV. and Henry V 
- commanded whole Armies, conquered Cities, and did all that 
can be required of a conſurianiate General. It is ſaid, that one

of the Reaſons of her marrying Guelph VI. was to draw his 
Father Guelph V. from the Emperors Party. This Marriage 


ſubſiſted but a few Years , and was ſet aſide fo early as in the 


Life-time of Guelph V, whoſe Reconciliation with the Emperor 


Houſe of Ee, and died in 1115 without Iſſue. Her Poſſe 


ſhould have fallen to her Husband Guelph VI, deſcended from 


the younger Branch of Ehe, and next a-kin to her; but 


her Zeal for the See of Rome, which grew with her Years, made 
her fond of being called the Daughter of St. Peter, the Pillar o of 
Truth, and the Prote&reſ5 of the Church, Titles which the Popes 


invented to gratity her Humour, and in Order to Tontinue

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after her Death the Panegyricks of thoſe, who extolled her

States, 


We do not find, that ſhe ever was. canonized, though Envy 
itſelf muſt allow, that no one could ever lay juſter Claim to this.

of Saints, to whom they are much obliged. The beft of their 


Pens however have been em ployed to vets her Virtues, and 


ber Memory is ſtill more precious among them, than that of 


' moſt of their Saints. Of this Urban VIII. in later Times has. 


given Teſtimony, by having her Body, or what at leaſt paſſed 


for it, tranſlated from a Church near Mantua to Rome, where it 
lies buried in St. Peter's, under a ſtately Monument erected in 
1635, at his Charge with an Inſcription, which expreſſes both 
his Value for her Piety and Virtue, and his Gratitude for her 
Protection and Bounty. 

The Will, which Marbildis made. had not the Effect. the See 


of Rome expected. The Emperor Henry V. himſelf laid Claim- 


to this Succeſſion, and objected againſt the Pope, that Mathildis, 


without the Conſent of the Empire, had no Right to diſpoſe of 


Pofleſhons belonging to it. Afr many Diſputes, the Emperor 
went himſelf to Italy in Company with Guelph VI, drove the 


Po ope out of Rome, and took Paſſeſſion of theſe States. The 
Popes however renewed afterwards at different Times theſe Diſ- 
putes, and uſurped Matbhildis's Succeſſion, and betwixt theſe two 

powerful Competitors, Guelph VI, whoſe Title certainly was 


beſt had the leaſt Share. He died without Iflue in 1120. 

Henry ſatnamed the Black, ſucceeded his Brother Guelph VT. 
This Prince was preſent at the Conferences held at Chalons in 
_ Champagne in 1107, between Henry V. and Pope Paſhalis II, 
and every where had a Sword carried before him. He took a 
great deal of Pains to accommodate Matters between the two 
Parties, but wikhout ducceſs. The Popes were already too 


Powerful 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRuNs wick. 
powerful, and the Archbiſhop of Mayence, under a pretended 


Zeal for the Church, ſecretly contrived a formidable League 


againſt the Emperor and his Partizans, whom he called Schi/- 


maticks, which made Henry V. grow weary of Diſputes with 
the See of Rome, and he ceded in the Year 1122, at the Diet of 
Worms, to Cal:xt II. the Inveſtiture of the Biſhops of the Roman 


Empire. By Virtue of the Agreement then made, the Chapters 


had the Freedom of Election, but the Popes the Right to inveſt 
the Elected by the Ring and Crefer.. The Emperor reſerved to 
Himſelf the lain by the Sceptre, on account of the Tem- 


poralities, which the Biſhops hold as Fiefs of the Empire. The 


Pope was ſo tranſported at this Tranſaction, that he cauſed the 
Deed of Ceſſion to be hung up in the Cathedral at Rome as a 


Trophy, and could not forbear ſaying to his Friends, that by this 
Ceſſion the Roman Empire had loſt its right Hand. Henry the 
Black ſeemed to be more fortunate in Marriage, than his Bro- 


ther. His Wife Wulſhild, was the eldeſt Daughter and Heireſs. 
of Magnus, the lait Duke of Saxony, of the Billung Race, 


by whoſe Right the Dutchy of Saxony on the Elbe ſhould 


have fallen to his Son, Henry the Proud, But the Emperor 


Henry V. diſpoſed of it in Favour of © Lotharius, Count of 


Supplinburg, atterwards his Succeſſor on the Imperial Throne. 
Yet Henry the Proud, by marrying Gertraut, only Daughter 


of Lotharius, at length —— Brunſwick and all Saxony for 


his Family. 
We are now arrived at a Period, in which the Anceſtors of 4 


Houſe of Brunſwick made a conſiderable Figure, but as by the 
laſt Acquiſitions we ſee this Family Lords of a new Country, it 
is proper, we ſhould give an Idea of the Origin and the Govern- 
ment of Saxony and of Brunſwick, which at the ſame Time 
will ſhew us the Deſcent of that Houſe, from the ancient Saxon 


Kings, and the Emperors of that Race. 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of Bxunswick. 8 
At the Time the Name (a) of the Saxons is firſt recorded in 
Hiſtory, they poſſeſſed that Part of Germany, which at this Time 
is called Holſtein. They afterwards extended their Dominions 7 
towards the South, the Weſt, and the Eaft, from the German 1 
Ocean, to Bohemia, and from the Rhine to the Oder, inſomuc © 
that under the general Name of Saxony, all thoſe Countries were 
at length comprehended, which at preſent are called Upper and 
Lewer Saxony, . Jiphalia, Thuringen, Mt yore; and the Marcks f 
of Brandenburg. 

The Saxons were a warllks People, and made their Children = 
run naked in the Snow from their Infancy, to render them fit to 
| indure the Fatigues of War. Their Sincerity has always been 

much commended, and it was proverbially ſaid, That a Pro- 9 

. wiſe of a Saxon, was of more Value, than an Oath made in other 3 
Countries. Chaſtity was religiouſly obſerved, Huflots were burned 
alive, Adultreſſes hanged, and Adulterers buried in the Ground 
as far as their Waiſts, and were often whipped to Death. Among 
their Laws, they had one much like that of the XII. Tables, 
by which every one was obliged to marry according to his Con- 
dition, a Nobleman to a Nobleman's Daughter, a Commoner to 
a Commoner's Daughter, and if a Saxon married out of his 

Country, his Relict had no Right to his Poſſeſſions. Politeneſs 
was not known amongſt them, and Drunkenneſs paſled for no 
Crime. In the Beginning they were great Pirates upon the 
German Ocean, and it was faid of them, according to Sidonius 8 
Apollinaris, that they had, as it were, Intelligence with the - 
Waves of the raging Sea. Their religious Worſhip. was the 
worſt of all, they adored the Devil, for tear of being injured by 
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(a) There are only Conjectures about the Origin and Name of the Saxons. Some 
deduce the Name from the Latin Word Saxum, a Stone, becauſe the Saxons ſtood againſt iy 
their Enemies as unmovable as Rocks and Stones. Others have their Origin from the 
ancient 4fiatick People, who, it is ſaid, were called Sacæ. Others will have it, that the 
Word Sahs, ſignified, with the ancient Germans, a Dagger or preat Knife, and that the 
ancient Saxons uſed ſuch Weapons with their other Arms. Thus much is certain, that the 1 
Saxons were already 1 a German Nation about the Birth of Chrift. | 
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him, and their Sacrifices conſiſted principally of the human 
Species; the ci qe of their Priſoners of War was always im- 


molated. Their chief Idols were Irminſula, = or Croab, 


and Tibelinus. 
The whole Saxon Nation was governed by ches Chiefiains, 


who were choſen every Year. Theſe elected one from among 


themſelves, who was their chief Judge, but had no further 


Authority. When they had Wars, which were familiar to f 
them, they choſe a King, who remained ſuch as long as the 


War continued, but was obliged to lay down his Frerogative at 
its Expiration. 


The ancient Saxons were more creatives to perform great 


Actions than to record them in Writing. Harderich is the firſt 


of their Kings we know of with Certainty (2). Anſerich, his — 


viucceſſor, who reigned about the Birth of Chriſt, began to drive 
the Thuringi out of the Dutchy of Bremen and the adjacent \ 


Country, where the Elbe empties itſelf into the German Ocean, 
who from that Time gradually began to ſettle in Heſſe, M. flpbalia, 
and Franconia. Germany was then inhabited by ſeveral Nations, 


| beſides the Saxons and the Thuringi, who were called Suevi,

oft Part was Ariftecratical, in Time of War they made Confe- 


deracies, and had a King. In the tenth Year of the Chriſtian Ara, 
one of theſe Kings, called Arminius, fought a moſt bloody Battle 


_ againſt the Romans commanded by Varus, the Emperor Auguſtus's 


General, in the Neighbourhood of the Saxons between Minſter 


and Bilefeld | in Weſtphalia. Fifty thouſand Romans were killed 
upon the Spot, and Varus ſtabbed himſelf in Deſpair ; but the 


Saxons did not meddle, nor give any Afliſtance to theſe Nations 


againſt the Romans, to whom even the Name of the Saxon Na- 


tion was not known, till the Beginning, « or about the Middle, of 


the ſecond Century. 
Not long after, the Saxons extended 88 towards the 
Oder, they drove allo the 77 ne further, by which the Coun- 


tr les 
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tries called Brunſwick and Luncburg, gradually came under their 
Subjection. In the Reign of the twelfth and thirteenth of their 
Kings, they cruiſed as fr as to the Gallic Coaſt, and by Land ex- 


tended their Dominions very much towards the Weſt, which at- 


terwards produced continual Wars between them and the Franks. 
The fourteenth of their Kings, called Hengiſt, went into 


England, with a large Colony, about the Year 449; and eſtab- 


liſhed there a Saxon Government. 

In the Beginning of the ſixth Century 2 beothoric, King of 
Auſtraſia, called the Saxons to aſſiſt * againſt Hermanfried, 
King of the Thuringi, The whole Kingdom of Thuringia was 


conquered, and divided between the Saxons and the Franks. 


Brunſwick and Luneburg came, by this Diviſion, intirely under 
the Subjection of the Saxons, The River Unſirut was appoin ted 


the common Boundary. 
Several Colonies of German Kattbas. had made Eſtabliſhments 


in the laſt Century in foreign Countries; a Part of the Suevi and 
Vandali ſettled in Portugal, in Spain, and in Africa; the Franks 
in Gallia, and laid there the Foundation of the Kingdom of 
France after the Expulſion of the Romans. The Burgundians, 


who alſo were a German Nation, ſettled in the ſame Kingdom, 
and gave the Name of Burgundy to the Province, wherein they 
ſettled. Theſe Examples induced the Longobards, another Ger- 
man People, to try their Fortune in Ttaly, and 20,000 Saxons 


0 joined theſe new Adventurers. But ſo it happened, that the 


Longobards took the beſt Part in Lah to themſelves, and the 
Saxons, diſguſted at it, returned home again. In the mean time, 
the Suevi had taken Poſſeſſion of their Country, and bloody Wars 
enſued upon this, wherein the Saxons at laſt were victorious. 
In the Beginning of the Seventh Century, the Saxons main- 


tained Wars againſt the Franks, but were worſted. Clotarius II. 
King of the Franks, for three ſucceſlive Days, cut in pieces, all 


the Saxons he could find, that were above the Length of his 


Sword, and the reſt were obliged to pay Tribute to the Franks. 
| * 
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In the ſucceeding Reign the Vandals made a ſtrong Irruption 


into Thuringen, but were repulſed by S:ghard King of Saxony. 
In Conſideration of Sighard's Valour the Franks remitted the 


Tribute. 


After this Time the Franks seed to convert the Savers 
to the Chriſtian Religion, but could not ſucceed. On the Death of 


Hetanus, the laſt Duke of the Franks, the Dutchy of Ea/t-Fran- 


conia fell to the Weſt-Franks, that is, to the Merovingian Kings | 
of France. Pipin gave it to his. Son Charles, and after de- 
throning his Maſter Ch:/deric III. made himſelf King of France. 
From this Time the Saxons had little or no Chance in War, 


Pipin was too powerful, and obliged them, to pay 3 an yearly 


Tribute, conſiſting of three hundred Stone-horles. 

Wittekind the Great was the laſt King, the Saxons elected. 
Pipin s Son, Charles the Great, King of France, of Itah, and 
of Germany, and at laſt Emperor, reſolved in the Diet of 
Werms in 772, to continue the War againſt the Saxons, till 
they embraced the Chriſtian Religion, He begun with their 
chief Idol the Irminſula ( a) fince it was not to be expected, 
they would turn their Thoughts towards the inviſible Deity, as 
long as they had their Idol before their Eyes. It was at 
Ehreſburg now called Stadtberg in We efiphalia, the Place was well 
fortified and coſt much Pains + to take it. The Saxons having for 


many Centurys made their chief Offerings to this Idol, the Booty, 


the Franks found there, ſurpaſſes Imagination. The Idol was de- 


(a) It was a Column of Braſs, whereon a Statue of the ſame Metal was placed, repre- 


ſenting a Warriour. In the right Hand it held a Banner, whereon was a Roſe, and in the 
left a pair of Scales, as a Symbol of Juſtice; upon the Breaſt was painted a Bear with an 


Eſcutcheon, whereon a Lyon was repreſented. Herman or Hermion, a King of the an- 
cient Germans, who is faid to have lived in 2127. or about the Time of the Patriarch 
Jacob, was after his Death adored as a God by them, and ſome will have it, that Bin- 
fula is as much as Hermanſula, and that the Saxoxs either received the : Notion of his 
Godhead from the ancient Germans, or were willing to immortalize Herman or Hermion 


by giving their Idol his Name. Others ſay, that it repreſented Arminius, King of the 


German, who after the Battle. againſt Varus, had this Monument erected his Honour: 
ſtroyed 
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ſtroyed, and the Column carried away and placed in a new Church 
built by Charles the Great at Hildeſheim, where it is to be ſeen 


at this Day, and ſerves to put Candles upon, when the Church 
is illuminated on high Feſtivals. 


The Saxons were much chagrined at the Loſs of this Idol. 


When Charles the Great went to Italy againſt the Longobards, 
Wittekind aſſembled his Forces, and made himſelf again Maſter 
of the Caſtle of Ehreſburg, in 773. But Charles the Great returned 
in the following Year, got a great Victory over the Saxons in 
the County of Diepbolt, and retook Ehreſburg. Two Years af- 
ter, in the Abſence of Charles the Great, the Saxons fell upon 
the Franks, treated them very cruelly, and demoliſhed Ebreſburg. 
The following Year Charles the Great had the better of Witteking, 


and drove him to Denmark. 
Buy this Time the Inflexibility of the . had much abated, 
a great Number got themſelves baptized at Paderborn, amongſt 


whom was Albion, firſt Couſin of Wittekind. Cake the Great 


was pleaſed with it, and to promote Chriſtianity among the Saxons, 


founded three Biſhopricks, one at Paderborn, another at Oſrna- 


brick, and a third at forme, which afterwards was tranſlated 
| 0 Halberſtad:. 


In the mean time, Wittekind had been in 3 and with 


the Aſſiſtance of King Getheric, his Father-in-Law, marched 
7 againſt the Franks, but was routed in the Year 779, and obliged 
to retire into Bavaria. The Franks made, in the following 
Years great Progreſs againſt the Saxons, who loſt Battle after 


Battle, and the Franks ſubdued all their Country on the Weſer. 
The Saxons got, in the Year 782, ſome Advantage over the 


Franks near Wittckindſburg, now called Minden in Weſtphalia, 


but Wittekind ſoon after retiring from his People, Charles the 


Great made an Oath, to kill without Mercy every Saxon that 


ſhould be taken, unleſs all the Relations and Friends of }/7ttekind 


were immediately delivered up to him. The Saxons accordingly 
ſent 4500 of their chief Men, all whom Charles the Great be- 
headed 
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headed at Verden, and beſides tranſported ſeveral thouſands of 
the common Sort to Hungary and J, ranſylvania, in order to diſ- 
perſe this warlike People. : 

Wittekind, with the Aſſiſtance of the Daten, ventured another 
Battle in the following Year 783, but was totally overthrown 
near Detmold in the County of Lippe, and with Difficulty ſaved 
his own Perſon. This was the laſt of the ſeventeen Battles Mitte- 
kind fought againſt Charles the Great. Moderate Propoſals were 
made, which W/ittekind accepted, and got himſelf baptized with 
his whole Family by Lullo, Biſhop of Mayence, in the Year 785. 
Thirteen Years had paſſed from the Beginning of this War, 
Charles the Great fought ſtill 20 Years longer with the Saxons, 
but Vittebind had no Hand in it. He was created Duke of 
Saxony, Charles the Great gave him beſides the Dutch y of 
Angria in Fief, and obliged him not to uſe any more the 
Title of King. Wittckind had till this Time a black Horſe in 
his Eſcutcheon, which Charles the Great changed into a white 
Herſe, retained at this Day by the Houſe of Brunfiick. 

The Battles which the Saxons afterwards fought againſt the 
Franks were unfortunate to them, they were in the Year 804 
intirely ſubdued, after many Colonies of them had been tranſ- 
ported and diſper ſed in Brabant, Flanders, and other Countries.

He 
was in ſuch high Eſteem with the Princes of Germany, that 
after the Death of Lewis IV. the laſt Emperor of the Carlovingian 
os they elected him Emperor in 912, but he refuſed this 

gnity on account of his advanced Age, and preferring Merit, 
5 the Glory of doing a generous Action, before his own Re- 
ſentment, ſet an Example as uncommon as noble, and recom- 
mended his Enemy Conrad I. Duke of Francona, who WAS ac- 


cordingly elected Emperor. 


Otho's Son Henry, ſurnamed the Folker, built the Cities of 


gar and Quedlinburg; and on the Death of Conrad, the Princes 
of the Empire, in 919, elected him Emperor. It was this 
Emperor, who delivered Germany from the Oppreſſion of the 
Hunni, to whom it was tributary from the Reign of the Em- 
peror Leuis IV. and in order to ſecure the Frontiers of the 


Empire againſt foreign Irruptions, he appointed Marggraves, or 


Governors of Frontiers, in Slefwick, Brandenburg, Miſnia, and 
Luſatia, as Charles the Great had done in Auſtria and Moravia, 
which Offices afterwards changed into princely Dignities. It is 
this Emperor alſo, to whom Germany owes its great Number of 
Cities, for by his Care many Places were walled in, and fortified 
with Baſtions and Ditches ; both for their Defence and the.Secu- 
rity of Commerce; and to the end that the Nobility might be 
inured to the Exerciſe of Arms in Time of Peace, he inſtituted, 


in 935, Turnaments, where every one gloried in ſhewing his 
Addreſs, and which, from that Time, were held 1 in Germany for 


ſeveral Ages with great Solemnity. 


His eldeſt Son Ortho I. ſurnamed the Ws ſucceeded him in 
Saxony and in the Imperial Dignity, his Grandſon Otho IT. ſur- 


named Rufus, and hisGreat-Grandſon Otho III. ſurnamed Mirabilia 
Mundi alſo came to the Imperial Throne. Otho I. founded the 
Arxch- 
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Archbiſhoprick of Magdeburg, in 940, at the Defire of his firſt 
Wife Editha, Daughter of Edward, King of England, of the 


Saxon Race, upon whom the Territory, where Magdeburg ſtands, 
was ſettled as a Dowry. The Founding of it coſt near two Mil- 


lions of Crowns, which was a prodigious Sum of Money in thoſe 


Days. He alſo founded the Biſhopricks of Merſeburg, Miſnia, 
N Havelberg, Brandenburg, and preſented the Church 
of St. Michael in Luneburg with a Table made of pure Arabian 
Gold, taken from the Saracens in Italy, eight Feet long and four 


Feet wide, the Rim was embelliſhed with precious Stones of 
immenſe Value, and on the Table were chaſed, in three Rows, 
ſeveral Hiſtories of the Bible. This Table was placed before the 
great Altar of that Church, but was ſtripped in 1698, of a great 


Part of the Jewels, by a Gang of Thieves, who took from it 
200 Rubies and Emeralds, together with a large Diamond. It 


was this Emperor, who by the large Privileges, which he con- 


ferred on the Biſhops, made them equal to ſecular Princes, and 
by his Liberality, and that of his Son and Grandſon Orho II. and 


Otho TIT. the Church acquired almoſt two Thirds of their 
States. The Mines of Rammelſberg near Goſſar were diſcovered 
in the Reign of Otho I. and he introduced a Colony of Franks 
in that City, who began to work the Ore, and from them the 


Inhabitants learned the Art and Myſtery of treating Metals. 


Otho I. had great Wars to maintain in Italy, and being obliged to 


be abſent ſometimes for ſeveral Vears from Germany, had his 


Saxon Dominions, in the mean while, governed by Stadtholders, 
who afterwards poſſeſſed them in their own Right, and were 
called Dukes of Saxony on the Elbe, Dukes of Saxony on le Meſer, 


and Marggraves f Saxony. 

Herman Billung, as a Reward foe the Bravery he had ſhewed 
on many , Occaſions, got of the Emperor Otbo I. that Part of 
Saxony, which comprehended Luneburg, and was ſtiled Duke of 


Saxony on the Elbe, His Succeſſors were Benno or Berno, Bern- 


bard, Ordulphus, and Magnus. It remained in his Family from

favour of Lotharius, Count of Supplinburg, afterwards his Suc- 
ceſſor in the Imperial Dignity, who poſſeſſed it to the Year 11 1130, 


when it paſſed to the Guelphic Family. 
The Emperor Henry the Fowler had, beſides O75 I. or the 


Great, a Son named Henry, who derum Duke of Bavaria in 


948, and was ſucceeded in 955 by his Son Henry, ſurnamed 
Rixoſus, Father of Henry II. ſurnamed Sanctus, who obtained 
the Imperial Dignity in 1002, after the Death of Ortho III. and is 
the fifth Emperor of the Saxon Race deſcended from Wittekind 


the Great. Bruno, Brother of Henry Rixoſus, Grandſon of the 


Emperor Henry the Fowler, and Nephave to the Emperor Otho I. 


got that Part of Saxony, which comprehended Brunſwick, and 


was ſtiled Marggrave of Saxony. His Succeſſors were Bruno II. 
Ludolph, Ecbert I. and Ecbert IT. It continued in his Family till 
1090, when Ecbert II. the laſt Marggrave of Saxony, died with- 


out Male Iſſue. He had a Siſter named Gertraut, married to 
Henry the Groſs, Duke of Saxony on the Weſer, who, in Right 


of his Wife, inherited Brunſwick, or the Marggraviate of Saxon ü 


and united it to the Dutchy of Saxony on the Weſer. 


Herman, the third Brother of Henry Rixoſus, alſo Grandſon of 
the Emperor Henry the, Fowler, and Nephew of the Emperor 
Otbo I. got that Part on the Meſer, where Gottingen and Nor- 


theim are ſituated, and was called Duke of Saxony on the Weſer or 


en the Werra. His Deſcendants were Sig fried I. Sig fried II. 


Ortho (who alſo became Duke of Bavaria, but was deſpoiled 
of it by the Emperor Henry IV. as has been ſaid in the Life of 


Guelph V.) and Henry the Groſs. The laſt Heir Male of the 
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Memoirs f the Houſe of BRUNSWICK. 
has been obſerved, Gertraut, Heireſs of Brunſwick, or of the 


Marggraviate of Saxony, Siſter to Echert II. laſt Marggrave, and 
united the Dutchy of Saxony on the Weſer with the Marggraviatc 
of Saxony, He left but one Daughter named Richenza, who 


married Lotharius, Count of Supplinburg, afterwards Emperor, 


whom Henry V. his Predeceſſor in the Imperial Dignity, favoured fo 
much, that he conferred on him the Dutchy of Saxony on the Elbe, 
after the Death of Magnus, its laſt Duke, as has been ſaid above. 


Lotharius, who by the Munificence of the Emperor Henry V. 
was become Duke of Saxony on the Elbe, and in Right of his 


Wife Richenza, Duke of Saxony on the Weſer, and alſo of Brunſ- 


wick, had thus all Saxony united. He had no Male Iflue, but 
one Daughter named Gertraut, who married, in 1127, Henry 


the Proud, Son of Henry the Black, of the Guelphic Race. His 
Poſterity by this Alliance received a new Luſtre, from a Mother 


lineally deſcended from the ancient Saxon Kings, and who had 


no leſs than fix Emperors among her Anceſtors. The rich 
Portion alſo, which ſhe brought to Henry the Proud, conſidera- 


bly augmented his States, and this is the hem whoſe Hiſtory 
we now are Soing to write. 


H E N R Y, ſurnamed the Proud. 


It was in the Vear 1127, that Henry the Proud ſucceeded his 
Father Henry the Black, He received the Surname of Proud 
either from his Enemies, or on account of a wrong Tranſlation 

of the Latin Word Superbus, which ſignifies Magnificent as well 

as Proud. He had two Brothers; Conrad the eldeſt was a Car- 
dinal, and the other named Guelph VII. was. Duke of Spoleto, 


Prince of Sardinia, and Count of Altorff. When Henry the 
Proud ſucceeded his Father, the Boundaries of his Poſſeſſions were, 
towards the South, Verona in Nah; towards the North, the Danu'e; 


towards the Ea/?, the Lower Auſtria, Stiria, and Carniola ; wat 
towards the Met, the Borders of Franconia, the Territory where 


the 
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the City of Ulm is ſituated, and the Lake of Cunſtance in Suabia : 
which Poſſeſſions were equal to a conſiderable Kingdom. His 


Wife, as hath been ſaid, was Gertraut, only Daughter of the 


Emperor Lotharius, whom he aſſiſted in his Wars in Tay 
againſt Roger, King of Sicily. Pope Anacletus II. had crowned 


this Prince King of both Naples and Sicily, in order to ſecure his 


Aſſiſtance againſt Innocent II. who was his Competitor for the 
See of Rome. Henry, at the Head of the Imperial Army, main- 
tained the latter, and found Roger ſo much Employment, that 


very little of Naples remained in his Poſſeſſion. In theſe Wars 


Tuſcany and ſeveral other Provinces in Taly were conquered | 


from thoſe that ſided with the Anti-Pope ; which the Emperor 
Lotharius beſtowed upon Henry his Son-in-Law. In the Year 
1136, he ceded to him the whole Dutchy of Saxony, which 
Henry extended towards the North as far as where Lubeck now 
is ſituated, by conquering from the Polabi, a Race of Veneds, 


the Country called Saxe-Lawenburg, Thus Henry the Proud 


became Lord from the Bailticł, almoſt to the Mediterranean. 
Lotharius dying in the Year 1137, declared him his Succeſſor 


in the Imperial Dignity, and ſent him the Crown, Sceptre, Sword, 


and the other Þy/ignia of the Empire. 


It would have been happy for Henry, had Lotharius his 


Father-in-Law been more beloved by the Princes of the Empire. 


A great many of them choſe Conrad Duke of Suabia Emperor, 


who oppoſed Lotharius for five Years ; and he would never have 
maintained this Dignity, had he not craved the Aſſiſtance of 


Pope Honorius II. to whom he promiſed, to acquieſce in all that 


the former Emperors had been under a Neceſſity of granting to 


the See of Rome. Henry, by marrying his Daughter, inherited 


the IIl-will ſome Princes of the Empire had conceived Ne 


his Father-in-law. 


A Diet was to be held at Mayence on Whitfuntide, in 11 . 8. 
to chuſe an Emperor in the room of Lotharius; but Conrad Duke 


of Suabia, fearing that the Majority” might be for Henry, an- 
ticipated 
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FOG the Term, and aſſembled his Friends in Lent at Coblentæ, 
where he got himſelf elected Emperor, and was crowned by 


Theoduinus the Pope's Legate at Aix la Chapelle, the Arch- 


biſhop of Cologn having not yet received the Pall from Rome. 
The late Emperor Lotharius, as has been ſaid, had aſſiſted 

Pope Innocent II. againſt Roger King of Sicily, and after his 

Death the See of Rome wanted the Continuance of the Aid of the 


Roman Emperors. For this Reaſon the Pope haſtened the 


Election, and favoured Conrad, to the Prejudice of Henry, becauſe 
Emanuel, Son of the Greek Emperor John II. defired Conrad's 
Siſter-in-Jlaw in Marriage, which Alliance appeared to the Pope 
of great Moment for the intire Conqueſt of the Holy Land. 
Henry and his Brother Guelph VII. were ſurprized at this irre- 
gular Proceeding: They proteſted againſt Conrad's Election, and 


refuſed to deliver up the Tn/ignia of the Empire at Bamberg, 
where a Diet was appointed for this Purpoſe. Conrad did all 
in his Power to move the Princes of the Empire againſt Henry. 
He repreſented him as a Stranger in Germany, and that his 
Great- Grandfather had been the firſt that ſettled there; yet 
at the fame Time, contrary to his Intention, he gave ample 
Teſtimony of the Greatneſs and Antiquity: of his F amily, and 


that he was of the Blood of Efe, deſcended of the ancient Raman 


Family of the Actii, ſwelled, as he ſaid, with the Names and 
Titles of his Anceſtors. For want of any perſonal Charge againſt 


him, he put the Princes in mind of the Treachery of his An- 


ceſtor Hugo, who had ſided with Arduinus of Eporædia againſt 
the Emperor Henry II. concluding, that the Intereſt Henry had 


in Germany and in Italy, was fo formidable, that the Conſtitu- 
tions of Germany would be in Danger of being overturned, in caſe 


the Princes of the Empire favoured his Cauſe. Guelph VII. Who 
was preſent, vindicated his Brother and himſelf, to the Satisfaction 


of the whole Aſſembly. He ſaid, that he was not aſhamed to 

own, that his Great-Grandfather had been a Stranger in Germany, 

— af the Blood of Ele, nas deſcended from the ancient Family 
of 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRUNs Wick. 
of the Adii; but that they all knew, that their Family was a 


German Family by his Great Grandmother, and that in her Right 
his Grandfather, Father, and Brother, inherited and poſſeſſed the 


Dutchy of Bavaria: That it was true, that Hugo of Eſte had 


countenanced Arduinus, but that the Reſolution of the Emperor 


Henry II. to ruin him, had put him upon that Courſe to prevent it; 


and that after their Reconciliation no body had ever more faithfully 
or ſucceſsfully promoted his Service. He added, that the means 
Conrad had made uſe of to ſeize on the Imperial Dignity could 
not be juſtified by ſuch groundleſs Inſinuations, and that he, on 


this very Account, ought to be looked upon as the real Subverter 
of the ancient Conſtitutions of the Empire. Upon this the Diet 


was diſſolved, and another appointed at Ratiſbon. Still greater 
Debates were expected in this Aſſembly, but Henry ws prevailed 
upon by ſeveral Promiſes of the Emperor Conrad to comply. 

After the Delivery of the Infgnia, Conrad increaſed his Demands, 

and deſired of him, to give up Nurenberg, and ſeveral Territories 
in Taly, which Lotharius had inveſted him with. Henry finding 
himſelf deceived, refuſed to take the Inveſtiture of his States from. 
Conrad, and being ſummoned to appear at the Diet of Augsburg, 
came thither with a large Army. Conrad was fo much terrified, 
that he fled in the Night-time, with his Domeſticks and a few 
Friends only, and did not ſtop till he arrived at Wurtzburg. 


Here he aſſembled the Princes of the Empire, and remonſtrated 

to them, that it was not lawful for a Prince of the Empire to 
poſſeſs two Dutchies; and ſince Henry had acquired Saxony, 
when Bavaria was already in his Poſſeſſion, he thought proper, 


that this Prince ſhould be obliged to give up Saxony, and in caſe 


of Refuſal loſe both Dutchies. The Argument of the Emperor 
might eaſily have been refuted, and ſeveral Precedents could have 


been alledged, of Princes of the Empire having in former Times 
poſſeſſed two Dutchies at the fame Time; but the Fate of Henry 


would have it, that Conrad carried his Point. The Princes ſeemed 
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to apprehend the large States and Power of Henry, Conrad took 
Advantage of it, and as Henry refuſed to;give up the leaſt Part of 
his Poffeſſions, a Decree paſſed nemine contradicente, by which 
he was put to the Ban of the Empire. The Ban was pro- 
claimed a ſecond Time at Goflar | in 1138, and had ſuch an un- 
expected Effect, that Henry was intirely deſerted, and no more 
than four of his Servants remained with him. 

The Emperor diſpoſed of Bavaria in Favour of his Brother 

{JR Margrave of Auſtria, and gave Saxony to Albert ſur- 

the Bear of the Houſe of Anhalt, who laid Claim to it 
on account of his Mother Elite, ſecond Daughter of Magnus 
laſt Duke of Saxony on the Elbe, above mentioned. Henry find- 
ing little Aſſiſtance from his Subjects! in Bavaria, left the Care of 
his Affairs in that Country to his Brother Gue/ph VII, and haſtened 
to the Lower Saxony againſt his ſecond Enemy Alert the Bear, 
who had made himſelf Maſter of Luneburg, Bardewick, and 
Bremen, and drove Adolph of the Houſe of Schauenburg, out of 
the Dutchy of Holſtein, which at that Time was a Fief of the 
Dutchy of Saxony. Henry reconquered in a ſhort Time Lune- 
burg and the other Cities with the Aſſiſtance of his Mother-in-law 
the Empreſs Dowager Richenza ; ſeveral of his Bavarian Vaſſals 
and Subjects, diſguiſed as Pilgrims, came to join his Army, by 
whoſe Aid he reinſtated Adolph in Holſtein, conquered the Marck 
of Brandenburg and the Marck of Soltwedel from Albert the Bear, 
and made him fly his Dominions. The Emperor came to the 
Aſſiſtance of Mee, but Henry with a ſtrong Army marching 
as far as Creutzburg in Thuringen, with an Intent to meet him, and 


from thence to force a Paſſage into Bavaria, the Emperor was not 
in a Condition to withſtand him. A Ceſſation of Hoſtilities was 


agreed upon, and the City of Reedlinburg appointed for a Place 

of Congreſs, in Order to negotiate a Peace. But Conrad fought 

for nothing but an Opportunity to deſtroy him, Henry was poi- 
ſoned there in the 40th Year of his Age, before any Thing was 1139. 
concluded upon, He left one Son who ſucceeded him, 
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HENRY furnamed the Then. 


Henry was ſurnamed the Lyon on account of his Valour. He 
was but ten Years old, when his Father Henry the Proud died; 
but his Uncle Guelph VII. took upon him the Guardianſhip, 


and acquitted himſelf of it with great Fidelity. 
The Beginning of Henry's Reign was not very proſperous. 


Bavaria was in the Hands of Henry Jaſemergot Marggrave of 


Auftria; and Albert the Bear, with the Aſſiſtance of the Veneds 
had made himſelf Maſter again of ſeveral Places along the Elbe. 
Richenza, Widow of the Emperor Lotharius, and Grandmother 


of Henry, kept a great many Saxons devoted to her Grandſon, 


their lawful Prince, and Guelph VII. leagued himſelf with the 
Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, the Marggrave of Miſuia and ſeveral 
other. Princes againſt Albert the Bear. The War was carried 


into the Country of Anbalt, ſeveral Cities were burnt, and the 
whole Country was laid waſte. 


The Emperor C OY joined by a Body of Behemians, 
began to march to the Aid of Alert, but on a ſudden 


halted upon the Road, and declared the Averſion, he had to 


the ſpilling of more Chriſtian Blood. It was then agreed, that 
Henry the Lyon ſhould keep Saxony, and Albert the Bear content 


| himſelf with the Marggraviate of Brandenburg. In this Situa- 


tion the Affairs of Saxony remained for that Time. 


Guelpb VII. continued to claim Bavaria for Henry his Ward. 
The Emperor refuſed to reinſtate him, and a War enſued. 
Roger King of Sicily had made himſelf Maſter again of Naples, 
and to maintain himfelf in that Poſſeſſion againſt Conrad, who 
menaced to diſpoſſeſs him, entered into an Alliance with Guelph, 
whom, in lieu of Troops, he offered to aſſiſt with Subſidies 


during this War. Guelph alſo allied himſelf with Bela II, King of 


Hungary, and after his Death with Gey/a II. his Son, and marched 


againſt the Marggrave of | Auſtria, whom he d efeated near 
— or Falley 1 in Bavaria, The Emperor Conrad came to his 
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1 of the Houſe of Bxunswick, 
Aſſiſtance, but was routed in ſeveral Engagements. At length 


Conrad had ſome Advantage over Guelph, who retired with his 


Army to Weinſberg, a City and Caſtle in Suabia. The Emperor 


laid Siege to it, Guelph made ſeveral Sallies, in which he loſt 


abundance of Men, and was reduced to great Extremities. He 


offered to ſurrender the Caſtle, and the Emperor engaged his 
Word to his Deputies, that he might paſs with his Troops through 


the Imper ial Army. The Dutcheſs, Guelph's Wife, took Um- 
brage at this Condeſcenſion, and ſuſpecting, that under this ge- 


nerous Appearance, ſome Reſentment might be concealed, would 


have an Obligation of more Force than his Word. She ſent to 


the Emperor and demanded a Paſs both for herſelf, the Ladies, 


and all the Women in the Caſtle, with Leave to come out with- 


cut Danger, and be conducted to a Place of Safety, with what- 


ever each of them could carry away ; which the Emperor granted. 


Upon this they came out in Preſence of Conrad and the whole 


Army, who thought, that the Dutcheſs had deſired this Permiſ- 
fion only to carry off their Jewels, Gold and Silver, and were 


not a little ſurprized, -to ſee her and the reſt of the Lhe 


Quality, though with the utmoſt Difficulty, carry their Huſbands 
upon their Backs, and to hear them declare, as they paſſed thro? 
the Camp, that theſe were their real Tre aſure, and the only Jewels, 


they defired to ſecure from Conrad and his Army. By 105 Stra- 


tagem Guelph regained his Liberty, and made ſeveral Attempts 


to reconquer Bavaria, but could not ſucceed. Henry the Lyon's 
Mother, Gertraut, Widow of Henry the Proud, married the 
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Marggrave Henry Jaſemergot of Auſtria, and by this Marriage 


confirmed to him the Poſſeſſion of the Dutchy of Bavaria, the 


Emperor Conrad had given him. Guelph VII. however, was 
inveſted by the Emperor, with Tuſcany, Sardinia, and Spoleto. 
About this Time the Names of the Guelþhs and Gibellins ſeem 


to have been firſt made uſe of by way of Party Diſtinction. 


The Emperor Conrad was born at Waiblingen in Suabia, and 


his Relations and Adherents received from thence the Name of 
11 ang, - 
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Watblingi, which by the Talian Pronunciation was converted into 
Gibellini. At firſt this Diſtinction was only heard of in Germany; 
ſoon after 7aly divided itſelf into two Parties, and ſuch as were 
of the Emperor's Party were called Gibellins, whereas thoſe, that 
adhered to the Pope, received the Name of Guelphs, Germany 
was divided into theſe two Parties for aboye one hundred Years, 
till after the great Interregnum, this Diviſion ceaſed, and the 
Names of the Parties therewith inſenſibly ſubſided. In 7aly theſe 
Factions were of much greater Conſequence ; the principal Fa- 
milies were at Variance with cach other, and if any were indif- 
ferent in their Judgment, they were forced, for their own Secu- 


rity, to declare themſelves for one of the Parties. Sometimes 
one Brother would be a Gibellin, and the other a Guelph, and 


thereupon forgetting all the Ties of Nature, mortally hated and 
rſecuted each other. All Sorts of Violence and Revenge were 
allowed againſt thoſe of the contrary Faction, and the Families 


of one Party could hardly be perſuaded to match with thoſe of 


the other. Their publick Meetings for the moſt Part ended in 
Quarrels, and in the Streets they uſed to point at one another as 


Traitors or Renegadoes. Nor was the long Duration leſs ſtrange 
than the Violence of theſe Factions, for though the Flame did 


not always burn with equal Fury, being ſometimes ſtifled for 


ſeveral Years, yet it laſted in this Country almoſt four hundred 


Years, to the Reign of Charles V. before it was quite extinct. 
After the Marriage of Henry the Lyon's Mother with the 


Marggrave of Auſtria, and the Satisfaction Guelph VII. received 


for his own Claims, Peace ſeemed in a manner to be reeſtabliſhed 
in Germany, and the Emperor Conrad, with an Army of 60,000 
as fine Cavalry as had ever been ſeen, marched into the Eaſt againſt 
the Saracens, which was the ſecond of the Cruſades made againſt 
the Infidels. After the Death of Godfrey of Bouillon, King of 
Feruſalem, the Chriſtians were much oppreſſed by the Saracens, 
and the Pilgrims, that travelled to the holy Places, had no Safety 
in paſſing the High-Roads, One named Hugo 2 Pagans inſti- 

| tuted, 
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tuted, in the Year 1118, a new Order, called Templars, from 
their College, which was hard by the Temple of Solomon, with 


an Intent, that theſe Knights ſhould conduct the travelling Pil- 


grims and defend them againſt the Saracens. But this Order was 


too inſignificant for this Purpoſe ; Jeruſalem was even governed 
at this Time by a King, named Balduinus III. who was under 
Age, and theſe Conſiderations engaged St. Bernhard, Abbot of 


Clervaux in France, then the common Oracle of Chriſtendom, 


to uſe his Influence with the Empergr Conrad III. to make an 


Expedition to the Holy Land. Lewis VII. King of France, and 
Guelph VII. Henry the Lyon's Uncle, engaged alſo in this Cruſade. 


They were well received at Conſtantinople, by the Greek Em peror 


Emanuel, Brother-in-Law of Conrad; but when the Army ad- 


vanced in their March, the Greeks by different means endeavoured 
to ruin it. They had falſe Money coined, which they gave to 
the Soldiers for good, they denied them Entrance into their 


Cities, and delivered for an extravagant Price, the Provifions 
they wanted, in Baskets over the Walls, and mixed Lime 


among the Meal, which (wept away the Soldiers 3 in great Num- 


bers. The half-ruined Army at length arrived in Syria, and 
laid Siege to Damaſcus ; bat when the City was on the Point of 
ſurrendering, Diſputes aroſe, who ſhould keep it, upon which 
the Siege was raiſed, and the Emperor, the King of Fance, and 
Guelph VII. after having ſpent two Years and a half in this Er-. 
edition, returned without having performed any Thing. 


By the Intereſt and Authority of St. Bernhard, a much greater 


Number had aſſembled to ſerve againſt the Saracens than was re- 
quired; which made this Prelate propoſe, that a Part of the Army 
ſhould be employed againſt the Yenegs, who were as great Enemies 


to the Chriſtian Name as the Saracens, and Henry the Lyon engag- 


ing himſelf to be one of the Leaders againſt them, made this Ex- 


pedition during the Time that the Emperor, the King of France, 


and his Uncle were employed in the Holy Land. 


The 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of Bxunswic K. 
The Countries which the Yeneds, in ancient Times poſſeſſedd, 
were thoſe, which now are called the Dutchies of Mechlenburg, 


; Pomerania, and Saxe-Lawenburg, When in the fifth Century 


ſeveral Colonies of the Vandal and Suevi made Settlements in 
Spain, Portugal, and Africa, a People unknown before, called 


by a general Name Slavi, left the Eaſt; a Part of whom marched 


along the Danube, and ſettled in Bobemia and Poland, and another 
Party paſſed through Livonia and Pruſſia, towards the Baltick, 
and by Degrees extended themſelves through Pomerania and 
Mecklenburg to the Elbe, the ancient Poſſeſſions of the Vandals. 
It is not eaſy to point out the Time, when this Race of Slavi firſt 
extended themſelves ſo far; but it is probable, that it happened 
about the Beginning of the fixth Century, from which Time 
they were Maſters, for near ſix hundred Years, of the Countries 
on the Balticł, and more particularly were called Venedi, Heneti, 

Obotriti, but moſt commonly Yeneds. They were the groſſeſt 
Idolaters, and the moſt inhuman Perſecutors of the Chriſtians 
ever known. Their Idols were Rhadagaiſus or Rhadegaſt, Prowe, 
Stantewit, and the Goddeſs Siva, to whom they ſacrificed the hu- 


man Species, principally their Chriſtian Priſoners. They ſeemed 


to delight in the Miſeries of others, and frequently ripped up the 
Bellies of the Chriſtians, and tied their Entrails to a Poſt, round 
which they drove the poor Creatures with Rods till all their Bowels 
came out. Their Savageneſs was no leſs towards their own Pa- 
rents, than to Strangers, they immolated them to their Gods, as 

ſoon as they were advanced in Years, and ſolemnly feaſted upon 
their Bodies with their Friends, T here i is nothing that this Na- 
tion can be commended for, unleſs it be their Hoſpitality, for 
one of their Laws expreſlly commanded, to ſet Fire to a Man's 
Houſe over his Head, that refuſed to harbour a Stranger ; yet it 
is reported at the fame Time, that they uſually ſtole, the Night 


before, the Victuals, with which they had a Mind to treat the 


Stranger the next Dax. 
hn In, When 
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When Henry the Lyon marched againſt this Nation, they 
were governed by a King named Niclotus, who commonly called 
himſelf King of the Obotrites, and was a great Perſecutor of the 
Chriſtian Name. The Army divided itſelf into two Parties, of 
which Henry the Lyon commanded one Part, and Albert Marg- 
grave of Brandenburg the other. Several Engagements happened 
to the Diſad vantage of Niclotus, who being driven from one 
City to the other, at Length flew from his Dominions, after 


having ſet Fire to the Caſtle of Mecklenburg, to prevent the 


Chriſtians from making uſe of this well fortified Place. Ni- 
clatus after this offered to embrace the Chriſtian Religion, in 
Conſideration of which a Peace was made, and a Par t of his 
Dominions reſtored to him. 

Not only by the firſt Actions, but oftentimes by the firſt 
Words of Princes, on their taking upon them the Government 
of their Domi ibn a Judgment is formed of their future Reign. 


The Words Laboremus and Militemus of the Emperors Severus 


and Pertinax, were taken for Signs of Peace or War in the 


: Empire, and by the Delight, which Henry the Lyon, who now 
was of Age, took in the Uſe of Arms, People judged, that he 


would not eaſily relinquiſh his Claim to thoſe Poſſeſſions, which 


had been unjuſtly taken from his Father, and were ſtill detained 
from him. He kept in his Service, the greateſt Part of the 
Army that had been employed againſt the Veneds, and after 
having made Preparations ior a new War, marched againſt the 


Marggrave of Aufria, his Stepfather, to reconquer the Dutchy 
of Bavaria. The Marggrave applied. to the Emperor, who 


now was returned from his Expedition to the Holy Land, and 


to divert Henry from this Undertaking, pretended to find out 


Means to reconcile Matters. A Diet was appointed for this 


Purpoſe at H urtæburg, but Henry, remembring the Fate of his 
Father Henry the Proud, refuſed to appear there. Upon this 


the Emperor formed a Scheme to ſtir up the City of Brunſivicb 
againſt him in his Abſence, but Henry, who had Intelligence of 


it, 
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- It e to Brunſwick, and after having fortified and ſecured 


the City, diſpoſed his Troops for puſhing on the War _ 
his Stepfather. 

When every Thing was ripe for putting his Defigh in Exe- 
cution, the Enemy of the Guelpbic Houſe Conrad III. Emperor 
of the Romans, died. Frederic ſurnamed Bar bareſſa, his Nephew, 


who, according to the Party- phraſe then in Vogue, was a Gibellin 


on account of his Father, Frederic of Suabia, and a Guelph on 
account of his Mother Judith, Henry the Lyon's Aunt, was by 
both Parties unanimouſly elected Emperor in his Stead, and 
under his Reign Henry's Affairs had a much better Aſpect. In 
the Year 1155. this Prince accompanied the Emperor to Rome, 
where he went to be crowned by the Pope, according to the 


| Cuſtom of thoſe Times. Pope Hadrian IV. deſired, that the 


Emperor ſhould hold him the Stirrup, and it is ſaid, that it was 
Henry who diſuaded him from this 1 ignominious Service, Frederic 


indeed refuſed a long Time to comply, till it was proved, that 


the Emperor Lotbarius II. one of his Predeceſſors and Grand- 


father of Henry the Lyon had done the ſame. It happened, 


that the Emperor laid hold of the wrong Stirrup, which much 


incenſed the Pope; Frederic anſwered, that he never had been 
a Groom of the Stable, and that it would be of no Importance 


to Peter, in Honour af whom he did this Service, if he held 


the right or the left Stirrup. 


The Romans, at the Inſtigation of the Pope, attempted to 
oppoſe the public Entry of Frederic into Rome, and ſtopt him 
upon the Bridge of the Tiber. Henry, in Conjunction with the 


Emperor, fell upon the Romans and did Wonders. It happened, 


that Frederic had advanced too far among them, he was loſt, 
and his Life almoſt deſpaired of. Henry ruſhed into the Midſt of 
the Enemy and luckily reſcued the Emperor, whilſt he lay al- 


ready under the Horſes Feet. Above 1100 Romans were killed 


in this Rencounter and Henry received a Wound in his Face. 
The. Blood guſhed out, which Frederic wiped of, called him 


by 
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his Saviour, and promiſed not to forget, as long as he lived, 
the Danger he had expoſed himſelf to for his Sake. In conſi- 
deration of this Service he yielded to Henry the Right of founding 


Biſhopricks, and of appointing and inveſting Biſhops in the 


Countries he had conquered, or ſhould conquer from the 


Veneds; which was a Grant of great Importance in thoſe Days, 
and Heury, in Conſequence of it, afterwards tranſlated the 
Biſhoprick of Oldenburg in Wagria to Lubeck, and founded the 


Biſhopricks of Ratzeburg and of Schwerin in the Dutchy of 


Mecklenburg. 
When the Emperor and Henry the Lym returned home, the 


City of Yerona had laid a falſe Bridge over the River Adige, 


which was timely diſcovered; they had alſo poſted Troops in 
the Defiles, which the Imperialiſts had to paſs ; but the Emperor 


took twelve of their Chiefs, of whom eleven were hanged 


upon the Road, and the twelfth pardoned, for having ſerved 


as Executioner to the others. 


Frederic Barbarofſa being now ſafely arrived in Germany, 


thought himſelf obliged to ſee Bavaria reſtored to Henry the 


Lyon. Many Objections were made by the then Poſſeſſor Henry 


Jaſemergot Marggrave of Auſtria. At length a Decree paſſed 


at the Diet of Ratiſbon, to which the Marggrave ſubmitted, and 
gave up Bavaria. The Equivalent he received, conſiſted of 
the Country on this Side the River Ens, now called Upper 
Auſtria, which then belonged to Bavaria. Auſtria was erected 


into a a Dutchy, and diſcharged of the Homage or Fealty, which 
it owed to the Dutchy of Bavaria ; ſeveral fingular Privileges 


were annexed to-it, which no other Dutchies or Principalities in 


the Empire enjoyed, the principal of which were, that the Poſ- 


ſeſſors of Auſtria ſhould for the future receive the Inveſtiture of the 
Emperors on Horſeback and in their own Country ; that they 
were to contribute nothing to the Empire, nor appear at the 


Diets, unleſs ey were held in Bavaria; that Au/iria might be 
H 
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inherited by the Females; and that the laſt Poſſeſſor ſhould have 
a Right to diſpoſe of it by Will to whom he pleaſed. 


Thus Henry the Lyon came again into the Poſſeſſion of his i 


paternal States, except the Upper Auſtria. Guelph VII. his Uncle, 
was alſo atisfied. The Emperor inveſted him, as his Predeceſ- 


ſor had done, with the Marggraviate of Tuſcany, the Dutchy of 


Sf oleto, the Principality of Sardinia, and with all the Countries 


| belonging to the Succeſſion of Mathildis abovementioned. 


In the ſame Year, the laſt Count of Lauenrode died, Henry 


the Lyon incorporated this County and the City of Hanover on 


the Leine, belonging to it, with his Dominions, and enlarged 


Hanorer. The Emperor alſo made him a Preſent of the large 


Poſſeſſions of Count Vo, ſituated upon the Hartz, together with 


a large Part of the Hercinian Foreſt, and the Year following the 


City of Lubeck was annexed to his Dominions. Henry advanced 
large Sums to the Inhabitants, to rebuild this City, which had been 
much damaged by Fire. Some ſay, that Henry about this Time 


exchanged thoſe of the Guelphic Territories, which were ſituated 


in Suabia, for the Caſtles of Herzberg, Schartfeld, and other Di- 


ſtricts, which the Emperor Frederic Barbareſſa yielded to him 


in lieu of them. 


Ihe City of Milan, and ſeveral other Places in Lombardy, re- 
_— againſt the Emperor Frederic Barbara, at the Deſire of 


the Pope. Henry the Ly:n was prevailed upon to make an Ex- 
pedition with the Emperor againſt them. Before his fetting out 


he ſummoned Niclatus, and the other Chiefs of the YVeneds, and 
made them take an O.th to keep Peace during his Abſence. _ 
Pope Hadrian IV. pretended, that the Emperor held the Imperial Z 


Crown as a Beneficium from the Pope, uſed ſeveral indecent Ex- 
pre 1.ons in his Letters to him, and put up publickly a Picture 


of the Coronation of Lotharius, where this Emperor lay proſtrate 


at the Pope's Feet, w ith theſe Words: Rex vent ante foras, jurans 
rius urbis Anares ; Pojt homs fit Pape, ſumit quo dante Coronam, 


When the Emperor and his Allies were marching to Tay, the 
Pope 
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Pope retracted, put the Picture away, and interpreted the Word 
Beneficium, to ſignify a Courteſy, but not to imply a Superiority 
over the Emperor. Frederic acquieſced in this Interpretation, and 
carried his Reſentment only againſt Milau, and the other Places 
in Lombardy. They were all brought again under his Subjection; 


Milan was ordered to be burnt, bat at the Interceſſion of Uladi- 
Haus, King of Bobemia, and of Henry the 22 it was for that 


Time ſaved. 
In this War Beringer, the laſt Count of Sultzbach, was killed, 


and Gebhard, the laſt Count of Burkhauſen, died; which two 


Counties, being Fiefs of the Dutchy of Bavaria, Henry the Lyon 
incorporated with his Dominions. 

He did not ſtay with the Emperor in Taly to ) the End of this 
Expedition. Nzclotus, King of the Obotrites abovementioned, 
unmindful of the Oath he had taken to keep Peace during Henry's 


Abſence, took up Arms againſt him, He was defeated near 
Mecklenburg, and killed by a Party of - Horſe that were foraging, 


which made ſuch Impreſſion upon his two Sons, Mratiſlaus, and 


Prebiſſaus II. that they ſubmitted, and ſwore Allegiance to Henry, 


upon which their Father's Dominions were reſtored to them. 
But ſcarce a Year paſſed, but the two Brothers took up Arms 
again, and being worſted, ſet Fire to the fine City of Herula, 
commonly called Werla, to prevent the Chriſtians from enjoying 
it. Mratiſlaus was taken, and carried in Chains to Brumſivick. 


Pribiflaus ſubmitted, and was inveſted by Henry with that Part 


of the Dutchy of Mecklenburg, which now is called the Lordſhip 


of Roſtock. This Peace, however, was again of little Duration, 


Wratiflaus, though confined, ſtirred up his Brother to fall upon 
the City of Mecklenburg, or Migapolis, then much inhabited by 
Chriſtians, chiefly by ſeveral Merchants, that had ſettled there 


from Brabant. After having killed all its Inhabitants without 


Mercy, he reduced this famous City, which was five Leagues in 


Circumference, to a Heap of Rubbiſh, Henry, to revenge this 
_ Perfidiouſnels, 10 en, hanged, and marched againſt 


H 2 Pre- 
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1163. Prebiſſaus, who had retired to Demmin in Pomerania, A Battle Ws 
1164, happened near that City, in which Prebiſſaus was totally defeated, 
and Henry obliged him from that Time never to uſe the Title of 
King. The whole Nation of the Veneds was almoſt ruined ; the 
Dutchy of Mecklenburg peopled with Saxons, Frieflanders, and 
other Nations; and the Name of Yeneds became in ſuch Abomi- 
nation, that no body could have an Office, unleſs he had previouſly 
cleared himſelf, that he was not deſcended from the Race of the 
Veneds. The reſt of this Nation retired to Denmark and Pomerania, 
ſome ſettled in Luſatia, the Marck of Brandenburg, and ſome con- 
cealed themſelves in the Dutchy of Luneburg. Prebiſſaus became 
a Chriſtian, and did Homage again to Henry the Lyon, who gave 
him the County of Mecklenburg in Fief as a Principality, and 
 Gunzelinus, a Nobleman of the Family of Bartenſleben, received 
the County of Schwerin, as a Recompenſe for the Bravery he 
- =» had ſhewn in theſe Wars againſt the Veneds. | 
Cafemir and Bogiſlaus, Dukes of Pomerania, had in this War 
ſecretly given Aſſiſtance to Prebiſſaus, contrary to their open 
Aſſurances. Henry had a Mind to be revenged on them, and 
1164, marched into Pomerania; but News arrived, that the Greek 
Emperor Emanuel I. had ſent him an Ambaſly. Henry haſtened 
to Brunſwick, and left the Command of the Army to his Officers, 
who obliged the Dukes of Pomerania to pay a yearly Tribute. 
The Ambaſſadors were commiſſioned to congratulate Henry on 
account of his many glorious Exploits, the Fame of which had 
reached the Ears of the Emperor, their Maſter ; and to ſolicit his 
Friendſhip. 

The Height of 3 and Glory Henry was ated " 
could not fail of cauſing a ſecret Uneaſineſs in People, that were 
of a Diſpoſition to.think themſelves unhappy, when their Neigh- 

bours were in Proſperity. Henry was modeſt and grave, a Ter- 

ror to Offenders, and extremely beloved by the Innocent and 

Good; he is reported to have always been more deſirous of doing 

what deſerr ed Applauſe, than of — it, and never to have 
3 
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affected to ſpeak of himſelf, but to have done great Actions with 
little Pomp and Noiſe. Yet for all this Moderation many 
Enemies ſtarted up againſt him, who for a Time caballed, and 
at length made a Confederacy againſt him. The principal 


of theſe were the Archbiſhops of Magdeburg and Cologn, the 


Biſhop of Hildeſbeim, the Landgrave of Thuringen, the Marg- 
grave of Brandenburg, the Prince of Anbalt, and the Count of 
"Oldenburg. 

Chriſtian, Count of Oldenburg, at the Head of a great Num- 
ber of Frieſlanders ſeized the City of Bremen, and all the Places 
on the Weſer, that belonged to Henry the Lyon ; and Wichman, 


Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, marched his Troops to join thoſe of 


Hildeſheim, in order to fall upon the Country of Brunſwick, 


Henry prevents their Junction, enters the Archbiſhoprick of 


Magdeburg, and having laid all the Country waſte, turns on a 
ſudden towards Bremen, and offers Battle to the 9 


who blocked up the Paſs of Gera. They refuſe to fight, and 


both Armies remain inactive for five Days. At length Henry 


makes a feigned Retreat, the Oldenburghers march home, but 


Henry returns, attacks Bremen, and takes it by Aſſault. T he 
City is pillaged, and ſuch of the Inhabitants, as had fled, pay 
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6000 Marks of Silver to have Liberty to return to their Dwel- 


lings. Henry marches before Oldenburg, but miſſes his Aim. 


Some Frieflanders, in Garriſon there, had overthrown the Cha- 


lice, when the Prieſt was reading Maſs, upon this a great Diſ- 
ſenfion aroſe amongſt the Burghers, and the Garriſon ; Henry 


takes Advantage of it, marches a ſecond Time before the City, 
and takes it. The Archbiſhop of Bremen, not finding himſelf 


in Safety, flies to Magdeburg, whither Henry follows him. At 
laſt this War ends through the Interpoſition of the Emperor 


Frederic. Henry cauſed about this Time a Lyon to be caſt of 
Braſs with his Mouth open, to ſignify, that ſuch as attacked 


him, ſhould be treated with as little Mercy, as a Lyon would 
treat his Enemies: this Lyon was put up at Brunſwick over er againſt 


the 
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the Caſtle of Danowerderdde, where it 1s to be ſeen to this 
Day. 
Henry had married C lementia Dutcheſs of 2 aringen ; the 
Clergy cried aloud againſt it, on account of-the near Relation 


between them. Henry divorced her in 1162, and ſome Years 
after demanded in Marriage Mathilda, Daughter of Henry II. 


King of England. This Princeſs was choſen for him by the 
Emperor Frederic, who engaged Rheinhold, Archbiſhop of 


 Cologn, to go to England, to negotiate this Alliance. She 


was promiſed to Henry in 1167. and conducted by the Earls of 


Arundel and Struguil to Brunſwick, where the Nuptials were 


celebrated in the Year 116g (a). 
In the fame Year Henry incorporated with his Dominions 


the County of Stade, which became vacant by the Death of 
Hartwic I. Archbiſhop of Bremen, laſt Count of that Family. 
Diſputes ſoon after aroſe between Woldemar King of Denmark, 
and Henry, which came to open Hoſtilities. Woldemar had 
made a Treaty with him to conquer the idolatrous Inhabitants 


of the Iſlands of Rugen, Uſedom, and Wollin, and to divide the 


Conqueſts equally between them. They ſucceeded in their 


: Undertaking, the Iſlanders ſubmitted, and the famous City of 


Julin in the Iſland of Wollin was demoliſhed. This City had till

he takes leave of the Sultan, who makes him a great many 
Preſents, and returns by Nicæa or Jnich, Cunin, ane Anico to 
Conſtantinople. Here the Greek Emperor gives many In- 
ſtances of his high Eſteem, loads him with Preſents during his 


Stay with him, and conducts him ſeveral Leagues from his Ca- 
pital. Henry continues his Journey through Hungary into R 
varia, and meets with the Emperor Frederic Barbaroſa at 


Augſburg. Having ſpent a few Days there, he ſets out for Saxony 
and arrives ſafely at Brunfwick, having been, abſent i in alla * 


month, and travelled during that Time near 500 Leagu 


Henry had ſo far eſtabliſhed his IEEE by his 7. — and 
ired of being able to do 
him any Prejudice by Force of Arms, or any otherwiſe, unleſs 
they could alienate. the Emperors Heart from him, in which 
they at laſt ſucceeded. During his Stay at Aug ſburg, ſome Peo- 
ple were ordered to acquaint him, under Pretence of F r 
that the Emperor in his Abſence had ſounded his Stadtholder, ir 
order to know whether or no he would deliver up to him 15 
Dominions of his Principal, in caſe he did not return from 
his dangerous Journey to the Hoy Land; and ſome went fo far 
as to inſinuate, that the Eafgror had laid ſeveral Snares to de- 
ſtroy him upon the Road. Theſe Reports made no Impreſſion 
upon Henry, who thought himſelf convinced of the Emperor's 
Integrity. His Enemies being thus diſappointed, turned to the 
Emperor, and although they were themſelves the Forgers of 
theſe Reports, fixed them on Henry, to leſſen the Emperor's 
Regard for him, on account of his ſuſpecting his Honour, 
Guelph VII. Uncle of Henry the Lyon, and formerly his Guar- 
dian, reſolved to retire from the World, and diſpoſed by Will 


of 7 uſcany, Spoleto, Sardinia, and his other Poſſeſſions, in favour 


of his Nephew ; — only a yearly Penſion to himſelf, 


which. 
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which he ſpent at Memmingen in Suabia. It happened, that 
Henry was remiſs in paying the Penſion; ' Guelph, at the Em- 
peror's Intreaty, altered his Will, and bequeathed his Dominions 
to him. This was doubtleſs, the firſt Foundation of the ſecret 


Mifunderſtanding between the Emperor and Henry the Lyon, and 


it ſeems probable, that his avoiding much the Emperor's Pre- 
ſence from that Time, was owing to his being now more in- 
clined, to believe the former Reports,of what had paſſed during 


his Journey to the Holy Land, and that the Emperor had really 


an Intereſt in his Deſtruction. 


Theſe Circumſtances ſhew how little Room ſome Hiſtorians 
have had for aſſerting, that the Emperor never gave Henry Oc- 


caſion to ſuſpect his Sincerity. The above Proceedings were 
contrary to his former Promiſes of an eternal Friendſhip, and it 


was in his Power to remove theſe Jealouſies, whereby he would 
have for ever attached Henry to his Intereſt, and conſequently 


have reaped the Benefit of ſo po werful an Ally i in the Wars he 
was carrying on in Italy, The Cities of Lombardy revolted again 
at the Deſire of Pope Alexander III. who excommunicated the 
Emperor; and Means this Prince razed Milan, defeated the 


defeated the Emperor's Fleet, and took his Son Otho Priſoner ; 
and upon this Milan was rebuilt, and a new Fortreſs erected, 
which his Enemies, to mortify him the more, in Honour to 


the Pope, called Alexandria. The Venetians, thus confederated 


with the Cities of Lombardy and the Pope, were more than a 
Match for the Emperor, and he found himſelf obliged to call 


upon Henry, without whoſe Aſſiſtance he could not extricate 
himſelf out of theſe Difficulties. It is reported, that the Con- 


dition the Emperor appeared in at that Time, was ſo low, that 


he begged his Aſſiſtance for God's Sake, and even would have 


fallen down upon his Knees, before him, had not Henry pre- 
' vented this Humiliation. — 


| Romans, and drove the Pope out of Rome; yet the Venetians, who 
gave a Refuge to the Pope, and eſpouſed his Party, ſhortly after 
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Henry ſcrupled a while to leave his Dominions to the Mercy 


of his Neighbours. At length News came of the groſs Aﬀeont 
the Empreſs had received from the Inhabitants of Milan. This. 


| Princeſs, who was waiting in Italy for the Emperor's Return, 


being deſirous to ſee Milan, after it was rebuilt, got Leave of her : 


Huſband to paſs through it. At her Entry the Inhabitants had 


the Inſolence to put her upon an Aſs the wrong Way, and giving

her the Tail in her Hand, led her through ſeveral Streets with 


numberleſs Affronts , and conducted her in a Mock Triumph out 
of the City at the other Gate. The Irreſolution, Henry had been 


in till then, immediately ceaſed upon hearing this News. He 


aſſembled a great Number of Troops, and 3 with the 


Emperor before the rebellious City, the Fate of whoſe Inhabi- 
tants would have been dreadful, had not Henry been _ ta 


return to Germany. 


He received an Expreſ from 80 with Inecipence, that 
the Veneds had gathered in a Body, and made freſh Irruptions 
into his Dominions, and pillaged, burned, and laid waſte the 
Country without Diſtinction. Henry conſidered the Situation of 


| his States, and of his own Perſon in Taly, where he fought in 


Company with an excommunicated Prince, and was like to 
draw the Pope's Excommunication upon hi mſelf; a Conſidera- 
tion which at that Time went a great Way, the Pope s Excom- 


munication being then of ſuch Conſequence, that the Victuals, 


whereof an excommunicated Perſon had only taſted, were throwa 
to the Dogs. He found, that his Troops diminiſhed every Day, 
and that the Siege wan laſt a long Time, ſo many Powers be- 


ing in Confederacy with the Rebels. He ſaw himſelf alſo under a 


(a) Some ſay, that this Aﬀeont was given, .and the Expedition made upon it, ſome

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Neceſſity of turning, as it were, the Point of his Sword againſt his 


own Bowels, becauſe the Dominions of his Relations in ED be- 


cameoften the Theatre of War, by Reaſon of their Vicinity. Theſe 
Conſiderations induced him to deſire of the Emperor to raiſe the 


Siege for that Time, but he could not prevail. 
The Emperor held a Diet at Clavenna or Chiavenna, at which 


Henry the Lyon aſſiſted. He then received another Expreſs with 


: n that the Veneds made unheard-of Depredations in 
his Dominions. Henry, in the Preſence of the Princes aſſembled 


at the Diet, deſired Leave of the Emperor to return home, and 


offered to aſſiſt him with Money. Frederic inſiſted on his ſtaying 


with him till the End of the War, but Henry made Preparations 


for his Return, and actually ſet out. It & reported, that the 


Emperor and the Empreſs followed him as far as the Lake of 


Como, and continued to deſire his Stay with them. 


The Yeneds, upon hearing that Henry was ſet out for Germany, 


quitted his Dominions with Rapidity, and were purſued by the 


Saxons, who, in this Expedition, took from them the City of 


Demmin in Pomerania. Henry would have carried his Reſent- 
ment further, but the Defence of his Dominions, which Ulric, 
Biſhop of Halberſtadt, threatened with an Invaſion, required his 
ſpeedy Return to Brunſwick. Shortly after he began to enlarge 
the City 8 Munich, Capital of Bavaria, and finiſhed, in the 


Year 1177, the great Stone Bridge over the Danube at Ratiſbon, 
which bis Father had begun in 1125. He alſo adorned, with 
ſeveral new Buildings, the Caſtle of Danowerderod: at Brunfwich 


the Place of his Reſidence. 


The Emperor had, by this Time, ma an End of the War i in 
Taly. His Officers refuling to fight againſt the Popeand his Allies, 
he ſubmitted, and was abſolved from the Excommunication, and 


his Son Ot ho was reſtored to his Liberty. We omit the Story of 
the Pope's treading upon the Emperor's Neck, and quoting ſome 
Words of the Pſalmiſt, ſince many Authors of Credit make it 
you: for no more than a Fable. However, the ill Succeſs of this 
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pedition was intirely laid to Henry the Lyon's Charge, and 
the Vengeance, Frederic took of this pretended Injury, was ſo 
rigorous, that the German Hiſtory can hardly produce à Parallel. 

As ſoon as the Emperor had concluded a Peace at Venice 
with Pope Alexander III. he began to complain of the Conduct 
of Henry the Lyon ; the moſt Part of 'the Princes of the Empire 


where either his Enemies or indolent, and Henry was ſummoned 


to appear at the next Diet. His Enemies could hardly wait for 


the Iflue of the Diet, and ſeveral of them attacked his Domi- 
nions, but were for the moſt Part worſted. The laſt Count of 
| Sommerſheburg died, and his Siſter Adelbeid, Abbeſs of Quedlin- 
burg, not finding herſelf in a Condition to diſpute the County 
with Henry, who had a Right to it, ſold it to Wichman Arch- 


biſhop of Magdeburg, who took Poſſeſſion of it. The Yeneds 
were alſo prevailed, to riſe againſt him, but he defeated them, 


whereupon they were obliged to give Hoſtages for their good — 


-havivur for the future. The Archbiſhop af Cologn and the Biſhop 


of Halberſtadt were alſo amongſt thoſe, a invaded his Domi- 


-nions, but found to their Coſt, that Henny knew, how to defend 
his Subjects againſt Oppreſſion, and the ambitious Views of his 
Neighbours. The Vear following he went to Sprers where the 
Emperor reſided fince his Return from 1taly, and complained of 
the Injuries received from his Neighbours. A Diet was ap- 


inted at Worms, where all Parties were:to appear, and where 


Henry was alſo to Anſwer to ſome Complaints the Princes of the 


Empire had made againſt. him. He did not appear; another 
Diet was appointed at Magdeburg, where he likewiſe declined 


coming, on account of the Number of his Enemies, and he 
deſired a ſafe Conduct, and a private Audienee of (the Emperor 
at Haldenſie 


ben, which was granted him. At this Interview he 
endeavoured to juſtify himſelf, and deſired | of: the Emperor not 


to give Credit to the Calumnies of his Enemies, but Frederic, | 
: rs, ſeemed not to be moved with his Juſtification, pro- 
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Marks of Silver, which he refuſed, as being prejudicial to his 
Honour. 
Another Diet was appointed at Ogſur. Henry did not appear, 
and having now been thrice ſummoned, his Enemies inſiſted, 
that he ould be outlawed and forfeit all his Dominions, But 
ſome of his Relations interceeding with the Emperor, Sentence 
was deferred, and Henry ſummoned a fourth Time, to appear at 
the Diet of Ratiſbon. 1189. 
Henry was appriſed of the Partiality of the Diet, and that thoſe, i 
who were to be his Judges, were at the ſame Time his Accuſers, 
on which account he again refuſed to appear, and proteſted 
againſt the Proceedings of the Diet. But no Regard was paid 
to this Proteſt ; the Biſhop of Freiſingen opened the Charge 
- againſt him by accuſing him of having burnt and demoliſhed 
the Town of Veringen and deſtroyed the Bridge over the River 
Jer. The Archbithops of Magdeburg and of Bremen, and the 
Biſhops of Halberſtad and of Hildeſteim came next; they im- 
* 5 him the great Damages done to their Territories at dif- 
5 ferent Times. After this ſome appeared, who poſitively aſſerted 
5 that he had murdered Thomas Becket, Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, although it was well known, that he had never as 
yet been in England, nor could have been acceſſary to that 
Fact. Laſt of all the Emperor charged him with Treaſon 
againſt his Perſon, for having left and abandoned him in 
3 which hed brought him in Danger of his _ - 
Hereupon Sentence paſſed, and Henry the * was put to the ” 1 0 
han of the Empire.

and the City of Sangerbauſen; the Archbiſhop of Mayence made 


himſelf Maſter of te Diſtrict called Eichsfeld; the Archbiſhop 


of Magdeburg got the County of Somerſheburg ; Adolph of the Houſe 


of Schauenburg, ſhortly after became Proprietor of the Dutchy of 


Holftern ; the Archbiſhop of Bremen had for his Share the County 


of Stade, the Biſhops of Paderborn, of Halber/tadt, of Hildeſ- 
beim, of V erden, and of Minden took what lay moſt convenient for 
them; the Cities of Ratiſbon and of Lubeck, during thoſe Troubles 


became free Imperial Cities; the City of Go/lar likewiſe acquired ſome 
Part of Duke Henrys Territories. Thoſe of his Vaſſals, who held of 


him Pomerania and Mecklenburg were at the ſame Time prevailed 
upon to riſe againſt him, and the Emperor Frederic got an Oppor- 
tunity to put himſelf in Poſſeſſion of the Guelphic States, which 
Guelph VII. Henry's Uncle poſſeſſed in Suabia and in Italy. 

This memorable Partition of ſo fine Provinces gave Occaſion

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Upon this the Ban was proclaimed again at Gemunden in Sughya, 
the Place of Henry's Nativity. 

le remained not idle all this Time: ; whoever attacked bim, 

found ſufficient Employment. His Enemies aſſembled at Goſlar, 
to deliberate on proper Means to keep the Poſſeſſions, they had 


taken from him. Henry ſurpriſed: the City, drove his Enemies 


out, and deſtroyed the Mines of the City, becauſe its Inhabitants 
abetted his Enemies. From thence he marched for Lubeck, with 
an Intent to make an Alliance with the King of Denmark, but 
being fruſtrated in his Deſign, he returned to Brunſwick. Utric, 


Biſhop of Halberſtadt, excommunicated him, and ſuſpended from 
divine Service, all thoſe Churches in his Dowminions, on the other 
Side of the River Ocker, that belonged to the Dioceſe of Hal- 


berfladt. This cauſed great Affliction to Henry, he ſubmitted, 
went to Halberftadt, humbled himſelf before the Biſhop, and 
was abſolved, whereupon the Interdict was taken off. 

In the mean while Philip, Archbiſhop of Colggn, and ſome of 
his Aſſociates, invaded Henry's Dominions, in fo cruel a Manner, 


that more Barbarities could hardly have been expected even from

the moſt profligate Scythians and Maſſagetes. They killed al! 


that came in their Way, pillaged Churches and Monaſteries,

him near Hallerfelde in Weſtphalia, after a moſt obſtinate Fight

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The Biſhop of Halberfadt, who fhorlly before had been re. 
conciled to Henry, declared himſelf again his Enetny, and invaded 
his Dominions, but Herry marched againſt him, routed his 


Troops, and entered Halber adt. The Biſhop hid himfelf, but 


the City being ſet on Fire, he was diſcovered, when the Fire had 
almoſt | burnt is Coat. Henry had fufficient Reaſon to keep the 
Biſhop Ptiſoner, but had ſo much Generoſity as to diſmiſs him, 

after having repreſented to him, at Luneburg, the Heinouſheſs of 


his Crime, in Preſenee of the States of that Country there aſſembled. 


Adolph, Count of Schauenburg, who held the Dutchy of Hol- 


nein of Henry the Lyon, for a while remained in his Intereſt. In 


the Battle of Hallerfelde in Weſtphalia, ſeveral Priſoners were 


made, and Adolph claimed a Part of their Ranſom. This gave 


Occaſion for Diſputes, Adolpb made a Shew to deſert Henry, who 
upon this was beforehand with him, and ſent a Detachment of 


5 bis Troops into Hoſſtein, which drove him out and took Poſ- 
_ ſeffion of the Dutchy. Aſter this Henry marched a ſecond Time 


againſt his Enemies in the Dutchy of Magdeburg; Tuterbock, 


Afterfleben, and Calbe were burnt, and Northauſen and Mulhauſon 
in Thuringen taken. From thence he paſſed the Eichsfeld, beat 
the Landgrave Lewis of Thuringen, and took him Priſoner with 
his Brother Herman. 


It appears by this, that Henry's Valour was ſufficient to drive 
his Enemics before him. Near two Years had now paſſed in 


theſe Wars, and there was no Probability, that he would ever 


part with a fingle Village, unleſs he was brought to it by Force 


of Arms. At length the Emperor Frederic, who had no more 


Wars in 1*aly, marched againſt him. He entered Bavaria; the 
City of Ratiſbon made ſome Reſiſtance, but the Emperor con- 
ferring on it the Dignity of a free Imperial City, it ſubmitted, as 
did all the other Cities in that Dutchy. After this he marched 
into the Country of Brunſwick, and divided his Army into three 
Bodies. One beſieged Woldenberg and Lichtenberg, another 


Lauenburg, and a third Blankenburg, four Caſtles belonging to 


four 
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four of Henry's chief Vaſſals, that fided with him. Theſe Caſtles 
were taken in one Day, Hartzburg and Regenſtein ſubmitted alſo, 


and the Emperor, after having appointed the Archbiſhop of 


D Coleg 1 Stadtholder in Brunſwick, aſſembled his Troops, and 


en for Hanover, which City ſurrendered after ſome Time

Hereupon Henry flies to Bor dkwick, at that Time a very fog 


and opulent City, in the Dutchy of Luneburg, his own Subjects 
refuſe him Entrance; he retires to Lubeck, and puts a Garriſon 
there. The Emperor purſues him, and is received in Bardewich. 


Henry comes back from Lubeck to Ratzeburg, and goes from 
thence to Stade. The Emperor paſſes the Elbe; Henry's Archers 


| annoy many of his P People in croſſing the River. The Emperor 
inveſts Lubeck, and finds much Difficulty in taking it; he makes 


an Alliance with Woldemar, King of Denmark, and the better to 
engage Bogiſſaus and Cafimir, Dukes of Pomerania, Henry's 


Vaſſals, into his Party, declares them Princes of the Roman 
Empire. The Lubeckers ſend their Biſhop to the Emperor's 


Camp, and defir 25 Leave to diſpatch a Meſſenger to Henry, for 
liver up the City, declaring, that in caſe of 


Refuſal, they are reſolved to die, rather than to be perfidious to 


his Conſent to 


him. The Emperor conſents to it; Henry, after ſome Delibe- 
ration, wiſely makes a Virtue of Neceſſity, and allowes them 
the Liberty to make the beſt Terms they could, to prevent their 
Ruin; for he preſumed, and that upon good Grounds, that this 
Inſtance of his Tenderneſs would invite them home to their 
ancient Maſter, as ſoon as the Storm ſhould be over. The 
Lubec gers ſurrender ; the Emperor confirms all their Charters, 


exempts them from their Allegiance to Henry, and Ceclares 


Lubeck a free Imperial City. 
The Succeſs of the Emperor's Arms induces Henry to deſire 


an Audience of him ; he releaſes the Landgrave of Thuringen, 
2nd his Brother, and ſends them to the Emperor, to procure 


him Admittance. The Emperor receives him; but no Recon- 
K 3 ciliation 
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ciliation enſues. All the Blame is laid on the Princes of the 


Empire, and he is told, that a Diet ſhould be held at Qyedl:nburg, 


where he was to anſwer his Accuſers. W 
The ſew Friends that kept ſtedfaſt to H enry, endeavoured 


much at this Diet to have him reſtored ; they had ſome Hopes 
of ſucceeding, but Bernhard, Poſſeſſor of Saxony, a Favorite of 
the Emperor, who would have been a Loſer by this Reſtoration, 

defeated their Deſigns. Another Diet was appointed at Erfurt, 
but before it could take Place, the Archbiſhop of Bremen ſecured 


to himſelf the County of Stade, a Fief of Henry the Lyon, and 
Adolph, Count of Schauenburg, was alſo put in Poſſeſſion again 


of the Dutchy of Holſtein. 
In theſe Circumſtances Henry the Don chaugbt proper to ap- 


pear at the Diet of Erfurt. He threw, himſelf at the Emperor's 


Feet, who recollecting at once the Splendour, this Prince had 


formerly been in, and the Obligation he himſelf lay under for 


his having once ſaved his Life, was moved upon ſeeing him in 
this humble Poſture ; he roſe from his Seat, helped him to get 


up, kiſſed him, and could not forbear ſhedding Tears. The 
Animoſity, however, of his Enemies, and the particular Intereſt 
they had in his Ruin, was ſo great, that Proteſts upon Proteſts 
were delivered to the Emperor, whereby he was told, that it 
was not in his Power to alter any Thing that had been reſolved 
with the Conſent of the Princes of the Empire. The Em- 

peror ſeemed to apprehend the Diſaffection of the Princes, and 


a Reſolution paſſed, which enjoyned Henry to quit the Ro- 


man Empire for three Years, on Pretence, that in the mean 
Time the Princes, who had ſuffered by theſe Troubles, might 


be in a Condition to recover the Lofles they had made, and 
that in the Interim Means might be found out for a thorough 
Reconciliation, and for reſtoring to him' the Dominions he had 


been deſpoiled of. Henry found himſelf under a Necellity to 
conſent to this Triennial Exile, and made an Oath for the Per- 


formance of it. The as ae on his Part engaged himſelf to 
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_ conquered, King Guido taken, and the whole Kingdom, which 
had been erected by the Chriſtians 88 Years before, ſubdued. 
The News of this Loſs made a prodigious Impreflion upon all 


a great Number of the Princes of the Empire engaged themſelves 
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ſee Brunſwick and Luneburg, the only Provinces that were left 


him of ſo many Dominions, well adminiſtred, and . to 


defend them as his own during his Abſence. 
Henry choſe England for the Place of his Exile, and ſet out 


with his Wife Mathilda for Normandy, where King Henry RF. 
his Father-in-Law then reſided. From thence he made a Pil 
grimage to Compoſtclla or St. Jago in Spain, and returning the 

ſame Year to Normandy, paſted over to England, where his Wife 

in 1184. at Wincheſter was delivered of her youngeſt Son William 


ſurnamed Longaſpatha. 


He returned to Germany in the Year 118 5. At the Time of 1185. 
his Arrival the Emperor was abſent ; he was then in Taly, where 
he laid Claim to the States of the Succeſſion of Mathildis of 
Efte, uſurped by the Popes, and was making Preparations for 
marrying his Son Henry VI. to the Norman Princeſs Conſtantia. 
Henry the Lyon ſent ſeveral Meſſages to him, he complained of 


the bad Situation, he found Brunſwick and Luneburg in, and 


reminded the Emperor of the Promiſe, he had made him, to 


have him reſtored after the Expiration of the three Years. But 
his Endeavours were unſucceſsful. 


About this Time Saladin Caliph of Egypt marched againſt the 
Holy Land with an Army of near 700,000 Men. The Chriſti- 
ans, principally the Knights Templars and the Knights Hoſpi- 
faleri, reſolutely withſtood him, but were beat, Jerusalem was 


Chriſtendom. The Emperor ſummoned a Diet at Mayence, where 1 


to march againſt the Infidels for reconquering Jeruſalem, Bern- 
hard Poſſeſſor of Saxony, was one of thoſe that came into 
this Scheme, but he ſoon after retracted, on Pretence, that 
Henry the Lyon, being now returned, might in all Probability 


take Advantage of his Abſence to ſeize on that Part of Saxony,

which he had acquired by the Partition. Upon this the Em- 


peror appointed another Diet in the fame Year at Goar, on 
Purpoſe, as he pretended, to decide finally the Diſputes about 


Henry's Dominions. Henry appeared, but was much aſtoniſhed 
at the Propoſals the Emperor made him in lieu of impartil 
Juſtice, which had been promiſed him and his Father-in-Law 


Henry II. King of England. The Propoſals were compriſed in 


theſe three Articles, whereof Henry was to chuſe, that which 
pleaſed him moſt. 1. To content himſelf with the Dominions 


he now was in Poſſeſſion of, and to renounce the Reſt. 2. To 
go along with the Emperor to the Holy Land, or 3. to quit 


Germany again for three Years with his eldeſt Son, in which 
two laſt Caſes 72, after their ſafe Return from their Expedition, 


or the Expiration of the three Years, he ſhould be fully reſtored 


to his Dominions. 


Henry the Lyon choſe the laſt Article, and ſet out again for 


England. He left his Wife Mathilda at Brunſwick, where ſhe 
died, ſhortly after upon the News that was brought her of 


the Death of King Henry II. her Father. The Emperor 


had ſet out for his Expedition to the Holy Land without Bern- 


hard, Poſſeſſor of Saxony. This Prince in Conjunction with 


foetal of his Allies fell upon thoſe Countries that remained under 
Henry's Subjection Th upon this thought himſelf no further 


obliged to keep His Word, and by the Advice of Richard I. 


King of England bi Brother-in-Law, and of Canutus King of 


Denmark his Son-in-Law, ſent his eldeſt Son before him to 


Germany and followed ſhortly after. 
He landed in the County of Stade, where he found Hartwic 


II. Archbiſhop of Bremen at War againſt the Inhabitants of the 


Country of Diethmarſen. The Archbiſhop, that immediately pre- 
ceeded Hortwic, was Sigfried, a Marggrave of Brandenburg who 
owed that Sec merely to the Generoſity of Henry the Lyon, and was | 
maintained in it by him againſt many Oppoſers and even againſt 


the Authority of the See of Rome; yet his Ingratitude carried him 
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ſo far, as to become one of Henry's greateſt Enemies, which he 
ſhewed -by making himſelf Maſter of Stade, as has been ſaid 
above. Hartwic, his Succeſſor, who alſo had received many kind 


Favours of Henry, was of a quite different Stamp, an Inſtance of 


which he gave at this Time by offering to deliver up the County 
of Stade to our Duke as to its lawful Maſter. Henry fortified 
Stade ; Deputies arrived from the Dutchy of Ho Nein, who pro- 


poſed in the Name of its Inhabitants to throw themſelves again 
into his Arms, and the Counts of Ratzeburg, of Schwerin, and 
ſeveral others of Henry's Vaſſals followed their Example. 


Upon this he reſolved to try, whether Fortune might not at 
laſt ſecond his Valour and the Juſtice of his Cauſe. After 
having fortified himſelf on the Side of the Ebbe, he marched 
to the City of Bardewick, which formerly had refuſed him En- 
trance. Some Anhaltine Troops garriſoned the City, and the 
Inhabitants, on being ſummoned to ſurrender to their lawful 


Lord, were fo audacious as to ſhew their nacked Poſteriours 


from the Walls. Henry, who was provoked at it, made an Oath 
to raze the City and not to ſpare one ſingle Soul in it; he aſ- 


ſaulted it for three Days and at length took it ; his Soldiers put 
to the Sword all that were found in Arms, but thoſe who 


had hid themſelves, with the Women and Children got Leave 


to withdraw, after which the City was reduced to a Heap of 
Rubbiſh, and nothing ſaved, but nine Churches, whereof the 


Cathedral ſtill remains, as a laſting Monument of the Fate and 
the Antiquity of this City, ſaid to have been built 1855 Fears 
before the Birth of Chriſt (a).

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the Keys of the City, and gave up the Charter of a Free Im- 
perial City, which the Emperor Frederic had beſtowed upon 


them. The City of Lauenburg was then in the Poſſeſſion of 
Bernbard of Saxony, Henry beſieged it, and made himſelf 


Maſter of the Place after a Months Siege. The Fortreſs of Peine 
and the City of Wolfenbuttel, which his Enemies had ſeized 
upon in his ye an were alſo retaken. 11 2 

During theſe Tranſactions, the Emperor Frederic Barbaroſſ 


died! in the Holy Land. He went thither againſt the Saracens with 
an Army of 150,000 Men, and this Expedition is the third of 


the Cruſades made againſt the Infidels in the Holy Land. The 


Greek Emperor Iſaacius II. made a Shew of hindering this 
Expedition, but could not reſiſt ſuch a Multitude. There were 


Hopes of Succeſs from this Undertaking, but when the Army 


after ſo many Difficulties, was arrived at the Borders of Syria, the 


Emperor Frederic, in paſſing the River Cydnus near Tarſo in Na- 
tolia, was drowned, and the Misunderſtanding amongſt thoſe, 


that commanded after him, rendred this Expedition abortive. 


It is remarkable, that Frederic, who expected, that Henry 


the Lyon would loſe his Life in his Journey to the Eft, periſhed 
there himſelf. It is alſo worthy of Notice, that the Poſterity of 


this Emperor, who ſo much perſecuted Henry the Lyon, not a long 


Time after, was extirpated from the Face of the Earth with Hor- 


rour, the laſt Prince of his Houſe lofing his Head upon a Scaffold 


at Naples, whereas Henry's Poſterity, by the divine Providence, 
has flouriſhed from one Age to another to this Day, enjoyed the 


Dignity of the firſt Potentate in Chriſtendom, and with ſo much 
Glory now fills the Imperial Throne of the Britiſb Realms, 


Henry VI. ſucceeded his Father Frederic Barbaroſſa in the 
Imperial Dignity. Wichman Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, an old 


Enemy of Henry the Lyon, complained of his Return to Germany 


before the Time appointed. The Emperor made warlike Pre- 


parations, and went before the City of Brunſwick, in Hopes of 
ubduing it in a ſhort Time, but Henry the Lyon had put the 


City 
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City in a State of Defence, and his eldeſt Son Henry, whom he 


had appointed Governor of it, difcharged his Truſt with ſo much 


Bravery, that the Emperor was obliged to raiſe the Siege. Upon 


this Hanover was taken and burnt, which was the only Exploit 


the Emperor was ſucceſsful in during this Expedition. 
Of all the Princes of the Houſe of Suabia, that have filled 


the Imperial Throne, none ever ſhewed more Animoſity to the 


Guelphic Family, than the Emperor Henry VI. Guelph VII. 
Uncle of Henry the Lyon, died without Iſſue in the Year 1191, 


about 100 Years old, and his Dominions, by Right, devolved to 


his Nephew Henry the Lyon. They conſiſted of their Family 


States in Suabia, in the Dutchy of Spoleto or Umbria, the Marg- 


graviate of Tuſcany, the Principality of Sardinia, and the Claims 


this Family had to the Succeflion of Mathildis. Guelph had 


annulled his Will before his Death, and even had it ſubliſted, it 
would have been of no Force; for according to the fundamental 
Laws of the Empire, Guelph had no Right to diſpoſe of his 


Family States in Prejudice of his Kindred. But notwithſtanding 
Henry's undiſputable Right to theſe Dominions, the Emperor 
reſerved Part of them for himſelf, beſtowed others on his Fa- 


vourites, and inveſted his Brother Philip with ae States of the 


| Succeſſion of Mathildis in Ita ly 

He could not but apprehend, that Henry would uſe his Ti 
deavours to put himſelf in Poſſeſſion of his Right, as ſoon as it 
ſhould be in his Power to do fo, and this Apprehenfion made 
him averſe to ſee even the Saxon Dominions reſtored to him. 
Several Interceffions were made at this Time in Favour of Henry. 


A Diet was appointed at Fulde, where Henry appeared. The Con- 


ditions, the Emperor propoſed, were, that he ſhould break down 


at three different Places, the Walls of the City of Brunſwick, re- 
inſtate Adolph of Schauenburg, i in the Dutchy of Ho/ftern, raze the 


City of Lauenburg, content himſelf with Half the City of Lubeck, 
and give Adolph of Schauenburg the other Half, and ſend his 


ſecond Son, Luder or Lotharius, to the Emperor's Court, to re- 


main 
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main there as an Hoſtage, till theſe Articles were fulfilled. In 
Conſideration of his Compliance, the Emperor on his Part, pro- 
miſed, that all his Dominions ſhould berreſtored to him. Henry 
made ſeveral Objections, and would have fixed the Time, when 
the Reſtitution was to be made; but the Emperor inſiſted, that 
he ſhould fimply accept of theſe Conditions, whereupon Hen: ry 


promited to declare his Reſolution the Day following. His 
Friends, in the mean while, learned, that his Enemies had laid 


Snares for him, and that he would be in Danger of his Life, as 
ſoon as he ſhould ſet out from Fulde, in caſe he refuſed to com- 


ply. Henry finding no other Expedient to retire with Safety, 


relied upon the Emperor's Word, ſubſcribed theſe Articles, and 


ſent his Son Lotharius as an Hoſtage to the Emperor. 
Lotharius died ſoon after at Augsburg, Henry the Lyon, at the 


Emperor's Requeſt, ſent his eldeſt Son, Henry, ſurnamed the 


Long, to the Emperor, but his Reſtitution: was nevertheleſs de- 
layed from Time to Time. At length he reſolved to do himſelf 
Juſtice; but his Deſign was diſappointed, by an Accident, which 


in the Beginning had no Appearance of being capable of affecting 
him, or of being an Hinderance to his Reſtitution. After the 
Death of the Emperor Frederic Barbaroſſa, Philip II. King of 


France, and Richard I. King of England, who had followed him 
to the Holy Land with a ſtrong Army, continued the War againſt 
the Saracens, and conquered Ptolomais, Leopold, Duke of Au- 

ria, who alſo was there, ordered his Colours to be put upon 
the Walls of the conquered City. Richard ordered them to 
be taken down, and deſired of Leopold, who was diſguſted at 
it, that a certain Part of the Fortifications ſhould be repaired. 
Leopold anſwered, That his Father never had been a Bricklayer. 


In Joppa happened another Quarrel about the Quarters, the 
Auſtrian Coat of Arms was, by King Richard's Order, taken 
down from before a Houſe, and thrown into a common Shore. 


Leopold went home, the King of France was gone before, and 


did great Miſchief to Richard s Subjects in France, contrary to 
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I the Oath he had taken before his Departure from the Holy Land.

being his Character, it may eaſily be believed, that Prudence in 

theſe Circumſtances required of Henry to deſiſt from purſuing his 

Right. He never ſaw his two Jug Sons again, but Henry 

the Long, his eldeſt Son, who was an Hoſtage with the Em- 


peror on account of his Father, eſcaped and came home.

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Indiſpoſition, appointed Dullethe, a Place leſs diſtant from Brunſ-, 


wick; both met, and a Reconciliation in Appearance happened, 


the Emperor promiſing abundance of Things, according to his 
Cuſtom, without having a Mind to perform the leaſt Article. 
Henry's Indiſpoſition increaſed at his Return, and he refuſed to 


take Phyſick, being afraid of Poiſon. The Church of St. Bigſius 
in Brunſwick was ſtruck by Lightning, and the Palace, where 
Henry lay fick, being near it, was in Danger of being ſet on Fire. 
The Fright, this Accident cauſed him, haſtened his Death, which 
happened in the Year 1195, in the 66th Year of his Age. He 
was of a graceful - Preſence, a ſtrong Body, and extraordinary 


Genius. He affected manly Exerciſes, abhorred Sloth and ; 


Luxury, was modeſt and grave, and had a becoming Severity 


of Temper. His Fortune fell ſhort of what he deſerved, even 


when he had as many Dominions, as would have made two 


Kingdoms. Yet the Strange Combinations in his Time, cauſed 
his Days to be a Series of Troubles. Towards the End of his 
Life moſt of his Enemies ſought his Friendſhip again, and he 


was even put up in 1191, as a Candidate to the Imperial T ene 


when Henry VI. lay fick in Taly. |

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This Prince, whilſt an Hoſtage for his Father, at the Court 
of Henfy VI. as has been ſaid above, followed the Emperor in 


his Rxpeditions | in Italy. The Emperor had married Conſtantia, 
Heireſs of both Sicilies, and diſputed the Succeſſion with Tancred, 


King of Naples, who was a Baſtard. The Popes aſſiſted Tancred, 


and the Empreſs Conſtantia was taken Priſoner in 1191, and not 
releaſed till the Year following. During theſe Troubles Henry 
the-Long had an Opportunity of making his Eſcape. The Em- 


peror {ent after him, but he diſguiſed himſelf, put a Plaiſter on 


his Face, which made him look as blind of one Eye, traverſed 
Auſtria and Bohemia undiſcovered, and fafely arrived at his Fa- 


ther's in 1192. 


Conrad, Count Palatine of the Rhine, had promiſed him his 


only Daughter Agnes in Marriage. The Emperor endeavoured 


with all his Power to hinder this Match, and propoſed Philip II. 


King of France, for Agnes. The Guelphic Family was in little 


Favour with the Emperor, and Henry the Long had lately diſ- 
ouſted him by returning home. This made Conrad inclinable 


to Philip, and he went himſelf to France to ſettle the Marriage 
Articles ; but the Mother, during his Abſence, got the Nuptials 
celebrated between Agnes and Henry the Long, in 1193. The 
Emperor would have the Father diſannul the Marriage, but the 
Princeſs, with great Steadineſs, anſwered : A eo cui me didici in 
annis infantie mee deſponſatam nemo me digungat Henrico ſcilicet 
Ducis Saxoniæ filio. No body ſhall ſeparate me from Henry, 
the Duke of Saxony's Son, to whom I have been betrothed from 
my Infancy ; whereupon Conrad determined to carry the Thing 


no farther. In Conſequence of this Marriage, Henry the Long 
inherited the County Palatine of the Rhine, after the Death of 


his Father-in-Law, who had no Male Iflue. 

He claimed a full Reſtitution of the States belonging to his 
Family, which the Emperor promiſed him. On this account 
he did all in his Power to ingratiate himſelf into his Favour, and 


afliſted him in his troubleſome Wars | in Sicily, and it was owing, 
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in a great Meaſure to his Fidelity, that this Prince preſerved 
Naples and Sicily. The Emperor uſed too much Severity to- 
wards his new Subjects, eſpecially one called Gordanus, whom 


he ſuſpected to be in too great Favour with his Wife Conſtantia. 
This Princeſs was diſguſted at it, took her Huſband Priſoner, 


and though ſhe releafed him upon ſome Conditions, poiſoned 


him afterwards at Meſſina, in the Year 1197. 
Henry the Long returned to Germany ſome Time after the 
Emperor's Death. Orbo, his Brother, had been diſmiſſed by the 


Emperor at his Interceſſion, and William, his younger Brother, 


was ſpontatieouſly releaſed by the Duke of Auſtria, who repent- 
ing, upon his Death-bed, of the mean Conduct he had ſhewed 
towards Richard, King of England, gave Orders to ſend the 


Hoſtage back, and to repay the Sums of Money he had received. 
At the Death of the Emperor Henry VI. Frederic II. his Son, 
who had been crowned King of the Romans in his Father's Life- 
time, was but four Years old. 'The Princes of the Empire were 
divided, and elected two Emperors at once, Philip of Suabia, 
Brother to the laſt Emperor, and Otho, Brother of Henry the 


Long, who is ſtiled amongſt the Emperors Otho IV. 
It ſeems, that thoſe Princes, who elected Orho, began at this 


Time to perceive, that the true Reaſon of the Differences be- 
twixt the Houſe of Suabia or the Gibellin Emperors and the 
Guelþhic Family, was that the former had a View, to perpetuate . 
the Imperial Dignity in their Houſe, which none was more able 

to hinder than the Guelphic Family, on account of its many Poſ- 


ſeſſions and great Intereſt in the Empire, and that for this 


Reaſon the Gibellins endeavoured with all their Power to oppreſs, 


and if poſſible, to ruin it. We have ſeen above, that the Gz- 


bellin Family in a great Meaſure ſucceeded in its Attempt in leſ- 
ſening the Power of the Guelphic Houſe, yet it was not able, 


to introduce an hereditary Succeſſion, and it had even the Mor- 
tifcation, to ſee the mos Part of the Princes of the Empire

The Crown of England at that Time was poſſeſſed of the Pro- 


vinces of Normandy, Bretaigne, Anjou, Poitou and Aquitain or 


Guieme. Otho's Grandmother Eleanor brought to King Henry II. 
Poitou and Guienne, and Richard I. his Son, had cededto-Otho, his 
Nephew, Poitou, where he reſided at the Time the Princes of 


Germany choſe him Emperor. Richard prevailed on Pope In- 
nocent III. to confirm the Election of Ortho, which Confirmation 


was of great Importance in thoſe Days. Ot ho reſigned Poitou to 


his Uncle, who preſented him with a conſiderable Sum of Money, : 
and at his taking Leave of him at Rouen, adviſed him, in his 


Way to Germany, to paſs through Poitiers, where Phil p II. 
King of France then was, to try, if he could engage him in his 


Intereſt. Philip was deaf to all his Propoſals, and could ſo little 


help diſcovering the mean Opinion he had of his Intereſt in the 
Empire, that he told him, provided he would conſent to his 


chuſing which of his Baggage Horſes he liked beſt, that he would 
in Return leave him the Choice of either one of the following 
Cities, Paris, Eſtampes, or Orleans, on his Acceſſion to the In- 
perial Throne. Otho, with a View to be up with him, accepted 


the Offer, Philip choſe the beſt Horſe, with his Burthen, out of 
fifty, that were laden with an hundred and fiſty Thouſand Marks, 


and livered it to him on the propoſed Conditions. He 


continued his Journey to Cologn, where he made Preparations for 
his Coronation at A:x-la-Chappelle, The Inhabitants of this City, 
who were gained by his Competitor, Philip of Suabia, denied 
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He was crowned there by the Archbiſh op of Colggn, in the 
Year 1198. 

It is remarkable, that the Princes of the Em pire, before they 
pr roceeded to the Election of Otho, to the Imperial Dignity, ſent 
Ambaſſadors to Richard I. King of England, to ſummon him, 
by Virtue of the Fealty he owed to the Roman Empire, to aſſiſt 
as a principal Member of it at the Election. This Prince had 
done Homage, when a Priſoner in Germany, to the laſt Emperor 
Henry VI. for the Kingdom of Arles (a), which that Prince 

did then beſtow upon him. Hoveden, an Enghſh Author, will 
have it, that Richard did Homage to Henry for the Kingdom of 
England, which ſeems improbable, becauſe ſuch an Homage muſt 
have been extorted, and the Princes of the Empire, who all were 
ſcandalized at the Emperor's ſelfiſh and mean Proceedings to- 
wards Richard, would never have conſidered an Homage done 
for the Kingdom of England, in the Circumſtances Richard was 
in, as a real Engagement to the Empire, nor would Richard, 

after the Regaining of his Liberty, have thought himſelf any 

More a Feudatary to the Empire on the Score of England, than 
he thought himſelf obliged to pay the Reſidue of the Ranſom, 
he had been under a Neceſſity of promiſing. Theſe Conſidera- 
tions put it beyond Doubt, that Richard's Homage was for the 
Kingdom of Arles, and that upon this Account only, he accepted 
of the Summons of the Princes of the Empire. He ſent for 
Ambaſſadors to Germany, to afliſt at the Election and Coronation, | 
as his Repreſentatives, Pbilip, Biſhop of Durbam, Eufachius | 


(a) The Poſterity of Conrad, ſecond Son of Guelph I. as has been faid in Page 16, 
poſſeſſed the Kingdom of Arles, which alſo is called the Kingdom of Burgundy, and by ſome 
| Regnum Rudolphorum. Hiſtorians vary in the Account they give of its Extent ; but it is 
probable, that it conſiſted at laſt of the Provinces of Burgundy, Provence, Dauphine, Sawi/- 
ferland, Savoy, and Franche-Comie, After the Death of Rudolph III. the laſt King of the 
Guelphic Family, who died without Iſſue, in 1042, the Emperor Conrad II. annexed this

and William de Chimeli, Biſhops ele& of Ely and Angers, with 
the Biſhop elect of Evreux, Balduin de Betun, Earl of Albemarle, 
Wilkam de FIR William de Leſtang, and Bricius, his Cham- 


 berlain. 
 Philiþ of Suabia made great Promiſes to „ of the Princes of 


the Empire as were of his Party, and engaged himſelf to lay 


down the Imperial Dignity, as ſoon as his Nephew Frederic 


ſhould be of Age. He went againſt Otho with a numerous Army, 
and a Battle enſued on the Moſelle, which ended to his Piſad- 
vantage, as well as the Siege he laid to Brunſwick, which Ofho 
obliged him to raiſe with great Loſs, and after much Time ſpent 


before it. He then granted to the Inhabitants of that City, as a 
Reward for their Fidelity during that Siege, an Exemption from 


all Tolls in the Roman Empire. The Pope at this Time thun- 
dered his Excommunication againſt Philip, and declared, that he 
either muſt renounce the Imperial Dignity, or deprive him of 
the Popedom. Otho purſued him at the Head of a great Army, 
and after having made him quit the Field in ſeveral Engagements, 
at laſt ſhut him up in the City of Erfurt. He laid Siege to it, 


and thought him already taken, but Philip very ſubtilly eſcaped 


in the Night. Otho having thus got the better of his Adverſary, 

called a Diet at Merſeburg, where he got himſelf crowned a 
ſecond Time by the Pope's Legate, who, in his Maſter” « Name, 

confirmed his Election. 

Pjßbilip was not in a Condition to conteſt the Imperial Dignity 
with Otho, who undoubtedly would have maintained himſelf in 


it, had John, King of England, his Uncle, not broke his Mea- 
ſures. After the Death of Richard, John ſeized on the Crown 


of England; a Prince, named Arthur, Son of Godfrey, elder 
Brother of Richard, was alive, and his Mother Conftantia, com- 
plained to Philip IT. King of France, of the Injuſtice done to 
her Son. Pbilip ſummoned John to appear at Paris, to account 
tor his Proceedings, and when John, as might be expected, re- 
fuſed to appear, he declared his Poſſeſſions forfeited to the Crown 
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of France, and invaded the Engli/b Provinces in that Kingdom, a 
The two Kings waged War againſt each other for a while; John 
ſtrengthened himſelf with the Alliance of the Emperor Otbo, 
2 promiſed to make a powerful Diverſion on the Side of 


Change. in his Favour. The Count of Flanders declared alſo | 


for them, and theſe Advantages were ſufficient to enable John 
to carry on the War, without dreading his Enemy, Yet not- 
' withſtanding that this Prince had. Reaſon to flatter himſelf with 
Hopes of — in the Continuance of the War, he liſtened to 


Propoſals of Peace, and concluded a Treaty with the King of 


France, in which he ſtipulated, among other Articles, That he 


would not affiſt bis Nephew, the Emperor Otho, againſt Philip of 
Suabia. 


Had the king France at the fame Time engaged himſelf, 
not to afliſt Otho's Competitor, this Treaty would in ſome Re- 


- ſpe& have been juſtifiable, but this. King was left at Liberty, to 
act as he thought fit, and Philip had his main Support from him. 
Ot bo was offended at the Peace made without conſulting him, 


and ſent Ambaſſadors to John, to demand of him the County of 
Pattou, and two Parts of the Treaſure and Jewels, which Richard 


had given him by Will, but his unkind Uncle, who had no 


further Occaſion for his Affiſtance, found Pretences to diſpenſe 
with giving him Satisfaction. In the mean while Philip, by the 
Affitanee * France, aſſembled a new Body of Troops, and 
confined himſelf to ruin the principal of Othos Confederates, in 


which he proved ſucceſsful. He took of the Landgrave of 
Thuringen his beſt Cities, and deſtroyed. his Country. The 


5 came to the Aſſiſtance of the Landgrave, but were by 
their own Miſconduct utterly. routed, and this Victory of Philip 
intirely changed the Face of Affairs. The Landgrave and the 
Bohemians eſpouſed his Cauſe without waiting for Otho's Army, 


which made forced Marches to come up with Philip, and ons 


Ally after another followed their — 
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Otho was ſo unfortunate, that even his Brother, Henry the 


Tong, deſerted his Party. This Prince was Count Palatine of 1204. 
the Rhine, and his Poſſeſſions, as ſuch, were in Danger of being 


loſt, in caſe he continued to aſſiſt his Brother, whoſe Party was 
now conſiderably weakened, He had a Mind, however, to 


hazard ſomething for his Sake, provided he would yield to 


him the City of Brunſwick, and the Fortreſs of Lichtenberg; 


which Otho refuſed. Adolph, Archbiſhop of Cologn, left his Party 1203. 
alſo, and on this Account fell under: the Excommunication of 


the Pope. The Chapter of Cologn at the fame Time diſapproved 
of his Fickleneſs, and roſe againſt him, whereby he was deprived 
of his Archbiſhoprick. Ocho, notwithſtanding theſe repeated 
Diſaſters, hazarded a Battle againſt Philip near Cologn, wherein 
being overpowered by Numbers, he retreated to Cologn, to which 
City Philip laid Siege. Otho made a Sally with the Flower of his 
Troops, with an Intent, either to oblige the Enemy to raiſe the 
Siege, or to ſave himſelf by a Retreat, which laſt Deſign ſuc- 
ceeded,” and he retired with the Remains of his Troops to Saxony, 
Soon after he went over to England, where his Uncle received 


him with great Magnificence. Otho's Deſign was to engage him 


to act againſt France; but notwithſtanding his utmoſt Efforts, 


it was impoſſible to bring him to this Reſolution, or to get Satif- 


faction for his Claims founded on Richard's Will. Yet to 


ſoften, in ſome Meaſure, this Denial, the King of England made 
him a Preſent of five thouſand Marks, which N ſufficed 


to defray the Expences of his Journey y. :

The Pope abſolved him, but at the ſame Time, made 


a for an Agreement between the two contending 8 


perors, which were, that Orho ſhould marry Beatrix, Daughter. 


of Philip, and ſucceed in the os Dignity after his Death. 
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Otho accepted of theſe Propoſals, and an Agreement was con- 
cluded at Quedlinburg. He continued, however, to uſe the In- 
perial Title; a Rupture was again apprehended, but Philip made 


Room for him. This laſt Prince had: promiſed one of his Daugh- 


ters to Otho of Wittelſbach. He retracted his Word, and promiſ- 
ed her to Wenceſlaus, Son of Premiſlaus Ottocarus, King of Bo- 
kemia, to ſtrengthen his Party againſt the Emperor Otho. Upon 
this Otho of Mittelſbach deſired a Letter of Recommendation to 
the Duke of Silſia, whoſe Daughter he had choſe for his Bride 
after this Diſappointment. The Letter waswrote in. his Preſence 
in favourable Terms, but afterwards altered. Otho of Mittelſbach 
perceived, that ſomething had been ſcratched out in the Letter, 
opened it, and found, that his Life would have been in Danger, 
in caſe he had delivered the Letter. He meditated Revenge ; 
Philip had been blooded, Orho entered his Appartment with a 
naked Sword'; the Emperor defired him to put up the Sword, 


it being no proper Place for ſuch Inſtruments. Otho anſwered, 


that this was the right Place, where he ſhould ſuffer for 


1208. 


his Treachery, and ran the Sword through him. 


Otho IV. was now Emperor without a Competitor. He RO 


himſelf reelected by the Princes of the Empire at Halberſtadt and 
at Frankfort on the Mayn, Many Emperors of the Houſe of 
Suabia had ſucceeded one another, and the Suubians uſed to 
| boaſt, that Henry VI. had made the Imperial Dignity hereditary 
in his Family, which he really attempted, by offering to the 


Empire, to unite for ever Naples and Sicily with it, in caſe they 


would declare the Imperial Dignity hereditary in his Family. 


We do not find, that this Propoſal was ever countenanced, 
yet, it is ſaid that it gave Occaſion to Otho IV. to make a. 
fundamental Law, that the Emperors for the fature ſhould be 
elected by three Eccleſiaſtical and three Secular Electors, and in 
caſe the Votes were equal, that the King of Bohemia ſhould have 
a decifive one. This is however queſtioned by other Authors, 
who make the To of me College of Electors a en deal 
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more ancient, and date it from the Year 998, in which Pope 
Gregory V. otherwiſe Bruno, ſtipulated with the Emperor Otho 
III, that the Right of electing an Emperor ſhould belong only 
to the Princes of Germany, which has given Occaſion to con- 
jecture, that the College of Electors was alſo inſtituted at that 
Time. We ſhall conſider the Validity of theſe Opinions, when 
we give an Account of the Conſtitution called the Golden Bull, 
publiſhed in the Reign of Leuis Duke of Brunſwick. 


The Emperor Otho IV. held a Diet at Wurtzburg, where 


the Princes of the Empire deſired of him to marry Beatrix, 
Daughter of Philip, according to his former Promiſe, The Prin- 


ceſs appeared at the Diet, the Emperor ſaluted her and declared 


her his. Bride. Objections were made againſt this Marriage on 
account of Conſanguinity, and the Princeſs was conducted to 
Brunſwick, till the Popes Diſpenſation could be obtained. 
Beatrix had three Hundred and fifty Caſtles in her Poſſeſſion, 
which ſhe brought to the Emperor. 

Above ten Years had paſſed from the Time that Philip II. 
King of France entered at Poitiers into the Engagement above- 


mentioned, and Ortho, being now ſole Emperor, ſent a remark- 


able Ambaſly to Philip, by which he notified his Election, and 
reminding him of the Agreement that had paſſed between them, 


deſired him to perform his Promiſe, by delivering up the City 


of Paris, which he had choſen, according to the Liberty given 
him by Virtue of the ſaid Promiſe. This Compliment ſeemed 


ſomething harſh to the King; he replied, that Things were not 
in the ſame Condition as at the Time of the Agreement; but if 


he had a Mind to diſpute it with him, he might do it any 
Way, he thought proper, and he would reply accordingly, Orho, 
who much ſtood upon his Honour, was yy wa this Anſwer, 


and reſolved to diſcover his Reſentment, as ſoon as he mould 


have eſtabliſhed himſelf in the Empire. 
When Pope Innocent III. heard of the Re- election of Oz 0, 


whom he eſteemed his Friend, he ſent Legates to congratulate 
2 5 him, 
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him, and offered to crown him, if he would come into Fah. 


The Emperor called a Diet at Augeburg, where his Journey 
was reſolved on, upon which he ſet out for Rome in Company 


with the Archbiſhop of Treves and Magdeburg, the Biſhops of 
W. urtzturg, Straſburg, Spiers, Worms, Baſel, Conſtance, Paſſau, 


Chur, Augsburg, Eichſlaed, Prag, and Olmutz, and the Dukes 


of Bavaria, Lorraine, Zabringen, Carinthia, Moravia, and 


ſeveral others. He appointed Henry the Long, his Brother, 


Vicar of the Empire in his Abſence. In paſting through the 
Milaneze, he was crowned at Monza King of Lombardy, ac- 
cording to ancient Cuſtom, with a Crowr. made of Gold, but 
incompaſſed with an Iron Ring, from whence it is called Corona 
ferrea or the Tron Crown, He was met there by A Marggrave 


of Efie and Ferrara and his Sons, whom he received and 


treated as his Kinſmen, and gave Azo a Grant of Verena together 
with the final Appeal of that Province, and likewiſe the Go- 


vernment of the Mark of Ancona with ſeveral Caſtles belonging 
to Vicenza, where among the Motives that induced the Em- 


peror harman. expreſs 1 is made of their Kindred, as 


appears by the Grant yet extant. From thence he went to hold 


a Diet at Bologna, where he received great Supplies of Men and 
Money and having formed a powerful Army, continued his 
Journey. The Pope received him at Viterbo, and on their Ar- 
rival at Rome crowned him Emperor, after Otho had made a 


' ſolemn Oath to perform the following five Articles. 1. To 
adminiſter Juſtice. 2. To defend the See of Rome and its Poſ- 
ſeſſions. 3. To augment the Roman Empire and to defend its 
= Rights. 4. To live in Peace with the King of Prance. 5. To 


maintain Frederic II, Son of the Emperor Henry VI. in the 
Poſſeſſion of the Tio Sicilies. 


The Pope would not admit of the leaſt Limitation ; Otho was 


obliged to ſwear to them, or not to be crowned. The ſecond 
and third Articles were in direct Contradiction one to the 
other : it was impoſſible in thoſe Days, to maintain the Rights 
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of the Roman Empire and at the ſame Time ſatisfy the See of 
Rome. Thus every Body foreſaw, that a good Underſtanding 
between the Em peror and the 88 would be but of a ſhort 
Duration. 

As the Diſputes about the Dominions, which Orbe IV. chimed 
of the Pope, make an important Part of the Hiſtory of this 
Emperor, it will not be improper, to give in a few Words an 
Idea of the Means the See of Rome has made Uſe to acquire 
and inlarge its Dominions and its Authority, and how it came 
to paſs, that theſe Dominions were conteſted between.the Popes 

and the Roman Empire. 

During the three firſt Centuries after the Birth of Chriſt, the 
whole World was governed by Heathen Princes, and the Biſhops 
of Rome during this Time were quiet, and for the moſt Part died 

| Martyrs for the Sake of the Chriſtian Religion ; yet even in thoſe 
1 early Times a Foundation was laid for moſt of the Abuſes and 
Þ Errors, that were introduced afterwards. 

Whilſt the Government was in the Hands of the Heathens, 
0 the Chriſtians in Rome and elſewhere regulated their e 
by their own Authority, as well as the Times would permit, 
This gave Occaſion to an Error, that the Regulation of the 
Divine Service did not make a Part of the Regalia of a eee 
Government. 

When Diſputes aroſe among the Chriſtians, they chaſe not 
to go before the Heathen Judges, where they would have found 
little Countenance, but they brought their Diſputes before their 
own Biſhops. From thence the Error aroſe, that the Ec- 
cleſiaſticks had a Kight to meddle with the temporal 4s 


ef their Congregations. © _ 
The Chrittiins conformed their Marriages to the Word of 


God, which the Heathens knew nothing of; for this Reaſon 
they could not expe& Deciſions in matrimonial Affairs from 
the Heathen Judges. This has introduced an Opinion in 
the following Times, that matrimonial Affairs belonged only 

to 
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to the Deciſion of Eccleſiaſticks; and Matrimony at Length has 
even been made a Sacrament. 

As the Chriſtians were continually ſlandered before the Heathen 
Government, it was found neceſſary to keep up ſtrict Order 
among themſelves, one publick Sin being ſufficient to endanger 
the whole Congregation. From this, People have been inſenſibly 
brought to believe, that the Popes have a Power to excommu- 
nicate not only private Perſons but Whole Kingdoms at their 
Pleaſure. 

The Chriſtians being perſecuted under the Heathen Govern- 
ment, were often compelled to retire into Wilderneſſes. This 


became afterwards Matter of Choice, and Men began to think, 


they could better pleaſe God by leading the Life of an Hermit, 
than by being uſeful Members to Society. 

In the fourth Century the Emperor Conſtantin the Great al- 
lowed the Chriſtians a free Exerciſe of their Religion, ordered 


Churches to be built and became himſelf a Chriſtian. This 
firſt Chriſtian Emperor ſhould by Right have aſſumed the Di- 
rection of the divine Service as his Prerogative, and ſhould not 
have allowed more to the Popes or Biſhops, than what was 


conformable to Gods Word. 
But People were accuſtomed under the Heathen Government 


to have the Biſhops intermeddle in their Affairs; Conſtantin had 


at firſt a great many Heathens in his Service, and the Emperor 
being himſelf obliged to learn the Principles of the Chriſtian 


Religion, it may be believed, that the Clergy at that Time did 
not chuſe to touch upon this Article. 
Thus it happened, that a juriſdiction was left to the Eccle- 


ſiaſticks even in the eſtabliſhed Church as a Right that belonged 
to them, though they had exerciſed this Juriſdiction only out of 


Neceſſity, whilſt the Church was eftabliſhing, 


To this may be added, that Conſtantin the Great tranſlated, in 
330, his Reſidence from Rome to Conſtantinople. The Popes, who 


| hitherto had been of little Conſideration, __ now to ſhine 


in 
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in the Abſence of the Emperor's Court. Rome hitherto had a 
Pre-eminence before all other Cities, and the Opinion People 
conceived of the Roman Biſhop became the greater for this Cir- 
cumſtance. 

The Popiſh Authors go farther, and ſay, that Conſtantin the 
Great was chriſtened by the Roman Biſhop Sylveſter I. and that 
the Emperor gave for this Service to the See of Rome, that Part 
of Italy which is called the Patrimony of St. Peter. 

But no body has better anſwered this Point, than the Venetian 
Ambaſſador Donati at Rome, who being aſked by Pope Julius II. 
where the Bull was, by which Pope Alexander III. had granted 
the Venetians the Empire over the Adriatick, ſaid, that it was 
wrote on the other Side of the Patent, which Conſtantin the Great 
had given to the See of Rome for the Patrimony of St. Peter. 

And certainly it has been proved long ago, that Conſtantin the 
Great was not. chriſtened till the Year 337, in Micomedia, by 
an Aſiaticł Biſhop, a ſhort Time before his Death: ſo that the 


Report of Pope Sylveſter's performing that Function is no more 
than a Fable, invented to varniſh the Uſurpation of what is 


called the Patrimony of St. Peter. 


In the fifth Century, the Ve ern Empire, principally 1 


was over-run by different Barbarian Nations. They did infinite 
Damage in Chriſtendom, by burning Churches, and deſtroying 


many valuable Libraries; but the then growing Papacy received 


great Benefit thereby. 
Darkneſs overſpread the Weſt, few were {killed either in Di- 
vinity or Philoſophy ; the Accounts of the State of the primitive 


Church became ſcarce, and when Schools were eſtabliſhed again, 


the Clergy took them under their Inſpection ; they forbad the 


Scholars to read Latin Authors, on Pretence, that a Chriſtian 


- ought not to read Heathen Books; and when they perceived that 


the whole Veſt was full of Ignorance, they made Feople believe 
whatever they pleaſed.

The Irruptions of the Barbarian Nations had demoliſhed the 


Empire of the Vt. Several new Kingdoms ſprung up. The 


Chriſtian Religion was introduced there about the ſixth Century; 


the Miſſionaries referred themſelves to the Biſhop of Rome, and 


the Authority of that See became by Degrees much regarded in 
France, Spain, and England. 

In Proportion as Chriſtianity ſpread itſelf, Quarrels and Diſ- 
putes happened among theſe Converts ; the Biſhop of Rome was 
commonly made Arbitrator, for in thoſe i ignorant Times no body 


knew, in Matters of Divinity, how to diſtinguiſh between Right 
and Wrong. 


Thus, the Authority of that See, ſo early as in this Century, be- 


gan to ſpread itſelf on this Side of the Siu] Mountains, and when 


People afterwards became wiſer, it had taken too deep Root to 


be conteſted. 
About the Beginning of the following Century, the Biſhop of 


Rome took upon him itle of an Oecumenical or Univerſal 


Biſhop over all C itendom ; which came to paſs upon the 


following Occaſion, 


When Chriſtianity had diffuſed itſelf in diſtant Countries, it 


was not ſufficient, that ſome Biſhops were appointed to inſpect 
the common Clergy, but Archbiſhops were conſtituted over the 


Biſhops, and Patriarchs over the Archbiſhops. 
A City where ſuch a Patriarch reſided was called a TROY 
and the Patriarchs themſelves Metropolitans. In the firſt three 


Centuries, five ſuch Patriarchates gradually took place, one at 


Rome, another at Conſtantinople, a third at * a fourth at 
Antioch, and a fifth at Fruſalm. 

When theſe Patriarchs perceived the oreat Adranagh they 
had, not only to command ſo many of the Clergy, but alſo to 
cope with Monarchs, ſome of them began to conſider, if it might 


not be poſſible to ſet up for an Univerſal Biſhop over all Chri- 


ſtendom. With this View, the Conſtantinopolitan Patriarch, Ihn 
Fejunator, aſſumed, in 595, the Title of Oecumenical Biſhop. 
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Gregory I. Biſhop of Rome, loudly exclaimed againſt it, and 
called him the Harbinger or Fore-runner of the Antichriſt 


culty to aſſume the very Title on the following Occaſion. 

Phocas, Emperor of the Eaſt, had murdered in a moſt cruel 
Manner, his Predeceſſor Maurice with his whole Family, and 
Cyriac , Patriarch of Conſtantinople , refuſed to approve theſe 
Murders. 

Phocas applied t to the Biſhop of Rome, Boniface III. defired 
his Abſolution, on account of theſe Murders, and promiſed in 
Return to give him the Title of Oecumenical or Univerſal Biſhop. 

Boniface accepted of this Propoſal with Joy; the Oriential 
Biſhops moved Heaven and Earth againſt him, but the Turks 


Biſhops had not much Leiſure to mind the See of Rome. 
The Pope ſuſpected, that the Biſhops in the Eaſt would call 
this Title in Queſtion; for this Reaſon ſeveral Orders of Monks 
were erected in this Century, and made independent of the 
Juriſdiction of the Biſhops.

The Popes, through them, informed themſelves of all that 
paſſed, and when a Man made the leaſt Appearance of ma- 
king uſe of his Reaſon, theſe Monks fell upon him and aſ- 
perſed him to ſuch a Degree, that no body gave Credit to what- 
beer he fd. 
3 In the eighth Century, the Popes intirely withdrew their Obe- 
- dience from the Emperors of the Ea. A Diſpute aroſe, whether 
Images ſhould be worſhipped or not? Leo III. Emperor of the 
Eaſt, forbad the Adoration of Images, and the Popes Gregory II. 
and III. at Rome approved of it. This cauſed a Schiſm between

But ten Years after, his Succeſſor Boniface III. made no Diffi- 


who at that Time began to make ſome Figure in the Eaft, 
gave the Chriſtians in thoſe Parts ſo much Trouble, that the 


* the Eaſtern and Weſtern Churches, about the Year 720, and 
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The Popes of Rome fell, on account of this Behaviour, under 
the Diſpleaſure of the Greek Em perors, and were obliged to «| 
look out for Affiſtance in the N. Of the new Kingdoms, 3 
that had been ſet up, none was more powerful, and fit for their C 
Purpoſe, than France. The Popes ſheltered themſelves under 
the Wings of this Nation, and a f. vourable Opportunity offered 
itſelf of procuring their Aſſiſtance. : 
Pipin had, in the Year 751, put his lawful Sovereign, Chil- 
deric III. King of France, into a Convent, and feized his Throne. 
Pope Zachary approved of his Conduct, and Pipin was obliged 
to requite this Favour. 23 

Aiſtulphus, King of the Longoba, 4 Was ſenſible, that the Pope = 
had a Deſign upon the Exarchate of the Greeks, which then = 

comprehended about the lower Half of Taly; for this Reaſon he 

was beforehand with him, and aboliſhed the Exarchate of Ra- 
venna, in the Year 752. 

Pope Stephen III. was glad to be the Greeks diſpoſſeſſed, but = 
could not bear, that the Longobards ſhould have this rich Morſel, 3 
eſpecially as this Nation made a Pretenſion to Rome itſelf. In this 1 

critical Juncture, Pipin came to the Aſſiſtance of Pope Stephen III. 4 
in 754, and forced Aiftulphus, King of the Longobardi, to give 
55 up to the Pope that Part of the Exarchate, he had taken from 
the Greeks, which was the middle Part of Taly. For the Greeks 
continued in Poſſeſſion of the loweſt Part of that Country ſome 
Time after. 
People could not t help hone aflonithed at theſe Tranſitions. 
Some aſked, what Buſineſs a Pope had with ſuch large Dominions, 
and others reflected, that it was indecent for a Vicar, to make a 
better Figure than his Principal, whoſe Kingdom was not of this 
World. The Pope regarded not the latter, and told the firſt, 
that Conftantin the Great had already for above more than 400 
Vears, given theſe Dominions to the See of Rome, conſequently 
that this was not a new Donation, but that he only was reinſtated in 


his Poſſeſſions; and the People were obliged to believe it as Goſpel. 
Aſter 
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After the Death of Pipin, Defiderius, King of the Longobards, 
endeavoured to retake that Part of the Exarchate the Pope poſ- 
ſeſſed, but Hadrian I. claimed the Aſſiſtance of Charles the 


Great, King of France, who came into 1taly, in 773, and in a 


Year's Time demoliſhed the whole Kingdom of the Longobards. 
dom of the Longobards, Charles the Great kept for himſelf, and 
Dominions, which belonged to the Exarchate, he gave back to 


the See of Rome, in the Year 774. 
Pope Hadrian I. foreſaw, that the Romans would not let him 


enjoy theſe Poſſeſſions quietly ; ; for this Reaſon he invited Charles 


the Great to Rome, and diſpoſed him to accept of the Title of 


Thoſe Dominions, which properly had belonged to = King- 


became King of ITaly, by Right of Conqueſt ; and the other 


q 


a Roman Patrician, which imported as well the ſupreme Power 


over Rome as the Advocatia, or Defence of its See. 
Not long after, the Pope began to take too much upon him 


in the City of Rome, a Tumult enſued in 799, wherein Leo III. 
was thrown from his Horſe, ſtript ſtark naked, and loſt one Eye. 


Charles the Great moſt rigorouſly puniſhed the Ringleaders of this 


Inſurrection the following Year ; Leo purged himſelf by Oath of 


all the Charges brought againſt him, and Charles the boi con- 
firmed him a new in the Poſſeſſion of the Exarchate. Leo in 


return prevailed on the People of Rome to proclaim Charles Em- 


peror of the We, which they did the Eve of Chriſtmas, in the 
Year 800. There had been no Emperor in the Veſt, after 


the Death of Romulus Momyllus Auguſtulus, during 324 Years, 
| Charles was already Emperor by Right of Arms, being then 


King of Taly, France, and Germany, and the hailing or pro- 


claiming him Emperor, which properly was nothing more than 


a Ceremony, conferred no greater Dignity upon him than what 


he already enjoyed, as appears by the very Words the People ex- 


preſſed, on this Occaſion, who ſhouted thus: Charles the Great 


and peaceable Emperor of the Romans, crowned by God ; and Charles, 


notwithſtanding his great Liberality to the Pope, reſerved to 
N' 2: W 
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| himſelf the ſupreme Power over Rome and the Pope's Dominions, 
as well as the Right of conſtituting a Pope, and of giving the 


Inveſtiture of Biſhopricks throughout all his Dominions. 
The See of Rome had now a great Income arifing from the 


Patrimony of St. Peter. All Differences in the Veſt were decided 


at Rome, and brought in great Perquiſites ; the Biſhops at the 
Perſuafion of St. Boniface ( a ), began to purchaſe the Pall at 
Rome with large Sums; all Kingdoms were well ſtocked with 


Convents, which might paſs for the Pope's Caſtles, and the 
Monks in them for his Garrifons. The better Sort of People 


were very ignorant, and the common Sort ſuperſtitious to the 
higheſt Degree. 


Theſe Circumſtances Fe the Deſigns of the Popes, they 


began now gradually to aſſume greater Authority. In the ninth 
Century, Pope Hadrian II. forced Lotharius, King of Auſtraſa, 

to diſmiſs his Concubine, and to retake his Wife. An Inftance, 
that the Popes already then aſſumed an Authority in matrimonial 


Caſes over ſovereign Princes. After the Death of the Emperor 


Lewis II. his Poſterity diſputed with each other the Succeſſion 


of the Empire. Charles the Bald, King of France, went in 
875 to Rome, got himſelf crowned by the Pope, and founded his 


(a) St. Boniface, alias Wunifh ied, was an Engh/eman of Dewntire. He ed 
much to the Authority of the Pope, in diſpoſing the Biſhops in France and in Germany, 
to take the Pall from the Pope of Rome, which voluntary Cuſtom afterwards paſled into a 
Law. St. Boniface was the Occaſion of erecting the Biſhoprick of WWurtzburg, and of 
many other F oundations in Germany. This Country has the Honour to number ſeveral 
Natives of the Briti/ Iſlands among their dignified Clergy, viz. St. Boniface, firſt Biſhop of 
Ratiſbon, afterwards Archbiſhop of Mayence. St. Burchard, Biſhop of Wurtzburg, and 
Duke of Franconia.

St. Rupert, Biſhop of Worms, afterwards Archbiſhop of Saltz- 


burg. Lullus, Archbiſhop of Mayence. St. Florentius, Biſhop of & traſburg. St. Suibertus, 
St. Patto, Stanco, Nortila, Cewilo, Cortilla, Jſengerus, Harruchus, Heligandus, Erlulphus, 
all ten Biſhops of Verden. Willibrodus, Adeldert, both Bithops of Utrecht. St. Vitalis, 
St. Virgilius, the latter known for his broaching the Opinion of the Antipodes, both Arch- 


biſhops of Saltzburg. Erhart, Albert, both Biſhops of Ratiſbon. St. Modeſtus, Biſhop of 


Gurck in Carinthia. V Hebaldus, — of Bremen. 7 , ſurnamed $ cotus, Biſhop of 
Schæberin, &c. &C. 
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Right to the Imperial Crown upon this Coronation. People were 
then made to believe by Degrees, that no body could be Emperors 


unleſs he was crowned by the Pope. 


A few Years after the Emperor Charles the Grofs was depoſed, 


Pope Stephen VI. made a Law, that for the future no Prince 
ſhould be made Emperor unleſs he were an Talian, which was 
the Occaſion of many bloody Wars, - that laſted about ſixty Years. 
There were during that Time always two Emperors at once in 
Taly, who conteſted this Dignity, which Confuſion gave a fa- 


vourable Opportunity to the Popes of aggrandizing themſelves. 


For theſe ſixty Years no German Emperor came to Italy, The 
Popes at laſt being themſelves tired of the Cruelties, theſe Anti- 


Cæſars committed, called the Emperor OrhoT. of the Saxon 


Race, who ſubdued them and annexed 7aly again to the Empire. 


Agreements were then again made, that the Popes ſhould always 


be appointed by the German Emperors, that the See of Rome 


ſhould always acknowledge the Emperors for Kings of Taly, and 


ſhould not meddle with the Election of the Roman Emperors. 
In this Situation Things were in the tenth Century. In the 


next the Popes kept none of theſe Agreements, and it may 


be ſaid, that this Century was the moſt unfortunate of all for 


the Emperors, and the moſt profitable to the See of Rome. The 


Popes diſpoſed of the Dutchy of Apulia, to which they had not 
the leaſt Title, and which 1 to the Empire, in Favour of 


Nobert Guiſcard, a Norman Dake, on Condition that he ſhould _ 


become a Vaſſal to the See of Rome: aſſiſt it in caſe of Need, and 
pay a yearly Tribute. They claimed alſo the Vicarſhip of the 


Empire after the Death of an Emperor. 


But none of the Popes of this Century carried his Uſurpations 
further than Gyegory VII. alias Hildebrand. He aſcended the 
Papal Throne without the Conſent of the Emperor or the Car- 


dinals, and his Reign may be called a D:&ator/bip over the Chri- 
ſtian World. He came to the See of Rome at a Time, when 


the Normans were very powerful i in the lower Part of Tah, and 


when 
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when Matbildis of Eſte abovementioned, poſſeſſed the upper Part 
of it. Both were his Allies, the latter out of Inclination to him, 
and the former through Fear that the Emperor might demand, 
what Title they had to that Part of Tah they were in Poſſeſſion 
of. In — many Abuſes had crept in under the Minority 
of Henry IV. and when this Prince afterwards went againſt the 


Saxons, civil Commotions enſued, of which Gregory took Ad- 
Vantage. 


Learning was no more in Faſhion, and eccleſiaſtical Offices 
were publickly ſold, chiefly in Germany by the Emperor's Fa- 
vourites. The Want of Learning gave the Popes an Opportunity 
of forging and producing Decretals after Decretals, under Pre- 
tence that they were made by the Popes in the firſt Centuries, out 
of which Decretals the Canon Law was afterwards compiled. 


Simony farniſhed the Pope with a Pretence, to draw to himſelf 


the Inveſtiture of the 8 He diſpoſed gratis of the eccleſi- 


aſtical Offices, and, under this Vail of Diſintereſtedneſs, gained 
che Hearts of moſt Germans. 

He told the Clergy, that it was a Sin to live in Matrimony ; 5 
they left their Wives and Children, and thus having leſs tempo- 


ral Concerns, they became the more faithful to the Pope. He 
increaſed the prohibited Degrees in Marriage, ſo that the Princes 


could hardly find Wives of their Rank without his Diſpenſation. 


After theſe Preparations he incited the Saxons to accuſe the 


Emperor Henry IV. before him ; the Pope himſelf added many 
Charges, he excommunicated him and abſolved his Subjects from 


their Oath of) Allegiance. 
He held 4 Synod at Rome, and publiſhed thirty Theſes, which 


he called Di#atus. They contained amongſt other Things: 
| © That the Pope is the ſupreme Biſhop, That the Pope alone 
has the Power to depoſe Biſhops ; That the Pope alone has the 


« Power to make new Laws; That he alone has the Right to 
e have his Feet kiſſed by Sovereigns; That there is but one 


Name in the World, viz. the Name of the Pope; That the 


«ec Pope 
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« Pope can depoſe Emperors ; 'That no Book is canonical, unleſs 


« pronounced to be ſo by the Pope; That no body can revoke 
ce the Sentence of the Pope, but that the Pope can annul all 
* Sentences of other Sovereigns ; and, That the Roman Church 
has never erred and will never err.“ 


He made the Emperor paſs for a wicked Man . The World 


believed already, that the Pope could lock Heaven and unlock it; 

the Monks improved this Belief, they told the People, that a 
Power to command in Heaven neceſſarily included a Power to 

do the ſame upon Earth, as being leſs than the other. True 

Politicks were unknown in thoſe Days, the Pope got the better 
of the Emperor, and the People, to a Man, believed, that he had 
a Right to depoſe Sovereigns. 


The Emperor went to Rome to get himſelf abſolved. The 


Pope treated him moſt ignominiouſly as has been faid above, 

but at length abſolved him, on Condition, he acknowledged him 
for his Lord and Maſter, and ſwore Allegiance to the See of 
Rome. Thus the Lord became a Vaſſal, and the Subject lorded 


it over his Maſter. As for the Uſurpations and unlawful Poſ- 


| ſeſſions of the Pope, the Emperor durſt not opon his Mouth. 
Henry afterwards made War upon the Pope and drove him to 

the Normans. But after Gregory had once found out the Weak- 

neſs of his Antagoniſt, he raiſed him ſo many Enemies, and pur- 


ſued him ſo cloſely with his Excommunications, that this Prince 


finiſhed his Days moſt miſerably. The Authority of the Pope 
was now fo great, that nothing paſſed i in Chriſtendom without 
his final Approbation and Conſent. 


About the End of this Century, the famous Cruſades had their 
Beginning. A red Croſs, and a plenary Indulgence, which coſt 


nothing, made the good Men of thoſe Days fight more deſperately 


than any Pay, and theſe Expeditions contributed not a little to 
_ eſtabliſh the Power of the Popes. For the Enterprize itſelf had 


the Apperance of Devotion, and ſerved for a Cloak to cover a 
Number of their Intrigues, 
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Monarchs and Princes were induced to take the Field them- 
ſelves, and the Pope and the other Clergy in the mean while did 
at home what they pleaſed, Soldiers did not grow up like Muſh- 


rooms, many hundred thouſands were led to the Holy Land, and 
the Emperors were not afterwards in a Condition to march ſuch 


powerful Armies to Tah againſt the Pope, as they had done 
before. 


The Popes collected numberleſs Millions for the Uſe of this 
War, but we cannot find, that they ever were accountable for 
them, and it is to be believed, "Hig the Gregorian Diclatorſtip 


would never have been maintained, had not the Popes made the 


Defence of the Holy Sepulchre a Pretence, to drain the Blood of 


the European Nations. 
In the twelfth Century, the Diſputes about the Succeſſion of 


 Mathildis had their Riſe. The Pope produced a Will, made 
by Mathildis in Favour of the See of Rome, but the Emperor 
Henry V, claimed theſe Poſſeſſions as Fiefs of the Empire, with- 
out whoſe Conſent this Princeſs had no Right to diſpoſe of them 
in its Prejudice, He poſſeſſed himſelf of theſe States; neverthe- 
leſs they remained but a ſhort Time with the Empire. He was 
. even forced to yield to the See of Rome, the Inveſtiture of the 
German Biſhops, and though his Succeſſor Lotharius endeavoured 
to reclaim this Ceſſion, he had no Succeſs, and was $60 the Pope 
did not refuſe to crown him. = 
Frederic Barbarofſa made indeed ſome Reſiſtance, ou denied

His Succeſſor Henry VI. got himſelf crowned at Rome, the

He inlarged the 
Patrimony of St. Peter, ſeized the Succeſſion of Mathilde, took

blackeſt Crimes; that the Authority they aſſumed and claimed over 
the Emperors, were open Inſurrections or Rebellions againſt 
their lawful Maſters; and that the greateſt Part of their Domi- 
nions were uſurped Poſleſſions and belonged of * to the 
Empire. 
When the Coronation of the Emperor Otho IV. was over, he 
inquired of thoſe, who were beſt able to inform him, what Im- 
= perial Fiefs had been alienated or uſurped ; he diſcovered the 
= Popes of Rome to have been the principal Encroachers on the 
= Empire; that they had torn Apulia from it, and diſpoſed of it 
5 as pretended Fiefs of the Church; that what they called the 
= po ares H St. Peter was in Reality a great Part of Taly, and 
exceeded i by far the Bounds, Charles the Great had ſet to the 
Popes Territories by his Donation ; that the Claims of the See 
of Rome to the March of Ancona were . frivolous ; that the 
Dutchy of Spoleto had alſo been alienated from the Empire 
and thac the States of the Succeſſion of Mathildis which the 
Popes uſurped were Fiefs of the Empire, and beſides belonged 
to his Family by Right of Inheritance and by Virtue of a ſolemn 
Grant given by the Emperor Frederic I. in 1157. in F avour of 
Guelph VII. Otbo's Great Uncle. 

When Otho underſtood this, he perceived, that one Part of 
his Oath muſt neceflarily be broke, as inconſiſtent with the 
other, and conſidering that his Duty to the Empire was much 

leſs diſputable, than his Obedience to the See of Rome, he 
wiſely reſolved, to adhere to that Part of his Oath, which obliged 


| him to preſerve the Imperial Rights. 
1 He 
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and the Archbiſhop of Magdeburg would alſo have been driven 


a ſolemn manner, had not ſome Friends interceded with Henry f 
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Hle ſent a Meflage to the Pope with this Reſolution but re- 
ceived no Anſwer, which provoked him not a little. Another 
Accident increaſed his Diſcontent. Several of his Men, who 
were incamped under the Walls of Rome, going to ſee the City, 
the Romans picked a Quarrel with them, which came to ſuch 


a Height, that the Citizens taking Arms, above a Thouſand 


Imperialift were Killed on the Spot. The Emperor complained 
of this Outrage and demanded Satisfaction, but the Pope refuſed 
it without giving a Reaſon for his Denial, Otho difſembled his 
Chagrin at this Refuſal, and ſet out from Rome, in appearance 


to take the Road for Germany. Being arrived in Lombardy, he 


marched for Milan, which City he choſe for his Reſidence 
and put his Troops into Winter-quarters. The Spring following 
he made Preparations to take by-Force the Dominions, the Pope 
had uſurped. He gained his Ends after ſome Victories and 
entered again in Poſſeſſion of all that had been taken from the 
Empire. The Pope claimed the Aſſiſtance of the King of 
France, but he tarrying to come to his Aid, he had Recourſe 
to his ſpiritual Arms. He excommunicated Otho and wrote to 
the Princes of the Empire, to elect another Emperor, becauſe 
Otho had forteited the Imperial Dignity. 
Henry the Long Count Palatine of the Rhine and Brother 
to the Emperor Otrho, fell upon the Archbiſhop of Mayence, 
who undertook to fee the Popes Excommunication proclaimed, 


from his Archbiſhoprick for excommunicating the Emperor in 


the Long. | 
| Nevertheleſs the King of 8 the Dukes of Auſtria, and 
Bavaria, and the Archbiſhops of Mayence, and of Magdeburg, 
aſſembled at Nurenberg, to conſult about a new Election; but 
Premiſlaus King of Bohemia prevented the other Princes from 
taking a Reſolution at that Time in Prejudice of Ocho. This 
King ſhewed ſo much Zeal for Otho's Intereſt, that the Surname 
Oftocar 
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Orttocar or Otto- carus was given him; the Bohemians not under- 
ſtanding the Meaning of it, took it for a Title of Honour, and 
ſurnamed ſeveral of his Succeſſors Ottocar. The King told the 
Princes, that it behoved them to conſider well, if a new Election 
was neceſſary or not, and that the Pope's Pleaſure was no 
ſufficient Warrant for it. He reminded them of ſeveral 
Attempts the Popes had made, to ſubject whole Kingdoms 
to the See of Rome, and added, that it was their Duty, to reſiſt 
the Inſatiability of the Pontiffs and not to > ſuffer Monarchs to be 


treated with Contempt. 

A few Years before, the then reigning Pope Innocent III. had 
crowned Peter II. King of Arragon at Rome, not with a golden 
Crown, but with a Crown made of unleavened Bread. The 


Reaſon of it was, that the Pope had a Deſign to put the Crown 


upon his Head with his F ect, which Peter would not ſuffer, 
whereupon to compromiſe the Matter, this Expedient was found 
out, that the Pope ſhould appear to perform the Ceremony 


with his Hands out of Regard to the Bread only. Some Years 


after the ſame Pope made a Preſent of the Kingdom of England 
to the King of France, and cauſed ſo much Trouble to John 
then King of England, that this Prince was at this Time about 
ſubjecting his Kingdom to the See of Rome, ſwearing Allegiance 
to the Pope, and paying him yearly by Way of Tribute a large 
Sum of Money, beſides the Peters-pence. Premiſiaus made Uſe 


of theſe two Inſtances, to ſtrenghten the Arguments, he pro- 


poſed to the Aſſembly. 
Otho IV. returned from Tay, and made an Alliance with the 


Marggrave of Miſnia and the Duke of Bavaria, againſt the See 
of Rome and its Adherents : The Popes Faction was become con- 
| fiderable by the Intereſt and Power of the Clergy. A Diet was 
appointed at Nurenberg. Otho made a pathetick Speech to the 
Diet, where he repreſented to them the Grounds of his Quarrel 
with the Pope; the inſufferable Avarice and Uſurpations of the See 
of Rome upon the Empire; how mean it was for the German 
O 2 Princes 
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Princes to be led and directed as Slaves to the Papacy, and what 


| Danger muſt enſue to their undoubted Right of Electing, if they 


ſuffered the Popes to nominate and dethrone the Emperors at 
Pleaſure ; he added, that he would lay down that very Moment 
the Imperial Dignity, in Caſe they thought it proper and ex- 
pedient for the Welfare of the Empire. 

This Speech had little Influence over the major Part of the 


Princes. Otho was ſenſible, that he muſt lay down the Crown 


or defend it Sword in Hand, and marched againſt the Landgrave 
of Thuringen, who had given Refuge to the Archbiſhop of 
Mayence. He took Rotenburg, Saltzungen, and burnt Weiſſenſce. 


In the Midſt of theſe warlike Atchievements, he celebrated at 


 Nerthauſen his Nuptials with Beatrix, but this Princeſs died a 
Fortnight after. As her Life was of the greateſt Importance to 


Otho's Intereſt, ſo her Death was univerſally lamented by all, who 
had at Heart the Good of the Empire. 

In the meanwhile ſeveral Princes of the Empire afſembled at 
Frankfort on the Mayn, elected Frederic II. Duke of Suabia 
and King of the Jo Sicilies, Emperor and called him to take 
Poſſeſſion of the Imperial Dignity. Frederic came at the Head 
of an Army, and Otbo marched to the Rhine to meet him. His 
Quarters were at Briſach, the Burghers treachorouſly made an 
Inſurrection againſt him, many of the Emperors People were 


killed, and Otho was obliged to retreat to Saxony. 


Frederic endeavoured to attach Premiſſaus to his Intereſt, by 
offering to enlarge the Kingdom of Bohemia by ſeveral Cities, 


to exempt that Kingdom from all Contributions to the Empire, 
and that its Kings for the future ſhould not be obliged to ap- 


at the Diets, unleſs they were held at Bamberg, Nuren- 
berg, or Ratiſbon, with ſeveral other favourable Conditions. 
Otho refuſed to grant the fame to Premiflaus and alledged his 
Coronation Oath, which obliged him not to diminiſh but to 


augment the Rights of the Empire. Premiflaus accepted the 


Offers 
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Offers of Frederic, deſerted Otto, and inſtead of a zealous Friend 
became a bitter Enemy. 


_ Otho aſſembled his Forces again in Saxony, took ſeveral Cities, 


and made his Enemies fly before him. He put the Landgrave 


of Thuringen to the Ban of the Empire, and deprived Premiſlaus 
of the Kingdom of Bohemia, wherewith he inveſted his Son 
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Menceſlaus, Brother-in-Law to Otbo, who complained to the 


Diet that his Father had diſowned him, in divorcing his Mother, 
and marrying the King of Hungary's Daughter. Yet Premiſlaus 


reinſtated himſelf in the Kingdom by the Aſſiſtance of Frederic, 
whoſe Party by the Support of the Pope and the King of France, 


grew daily more numerous, and Otho thus ſeeing himſelf forſaken, 
and ſhamefully deſerted by the Empire, whoſe Rights he was 


ſo ſtrenuouſly maintaining, he thought it in vain to ſtruggle 


further at home, but joined his Troops with the Engliſb againſt 
Philip II. King of France. 


The Pope had made a Preſent to Philip of the Kingdom of 


England, as has been faid above, and he perſecuted John ſo long, 

that he conſented, in 1213, to become his Vaſſal. The Pontiff 
now changed Sides, and .became his Friend, he threatened the 
King of France with his Excommunication, if he moleſted his 
Vaſſal. Philip, however, would not be at Peace, and knowing 


the Count of Flanders to be in Alliance with Yohn, fell upon 
him with a View either of driving him from his Dominions, 
and of incorporating Flanders with France, or of making him 


drop the Alliance with the King of Eng land. John leagued 
himſelf with Henry, Duke of Brabant, bak Daughter the 
Emperor Otho had married after the Death of Beatrix. Otho 
was invited to accede to this Alliance, he accepted of it, partly 
to ailiſt his Relations, and partly to oblige Philip, to fulfil the 


Engagement they had agreed upon at Poitiers. 


The Allies brought an Army of above 150,000 Men into the 


Field, and the Caſe of the King of France ſeemed deſperate. 
A Battle happened near Bovines between Lifle and Tournay. 
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Both Parties fought with great Bravery. 
ſome of their choiceſt Men to ſingle out the Leaders. It hap- 
pened, that the Count of Flanders was wounded, and falling 


| from his Horſe, was taken. Otho endeavoured to retake him, 


puſhed with his Guards through the Ranks of the French, but 


mifſed his Aim. At laſt he is ſurrounded, one of the French 
Guards endeavours to ſtab him with a long Knife ; his Armour 


prevents it; the Knife ſlips and pierces through the Eye of the 
Emperor's Horſe, which growing furious, throws the Emperor 
on the Ground. He gets another Horſe, returns jo his People, 


but finds the Army in Confuſion for Want of his Preſence. He 


ſtrives to put them in Order again, but to no Purpoſe, and is at 
laſt obliged to retreat. 


Otho received Intelli igence, that the Adherents of Frederic 
had fallen upon his Dominions. He aſſembles his Troops and 
| marches to Germany. 


He ſubdues the Archbiſhop of Magde- 
burg, takes Stasfurt, Calbe, and all the Country along the Elbe 


to Hamburg, which laſt City he alſo brings under his oulyerting, 

From thence he returns to Brunſwick, his Reſidence. 7 

Innocent III. held the great Lateran 
Council. Oths ſent his Ambaſſadors thither, who were admitted, 
and treated in the ſame Manner as thoſe of Frederic. The Pope 
inſiſted upon his renouncing the Empire, but Ocho proteſted 

* againſt the I Pope's meddling in the Affairs of Germany, and kept 
the Injignia of the Imperial Dignity. 


About this Time Pope 


He retired three Years before his Death to Hartzburg, one of 
his Caſtles in the Principality of Molflenbuttel, where he paſſed 
the Time in Devotion and pious Actions. He made a Will, 
whereby he enjoined his elder Brother, Henry the Long, to de- 
liver the In//gnia of the Empire to Frederic, or to him, that 


| ſhould be lawfully appointed Emperor, without any other Con- 
ſideration, than that their paternal States ſhould be reſtored to 


their Family. He died without Iſſue, in 1218. The Biſhop of 
Hias eſherm abſolved him from the Excommunication, and made 
him 
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him ſwear Obedience a- new to the See of Rome, upon his Death- 
bed, at a Time when the Pangs of Death had already bereaved 
him of his Senſes. 

The Emperors, by a Cuſtom retained from Time immemo- 
rial, claimed the perſonal Eſtates of the German Biſhops after 
their Death, to the Prejudice of their Heirs, and it is ſaid, that Or ho 
refuſed to aboliſh this Cuſtom, which drew upon him the Re- 

1 ſentment of the Clergy. This Fact cannot be ſaid to be altogether 
4 improbable, conſidering Otho's Tenaciouſneſs in Preſerving the 
$4 Rights of the Empire, yet there is no Foundation in the Report, 
Wo: that he engaged himſelf to repeal this Cuſtom, as ſome Monkiſh 
Hiſtorians pretend, whoſe Report always ought to be taken with 
great Caution, when it regards any Thing, in which the Court 
of Rome, or the Intereſt of the Clergy, is concerned. Neither 
the Reſentment of the Biſhops, nor the Ambition of the Houſe 
of Suabia, could have been prejudicial to Ortho, had the See of 
| Rome not ſtood up againſt him. Innocent found himſelf diſap- 
pointed in his Hopes, that Otho would tamely ſuffer his En- 
croachments on the Rights of the Empire. He met with a 
Prince, who was determined, religiouſly to fulfil the Engage- 
ments, his Coronation Oath obliged him to, and who had Re- 
ſolution, to lay open and to oppoſe the Frauds of the See of 
Rome. Diſpoſitions, which ſtruck the Pontiff with Terrour, 
z and made him uſe his utmoſt Efforts to wreſt from him that 
Dignity, by Virtue whereof Ocho endeavoured to ſet Bounds to 
his Uſurpations. It was eaſy for him, to ſucceed in his Attempts, 
as the Ignorance and Superſtition of thoſe Days, prevented Peo- 
ple, to look into the Merits of his Diſpute with the Emperor, and 
indeed nothing was wanting, to make thoſe, that ſided with Ortho, 
quit his Party, than to charge them, as he actually did, with | 
hearkening more to the Voice of the Emperor, than to that of 
God. Otho is highly commended for his Valour and virtuous 
Life, but more particularly for his Fortitude in Adverſity, 
which too ofien gets the better of the Brave. The Cauſe of the

William, the youngeſt Brother of Henry the Long, and of Otho, = 
was born at Winchefter, during the Time of Henry the Lyon, 
his Father's Exile in England. The Surname of Long-Sword, 


was given him for his wearing or having carried before him a 


Sword of a great Size. He was one of the Hoſtages for King 


Richard of England, at the Court of Leopold, Duke of Auſtria, 


who releaſed him voluntarily as has been ſaid above. William 


made a Campaign in Hungary, in the Year 1205, and was taken 
Priſoner. He purchaſed his Ranſom for a conſiderable Sum of 
Money, and aſſiſted his Brother Otho againſt Philip of Suabra. 
He is the only one of the three Brothers that left Male Iflue. 
He died in the Year 1213, and his Son Otho, ſurnamed the 


Ifant, whom he had by his Wife Helena, Daughter of Wolde- 


mar, King of Denmark, ſucceeded him. 

Henry the Long ſurvived his two Brothers, Otho and William. 
Frederic II. put him to the Ban of the Empire, for aſſiſting the 
Emperor Otbe, his Brother, and diſpoſed of the Palatinate in 
Favour of Lewis, Duke of Bavaria; but he maintained himſelf 
in the Poſſeſſion of it to his Death. After his Brother's Demiſe, 
he delivered the In/gn:a of the Empire to Frederic II. and de- 
fired the Reſtitution of his paternal States. Frederic paid him 
11,000 Marks of Silver, which he took, there being no Likeli- 
hood of ſucceeding in the Claim of his Rights at that Time. 
He left no Male Iflue, and diſpoſed of the County of Stade in 
Favour of the Archbiſhop of Bremen ; his other Dominions he 
intended to leave to his two Dau ghters, Irmengardis and Agnes : 


Agnes was married to Otho, Duke of Bavaria, who by this

Nation, and the following Accident furniſhed him with one.

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Shortly after the Emperor Frederic II. celebrated his Nup- 
tials with his third Wife Jſabella Daughter of Fohn King of 


England at Mayence, where a Diet at the fame Time was 
appointed to'be held, The Archbiſhop of Bremen complained 


there againſt Otho, for having given Aſſiſtance to the Stadingi; 


but he cleared himſelf of this Charge, and Iſabella, who was 
Orho's Relation, interceded with the Emperor, that Otho might 
receive dati. faction on account of the Claims he fo juſtly - laid to- 
the States that had been taken from his Anceſtors, The Em- 
peror delayed to comply with this Requeſt, yet been willing to 

give Otho ſome Token of his Gratitude for the Zeal he had 


ſhewn in baffling the Deſigns of the See of Rome, he embraced 


him at the Diet, and created him Duke of Brunſwick and 
Luneburg, whereof the Diploma 1 is ſtill extant. Theſe Countries 
formerly were allodial ; Otho offered to hold them of the 


_Empire, and the Emperor inveſted him therewith, declaring 


them inheritable by both Sexes, and at the ſame Time; with 


the Conſent of the Empire, granted to him and his Deſcendants 
the Tenths of the Mines of Geſar, which then belonged to the 
Empire. From this Time the Titles of Duke of Saxony, and 


of Duke of Bavaria have no more been uſed in his F amily.

Otho now reſumed the War WY the Archbiſhop of 
Bremen. Beſides the Pretenſions he had to the County of 
Stade, he alſo claimed the City of Bremen, which formerly 


belonged to his Grandfather Henry the Lyon. After having 


defeated the Archbiſhops Troops, he made himſelf Maſter of 
the Caſtle of Otter ſber g, and laid a formal Siege to the City of 
Bremen. Its Inhabitants and the Archbiſhop being not in a Condi- 


tion to reſiſt his Forces, prevailed upon him by Means of a 
large Sum of Money to raiſe the Siege, and the Diſputes, that 


ſubſiſted between both Parties, were adjuſted the Vear following. 
The See of Bremen yielded up ſome Lordſhips to the Duke, 
which he incorporated with his Dominions, and by their mu- 
tual Conſent, the Caſtles of Otter ſberg and of ſd hs where- 
of the firſt belonged to the Archbiſhop and the other to Orho, 
were demoliſhed, being looked upon by both N as detri- 


mental to each others Dominions. 


When Otbo had eſtabliſhed Peace in his N n he 


refolved to make a Campain againſt the Pruſians. Theſe 
People who were Heathens, had been accuſtomad to pillage 


and ravage the neighbouring Countries ; they had burnt about 


2 50 Churches in the Province of Maſovia in Poland, and ſeemed 
to take a Delight in daſhing the Brains of the Chriſtian Children 


againſt the Walls, and driving their Parents in Herds like Beaſts 

into Slavery. The Biſhop of Cum. prevailed upon Conrad Duke 
of Maſovia to erect an Order of Knights in Oppoſition to the 
Pruſſians; and that in Imitation of the En/iferi, another Order 
known at that Time in the Empire for its brave Atchievments 


n the Infadels 1 in Livenia. But the Order erected by conrad 


proving 
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proving too weak, he was obliged to call to his Aſſiſtance the 
Knights of the Teutonick Order, who then were famous through- 


out all the World for their Bravery. Herman de Saltza, Grand- 


maſter of this Order, refided at this Time at Venice, and in his 
Journey to Pruffa invited Otho the Infant, to aſſiſt at this me- 
ritorious Undertaking. Otbo went thither with a ſelect Number 


of Troops 1 in the Year 1247. 
ITI he Pruffians were then taken up in inveſtirg the Caſtle of 


Balga, which the Teutonick Order had taken from them not long 
before. Their Intention was to famiſh the Beſieged, and in this 


View they had erected another Caſtle, called Partagal, oppoſite 


to Balga, whereby they could eaſily intercept all Proviſions that 
were brought by Sea, and from one Side of the Country. On 


the other Side there was a deep Moraſs, over which they had 


laid a Bridge, and a Baſtion at the Foot of it. Thus the Beßege ed 


were likely either to dwindle away by Sallies, or to ſurrender or 


want of Proviſions. 

Otho arrived at a Time when the Beſic ged were in the greateſt 
Deſpair. He formed a Camp at a Diſtance from the Fortreſs of 
Balga, and commanded his People to make no Noiſe, and not to 
ſtir from the Camp; after which, he diſpatched a Meſſenger to 
the Grand-Maſter, who was in the beſieged Caſtle ; the Meſſen- 
ger had the good Fortune to get into the Caſtle by Night, with- 
out being perceived by the Enemy. By him the Grand-Maſter 
was acquainted with Otho's Arrival, and that this Prince had 
fixed a certain Time when the Beſieged ſhould fally out of the 
Caſtle, The Beſiegers took this Sally for an Effect of Deſpair, 
and concluding that Want of Provifions was the chief Cauſe of 
it, they drew back a little, and put themſelves in Order of Battle 


to receive the Beſieged. About this Time Otho, with his People, 


who had lain in Ambuſh, attacked them in the Rear; they turned 
and fronted him. An obſtinate Battle enſued, which laſted an 
Hour; at length the Beſieged advanced, the Pruſſians were thus 


in the Middle ; they 1 were take as ſtrong as the Chriſtians, but 
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Hereupon Otho joined his Troops with thoſe; of the Grand- 
Maſter, marched before Partagul, took it, and razed the Fortreſs, 
Otho had deſervedly the chief Merit of this victorious Expedition; 
as it was concerted with ſo much Prudence, carried on with fo 


much Secreſy, and executed with ſo remarkable a Valour, ſo. was 
it attended with ſuitable Effects. The Provinces of Ermeland, 
Natangen, and Barthen, were thereby brought in Subjection to 
the Tewtonick Order, and Otho. returned wunrhant to Brunfoick 


the Year following.

Hegranted a general Abſolution from their Sins to 


all thoſe that would fight againſt Frederic, and hereby raiſed a 


conſiderable Army. But Fo Princes of the Empire, whereof 
| Otho the Infant was one, coming to the Aſſiſtance of the Em- 
peror at his Requeſt, this holy Militia was roughly handled, and 


the Pope to his great Mortification miſſed his Aim. It is reported, 


that the Emperor's Forces at that Time were ſo numerous, that 


he had ſeven different Armies, beſides a ſtrong Fleet at Sea. 
In the Year 1242 the Tartars made an Irruption into SH. 


| Otho ſent Auxiliaries to Henry, Duke of Breſiau, who aſſembled 
an Army of zo, ooo Men, and marched againſt the Barbarians 


to give them Battle. The Chriſtians had in the Beginning ſome 
 Advantnge, but at laſt loſt a Hoe: wherein ſo many of them 


were 


iniagining the Succour, Otho had brought, to be greater than it 
really was, a panick Fear ſeized them, and they took to Flight. 


or Frederic was again eee! by the Pope, 
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were ſlain, that the Tartars filled nine Sacks with Chriſtian 
Ears, not being able to carry all the Heads of the Slain __ 


with them, as was their Cuſtom. 


He aſſiſted the Year after John and Otho, Marggraves of 


Brondenhurg ; his'Brothers-in-Law, againſt the Archbiſhop of

Magdeburg, and the Biſhop of Halberſtadt. They fought near 
Ofterburg, the Archbiſhop was wounded, and the Biſhop taken 


Priſoner. The Archbiſhop aſſembled more Troops, and marched 
againſt the Allies, with a View of ſurpriſing them; but they 


were upon their Guard, routed his T roops, and the Archbiſhop 


eſcaped narrowly being taken Priſoner. 
- Otho, who was a Prince of moſt excellent Endowments, and 
the Ornament of his Race, had eſtabliſhed himſelf fo well in the 


Opinion of the Princes of the Empire, that nothing paſſed with- 


out his Concurrence or Approbation. Pope Innocent IV. excom- 


municated, in 1245, the Emperor Frederic Il. a fourth Time, on 
Pretence of his being an Atheiſt, and having publickly ſaid, that 
Moſes, Chriſt, and Mabomet, were the three greateſt Impoſtors a 
that had ever appeared in the World. This laſt Excommuni- 


cation ruined at length the Emperor's Affairs. The Pope deſired 


of the Princes of the Empire to make a new Election, which 


Frederic was not able to prevent. Otrho being of Opinion, that 


the Empire would never be at Reſt, as long as there were Princes 


of the Houſe of Suabia upon the Imperial Throne, recommended 


to this Dignity, Henry, ſurnamed Raſpo, Landgrave of Thurin- 


gen, who accordingly was elected at Wurtzburg in 1246. Fre- 
deric ſent his Son Conrad with an Army againſt him, but Henry 


defeated him. However, he enjoyed this new Dignity but two 


| Years, and died in 1248. After his Death the Princes of the 


Empire elected William, Count of Holland and Zealand, Emperor 


againſt Frederic. Otho the Infant, who recommended him to 


the Throne, gave him his Daughter Elizabeth in Marriage, and 


vigorouſly maintained his Election againſt Frederic, and againſt his 


Son Conrad, who after his Father's Death ſet up for that Dignity. 
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During theſe Tranſactions in the Empire, Lewis IX. King of 


France, marched a powerful Army to the Holy Land, againſt 


the Saracens, which is the fifth and laſt of the famous Cruſades, or 
Expeditions, made by the Chriſtian Princes to that Country. Ozho 


had a mind to be a Party in this War, but the preſent Junctures 


required his Stay in Germany. The Emperor "William, having 
a Diet at Franckfort, on the Mayn, in 1252, he aſ- 


ap 

fiſted at it in Perſon, with ſeveral Princes of the Empire, but 

was taken ill on his Return home, and died in the fame Year. 
Of his four Sons, Albert, Jobn, Otho, and Conrad, the two 


youngeſt became Biſhops of Hildeſbeim, and Verden. Albert 
and Jabn, divided the Countries of Brunſwick and Luneburg be- 
twixt them, and their Succeſſors made Subdiviſions in each Houſe. 


This Cuſtom of dividing States, prevailed much amongſt Princes 


in ancient Times, , and Germany is not the only Country that has 
laboured under this Diſadvantage. The Infants of France had 
formerly their Portions in Sovereignties. The Sons of ClodoueusT. 


ſhared the States of that Crown betwixt them, and erected King- 


doms at Paris, Orleans, Soiſſons, and Metz. The four Sons of 
Sanfius III. eftabliſhed as many Kingdoms in Spain, which 
received the Names of Navarre, Caſtilia, Suprarbia, and Arragon; 
the States of the Houſe of Auſtria underwent various Diviſions, 

and there is ſcarce a Realm to be met with, where ſuch Dividers 


have not prevailed at one Time or other in former Ages. In 
Germany this Cuſtom came much in Vogue in the thirteenth 
Century, and we mult own, that it was carried there to a far 
greater Length, than in any other Country. Doubtleſs the Roman 


Law, which the Emperor Latharius II. had introduced in the 
Empire, contributed — to countenance this pernicious Cuſtom. 


Succeſſions were often reunited, and as often divided again, and 
the bad Politicks of thoſe Times rendered the Pains, Fortune 
took to encreaſe the States of Families, unprofitable and uſeleſs. 
It was afterwards found, that what made the Fortune of younger 
Children, became the Source of the Decline of Houſes, yet it 
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was not always practicable, to repeal a Cuſtom confirmed by many 
Ages. We ſhall find Inſtances in this Hiſtory of ſeveral At- 
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FE tempts, that were made by the Princes of the Houſe of Brunſ- H 
9 wick, to introduce the Right of Primogeniture, but it never was i 
Z long obſerved. The Houſe of Brunfwick-Lun? burg, at length i 
, towards the Cloſe of the laſt Century, viz. in 1630, reunited the 1 
f greateſt Part of the States, that had been for a long Time divided # 
between different Branches of this illuftrious Houſe, and put a Z 

Stop to theſe impolitick Diviſions, from which Time the Right 4

for the Convenience of the Reader, as often as a new Name oc- 


curs in this Hiſtory, the Genealogical Table, where it is to be 
found, is referred to in the Margent. 


ALBERT, ſurnamed the Great, of the Houſe of Branfuich 
..-] O HN, of the Houſe of Luneburg. 


The Surname of Great was given to Albert, on account of his 


Courage. He reigned over Brunſwick and Luneburg ſeventeen 
| Years, without making a Diviſion of the States. In the Year 
1269 a Partition was made, — had n : and Albert woe 


Brunſwick for his Share. 

He began his Reign in the great Interregnam of the Empire. 
There were indeed Emperors elected, for the moſt Part two at a 
Time, but the Popes cauſed ſo many Troubles in the Empire, 


that it was not in the Power of any one of them to ſettle himſelf 


thoroughly in this Dignity. The Emperor William, Brother- 
in-Law to Albert, was, after the Death of Conrad of Suabia, in a 
fair Way of maintaining himſelf upon the Imperial Throne, had 
not his untimely End prevented it. This Prince eſcaped Death 


twice very narrowly. The very Night he conſumated his Mar- 
riage, with Albert's Siſter, in the City of Brunſwick, a Fire broke 
out in the Caſtle, which was extinguiſhed with great Difficulty. 


The new married Couple ſaved themſelves almoſt naked, with fo 
much Precipitation, that they left their Jewels, Cloaths, and all 


their Furniture to the Mercy of that Element. Soon after, as 


he was at Utrecht, deliberating upon a Journey to Rome, whither 


the Pope invited him to be crowned, he was wounded with a 


Stone, thrown at him by an unknown Hand, whereby his Life 


was much . After this he undertook an Expedition 


againſt 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRU NSwWICE. 
againſt the FriezJanders, who had revolted, where he met with 
the third and laſt of his Misfortunes. For venturing to paſs on 


Horſeback, over a frozen Moraſs, by. Houtwood, near Medenblick, 


in order to reconnoitre the Enemy, the Ice broke under. him, 
whereupon the Friezlanders, ſallied out of Hout wood and killed 
him, not knowing him to be the Emperor. They carried his 
Corpſe along with them into the City, where ſome of the Inha- 


bitants finding whoſe it was, were infinitely alarmed, and interred 
it ſecretly in one of the Citizen's Houſes, apprehending the Re- 
ſentment of the Princes of the Empire, for having lifted up their 
Hands againſt the Emperor. After his Death Albert and his 
Friends ſet up Richard, Earl of Cornwall, Son of Fohn, King of 


England, for Emperor. Richard kept his Ground for two Years, 


but ſeeing the confuſed State, the Empire then was in, went 


home again. Alphonſas, King of Caſtilia, was alſo one of thoſe, 
that came in Conſideration for this Dignity, but his War with 
the Moors detained him from coming to Germany, and when the 


Princes had waited many-Years for his Arrival, they grew weary 
of his Delays, and elected Prebi/laus III. ſurnamed Ottocar, King 
of Bohemia, Emperor, and on his declining that Dignity, con- 


ferred it on Rudol;h, Count of Habſpurg, who maintained him- 


ſelf upon the Throne, whereby an End was put to the Inter- 


regnum, which had laſted 23 Years. 
During this Time the greateſt Part of Germany was involved 


in Troubles, the Strong oppreſſed the Weak, and little Regard 


was paid to the Conſtitutions of the Empire. Theſe Diſorders 


were not confined to Germany alone, they ſpread themſelves be- 


yond the Alps, moſt Part of the Cities and States in Taly, that 


were Fiefs of the Empire, either ſetting. up for Republicks, or 
acknowledging others for their Sovereigns. All was in Confu- 


ſion, and we have even but a very imperfect Account of thoſe 


Times, moſt Writers contenting themſelves with deploring the 
unhappy State of Germany, without informing us of the Par- 


ticulars. We ſhall 1 avoid a Recital of theſe Troubles, 
and 
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and thus paſs over an infinite Number of unjuſt Claims and Uſur- 
pations, which diſhonoured the German Name during this Inter- 
regnum, the Detail whereof would beſides, in fome meaſure be 
foreign to our Purpoſe, as the Dominions of the Houſe of Brunſ-, 
wick and Luneburg were free from theſe, Diſorders, through the 
Vigilance of its Princes, who did not contribute a little to keep 
them at a Diſtance from their, States. | . = 
As a Proof of this, we find, that Albert was at Leiſure, to * 
aſſiſt the King of Bohemia againſt Bela IV. King of Hungery, z 
12;2. who diſputed with him the Succeſſion of the Dutchy of Auſtria. 
Bela marched an Army of 200,000 Men. Albert, at the Head 
of the Bohemians and his own Troops, met him in Moravia. — #5 
He had not much above half that Number ; they engaged and 
fought for nine Days without much Intermiſſion. Bela was at | 
laſt taken Priſoner, and the Hungarians were routed, Had their 
Number been greater, it would have only ſerved to increaſe that 
of the Dead or Priſoners. The Bohemians purſued the F ugitives, 
drove about 13, ooo into the River Moraw or Morava, and it is 
 faid, that not the tenth Part of this great Body returned again to 
their Country. Albert was then but ſixteen Years old. 3 
This early Proof of his Valour ſeemed to be a Preſage of 
great Happineſs under his Government, which made his Sub- 
jects receive him upon his Return with great Demonſtrations of 
Joy. Nevertheleſs it was not long before Albert found himſelf 
obliged to turn his Arms againſt ſome of his own Subjects. The 
Family of Aſeburg, which then enjoyed conſiderable Poſſeſſions 
in his Dominions, unmindful that all Things, belonging to 
Princes are ſacred, and may not be touched without Reſpect, 
had his Coat of Arms repreſented in a Manner, which ſhewed 
in them a great Inclination, to revolt againſt him, whenever 
an Opportunity ſhould offer. Albert had a Lyon in his Coat of 
Arms, and this Family a Wolf. They cauſed a Lyon to be 
painted, with a Wolf ſitting upon his Neck, and pulling his 
Ears, adding many other indiſcreet Repreſentations. Albert, 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of Bauxswics. 
iqued at this reſolved to puniſh their Preſumption ; he beſieged 
the Fortreſs of Aſſeburg, which belonged to that Family, and 
made himſelf Maſter of it, after a Siege of three Years. The 


Family of Wolfenbuttel, which then poſſeſſed a Caſtle of the 


ſame Nas in Albert's Dominions, was alſo of thoſe that 
lighted his Authority, and actually conſpired againſt him at 


the Inſtigation of the Biſhop of Hildeſbeim. Albert went be- 


fore the Caſtle, took it, and after having ordered it to be razed, 
marched to meet the Biſhop, who was coming to the Relief of 


Walfenbuttel, The Biſhops Troops were routed and diſperſed, 
and Albert on this Occaſion made himſelf Maſter of the Caſtle of 
Herlingſburg, then a very important Fortreſs, and according 


to ſome, the ancient Refidence of the German King Arminius, 
which e ſeems to be a Miſtake, this Caſtle being taken 
by them for another of the ſame Name, ſituated i in the County 


of Pyrmont in Weſtphalia. 


Albert, who was more inclined to prevent his Subjects from 


falling, then to puniſh their Faults with Severity, had by this 
laſt Example given Proofs of his Mildneſs in puniſhing Crimes, 
which deſerved a more rigourous Treatment. Yet Conrad, 
Count of Eberſtein, another of his Vaſſals, of a bold and reſtleſs 


Spirit, and who had before this Time given him Cauſe to be 


diſcontented with his Conduct, inſtead of ſuffering himſelf to 


be called back to his Duty by Albert's generous Forbearance, 


entered into an Alliance with Gerhard Archbiſhop of Mayence, 
againſt him, and in order to divert Albert from the Siege of 
Aſſeburg, invaded the Country of Gottingen, where he and the 
Archbiſhop deftroyed all before them with Fire and Sword. The 
Duke being abſent, his Governor narrowly obſerved the Enemy's. 


: Pofition, and finding, that the Archbiſhop had his Quarters in 


an adjacent Convent, after having beſet all its Avenues, ruſhed 


on the Enemies in the Dead of the Night, and took both the 


Archbiſhop and the Count Priſoners. Albert with a Deſign to 


terrify others from the like Attempt, ordered the latter to be 


hanged: 
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during his Lite. Albert ſurvived his Brother Otho a few Weeks; 
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hanged by the Feet, for having contrary. to his Oath of F idelity 
taken Arms againſt his Lord. The Archbiſhop was 


kept in Cuſtody a Twelvemonth, and obliged to yield 22 


verder to the Dutchy of Brunſwick, whereunto it Rage, a and 
to pay 8000 Marks of Silver for his Ranſom. 


In the Vear 12 59. Albert acquired the City of Hameln on the 
Meſer, which voluntarily ſubmitted to his Protection. This City 
belonged to the Abbot of Fulde, who ſold it to Wittekind Biſhop 


of Minden, which being reſented by the Inhabitants, they gave 


themſelves up to Albert, not ſo much on Account of the Ab- 


' bot's Attempt to ſubject them to another Maſter, as becauſe he 


had done it without their Privity, which they took for a 


downright Contempt Some Years after the City of Eimbeck, 
which ſuffered much from the Exactions of the Count of Daſſel, 
followed their Example, and ſubjected itſelf to Aber. 


About the ſame Time ſeveral neighbouring Cities likewiſe 
requeſted - his Aſſiſtance a againſt | Guncelinus the laſt Count of 


Peine, on Account of his conniving at the Depredations, which 


were made upon their high Roads. Albert, who had the Re- 


verſion of the County of Peine, which his Uncle the Emperor 
William granted in 1253, | befieged the Caſtle of Peine in Con- 


junction with Jabn Biſhop of Hildeſbeim, and reduced it to 
the laſt Extremity. The Count pretended, that a fudden Fit 


of Religion had ſeized him, and ſent for the Biſhop, who was 
with Albert, and acquainted him, that he had devoted the 


whole County to the Church of Hildeſbeim. Upon this the 
Biſhop, on his Return, on ſome Pretence or other perſuaded 


Alert, who knew nothing of their ſecret Dealings, to break up 
the Siege: but as ſoon as he came to underſtand how he had 


been circumvented by the crafty Prelate, he made War againſt 
him. The Biſhop died the Year after, and the Chapter, to pa- 


cify Albert, choſe his Brother Otho for their Biſhop, to whom 


Albert promiſed, that the Church ſhould enjoy the County 


the 
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the Houſe of Brunſwick claimed the County, but the Chapter 
remained in Poſſeſſion of it, and reaped. another Advantage, 
equal to this, from Otho's being at their Head, which was the 


County of Woldenberg acquired by him to that Biſhoprick. 
Erich Duke of Slefwick had been diſpoſſeſſed of his Dominions 
by Chriſtopher King of Denmark, for refuſing to be his Vaſſal. 


Aſter the Kings Death Erich raiſed Troops during the Minority of 


his Son Erich VII. ſurnamed Glipping, and marched againſt 
him and his Mother Margaret. He gave them Battle in the 
Fields of Lobede by Slefwick, took both of them Priſoners and 
ſent them in Cuſtody to Hamburg. Margaret called Albert the 
Great to her Aſſiſtance, who entered the Dutchy of Holſtein, 


took Ploen, which he fortified, and ſtormed — City of Kiel. 
Hereupon Negotiations were ſet on Foot for a Peace; Erich re- 


leaſed the Queen and the young King, whom Albert conducted 


to Denmark. At his Arrival he found that Kingdom involved in 


Broils and Confuſion ; the whole Nation, being under the In- 
fluence of ſome Heads of Factions, was divided during the 
Troubles abroad, all the chief Families were at open Variance, 
and the Cities engaged i in civil Wars. Albert immediately ſeized 


on the Fomenters of theſe Diviſions, and by his unwearied Ap- 


plication reſtored Tranquillity to the Kingdom in a very ſhort 


Time, all Parties betting. their Differences to his Deter- 
mination. 


At the Deſire of Ae he charged himſelf with the 


Guardianſhip of the young King, and with the Government of 


the Provinces of Laland, Langeland, Schonen, Fihnen, Falfer, 
Meena, and Femern. The Queen alſo committed to him the chief 


Truſts of the Kingdom, and his Influence upon all her Counſels 
was ſuch, that nothing but the Aſſurance of his Integrity could 


have juſtified her Prudence, in inveſting him with fo great an 


Authority, It is faid, that ſhe had a Mind to marry him, he 
deing then a Widower, but that he declined it, 
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During his Stay in Denmark, John Duke of Lunelurg, his 


Brother, who paid him a Viſit there, was knighted by him, 
in the Preſence of all the Nobility, and the Queen was at the 
Charge of a magnificent Banquet for this Solemnity. It was 
a Cuſtom in thoſe Days, after any ſignal military Performance, 


ſolemnly to be Knighted by ſome reputed Captain, and this 


Sort of Knighthood was judged ſo honourable, that the greateſt 


Princes received it ſometimes even from the Hands of their 
own Subjects. An Inſtance whereof we meet with even in later 


Times, when Francis the Fir/ft, King of France, ſent for the 


compleat Chevalier Bayard or Peter du 7. errath, one of his Ge- 


nerals, to be knighted by him. 


It appears by this, that the Knighthood conferred by Albert 


on his Brother Joln, was not only very honourable in itſelf, but at 


the ſame Time a publick Teſtimony, that Albert was reputed one 
of the greateſt Captains of his Age. Hiſtory makes no. Mention, 
when he and his Brother returned from Denmark, but informs 
us, that Albert ſhortly after met with a great Misfortune. The 


Line of the ancient Landgraves of Thuringen became extinct 
with Henry Raſpo abovementioned, and great Diſputes aroſe 
about the Succeſſion to this Country. Henry Raſpo had a Bro- 
ther and Siſter, Lewis the Brother died before him, and left a 

Daughter named Sophia, Mother to Henry. ſurnamed the Infant of 
Brabant or the Infant of Heſſe. The Siſter Jutta had been married 


to the Marggrave of Miſnia, and her Son Henry ſurnamed the I- 
luſtrious, was then Marggrave of Miſnia. The Queſtion was, whe- 


ther the Brothers Daughter or the Siſters Son had the beſt Right to 
the Succeſſion? The Diſpute had lain dormant for a Time; the 
Claimants divided Thuringen and Heſſe betwixt them, till Mat- 


ters could be decided. * this Time theſe Claims were re- 


vived. Albert declared himſelf for Henry of Brabant and marched 


againſt the Marggrave of Miſuia. The Beginning of his Expe- 
dition was ſucceſsful, Albert penetrated as far as Naumburg 


and nt but a Gentleman of 8 named Rudolph 


Schenke 
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| Schenke de Vargel, whoſe Eſtate the Brunſwickers had ruined, 
aſſembled Forces and fought Alhert's Troops by Beſenſtdt near 

the River E/ter, with ſo much Succeſs, that Albert himſelf 

was wounded, and taken Priſoner, He remainded in Captivity 1263. 
for eighteen Months, and was at laſt obliged to pay 8000 Marks 1264. 
of Silver for his Ranſom, and to deliver up the following eight _ 
conſiderable Caſtles on the Merra, Eſchwege, Witzenhauſen, 
Funſtenſtein, Arnſtein, Biſchofſtein, Wanfried,  Allendorff, Zie- 
genberg, with the City of Sontra, which Places by ſubſequent 
Treaties paſſed to the Houſe of Heſſe. | 
About this Time a Sort of People appeared in Bohemia, that 

went naked to the Navel, had Maſks before their Faces, whip- 

ped themſelves till the Blood came, and pretended, that this 

was the beſt Penance for Sins. In a ſhort Time this Cuſtom pre- 

vailed ſo much, that no Body thought it neceſſary to frequent 
divine Service, the Women principally appeared very penitent, 

and ſuch as were too tender to undergo the Rigour of the 
Penance, had for the fake of Appearance, their Backs annointed 

with Doves Blood. Some of theſe Sectaries ſettled in the 
Country of Brunſwick, and made Proſelytes with great Rapi- 

dity. At length it was diſcovered, that ſome of theſe Maſſes of 

each Sex met at Night in Inns, and comforted. themſelves in 
another Manner for the Pains, their Backs had ſuffered, The 
Huſbands could not be pleaſed with ſuch penitent Wives, and 

it was apprehended, that this new Se& might at laſt overturn 

the Conſtitution of the Country. Albert at his Return was at 

great Pains to ſtop their Progreſs, but it required Time; he 
found himſelf obliged, to banniſh a great many of his Subjects, 
before this new Manner of doing Penance could be put out of 
Countenance, _ 

Alert was a Widower for a conſiderable Time, and having

Ambaſſadors, diſowned the Empe

a Relation of Queen Eleajior, Wife of Henry III. He obtained 
at the ſame Time, of the King, a Grant for the City of Hamburg 
to trade with that Kingdom, and to erect there a Staple, which 


probably gave Riſe to the Trade of the Hans Towns, and to the 
Aſſociation theſe Cities entered into afterwards. 


Guncelin, Count of Schwerin, committed great Depredations 


in the marſhy Woods between Lubeck and Hamburg; Albert 


was deſired to chaſtiſe him. He diſpoſſeſſed him of the Terri- 


tories, he had on that Side of the Elbe, and incorporated them 
with his Dominions. The following Year he acquired the City 
and Territory of Grubenhagen, which formerly belonged to the 

Family of Gruben. This laſt Territory, with the Acquiſitions 


made to it afterwards, came to be called the Principality of 
Grubenhagen, and as ſuch in later Times obtained a Vote at the = 


Diets of the Empire. 


Towards the latter Part of his Life, he took. much Pains to 


diſpoſe Premiſſaus Ottucarus, King of Bohemia, whom he formerly 


had affiſted againſt the Hungarians, to an Agreement with the 
Emperor Rudolph, but his Endeavours were unſucceſsful, At 


the Diet which this Emperor held at Aug bung, Ottocar, by his 
ror's Election, and when: the 


whole Aſſembly declared itſelf againſt him, and deſired of the 
Emperor, to diſpoſſeſs him of Auſtria, Stiria, Carniola, and 
Carintbia, of which Countries he had taken Poſſeſſion after the 
tragical Death of Frederic, laſt Duke of Auſtria, of the Houſe 

of Babenberg, he reflected in a contemptuous Manner on the 


Emperor, who had formerly ſerved him as a General, ſaying, 


that he owed him no Wages. Rudolph, by - marrying four of 


his Daughters to four of the chief Princes in Germany, the Count 


Palatine of the Rhine, the Duke of Saxony, the Marggrave of 
Brandenburg, and the Duke of Bavaria, was ſoon in a Condition 
to ſupport himſelf in the Inperial Dignity, and againſt Ozfocar, 

who, on this Conſideration, and by the Advice of Albert, 


fabmitted, and took the Inveſtiture of Bohemia and Moravia of

the Emperor, who kept Auſtria and the other Provinces above- 
mentioned for himſelf. Shortly after he repented of what he had 


done, through his Wife's Perſuaſion, who could not brook, that 


her Huſband ſhould humble himſelf before Rudolph, and proteſted, 
that ſhe never would own him for her Huſband, till he had over- 
come the Emperor. Hereupon Ottocar re nounced the Peace he 


had concluded with Rudolph, and took the Field in Hopes of 
reducing Auftria again to his Obedience. The Emperor levied 
an Army, and marched againſt him, and it was not long before 

Ottocar paid for his Breach of Faith. Both Armies engaged near 


Marchek in Auſtria, Ottocar's General Milota, with a how g 
Body, deſerted to the Emperor, and 14,000 Bohemians were 
killed on the Spot, the Reſt diſperſed. The King was miſled 


after the Action, and on ſearching the Field of Battle was found 
amongſt the Slain. 


Albert died the Year following, and left behind him the Cha- 


racter of a valiant, eloquent, prudent, and laborious Prince, a 


great Lover of Truth and Plainneſs, and an implacable Enemy 


to double Dealings, He had by his laſt Wife fix Sons, Henry 


ſurnamed the Wonderful, Albert ſurnamed the Groſs, William, 


Luder, Otho, and Conrad. Luder, Otho, and Conrad entered the 
| Teutonick Order. The three eldeft Sons divided his States, and 
founded three Lines, Henry at Grubenbagen, Albert at Garti ger 


and Wilkam at Brunſwick,

There is no Reaſon given by Hiſtorians, why Henry was 


called the Wonderful. He came with his Brothers, Albert and 


=" William, to the Regency of their States in the Dutchy of Brunſ- 
wick, in the Year 1279, and Otho the Severe, to that of Lune- 


burg, at his Father's Death, in 1277. 
Under the Reign of theſe Princes the tid Emigration of 


the Children of Hameln is placed. 'The common Account of it 
runs thus: The City of Hameln being then much peſtered with 
Rats and Mice, which they could not deſtroy, a Stranger under- 


took it, on Promiſe of a Reward, which being agreed to, he 


took a Tabor and Pipe, and playing upon them, the Rats fol- 


lowed this ſtrange Muſician to the River Weſer, where they were 


- all drowned ; but being denied his Reward, he left the Town in 


a Rage, ind threatened Revenge. Accordingly he returned in 
a comical Habit, when the Burghers were at Church, and 


with the ſame Muſick enticed 130 of their Children after him 


to the Mouth of a great Cave, on the Top of a neighbour- 
ing Hill, called the Kopfe/berg, where he and they entered toge- 


ther, but were never heard of more. Two of the Children 


could not follow faſt enough, one of them was blind, and the 


other dumb. The blind one could not ſhew the Place where 


they entered, but could tell that the Children went away with the 
Muſician ; the dumb one could tell nothing, but ſhewed the

Such as maintain this Hiſtory to be true, appeal to the circum- 


Rantial Account, the Ancients give of it; they ſay, that there 
were formerly Records in Hameln, e this Hiſtory was con- 


tained, with all the Particulars relating to it; that in one of the 


Churches at Hameln, the Hiſtory of this Emigration had been 


painted upon an old Window ; that there was a Time when the 


Magiſtrates of Hameln dated all their Records from the Year of 


the Emigration of their Children ; that for many Years after- 


wards.no Drum had been beat in that Street, through which the 


Children paſſed, and that the Name this Street bears to this Day, 


 fignifies a Street, where no Drum or Tabor is to be plaid upon. 
Such as look upon this Hiſtory as fabulous, exclaim againſt 


the Circumſtances of it, which are differently related by Authors; 
that they have made fruitleſs Enquiries after the Book of Records 


of the City of Hameln, and the painted Window; that they never 
could lay hold of an old Record dated from this Emigration ; that 
all they could learn from the Inhabitants was, that their Fore- 


fathers had told them ſo, and that thoſe had heard the ſame from 
their Anceſtors. 

Many Books have been publiſhed at ** e for and 
againſt this Emigration. Meibomius the younger, who paſſes for 


an Author of Veracity, ſays, That he had ſeen an old Parchment 
with the following Inſcription, and ſome Verſes annexed to it: 


Anno Milleſimo ducenteſimo Octuageſimo quarto, in die Joannis 
& Pauli perdiderunt Hamelenſes centum  Triginta pueros, qui 
intraverunt montem Calvariam. 


It is known, that in the thirteenth Century, ſome Thouſands of 


Children cloped from their Parents, in ſeveral Places in Germany 


and in France, with an Intent to go to the Holy Land, and it is 
probable, that ſuch a Whim ſeized the Children of Hameln, and 


that upon this Occaſion theſe fabulous Circumſtances have been 


added, Be itas it will, this is not the only Inſtance of impro- 


bable Facts being inſiſted upon in the Hiſtories of Nations, 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRUNSWIOk. 
In the Year 1285, an Impoſtor appeared at Colagn, who pte- 
tended to be the Emperor Frederic II. and ſummoned Rudolph 
of Habſpurg, to lay down the Imperial Dignity. He ſent Am- 
baſſies to the Princes of Brunſwick, and to all the other Princes 
of Germany, and pretended, that he had been betrayed 34 Years 
before to the Saracens, among whom he had ever ſince lived in 
Slavery. This Pretender took his Reſidence at Wetzlar, and was 


| ſupported by the Inhabitants. Rudolph marched againſt him and 


took Wetzlar. It appeared, that the Name of this Man was Tz/e 
Kollup, who having been formerly at the Court of the Emperor 


Frederic II. had thereby Opportunities of being informed of many 


particular 8 which gave ſome Colour to his Impo- 


fition. However, the Fraud having been ſoon eee. he was 


burned alive in the ſame Vear. 
The narrow Circumſtances Rudolph of Habſpurg v was in at his 


Elevation to the Imperial Dignity, gave Reaſon to believe, that 


this Prince would endeavour more than any of his Pred eceſſo re 
to vindicate the Rights of the Empire in Italy; and had this 
happened, the Houſe of Brunſwick might perhaps have had 
Room to expect to be reinſtated in tlie Poſſeſſions, that belonged 
to the Guelphic Family, in that Part of the Empire. But he 
never could be perſuaded to go to Taly; the Pope gave him an 
Invitation to come to Rome to be crowned ; whereunto he an- 
ſwered by the following Fable, That the Lyon once pretending 
eto be ſick, ſent to the Fox to come to viſit him, but that the 
« For ſtopt ſhort at the Entrance of his Den, and would go no 
* farther, ſaying, that he could plainly ſee the F oot- ſteps of 
e thoſe, that had gone in, but none of thoſe that had come out; 
that this being his Caſe, he would take Warning by the Example 
of his Predeceſſors, who had indeed gone to 1taly, but had never 
come back without the Loſs either of ſome of their Rights or a 
Part of their Authority. One might have expected from this 
Anſwer, that Rudolph would have been very tenacious of the 
Rights of the h but his Actions did not, in this Reſpect, 
anſwer 
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anſwer the publick Expectation. He patiently ſuffered Milan to 


be over-run by the Families of Turriani and Viſconti, who con- 
tended for the Maſterſhip of it. He ceded Romagna to the Popes, 
and they continued to uſurp, with Impunity, the Succeſſion of 
Mathildis, and ſeveral Dominions which were undoubted Fiefs 
of the Empire, and belonged to the Houſe of Brunſwick, in 
Right of their Anceſtors. Moreover he received Money from 


Florence, Bologna, Genoa, Lucca, and ſeveral other Cities in Iraly, 


to emancipate them from the Empire, to the great Prejudice of 
It ſeems, that the true Reaſon for his declining 
to go to Italy was, that he had ſufficient Opportunity in Germany 
to aggrandize his Family. For, beſides his four Daughters, 

married to the Palatine, Brandenburg, Saxon, and Bavarian 
Houſes, he gave his fifth Daughter to Menceſlaus, King of Bo- 
hemia, Ottccar's Son, and thus had for his Sons-in-Law, and 
conſequently in his Intereſt, five of the moſt potent Princes of 
Germany; and when Conradinus, laſt Duke of Suabia, and Fre- 


deric, laſt Duke of Auſtria of the Houſe of Bamberg or Baben- 


berg, at the Inſtigation of Pope Clement IV. were beheaded at 
Naples, by Charles, Duke of Anjou, Brother to Lewis IX. King 
of France, Rudolph beſtowed on his eldeſt Son Albert, the Dutchy 


of Auſtria, and on his youngeſt Son Rudolph, that of Suabia. 
The Miſeries, which Germany had been involved in during the 


long Interregnum, were in ſome Meaſure perpetuated, by the Dif- 


ficulty there was to prevail upon the Soldiers, to return to their 


Trades and Occupations. They aſſembled in large Bodies, and 


committed great Violences upon the publick Roads, chiefly in 


thoſe Countries which are ſituated between the Elbe and Weſer. 
The Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, the Biſhop of Halber/tadt, and 


ſeveral of the neighbouring Cities being of Opinion, that ſome 
of theſe Vagrants had taken Refuge in the Caſtle of Herlingsburg 


near Go/lar, which belonged to Henry the Monderfiil, on a ſudden 


laid Siege to this Caſtle, but were obliged to raiſe it with great 
Loſs, and both the Archbiſhop and Biſhop were taken Priſoners.

Henry after having defended his Property, to prevent Suſpicion 


of his conniving at ſuch Exceſſes, ordered this Caſtle to be 


razed in 1291. 


William the youngeſt of the three Brothers, had his Reddence 
at Brunſwick and died the firſt, without leaving Iſſue. The 


two ſurviving Brothers Albert the Groſs of the Line of Gottingen, 
and Henry the Wonderful of the Line of Grubenbagen diſputed 


this Succeſſion with each other. The common Council in 
Brunſwick fided with Henry and the Magiſtrates favoured Albert. 
Henry was in Poſſeſſion of the City, but Abet entered it by 
the Aſſiſtance of his Friends. At length the Inhabitants unani- 


mouſly declared themſelves for Albert; Henry left the City of 
Brunſwick and its Dependencies, and Albert annexed this Suc- 


ceſſion to the States of the Line of Gottingen. 
About this Time the Knights Templars loſt their Poſleſſions i in 
the Dutchy of Brunſwick,” This Order was inftituted in the 


Holy Land in the Year 1118, as has been faid above. The 


Intention of their firſt Inſtitution was, that they ſhould conduct 
the travelling Pilgrims and defend them againſt the Saracens, 


who infeſted the Roads. Theſe Templars acquired in. ſeveral 
Parts of Europe ſuch conſiderable Poſſeſſions, that at laſt they 


gave themſelves no further Trouble for the Holy Land. At a 
Time when they thought themſelves the moſt ſecure, Pope 
Clement V. and Philip IV. King of France concerted together 
their utter Ruin. They were accuſed of many horrid Crimes, 


viz. © that they obliged ſuch as entered the Order to abjure 
« Chriſt and kiſs the Poſterious of thoſe, that initiated them; 
that they had an Idol covered with an human Skin, which 


te they adored, and that when any one of their Concubines 


brought forth a Child, it was toſſed about among them, till 
© it died, after which they roaſted the Body and anointed the 
Idol with the Drippings of the Child.” The Order was 
broke, and the Council of Vienne in Dauphine, confirmed their 


Diſſolution in 1313. The Templars were condemned to the

Flames, and perſecuted till they were intirely extirpated. Moſt 
of their Eſtates fell into the Hands of the Knights of Rhodes, 
now called Knights of Malta; whilſt thoſe, they had in France, 
were for the greateſt Part confiſcated to the Crown, which 
gives Occaſion to ſuſpect, that Juſtice was not done them in 
every Reſpect, and that Clement condemned this Order, chiefly 
to pleaſe the King of France, The Poſſeſſions and Colleges, the 
Templars had in the Dutchy of Brunſwick, were at Supplinburg, 
Gittelde, Lucklum, Gottingen, Brunſwick, Moeringen, Immund- 
Hhauſen, Lutter, Rethem, Heinde, Barum, Wittwater, Weadi, 
Junde, and at ocher Places. Moſt of their Houſes in this Dutchy 
were demoliſhed, their Eſtates given to the Knights of Rhodes, 
and to the Teutonic Order, and a Fart of their Income was 
applied to pious Ules.

Henry, the fourth Son of Albert the Groſs, was Biſhop of Hil- 
deſheim ; he had a War to maintain againſt Erich Count of 
Schauenburg, who pretended to that Biſhoprick, and was ſup- 
ported by Pope John XXII. This War laſted fourteen Years ; | 
but Henry kept himfelf in the Poſſeſſion of the Biſhoprick. It 
appears, that the Biſhopricks in the Neighbourhood | of the 


Country of Brunſwick never fared better, than when they 


elected Princes of that Houſe for their Biſhops. This Prince 
acquired the County of Schladen and the Caſtles of Wiedenlage 
ind Moldenſtein to the See of Hildeſbeim, and at his Death left to 


his Succeſſor ten n well fortified, and the Biſhoprick fre: 


of all Debts. | 
Luder, the fifth of thoſe of Albert's Sons, that ſurvived 
him, was Grandmaſter of the Teutonick Order; 3 John, his 


ſixth Son, likewiſe entered the ſame Order. This Order had 


its Riſe during the third Cruſade in the Holy-Land. When 


in the Year 1190. the City of Ptolomars or Acre in Syria, was 
beſieged by the Chriſtians, the bloody Flux raged among the 


Soldiers, who died of it in great Numbers. Some Merchants of 
Bremen and Lubeck pitying them, took Sail-cloth and made 
Tents to ſhelter them againſt the Inclemency of the Weather. 


There were at that Time many Chriſtian Princes in the Camp, 


who being pleaſed at this, agreed to found an Order for the 


better Accommodation of the Sick, which Pope Cz/e/tin III. 


confirmed in 1191, and granted Indulgences to all, who ſhould: 
be Benefactors to this Order. The Knights wore a white Coat 
wich a black Croſs, and from thence were called Crycigeri, and 
Mariam, from having choſen the Virgin Mary for their Patroneſs. 
The firſt Maſter of that Order, was Henry Walpot, a German, 


upon which account they alſo came to be called Knights of the 


Teutonick Order. The Inſtitution required, that ſome ſhould 


be Soldiers, and ſome Eccleſiaſticks. A Teutonick Knight had 


Liberty to carry with him two Shirts, two Pair of Breeches, one- 
Coat, and two Clokes. Their Shoes were to be plain, and 
. their 
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their Arms without Silver; they ſlept upon Straw, and no more 
than a Pillow was allowed them to lay their Heads upon. They 


promiſed at their Initiation, to ſerve the Sick, to fight againſt 


the Enemies of the Croſs in the Holy Land, and elſewhere, 


faithfully to diſcharge the Office they ſhould be called to, to 
alliſt as often as a Chapter met, not to leave the Order, and 
carefully to avoid Women, and even abſtain from faluting their 


own Mothers. The three firſt Maſters of the Teutonick Order, 
Henry Walpot de Paſſenheim, Otho de Carpen, and Herman Bart, 
reſided at Prolomais, but when the Affairs of the Chriſtians in 


the Eaſt came to decline, the fourth Maſter of the Order, Her- 


mam de Saltza, retired to Europe, and fixed his Seat at Venice, 
whereby the Teutonick Knights came to be known in the Weſt. 


It has been already ſaid in the Life of Ofho the Infant, that the 
Cruelties, the Pruſſian Heathens committed in Maſovia, made 


Conrad, its Duke, call the Teutonick Order to his Aſſiſtance. 
He made an Agreement with them in the Year 1226, and 


four Years after they began their Expeditions againſt the Pruſſians 
with great Succeſs. It is much diſputed what were the Condi- 


tions, upon which the Poles made their Agreement with the 
Teutonick Knights. Thoſe, who are in the Intereſt of the Order, 


inſiſt, that the Poles pr omiſed the Knights all Pruſſia as a Reward, 
for their concurring with them in exterminating the Infidels ; 


but thoſe, that are of the Poliſ Party offer to prove, that the 
Condition upon which the Teutonick Knights were called in by 
the Poles was, that they ſhould have only a Share in the Con- 


queſts to be made. However that be, the Knights, after the 
Conqueſt of Pruſjia, kept all for themſelves, and gave nothing 
to the Poles. Fifty three Years paſſed before the Pruſſians were 
intirely conquered, » Hiſtory mentions ſixteen Expeditions, under- 


taken during that Time by different Chriſtian Nations, who 
cms to the Aſſiſtance of the Knights in Pruſſia, and tor the 


greateſt Part ſettled there; whence it may be conceived, from 


what Variety of Nations the Nen, Prufſians derive their Origin. 
| The. 
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Mendirs of the Houſe of Ba UNSWIC k. 5 
The Grand- Maſters of the Teutonic Order kept their Reſi- 
dence at Venice during theſe Wars, and for ſome Time after; 
they had a Deputy, called Land- Maſter, in Pruffa, as well as in 


Livonia, and in Courland, which two Provinces alſo were under 
their Juriſdiction, with ſeveral other fine Territories in Germany, 
called Balleys and Commandries. Conrad de Feuchtwangen, ele- 

venth Grand-Maſter of the Teutfonick Order, quitted Italy, and 


transferred his Reſidence to Marpurg in Heſſe, where the Seat of 
the Grand-Maſters remained to the Year 1309, when Siegfried 
de Feuchtwangen, thirteenth Grand-Maſter, at length fixed it at 
Marienburg in Pruſia. Luder, Duke of Brunſwick, Son of 
Albert the Groſs, was the fixteenth Grand-Maſter of the Teufo- 
nick Order, and the fourth of thoſe that reſided in Praia. He 
inherited a War from his Predeceſſor Werner de Borſelen, which 
had been carried on between the Teutonicł Knights and the Poles 


during Werner's Reign and that of five of his Predeceſſors, occa- 
fioned by ſome Diſtricts in Pomerania, which the Poles claimed 
as Fiefs, and whereof the Knights had put themſelves in Poſ- 


ſeſſion, on Pretence, that ſome Princes of Pomerania had entered 


the Teutonick Order, and diſpoſed of their Patrimony in Favour 


of it. Szamotulius, a Poliſh Woywode, at this Time, deſerted 


from the Poles to the Knights, and informed them, that the 


Army of the Crown was in a bad Condition, and without a 
Chief, that had any Experience. Soon after he repented of the 


Treachery committed againſt his Country, and ſecretly came to 
the Pokſb King, Uladiſlaus Locticus, to whom he gave Intelli- 


gence of the Situation his Enemies were in, and returned to the 


Knights to confirm them in their Security. The Poliſo Army 


in a Manner ſurprized the Knights near Phczko, by Favour 
of an uncommon Fog, and hereupon a moſt fierce Battle enſued, 
wherein 20,000 Knights were killed, and no more than 500 
Poles, if we may credit the Reports of the Poliſʒ Authors. This 
happened in the Year 1331. Luder had afterwards a great Con- 
teſt with the See of Rome, the Succeſs whereof was very different

from that of his two Brothers, the Biſhops of Halberſtadt and of

At this Time there were ſtill ſome 1 of the ancient TN "= 
Veneds, who ſculked in the large Woods and Heaths in the „ | 
r of Lumeburg. The lavage Cuſtom of killing old Peo- | 
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ple, ſtill prevailed among them, in the Year 1306, though this 


Nation had then inhabited Chriſtian Countries for a long Time, 
which one would have thought, might have brought them to a 
Senſe of their Barbarity. A Counteſs of Mangfeld paſſing over 
the Heath by Luncburg, heard a Man lament moſt bitterly. 

Her Domeſticks followed the Cry, and found an old Man, 


whoſe Hands and Feet were tied, and a young Man with him, 


who was digging a Grave, and who being aſked the Reaſon & 
it, anſwered, that the old Man was his Father, who could not 


get his Livelihood any longer, upon which Account he was going 
to bury him. The Counteſs oppoſed his Deſign, but the young 
Man told her, that he could not rob his Children of their Bread, 


and give it to ſuch an uſeleſs old Fellow. The Counteſs deeply 


affected hereat, gave ſome Money to the Son, on Condition, that 


he ſhould ſpare the old Man's Life, which he promiſed to do as 
long as the Money laſted, but added, that he ſhould be obliged 


do get rid of him, as ſoon as it was ſpent. This accidental Diſ- 


covery coming to Otho's Ears, he compelled this Nation, to give 
up their wild Habitations, and live for the future amongſt the 


other Inhabitants of the Country of Luneburg. 


Otho the Severe died in 1330. He left by his Wife Mechtild, 
Daughter of Lewis, Duke of Bavaria and Count Palatine of the 


Rhine, four Sons: Jobn became Adminiſtrator of the Archbi- 


ſhoprick of Bremen, and Lewis got the Biſhoprick of Minden, 
the two eldeſt Sons, Ortho and William, ſucceeded their F ather, 


and governed the Dutchy of Luneburg undivided.

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Henry II. paſſed his younger Days at the Court of Lewis, Duke Henry 4. 
of Bavaria and Count Palatine of the Rhine, who in the Vear Grubenhagen 


1314, after the Death of Henry VII. of the Houſe of Luxemburg 
or Lutzelburg, was elected Emperor, in Oppoſition to Frederic 


the Beautiful, of the Houſe of Auſtria. Henry accom panied 


Lewis in his Wars againſt Frederic; both Armies engaged in 
1317, near Eflingen in Suabia, they fought till it grew quite dark, 
and it remained doubtful, which of them had a Right to clim 


the Victory. At length it came to a deciſive Battle near Mubldorff 


on the Inn. Both Armies were equal, conſiſting of 30,000 Men 
each ; the Bavarians gave way, but their General Schwepperman 
made them renew the Battle, which ended ſo happy for Lewis, 
that he kept the Field, and took Frederic Priſoner. 

Lewis afterwards reconciled himſelf with Prederic, who, it is 
ſaid, then promiſed by an authentick Deed, that none of the 


Houſe of Auſtria ſhould ever pretend to the Imperial Crown, if 


it was known, that any of the Bavarian Family aſpired to it. 
This Peace gave Lewis Leiſure to think of the Affairs of Italy, 


and of his Coronation at Rome. Henry II. went with him thither. 


Lewis found much Diſaffection among the LTalians, they even 
forced him to return to Germany, though he often had ſaid, that 
the Italians had killed many Emperors by Poiſon, but never drove 
one out of Italy by Force. The Emperor returned without Henry, 


who went from Italy to Conſtantinople, and from thence to the 


Holy Land. The Greek Emperor Andronicus II. Father-in-Law 
of his Siſter Agnes, received him with great Diſtinction, and 


Henry reconciled him with his two Sons, Conſtantin and Michael, 


who had plotted againſt their Father. He returned in the Year 
1330. Some Authors call him Henry of Greece, on account of his 
Journey to the Eat. He died in the Year 1 337, and left by his 
firſt Wife Helena, Daughter of Woldemar I. Marggrave of Bran- 
denburg, one Son, named Otho; and by his ſecond Wife Mary, 
Queen or Princeſs of n three Sons, Baltbaſar, Riddacarus,

n — ci Otho was ſurnamed the Liberal. on account of his extenſive

Daughter of Conrad I. Marggrave of Brandenburg. She died in 
1334, without Iſſue, whereupon the Old March returned to the 
Houſe of Brandenburg.

Table III. count of his ſingular Piety. He reſided at Brunſwick, as has 
been faid above, after the Death of his Brother Ortho. His Wife 
Sophia or Agnes, Daughter of Henry, Marggrave of Brandenburg, 
commonly called Marggrave of Landſberg, brought him for her 
Portion the Lordſhips of Landſberg, Sangerbai ſen, and Peterſ- 
berg, whereof he took the Inveſtiture of the Emperor, Lewis of 
Bavaria, who in the Diploma, given him on that Account, calls 
Magnus s Wife, (perhaps out of Compliment) his Nr : He 
was 1n great Ribe with this Emperor, to whoſe Party he ad- 
hered to the End of his troubleſom Reign. Pope Bene XII. 
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began to affect the Title of Vicar of the Empire, becauſe the 
Emperor was excommunicated by John XXII. his Predeceſſor, 
maintaining, that an excommunicated Emperor was no Emperor 
at all. The following Pope Clement VI. propoſed to him, to 
take the Empire as a Fief of the See of Rome, declare himſelf an 
Heretick, lay down the Inperial Dignity till he put him again 
in Poſſeſſion of it, and in the mean time to cede the Empire to 
the Pope; on which Conditions, he promiſed to give him Abſo- 
lution. The Emperor ſtood out againſt him with great Reſo- 
lution, whereupon the Pope ſet up againſt him Jahn, King of 
Bohemia, who was diſpleaſed with the Emperor, becauſe he ap- 
propriated to his Family the Marggraviate of Brandenburg, then 
vacant by the Death of John IV. laſt Poſſeſſor of it of the Aſcanian 
Race, notwithſtanding he had granted the Reverſion of it to John 
before the Battle of Mubldorf, in which John had been of no 
little Service to him. At length the Pope's Excommunication 
made ſo much Impreſſion upon the Princes of the Empire, that 
they elected Emperor Charles IV. John's Son. Duke Magnus, 
and other Princes of the Empire, prevailed upon him, not to 
accept of this Dignity during the Life of Leis of Bavaria. 
This Emperor, however, ſurvived this Agreement but one Year. 
Magnus lived to 1368, and left three Sons, Levis, Magnus II. 
ſurnamed Torgquatus, and Albert, Lewis and | Magn II. ſuc- 
ceeded him. 
Abbert, the youngeſt Son of Magnus 1. came to the Archbi-. 
ſhoprick of Bremen. His Predeceſſor was Godfrey, Count of 
Arenſberg, whom the Chapter choſe preferably to Maurice, Count 
of Oldenburg, notwithſtanding he was already Coadjutor of the 
Archbiſhoprick, and had the ſtrong Places of the See in his Poſ- 
ſeſſion, and the Magiſtrates of Bremen in his Party. The Pope, 
contrary to Expectation, decided the Diſpute in Favour of Gd. 
frey, who by threatening the Citizens of Bremen with the Pope's | 
Excommunication, terrified them to ſuch a Degree, that they 
Tofe up againſt the Magiſtrates, and forced them to quit Maurice's 
hk .

Party, and to eſpouſe that of Godfrey, Maurice had Recourſe 


to Arms, and inveſted Bremen; thoſe that ſallied out were re- 


pulſed, and the Suburbs burnt. At length he advanced to the 


City Gates, which he found open and without Guards, and on 


ſending out People to reconnoitre, they reported, that there was 


not a ſingle Houſe in the City, but was infected with the Plague, 
and that the Citizens were more taken up in preparing themſelves 


for Death, than in the Defence of their Walls. Maurice found 
the Report true, and was adviſed to take Advantage of this Op- 
portunity, to kill thoſe in the City that were ſtill in Health, but 


he rejected this Advice with Contempt ; for on marching into 


the City, he expreſſly forbad his People to uſe any Kind of Vio- 


| lence. The Bremers, humbled by a double Calamity, and 


pleaſed with Maurice's Conduct, interpoſed between the two 
Competitors, and an Agreement was made, whereby Godfrey 


remained Archbiſhop, and Maurice became Aan of the 


temporal Affairs of the Archbiſhoprick. This Agreement, how- 


ever, was of little Duration, the Archbiſhop complained, that 
the Adminiſtrator did not do him Juſtice, and denied him the 
RNeſpect he had a Right to expect. Shortly after he took Ger- 
hard, Count of Heya, for his Coadjutor, declaring, that he 
would have no further Buſineſs with Maurice, The Bremers 
now eſpouſed the Party of Maurice, and oppoſed the new Co- 


adjutor ; but he beat them twice, and made ſome of their chief 


Citizens Priſoners, whereupon the Bremers fell upon his County, 
and did ſo much Damage there, that he had no Reaſon to boaſt 


of his Victories. The Archbiſhop at length grew ſenſible, that 


he could not maintain the Count of Hoya in the Coadj atarſhi Pp, 


and reflecting on the Miſeries the See had groaned under for ſo 


many Years, found, that the only Way left him, for reſtoring 


T ranquillity to it, and keeping up his own Authority was, to 
chuſe a Coadjutor of a powerful Houſe, and hereupon he choſe 


Albert, of the Houſe of Brunſwick, for his Cojadutor. The 


Pope confirmed him, but Maurice refuſed to ſubmit, Albert 
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of Diſtinction, in order to let them ſee, that he was

made uſe of his Forces; Maurice, after ſome Oppoſition, finding 
himſelf not able to ſtand his Ground, entered into an Agreement, 


by which he quitted the Coadjutorſhip, remained Dean of the 


Chapter, and had the Bailiwick of Hagen aſſigned him for his 


Subſiſtence during Life. The Archbiſhop Godfrey ſurvived this 


Agreement but a little while. Albert, when he ſucceeded in 


the Archbiſhoprick, confirmed all the Charters and Privileges of 
the City of Bremen, but ſome of its Citizens, through a private 
Pique againſt their Countrymen, ſoon after endeavoured to 


deprive them of their Freedom, and even made uſe of the Arch- 


biſhop's Name for a Cloke to their Deſign. This cauſed a great 


Miſunderſtanding between the Archbiſhop and the Bremers, 


which laſted ſeveral Years, and ended not, till theſe Traitors had 


their Deſerts from the Hands of Juſtice. Albert to ſhew his 


Integrity, confirmed once more their Charters, and his Reign, 


which laſted 23 Years, from that Time, was peaceaful and quiet, 
it one Accident of an odd Nature be excepted, which cauſed him 
ſome Uneaſineſs. After the Death of Maurice abovementioned, 


one Z efter fete by Name, came to be Dean of Bremen, who, 
being none of his Friends, gave out, that Albert was an Herma- 
phrodite. The Archbiſhop, who knew himſelf better, ordered 


the Dean to be apprehended, but he eſcaped, and immediately 


after was elected Biſhop-of Verden. Thus Albert had it not in

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Otlo ofthe Line of Luneburg, Son of Otho the Severe, reigned 


with his Brother William till the Year 13 54, and died without 


Male Iſſue. William, who ſurvived him, reigned alone over the 
Dutchy ot Luneburg to his Death, which happened in 1368. He 


was married four Times, but had no Male Iflue, which gave Oc- 


caſion to great Diſputes between his two Daughters concerning 


the Succeſſion to the Dutchy of Luneburg. The eldeſt named Eli- 
 Zabeth, was married to Otho Duke of Saxony of the Anhaltine Race, 


and had a Son named Albert. The other Daughter Mathildis was 


married to Lewis Son of Magnus I. who * in 1367. before his 


Father-in-Law, but left a Brother, named Magnus Torquatus. . 
William had a Mind at firſt to leave the Dutchy of Luneburg 


to his eldeſt Daughter E/zabeth, married to the Duke of Saxony, 


but altered his Mind afterwards and preferred the youngeſt 
Daughter Matbildis, married to the Houſe of Brunſwick. The 


| Diſpute about this Succeſſion cauſed a great deal of Uueaſineſs 


to William in his old Age, and when he died in 1369, the 


Conteſt grew ſtill higher, whether the Dutchy of Luneburg 


ſhould fall to Albert of Saxony, or to Magnus Torquatus of 


Brunſwick. 
The Inhabitants of the Dutchy of Luneburg liked Albert 


better than Magnus Torquatus, and the Emperor Charles IV. 


who preferred William's firſt Diſpoſition, declared Albert of 


Saxony lawful Heir, to the Dutchy of Luneburg. 
Magnus was poſſeſſed of the Fortreſs called Kalkberg near Lune- 


burg, and thought he ſhould thereby eaſily make himſelf Maſter of 


the Capital. But the Burghers of Luneburg, under Pretence of 
hearing Maſs in the Chappel of the Fortreſs, went thither with 
Armour under their Coats, killed the Garriſon and took Poſſeſſion 
of the Kalkberg. 'This happened 3 in the Year 1371. Hereupon the 
whole Country of Luneburg ſurrendered to Albert of Saxony, 


who made himſelf alſo Maſter of the Fortreſs of Lauenrode near 


Hanover, which City is ſaid to be much indebted to this Prince, 


as be conſiderably enlarged it and brought it to a more regular 
Form 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRUNs WICK, 
Form than it was in before his Time. Magnus reſolved: to be 
revenged upon the Luneburghers ; he had in 1372. Luneburg 
ſcaled by 700 Men, and was like to ſuccceed in his Attempt. 


But when his Troops were already got into the Market Place, 


and conſequently might think themſelves Maſters of the City, 


a crafty Commander of the City Militia utterly defeated his 
Meafures by an unexpected Stratagem. He began by compli- 
menting the Conquerors, deſired they would grant tolerable 
Conditions, and under Pretence of negociating a Capitulation, 
ran ſometimes to the Burgomaſters, at other times to the Troops 


of Brunſwick, which protracting the Surrender, gave Time to the 


Burghers to put themſelves in a Poſture of Defence; hereupon 


the Signal was given, they attacked the Troops of Brunſwick: 


at a great Advantage, and preſſed them ſo hard, that they were 


all cither killed or taken Priſoners. 
Immediately after this died Magnus Torquatus, and his Enemy 


Albert of Saxony remained Maſter of the Dutchy of Luneburg ; 
but when he went 1385. to lay Siege to the Caſtle of Ricke- 
lingen, which belonged to the Family of Mandelſſobe, he was 


killed by a Stone, that fell upon his Head. After Abbert's Death 
his Uncle Wenceſlaus, claimed the Dutchy of Luneburg, and a 


great War enſued between him and the Houſe of Brunſwick. 
He ſuddenly departed this Life in 1388, whilſt he was beſieging 
the City of Zelle. Wenceſlaus had two Daughters, that were 
married to two Dukes of Brunſwick, Ann to Frederic, and 


Margaret to Bernhard, both Sons of Magnus Torquatus ; theſe 
Matches put a Stop to all further Diſputes ; after the Death of 


Menceſlaus, the Dutchy of Luneburg could not but devolve to 
the Houſe of Brunſwick,

Otbo, Son of Henry II. or as he is otherwiſe called, the 


Balthafar, of Younger, of the Line of Grubenhagen, was one of the moſt 
cve Line of valiant Princes of his Time, and acquired great Fame in different 
Parts of the World. After the Death of his Father, he eſpouſed 

Thie III. the Intereſt of Jobn, King of Bohemia, and of Charles IV. his 


1337. 


Son, againſt the Emperor, Lewis of Bavaria. 


Jobn, as has been ſaid above, was diſguſted by Lewis, Po 
did all in his Power, to avenge himſelf on him, for his Breach 
of Faith. He levied a conſiderable Army, with a Deſign, to 


carry the War into the Heart of Bavaria, but Leuis put him 
ſelf in a Condition to march againſt him, and haraſſed him ſo 

long, till he obliged him to come to a general Battle. The 
Fight was bloody and obſtinate: for a long while the Iſſue of the 


Day appeared doubtful : at laſt the Bohemians gave way, and were 
brought into Confuſion: John endeavoured to rally them, but to 


no Purpoſe, and was totally overthrown. This Defeat, however, 


did not diſhearten him, he aſſembled new Forces, and carricd 


the War into 1taly, where Otho joined him, with his Brother 


Balthaſar. 


Otho had one of the chief Commands in the Army, and was 


remarkably ſucceſsful, though he had to do with the greateſt 


Captains of that Age, and that often upon very unequal Terms. 


He conquered many Gibellin Cities in Lombardy, and returned 


with Laurels from moſt of his Expeditions, It is particularly 
reported of him, that he was as little ſparing of his Perſon as the 
meaneſt of his Soldiers, that he oftentimes mixed among the foremoſt 


in the hotteſt Actions, and chearfully took Part in their Fatigues 


and Dangers, as if he deſired no 3 Advantage, than to be an 


equal Sharer with them in the Glory they acquired. He returned 
to e in 1340, where having ſtayed till the Year follow- 


ing 
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ing he reſumed his Expedition. Barnabas and Galeacius, of the 
Family of Viſconti, commanded an Army much ſuperior to his. 
They formed a Scheme to ſurprize him, and ſent out ſmall Parties 


to haraſs his Troops, whilſt their main Body, by another Way, 


advanced to attack them in Rear. Otho timely diſcovered their 
Deſign, and having detached ſome of his Horſe to obſerve thoſe 


Parties, turned about on a ſudden, and came up with the Enemy, 


ata Time they leaſt expected it. This occaſioned ſome Confu- 


ſion in their Army, of which Otho took Advantage, and charg- 
ing them briſkly, put them to Flight, After this, he marched 
before Vercelli, which he took, with other Fortreſſes and Cities 
in Piedmont and Lombardy, and returned to Brunſwick, 

About this Time, Edward III. King of England, diſputed 
the Crown of France with Philip VI. of the Houſe of Valbis. 
The Emperor Lewis of Bavaria, declared for the Engliſh Mo- 
narch, which was a ſufficient Motive to the King of Bobeinia, 
and his Son Charles, to ſide with the French. Lewis was not able 
to give Edward any effectual Aſſiſtance, but declared him Vicar of 


the Empire in the Netherlands and in France, with a View to in- 


duce thereby the German Princes to aſſiſt him. This Intention of 


the Emperor's miſcarried, and all the Conſequence that reſulted 


from it was, that after his Death, Edward was elected Emperor, 


which Dignity, however, he thought not proper to accept of. ; 
Mean while was fought the famous Battle near Crefſy in Picardy. 


Otho reſorted thither in Company with the King of Bohemia, and 
his Son Charles IV; they were unfortunate, the French loſt the Field 


of Battle and above 30,coo Men. King John being blind, had 


himſelf tied to two Horſemen, and fighting in this uncommon 


Manner was killed by the Hands, as ſome Hiſtorians ſay, of 


Edward, ſurnamed * 77 oodflock, or the Black Prince, eldeſt Son 
of King Edward III. Charles and Otho ſaved emen 
Not long after, there happened a Quarrel between Ortho and 


Henry Duke of Lancaſter, whom he challenged to a Combat, on 


account of ſome i injurious Words, which the Duke was ſaid to 
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have ſpoke againſt him. The Place pitched upon for deciding 
it, Was near Paris and called the Clergy's Mead. Both Princes 
appeared, but the Duke of Zanca/er denying the Words laid to 
his Charge, John, King of France, with a Salvo to both their 
Honours, decided, that the Quarrel proceeded from Miſinforma- 


tion, and publiſhed his definitive Sentence accordingly at Paris, 


December 11, 1352. 
Otho was recalled to [taly. eee Brother to La I. King 


of Hungary, had married nan, Queen of Naples. Some Years 
after the Marriage, it is ſaid, her Siſter proved with Child by 
him, which Joan reſented ſo much that ſhe got him ftrangled. 


The King of Hungary, to revenge his Brother's Death, marched 
an Army to Naples. The Queen, who, in the mean while, had 


married Lewis, Duke of Taranto, for her fecond Huſband, 
made Preparations to drive the Hungarians out of the Kingdom, 
but Lewis died during theſe Troubles, and Joan not being able 


to reſiſt the Power of her Enemy, was obliged to quit her King- 


dom to Lewis of Hungary, who, after having got himſelf to be 


crowned at Naples, left a Governor there and returned to Hun- 
gary. Juan was not wanting to herſelf in this Extremity : ſhe 


did her utmoſt to form a powerful League in her Favour : with 
this View ſhe bribed Pope Clement VI. by ceding to the See of 
| Rome, the County of Avignon, which belonged to her. At the 
ſame Time the ſent to Otbo, Duke of Brunſwick, whoſe Valour 
was ſo much known in 7aly, inviting him to aſſiſt her in reconquer- 


ing the Kingdom of Naples. Otbo with his Brother went a third 


Time to Tac, and reinſtated Joan in her Kingdom. The Queen, 


in return, gave him the Dutchy of Taranto, and in 1 1376 mar- 


ried him. 
Two Years after the great Schiſm happened in the See of Rome, 


which laſted fifty Years. Clement VII. was elected Pope at 


Avignon, and with him ſided the French, the Scotch, and the 
Neapolitans, whereas Urban VI. was choſe to that Dignity at 
Rome, and had the * the Engliſb, the Germans, and the 

Por- 
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Portugueſe, in his Party. Urban was an Acquaintance of Otho's, 
and had received many Favours of him, during the Time of his 
former Expeditions in 1faly; yet, ſuch was the Infolence of this 
Prelate after his Exaltation to the See of Rome, that when Otho, 
in Honour to him, on an Eafter-Day, preſented him, at Dinner, 
with the Cup kneeling, he kept him fo long in this hamble Pof- 
ture, that the Cardinals then preſent were ſhocked, that fo great 
a Prince ſhould be uſed in ſo contemptible a Manner, and told 
the Pope, that it was Time he ſhould drink. Otho, notwithſtand- 
ing this ill Uſage, acknowledged Urban for the true Pope; Joan, 
his Queen, in Compliment to her Huſband, had alſo at firſt de- 
clared for him, though againſt her Inclination, and the general 
Senſe of her Subjects, but as ſoon as ſhe heard of the Pope's in- 
ſolent Behaviour towards Ortho, ſhe altered her Mind, and ac- 
knowledged Clement VII. for the true Pope, and by this Ac- 
knowledgement drew Urban's Excommunication upon her. 
The Queen had no Children of her own, nor was it likely that 
ſhe ſhould have any by her laſt Marriage. Otho, on theſe Con- 
ſiderations, perſuaded her, to adopt Charles Dyrrachinus, or de 
Duras, ſurnamed the Short, her Couſin; hereupon ſhe had him 
brought up carefully, married him to a Relation of hers, and 
eſteemed him as her own, But as great Benefits, when ill placed, 
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are generally re paid with extraordinary Ingratitude, Charles, un- | | * | 
mindful of the Obligations conferred upon him, ſuffered himſelf | Fi 


to be miſted by Pope Urban, and agreed with him, to dethrone 
his Benefactreſs, in Conſideration of which, Urban gave him the 
Inveſtiture of the Kingdom of Naples, reſerving Capua for his own 
Nephew, whereof Charles was to create him Duke. Joan, on 
hearing of this, revoked her Adoption, and transferred it on Lewrs, 
Duke of Anjou. Naples became imbroiled in a War; Charles 
received Troops from Leis, King of Hungary, and from the 
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q Pope, and through the Neglect or Treachery of ſome of Otho's 
[ Officers, made himſelf Maſter of the City of Naples. The Queen 
1 retired to the Caſtle Nuovo. Otbo aſſembled a good Army, and 
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marched before Naples, where he blocked up Charles, with his 


People, ſo cloſely, that for Want of Proviſions, they had nothing 
to expect but to periſh by Famine, or to ſurrender at Diſeretion. 
In this Extremity, an old Neapolitan Soldier, known to the 
Queen, and eſteemed by Ozho, adviſed Charles to counterfeit the 


ucen's Signet, and to write in her Name to Otto, that ſhe was. 


ſo much ſtraitned in the Caſtle of Noudo, that unleſs he relieved 


her, ſhe was not able to hold out any longer, and defired him, 


to come with ſome of his truſty Friends at a certain Hour in the 
Night before the Caſtle, whete he ſhould receive further Advice, 
in what Manner they might eaſily be delivered from their Enemies. 


Otbo gave Credit to all this, and the following Night ſet out for 
the Caſtle, attended by the Marggrave of Montferrat, whom he 


extremely loved, by his Brother Ba/thaſar, a ſtout and valiant 


Soldier, who had married the only Daughter and Heireſs of 
Hunoratus, Count of Fundi, and by three Captains, in whom he 

much confided. In the mean Time, by the Advice of the ſame. 
Soldier, a Trench was cut in the Way Ortho was to paſs, and fifty 


Men placed | in Ambuſh, The Duke and his five Companions 
fell into it, and were all ſlain, except himſelf and Balthaſar, 


whoſe Eyes Charles ordered to be put out, which ſoon after oc- 
caſioned his Death. When Otho was brought before Charles, 


he aſked him, Hino be durſt detain the Kingdom from him? to 
which Ortho anſwered, that he knew not what Kingdom Charles 
had, but that he would defend his Queen's Dominions to the laſt Drop 


of his Bliod, againſt all ber Enemies whatſoever, and that no body 
could in Truth Jay otherwiſe thanthat the Kingdom of Naples washers. 
His Courage was ſo great, notwithſtanding his Diſaſter, that he 


neither would uncover nor bow to Charles, who was aſtoniſhed at 
it, and ſent him to Priſon. Joan, when e -ppriſed of this Cata- 


ſtrophe, thought it adviſable to ſurrender, which however, made 


ſo little Impretſion upon Charles, that he had her ſmothered with a 


1, Cuſhion, There were ſeveral Foreigners, that had paſled over to 
Naples with Otbo, whom the Rebels made Priſoners, and threatened 


to 
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to murder for having ſided with Otho and his Queen, but an 
old Officer prevented their Barbarity by ſeeming to comply 
with it. He adviſed that they ſhould be put to Death in a 
Body in the Market- place with their Arms and Accoutrements 
on, which the Citizens aſſented to. Hereupon they were brought 
forth, but when the Rebels beheld their warlike Countenance, 
none durſt venture to attack them, whereby they had an Op- 
portunity to retreat in Peace. A few Years after died Leis 


| King of Hungary; Charles as ungrateful to his Poſterity as he 


had been to Joan, deſpoiled his Daughter Mary of the Kingdom 


of Hungary and got himſelf crowned there. But ſcarce had 


he began to eſtabliſh himſelf in this new Kingdom when an 
Hungarian, named Blaſius Forgatſch, ſplit his Head down to his 
- Eyes, with an Ax, whereof he died in the greateſt Agonies and 
his Body remained unburied. After his Death Otho was allowed 
to go ſometimes a hunting, by means of which he made his 
Eſcape to Avignon, from whence he ſoon returned with a Body 


of Troops to Sicily, and was magnificently received there amidſt - 


the Acclamations of its Inhabitants. He then eſpouſed the 
Party of the Duke of Anjou, who by Virtue of on s Adop- 
tion, was then diſputing the Crown of Naples with Ladiſſaus, 
Charles s Son, and Otho paſſed into Apulia, where he was reinforced 


by great Numbers, chiefly by the People of S. Seviero ; from 


thence he marched before Naples, and took it by Aſſault. His 


Soldiers ſeverely avenged upon the Citizens their Perfidy to his 


Queen and him: many of the Inhabitants, who eſcaped Death, 


ſtill fearing their juſt Reſentment, flew to Capua, Cajeta now 


called Gaeta, and Sicily; but the magnanimous Prince took 
Pity on them, ſtayed the Soldiers Fury, and by a general 
Amneſty, invited thoſe, that had quitted the Place to return. 
T he fugitive Citizens came back and implored his Forgiveneſs 

which he readily granted, and it is faid, that when they wept 


before him to diſarm his Anger, he hed Tears himſelf, and 


gave them no other Uneaſineſs, than calling to their Remem- 
brance 
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brance the ill Return they had made to the Goodneſs of his 
Wife, who had kindly uſed, loved, and cheriſhed them. He 
ſurvived his Queen ſeveral Years, and was renowned for having 
been in forty Battles or conſiderable Actions, and at the Taking 
of many Fortreſſes. He died in great Fame and Glory about 
the Year 1392. at Luceria or Lucera in Apulia, but left no 
Iſſue. Theedoric de Niem, who at that Time was the Popes 
Secretary, and afterwards beeame Biſhop of Verden and of 
Cambray ſtiles him: Patrem Principum, Normam Nobilium,

Erneſt of te When Otho began his Expedition into Tah, he renounced

1 his Uncle, whom Hiſtory mentions as a Prince, that ſought the 
Happineſs of his Subjects, and gained their Love by his Cle- 
mency. He died about the Year 1360, at O/fterode, where he 
uſually reſided, and left by his Wife Agnes, Daughter of Henry III. 
Count of Eber/tein, three Sons, Erneft, Albert, and Frederic, 
Erneſt being elected Provoſt of the Dome of Eimbeck, the two 
younger Sons Albert and Frederic ſucceeded their F ather-i in their 
Turns.

Table III. fition. His Uncle Orho the liberal, who had married Judith 
85 Princeſs of Heſſe, had no Male Iflue; he r Father Henry II. Land- 
grave of Hzfſe, who alfo had no Male Iſſue, was inclined to 
leave the Landgraviate to Otho the Strong and with this View 
entertained him at his Court at Caſſel. But Otho, upon a Hunting 
Match, dropped ſome Words, that implied a Defire of the 
r Death, which provoked him fo much, that he 


altered 
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altered his Intention, and diſpoſed of the Landgraviate of Heſſe 
in Fayour of Herman, his neareſt Relation. 

. Hiſtory repreſents Otho as a Prince of great Penetration 
and Vivacity, who perhaps would have been one of the greateſt 
Ornaments of his Houſe, had he lived in a leſs corrupted Age. 

His Valour acquired him the Surnames of Strong, Potent, and 
Martial, but the indifferent Uſe, he is ſaid, to have ſome- 
times made of it, cauſed others to call him the Bad. In 
thoſe Days it was counted Sloth and Idleneſs in Princes to 
apply to any Thing elſe than the Uſe of Arms, and the an- 
cient Error ftill prevailed in the greateſt Families, that Appli- 
cation to Learning daunted Courage. Occafions were ſought 
for warlike Exploits, and the Acquifition of Glory alone was 
thought a ſufficient Ground, for invading other Peoples Pro- 


perties. The Caſtle of Hobnſtein, at that Time a ſtrong Hold 
of great Importance, ſerved for a Place of Retreat to a con- 
federated Body of Troops, who from thence infeſted the Ave- 


nues to the Cities of Nordbauſen, Erfurt, Mublbauſen, Hei- 


ligenſtadt and Witzenhauſen. The Count of Hobnſtein, with the 


Aſſiſtance of the Inhabitants of theſe Cities, laid Siege to the 
Caſtle, being encouraged thereto by ſome of the Hans Towns, 


whoſe Trade ſuffered through the Interruption of the Peace 


in that Neighbourhood. The Beſiegers furiouſly aſſaulted 


the Caſtle, but without Succeſs; nevertheleſs having received 


a conſiderable Reinforcement, they reſolved to try their For- 
tune a ſecond Time and were juſt on the Point of attacking 
it at different Places, when on a ſudden Ortho the Strong at 
the Head of a conſiderably Body of Troops appeared before 
the Caſtle, and offered Battle to the Beſiegers. Both Parties 
fought with equal Bravery, but not with equal Advantage. 
Otho killed fo many of the Beſiegers, that they found them- 
ſelves obliged to quit their Enterpriſe, and he conducted a 
great Number of them Priſoners to his Dominions. This raſh 
n cauſed him to be univerſally blamed, and the Arch- 


biſhop 
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biſhop of Moayence in particular was ſo incenſed at it, that he 


ſolemnly excommunicated him. Otbo at firſt diſregarded and. 


lighted the Prelates Anger, but when a few Years after he was 


about entering into a married State, it coſt him much Pains and 


Expence to get rid of his Excommunication. 
Not long after he marched againſt the Count of Wernigerade, | 


frac whom he took the Caſtle of Hartzburg.

Family of Schwicheld in the Bilhoprick of Eulleſteim, intreated 
him to partake of a homely Entertaiment, which Orho accepted, 
and in Return beſtowed on him and his Deſcendants the Caſtle 
of Haraburg; a ſurprizing Inſtance of Gratitude and Generoſity, 


if ſuch were the Motives of this Benefaction, but more probably 
with a View to convince the World, that Intereſt and the Love of 
Conqueſt were not the chief Cane of his warlike Expeditions, 


Herman Landgrave of Heſſe, who now poſſeſſed that Landgra- 


viate after the Death of Henry II, was the next againſt 


whom he marched. The War between them laſted ſeveral 


Years, but not to Otho's Adventage, who had as eto Succeſs 
in this as in moſt of his other Enterprizes, 


It was not perhaps ſo much through Inclination as the too 
prevalent Example of other Princes of the Age he lived in, 
that he wantonly gave into this military Courſe of Life. How⸗ 
ever that be, his peculiar Turn of Mind and the raſh Attempts i it 
prompted him to, conſiderably encreaſed his Expence, and often- 
times obliged him, in order to raiſe the neceſſary Funds, to anti- 


Cipate his Revenue, by borrowing Money upon ſeveral Branches of 
it; his Cities in particular finding him thus reduced knew how to 
take Advantage of his Circumſtances, by offering at ſeaſonable 
Times ſmall Sums of Money, for which mega obtained Charters and 


Priviledges 
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| Privitedges of great Conſequence, Towards the latter Part of 
his Life, this untoward Purſuit cf Honour abated in him conſi- 
derably, and he became a ſtrict and impartial Obſerver- of Juſtice, 
The Princes of the Houſe of Brunſwick and Luncburg, the 
Archbiſhops of Mayence and of Magdeburg, the Biſhops of Hil- 
deſheim and of Halberſtadt and ſeveral others of their Neigh- 
bours entered in 1384. into a Convention for preſerving the 
Peace in their reſpective Dominions. Dietric Count of Wer- 
nigerode, who was one of the contracting Parties, broke this 
Convention by pillaging the Caſtle of Blanckenburg, then be- 
longing to the Count of Rbeinſlein or Regenſtein, whereupon 

Otho condemned him to be hanged, and the others concerned : 
in that Convention conſenting to it, the Sentence | was accordingly ds 


put in Execution in the Year 1386, 
Otho died in 1394. As he then laid under the Excommunica- 


tion of the Archbiſhop of Mayence for a ſecond Time, his Widow 

had much Difficulty to get his Abſolution, in ordet to bury 

him. He left by Margaret, Daughter of Gerhard Duke of Berg, 

one Son, named Otho Cocles, who ſucceeded him in his States.

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was elective or not, may be Matter of Diſpute, but it is beyond 
all Doubt, that it has been elective ever ſince it paſſed to the 
German Nation. The States of the Germamck Body, jealous 
of their Liberty, always valued themſelves upon the Right of 
: electing an Emperor, "aa conſidered it as the ſureſt Way for 
preventing their Chief from becoming arbitrary. It is true, 
they did not chuſe to take away the Crown from a F amily, 
as long as it gave them Princes worthy of wearing it; yet it 
never paſſed from Father to Son, but by a free Election, ſome- 
times made in the Life Time of the Prince, that filled the 
Throne, and always renewed and confirmed after his Death. 
Theſe Elections were at firſt made not only by thoſe, who 
exerciſed Offices of the Crown at Court and in the Provinces, 
but likewiſe by the Nobility of the Country that poſſeſſed Fiefs 
of the Empire. In after times the Deputies of the Imperial 
Cities concurred . alſo in giving their Votes, and on this Ac- 
count reſorted as well as the former to the Diets of Election. 
The Princes of the firſt Rank, indeed, previouſly conſulted 


amongſt themſelves about the Competitors to the Crown, but 


at the ſame Time took great Care in giving their Votes, to 
_ pleaſe the principal Members that were aſſembled with them 
at the Diet, and without their A pprobation no new Em peror 


was proclaimed.

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We ſhall not ſtop here, to explain the Nature and Extent of 
theſe High Offices, becauſe they are no where ſufficiently de- 
ſcribed ; moreover, if thoſe of the Arch-Cbancellor of Germany, 
and the Arch-Marſhal are excepted, the others conſiſt at preſent 
in nothing more than in ſome Functions of mere Ceremony, 
which thoſe, that enjoy them, execute at the Coronation of an 
Em zperor. 
Theſe Higb Office infendbly became hereditary, Thoſe that 
enjoyed them, had a great Influence over the Elections, and never 
failed to aſſiſt at them. Nevertheleſs theſe Dignities gave them 
no Prerogative in Reſpect to their Votes, nor did they ever pre- 
ſume to take ſolely upon themſelves the Election of an Emperor, 1 
or to exclude the other Members, that held Fiefs of the Empire. $10 
Of this we have two remarkable lnflances; ſo late as the Life of _ | 
Ortho IV. at whoſe firſt Election, Richard King of England, 1 
upon the Summons ſent him by the Princes of the Empire, 
aſſiſted by his Ambaſſadors, in Right of the Kingdom of Arles, 
of which the Emperor Henry VI. had given him the Inveſtiture; 
and when Ot ho, after the Death of Philip, got himſelf re- elected, 
the Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, according to Arnoldus Lubecenſis 
and Sagittarius, was the firſt, that gave his Vote at the Diet of 
Election at Halberſtadt; neither of which Caſes could have hap- 
pened, had the Number of Electors been then limited, or the Elec- 
tion of an Emperor been confined to the High Offices of the Crown. 
During the Troubles, in which Germany was involved, in the 
Reign of the Emperor Frederic II. (Otbo's Succeſſor) the greateſt 
Part of the Members of the Empire were abſent from thoſe 
Elections that were made in Oppoſition to Frederic; and it 
happened, that the Elections of Henry Landgrave of Thuringen, 
of William Count of Holland, and chiefly thoſe of Richard Earl 
of Cornwall, and Alphonſus King of Caſtilia, depended almoſt 
intircly on the ſole Will of theſe High Officers, 
To theſe Princes alone Pope os X. directed 1 
wherein he exhorted them to terminate the long Interregnum 
X 2 : by 
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by electing a Chief. It then became a Cuſtom to call them 

% Princes Elettdrs, or Princes to whom the Right of electing be- 

longed,” and this very Title the Pope gave them in his Briefs. 
The Election, which theſe Princes made of Rudolph of Hab/- 

purg to the Imperial Throne, met with no Manner of Difficulty 
or Oppoſition from thoſe, that had with them an equal Right of 

electing, and hence theſe Princes thought themſelves authorized, to 


make the ſucceeding Elections after the ſame Method, without the 


Concurrence of the other Members of the Empire; and if now 
and then ſome of theſe Members ſtill came to the Place of 


Election, it was not with a View to give their Votes, but only 
to recommend thoſe, whoſe Intereſt they eſſ pouſed, 

Several Elections had been made in this Manner, when the 
See of Rome diſputed the Title of Emperor to Leuis of Bavaria, 
of which an Account has been given above. This induced theſe 


Princes Electors, in 1337, to conclude among themſelves a a 
League, called the Electoral Union, whereby they ſtipulated with 
each other, to defend their Right of electing againſt the Enter- 
prizes of the Popes. Lewis of Bavaria, to whom this Union 
was of ſignal Advantage i in his Diſputes with the See of Rome, 


willingly encouraged it; and accordingly, in the following Year, 


at the Diet of Franckfort, a Decree paſſed, which, amongſt 


other Things, contains in expreſs Terms, that he, who is 


elected by the Electors Emperor or King, whether by the 


« unanimous Conſent, or only by a Majority of Votes, is im- 


© mediately to be eſteemed lawful King or Emperor, by Virtue 


« of this ſole Election. 
From what has been ſaid it will appear evident, that the Eſta- 


| bliſhment of he Electoral College has a far later Date than that of 


the Year 999, or that of the Year 1208, to which ſome Authors 
have wrongly referred it. The Neceſſity of the Times having 
at firſt given an Opportuity to the Princes, who enjoyed the 


High Offices of the Crown, to take upon themſelves the Election 


of ; an Emperor, this Hakaſbly paſſed into a Cuſtom, and by the

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Meaſures, they took afterwards to maintain themſelves in the 
Poſſeſſion of it, the other Members of the Empire were at length 
intirely excluded from tlie Elections. And hence we may be 
allowed to make this Inference, that though theſe High Offices 
were the Occaſion of the Eſtabliſhment of the Electoral College, 
yet they were not, properly ſpeaking, the Foundation of it, and

his Endeavours fruitleſs, he threatened to hang him, if ever he 
met with him acting in aa hoſtile Manner. Magnus made a 
Joke of this Menace among his Companions, and told them, 
that ſhould it ever be his Lot to die ſuch an infamous Death, 
he expected to be hanged with a Silver Chain, becauſe he was 
a Duke ; hereupon he had a Silver Chain made, which he wore 
about his Neck, as often as he was out of his Father's Preſence, 
and to this the Surname of 7 or quatt is owing, which he bore 


ever after. 


He engaged in a War againſt Gerhard II. Biſhop of Hildeſbeim, 


which proved unfortunate to him. Theoderic Archbiſhop of 


Magdeburg, Albert Biſhop of Halberſtadt, the Princes of An- 
halt, and ſeveral others were his Allies. The Biſhop of Hilde- 


ſheim had none to aſſiſt him, and finding himſelf thus friendleſs, 

he applied, as ſome Authors ſay, to the Virgin Mary, making 
a Vow that he would beſtow a Golden Roof on her Church, 

ſhould he return victorious, but that ſhould the contrary happen, 


it would hardly be in his Power to cover it with Straw, adding 


moreover, that ſhe might now chuſe herſelf, which ſhe liked 


| beſt, to dwell under a Golden Roof, or under one made of Straw.

Both Armies met near Dincłler by Hildeſheim, the Allies were 
ſo ſtrong, that three fought againſt one of the Biſhop of Hilde- 


ſheim's Troops; but he kept the Field, killed a great Number, 


and took ſeveral of the Chiefs Priſoners. 
Among the laſt was Magnus himſelf, who to raiſe Money for 


his Ranſom, was obliged to ſell to the Marggrave of Miſnia, the 
Lordſhips of Sangerhauſen, Landſberg, and Peterſberg, which 


his Father had acquired. The Biſhop of Halberſtadt, who was 


allo taken in the Battle, being a ſubtle Lagician, and his Con- 


queror a great Orator, this gave Riſe to the following ludricrous 


Jeſt, that Logick had been overcome by Rethoricks. 


If Magnus was fo unfortunate as to loſe three Lordſhips, which 


had been lately acquired to his Houſe, he had the Advantage to 


lay 
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lay the Foundation of the Recovery of a Dutchy, that had been 
diſmembered from the Dominions of his Family, fince the 


memorable Partition of the States of Henry the Lyon. This was. 


the Dutchy of Saxe Lauenburg, which a Branch of the Electoral 
Houſe of Saxony was poſſeſſed of from that Time. Magnus, in 
Conjunction with William Duke of Luneburg, entered into Fam ily 
Pacts with Erich IT. then Duke of Saxe Lauenburg, by which it 
was agreed, that upou the Extinction of the Houſe of Brunſwick, 

or of that of Lauenburg, the ſurviving Family ſhould ſucceed the 
other in its Poſſeſſions; and in Right of theſe Pats George William, 


in 1689, inherited the Dutchy of Saxe Lauenburg, whereof an 


Account will be given in its Place. He was alſo one of the next 
Heirs to the Dutchy of Luneburg, after the Demiſe of William, 
its Duke, by Right of his Brother Lewis, who died without 
Iſſue; but Albert of Saxony conteſted this Succeſſion with him, 


as has been faid above, and the Emperor Charles IV. declared 


in his Favour, to lay the Elector of Saxony under an Obligation, 

whoſe Vote he was in need of for his Son Yenceflaus, to be made 
King of the Romans. Magnns could not get himſelf poſſeſſed of 
this Dutchy, notwithſtanding the great Pains and Fatigues he 


was at to recover it, but it fell at length to Frederic his Son, in 


Right of his Wife Ann, Daughter of Wenceflaus, Albert's Uncle. 
Magnus finiſhed his Days in a miſerable Manner. Otbo, Count 


of Schaumburg, married Mechtild, Widow of his Brother Lewis. 


Her Equipage was attacked upon the Road, and ſome Domeſticks, 


belonging to Magnus, were charged with it. This gave Occaſion 


to a Diſturbance ; both Parties took up Arms againſt each other, 


and a Battle enſued between Magnus and Orho, near Leveſte on the 
Leine. Magnus engaged his Enemy perſonally, and unfaddled 


him, whereupon he alighted from his Horſe, with a Deſign to 
take him Priſoner. The Count lay grovelling on the Ground, 
and when Magnus was examining, whether he was alive or dead, 
one of the Count's Soldiers came up and ran him through the 
Body.

Albert II. of Albert II. ſucceeled his Father Erneſt in 13 60. He incor- 
8 porated with his Dominions the Lordſhip of 2 which de- 
volved to him as a Fief, after the Extinction of the Family of 
Hellen, the Poſſeſſors of it. Some of Albert's Subjects had 
made too free with the Territories of Frederic, Land grave of 
Thuringen, who was diſguſted at it, and thereupon declared War 
againſt him. Albert was ſo little moved at Frederic's taking the 
Field, that he boaſtingly ſaid, he would ſtand his Ground, and 
ſhould be an equal Match for him, were it to rain Landgraves of 
Thuringen for three Days together. After ſome Time ſpent in 
mutual Holtilities, Peace was re-eſtabliſhed in 1366. In this 
War Frederic made Uſe of a Canon or a Fire-Arm, by means 
of which he diſcharged Balls into the City of Ernbeck which 
he beſieged in 1365, and the Thuringian Authors tell us, that 
this was the firſt Canon or Fire-Arm ſeen in that Country. 
Albert died in 1397, and left by his Wife Sophia, Daughter of

Father had been martial, and often faid : that he ablorred War 

were it for no other Reaſon, than that it laid Parents under 

the Neceſſity of burying their Children, whereas in Times of Peace, 
according to the common Courſe of Nature, it ought to be the Caſe 

of Children to mourn for their Parents. He was called the Father 

of his People, and during his long Reign, which laſted near 

fixty Years, ſuch was the Felicity, his Subjects enjoyed, that 
they boaſted of living in the golden Age. He died in 1463. 

His Wife was Agnes Daughter of Herman Landgrave of Heſje, 

by whom he had no Iſſue. It is faid, that Leteis, her Brother, 
ſhewed much Enmity againſt him, on Account of his cohabiting 

too ſeldom with his Wife. With him the Line of Gottingen 
became extinct, and, agreeable to Family Pats, made between 

him and Bernhard and Henry, the two youngeſt Sons of Magnus

his Noſe bled, and under this Pretence retired from Chappel, 
haſtened to the Fortreſs of Wolfenbuttel, had the Draw-bridge 


taken up, and denied Entrance to his Uncle. The Garriſon and 
the People in the Fortreſs embraced Frederic's Party, who was 


their lawful Prince, whereupon O#hs coming to a Senſe of the 
Injuſtice he had done his Ward hitherto, furrendered the other 


Places, he kept from him. Some Years after Mencęſſaus Elector 
of Saxony died, and the Dutchy of K returned to the 
Houſe of Brunfeick. 
During Frederic's Reign the Hans Towns gave a remarkable 
Inſtance of their Authority. The Burghers of the City of Brunſ- 
wick being overburdened by Taxes, intreated the Magiſtrates, 
that an Account might be given of the Uſes, whereunto they 
had been applied. The Magiſtrates, who were apprehenſive of 
the Conſequences of this Demand, and perhaps not in a Condi- 


tion to ſatisfy the Burghers, defired Time to ſtate their Ac- 


counts, and the following Night had ſeveral of the Chiefs of the 
Burghers taken up and put into Cuſtody. This was a Signal 
to the Inhabitants to riſe up in Arms, they ſeized upon the Burgo- 


maſters and Aldermen, put eight of them to Death, and drove 


the Reſt out of the City. 'The exiled Magiſtrates laid their 


| Grievances before the Hans Towns, with which the City of 


Brunſwick was allied, and prevailed upon them; to exclude the 
Inhabitants from all the Privileges, they enjoyed as Members 


of that Aſſociation. The Loſs the City ſuſtained by this Ex- 


cluſion, which threatened the Ruin of their Trade, was ſo con- 


fiderable, that the Burghers petitioned Frederic their Sovereign, 


and the Emperor Charles IV, to. interpoſe their good Offices 
with the Hans Towns in their Behalf But the Hans Towns pre- 
tended to be ſole Judges in this Quarrel, and conſidered the 
Proceedings of the Burghers as a Contempt of their Authority. 
Eight Years paſſed before this Conteſt could be adjuſted; at 
length the City of Brunſwick was obliged to make a folemn 
Submiffion to the Hans Towns aſſembled at Lubecł; their De- 


puties, dreſſed in Shrouds, went bare footed and a with

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lighted Wax Tapers in their Hands, from the Chureh of St. Mary 
to the Town-Houſe, and having there kneeled down before the 
Aſſembly, confeſſed themſelves and thoſe they repreſented.

for their Offences ; where upon the City was readmitted into the

Frederic having acquired the Bailiwick of Jeræbeim, added it 


to the Dutchy of Brunſwick, and in the Year 1389 made, at 1389. 


Wittenberg, a Treaty of Confraternity and mutual Succeſſion, 
with the Houſe of Saxony, in which it was agreed, that the 


States of that Family, which firſt became extinct, ſhould be 


inherited by the ſurviving Houle. DEN 

This Prince, being active by Nature, and fond of Glory, 
having now regulated all Matters relating to the Government of 
his Dominions and opened to himſelf a Proſpect of ſeeing them in- 
larged, went to Hungary, with a View to afliſt King Sigmund, 
in the War he had undertaken againſt his rebellious Subjects. 
The Inhabitants of Wallachia had made an Inſurrection againſt 
this Prince, and called in the Turks, who ſome Time before got 


Footing in Europe. Sigi ſinund, to divert Bajazeth, Emperor of 
the Turks, from aiding his Subjects, repreſented to him, that he 


had no Manner of Claim to Hungary ; but when Sigiſmund's 
Ambaſſadors brought this Meſſage to Bajazerh, he laughed at 
their Maſter, for pleading Law to Men that were armed, and 
had them conducted to a Room well ſtored with poliſhed Sabres, 
and pointing at them, uttered theſe remarkable Words: As long 
as we carry ſuch Weapons in our Hands, we have Pretenſions 


10 all, that wwe defire. Sigiſmund not being able to cope alone 


with ſo formidable an Enemy, craved the Aſſiſtance of all the 
Princes in Chriſtendom, who ſent him ſo many Troops, that 
on viewing them, he confidently ſaid : Were the Heavens to fall, 
he had Pikes enough to ſypport them. Frederic, though he led a 
| conſiderable Number of Forces to Sigiſinund, refuſed to take 
upon him any Command, - being content with fighting as a

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Volunteer, Both Armies met near Nicopoli in Bulgaria; the 


French being too eager, claimed the Honour of making the firſt 


Attack, and without waiting for Command, ruſhed upon the 
Enemy. As ſoon as they came up cloſe to them they leaped

Horſes, not being taken Care of, run pack: to the Camp, which

The Emperor Charles IV. had 3 upon the Electors 


of the Empire to chuſe his Son Wenceſiaus King of the Romans 


in his Life-time. It is ſaid, that each Vote coſt him an hundred 
thouſand Crowns, and that, not having enough ready Money to 


make this Purchaſe, he was obliged to yield to the Electors 
the Tolls in the Empire, which before that Time conſtituted 


a conſiderable Branch of the Emperors Revenue. Venceſlaus from 
the Time he came to the Imperial Dignity, kept his Reſidence 
in Bohemia, whereof he was King, and took ſcarce any Con- 


cern in the Affairs of the Empire. An Ambaſſy being ſent on 


Purpoſe to invite him to 9 he bluntly anſwered, that 
the Princes of the Empire were as near to him, as he was ta 
them. This imprudent Conduct became the Source of much 


Confuſion. The free Imperial Cities aſſumed great Authority to 
themſelves; Charles IV. had favoured them more than any 


woos before him, in order, that my might be a Balance 


to 


Tr 
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to the Princes of the Empire: under Wenceſlaus they ſtretched 
their Power much farther, than they had done in his Father's 


Time, by entering into an Aſſoc iation, which occaſioned many 
Diſturbances. At length the Princes, alarmed at their En- 
croaehments, reſolved to aſſert their Authority, and agreed among 


themſelves, that each ſhould take upon him to ſubdue the City 


that was neareſt to him; the Forces of the Imperial Cities being by 
theſe Means divided and each of them obliged to defend itſelf, 


the Aſſociation was in Time diſſolved and a Stop put to the dange- 
Tous Conſequences ariſing from it. If Wenceflaus looked with 


Indifference on the Tranſactions in Germany, he was till leſs 
concerned for what happened in Traly, ſo that the Popes did 
there what they pleaſ ed; beſides which John Galtacius Viſcount 


of Milan, by means of a Sum of Money prevailed on Wenceſiaus, 


to create him Duke of Milan, which he did without the Know- 


ledge of the Empire. The Bohemians as well as the Germans 


being at laſt tired with his Conduct, meditated a Change. The 
Bohemians began; they took him Priſoner, and put him in cloſe 
Cuſtody, from which after a Confinement of four Months he 
had the good Fortune to eſcape, and moſt cruelly revenged him- 
ſelf on the Authors of it. Not long after the States of Bobemia took 
him Priſoner a ſecond Time, whereupon, in Hopes he might he . 
better ſecured at Vienna, they ſent them thither to. the Archduke. 


Leopold ; but in this they were again miſtaken, for Wenceſſaus found 
Means to get out of his Captivity, and even to replace himſelf 


on the Throne. His Succeſs however extended no farther than, 
' Bohemia, the Princes of the Empire, being determined to con- 
cern themſelves no farther with him, depoſed him in the Year 
1400. The chief Reaſons mentioned in the Act of Degradation 


were, that he had not taken Care of Lombardy; that he had 


created a Duke of Milan without the Knowledge of the Empire; 3 


that he had diſmembered ſeveral Territories of the Em pire and 

annexed them to Bohemia; that he had killed many innocent 

People; that he had e k. at Robberies committed on the

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Highways ; that he had given his Sign-Manual in Blank to his 
b WR and even made a Sale of it. Wenceflaus at firſt ſeemed 

poſe the Reſolution taken by the Princes, but foon after

at Frondfort on the Mayn to conſult about a new Election, and 
Frederic Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg was unanimouſly 
_ choſen Emperor, to the inexpreflible Joy of all Germany, which, 
on account of his extraordinary Merits, looked upon him as the 
only Prince, capable of retrieving the Honour of the Pee, 
which his Predeceſſor had ſo ſordidly expoſed. . 
The Romans called the Emperor Titus Veſpafianus the Delight 
of Mankind, by Reaſon of his uncommon Goodneſs, and much 
bewailed his ſhort Reign, from which they expected an un- 


bounded Happineſs. Frederic was equal, if not ſuperior, to 


Titus in his amiable and noble Qualifications, he was prudent, 
_ warlike, indefatigable in promoting Peace and the Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice, endued moreover with an heroick Magnanimity of 


Mind and an innate Clemency and Moderation, which recom- 


mended him not only to the Affection of his own Subjects, but 
likewiſe to the Eſteem of the Electors of the Empire. And as 
if the Reſemblance between theſe two Princes was to be per- 
fect in all Reſpects, they both reigned but a ſhort while and 
both came to an untimely End. Titus fell a Victim to his 


Brother Domitian, and Frederic had ſcarcely been ſhewn to 


the Empire, when another Domitian was permitted to diſap- 
point the Expectation, all true Patriots had. conceived from his 
Reign, as if Providence had meant to intimate thereby, that 
| the Germanick Body was not worthy of ſuch a Head. 

Fobn Count of Naſſau, then Archbiſhop of Mayence, had 
been prevailed upon by the Example of the other Electors; to 
give his Vote to Frederic, much againſt his Inclination, and from 


that Moment 8 his Death. * As ſoon as the Election

of their juſt Reſentment, for looking upon him as the firſt Source 


of this barbarous Act, they overran his Dominions with Fire 
and Sword, and obliged him to live asan Exile from the Place 
of his Reſidence for a conſiderable Time. 
Some Authors pretend, that the Archbiſhop had no Hand in 
the Parricide, and that he cleared himſelf Com this Imputa- 


tion by an Oath made before the Princes of the Empire; but 
others that deſerve more Credit, poſitively lay the Fact to his 


e among theſe is Gobelinus Perſona, who lived at the 
very Time the Fa& happened, and what is moſt remarkable, 

in the Metropolitanſhip of Mayence, fo that it may be preſumed, 
he would certainly have ſpared the Prelate, had not the Power 
of Truth obliged him to inform Poſterity, that n of Naſſau 
was really guilty of the Crime imputed to him.

Bernhard with a View to be a 
Match for his Adverſary, had allied himſelf with ſeveral of his 
Neighbours, notwithſtanding which, Henry alone ventured to 
attack him and his Allies near Oderberg on the Weſer; how- 
ever the Iſſue of the Battle anſwered not his Expectation, 
for he had the Misfbrtune to be taken Priſoner, and to de 
conducted to the Caſtle of Falatenberg, where the Count 
of Lippe, to make the moſt of his Priſoner, exacted a great 
Ranſom of him. Henry diſcharged a Part of it imm ediately, 
and promiſed to pay the Reſt at ſtated Times; but when 
the Emperor Rupert came to be informed of the F rivolouſ- 
neſs of the War, the Count had carried on, he annulled Henrys 
Promiſe, and put the Count and his Adherents to the Ban 
of the Empire, Henry himſelf had the Execution of the Ban 
committed to him, and in Conſequence thereof demoliſhed 
the Caſtle of Falckenberg and took the _ of Horn, with ſeveral | 
other Places, x 
- Some Years after this Emperor held a Diet at Frankfoit © on 
the Mayn, whereat Henry aſſiſted, and whither the Kings of 
England and France being invited, ſent their reſpective Amhaſ- 
ſadors. The Purport of this Meeting was to deliberate on the 
confuſed State, Chriſtendom was then in, owing to the Struggles 
that happened between contending Popes. This was not a Time 
to ſay, that Rome was, whereſoever the Pope reſided, as People 
were wont to ſay formerly, that whereſoever the Emperor was, 
there was Rome; ſince for many Vears together there had been 
. =>. two 
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two Popes, the one at Rome, and the other at Avignon, who 


fulminated Excommunications- againſt each other to the Aſto- 


niſhment and Scandal of all good Chriſtians ;z at this very Time 


there happened to be three, one at Rome, another at Rimini, and 
a third in Spain. How zealous ſoever the Diet appeared to 
put a Stop to the Deſtructions ariſing from this unſettled State of 
the Church, nothing was then agreed upon, but that a general 
Council ſhould be held, which aſſembled accoddingly at Conſtance 


not long after. 
The Character ſome Hiſtorians have given Henry, redounds 


much to his Honour, he being repreſented by them as an indefa- 


tigable Enemy of ſuch as purſued wicked Courſes, particularly 
of thoſe that plundered or even moleſted Travellers, on which 
Account ſome have given him the Title of King of the Heaths, and 


_ Foreſts. Others accuſe him of having been rigorouſly juſt, and 


to prove their Aſſertion, they relate the following Story: That 
having once reſolved upon a Progreſs to Lyxeburg, he ſent before 
him the Bailiff of Zelle. That a ſudden Froſt having happened, 
this Man, to defend himſelf againſt the Rigour of the Seaſon, had 

made free with a Coat, that lay near the Road and belonged to 


a Farmer, then at his Plow. That Henry having followed the 


ſame Road a few Hours after, had been ſtopped by the Farmen, 


who made Complaints againſt the Bailiff; and that hereupon 


at his Return ordered the Caſe to be judged upon the 
Spot of Ground where the Coat had lain, and that the Bailiff, 


not being able to deny, that he had taken the Coat againſt the 


Farmers Will, had been hanged as a Highwayman on the next 


Tree by Henry's Order, who for Want of a Halter lent his Bridle,

The Burghers demanded Aſſiſtance from 
the Biſhops of Hildeſheim and of Halberſtadt, but the latter 
being engaged in a Conteſt with his own Subjects, declined 
taking Part in their Quarrel. They had better Succeſs in the 
Application they made to the Biſhop of Hildeſbeim, he in Con- 
junction with ſome Troops of the Biſhop of Munſter and other 
Allies marched immediately to their Aſſiſtance. Bernhard wha 
was juſtly diſpleaſed at this Prelate's meddling in Affairs that 
did not concern him, ſoon raifed an Army ſtrong enough to

At this Time two Engliſb Students re- 
ſorting to Prague, cauſed the Picture of the Pope with his Triple 
Crown to be drawn on one Side of the Walls of their Chamber, 
and on the other Chriſt fitting on an Aſs, and making his Entry 
into Jeruſalem. Several Thouſands went to ſee theſe Pictures; 

Heſs approved of them, but the other Profeſſors of the Univerſity, 

who had been great Loſers by the Departure of the foreign 


Students, together with the greateſt Part of the Inhabitants, were 


ſcandalized at it, and at length an open Inſurrection enſued. 
Wenceflaus, inſtead of quelling this Tumult, remained quiet. 
Sigiſmund, his Brother, who then was Emperor, had a Council 
aſſembled at Conſtance, whither Hyſs was ſummoned to give an 


Account of his Doctrine; and having obtained the Emperor s Safe- 


Conduct to come and retire unmoleſted, he appeared there, but 


Was impriſoned, condemned to the Flames, and burnt with his 


Writings in 1415. 
This Breach of the Emperor s Word, feed as a Signal to the 
Bohemians to raiſe up in Arms. A great Part of — that had 
— been 
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been Enemies to Huſi, joined with his Diſciples, although they 


were of a differerent Perſuaſion -in Point of Doctrine; whereby 
it evidently appears, that this Inſurrection, which afterwards pro- 


duced fo great a Change in religions Matters in Bohemia, was 
not at firſt ſo much owing to religious Motives, as to a juſt 


Reſentment of the baſe Conduct of the Emperor, and of the 
Council of Conſtance towards Hu. Wenceſlaus fearing an At- 


tack from the Burghers of Prague, ordered them to bring their 


Arms to his Palace. This Step widened the Breach. ' One John 
de Troznova by Name, commonly called Ziſęa, adviſed the In- 
habitants, to go in a Body with their Arms to the Palace, and 
he conducting them thither, aſked the King, Whither were the 
Enemies againſt whom they were to fight by the King's Command? 
MWenceſlaus was much ſtartled at the Reſolution of the Burghers, 
and kindly intreated Ziſea to return in Peace with his People. 

The Intrepidity Ziſea ſhewed on this Occaſion, ſoon procured 
him the Eſteem and Confidence of the Inhabitants, whereby his 
Party grew ſo powerful, that when the Magiſtrates of that Part 


of Prague, called the New City, attempted to oppoſe him, they 


found him an Over- match for them : for having unexpected 
ſurrounded the Place where they met, he threw thirteen of the 
Aldermen out of the Windows, whom the Popalace below 
received upon Pikes and Halbards, Wenceſlaus ſoon after this 
died without Iſſue, and his Brother Sigiſinund, who was already 


Emperor and King of Hungary, laid Claim to the Kingdom of 


Bohemia. The. Bohemians, to a Man, refuſed to acknowledge: 
him for their Sovereign, on account that Fobn Huſs, and Jerome 
of Prague his Collegue, had been burnt at Con/fance by his Con- 
ſent. However, Sigiſinund called a Diet at Brinn | in Moravia, 
where ſome Bohemians appeared, and complained of the. Infringe- 
ment of the Emperor's Safe- Conduct given to Hi. Sigiſmund 
might ſtill have gained the Hearts of the Bohemians, had he not 
by an untimely Rigour confirmed the Hatred they bore him; by 
continuing to purſue his impolitick Scheme, he ſo far alienated 
their 
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EN their Affections from . that they determined for War without ü 


upon this Ocrakion, went by the en Name of Huſjites, and 


the War itſelf had its Denomination from them. It began in 


the Year 1418, and laſted 18 Years. Ziſea marched . 
Prague, and conquered that Part of the City which is called the 
Kleine Seite, and though Sigiſmund led hither an Army o 


150, ooo Men in the Year 1420, he was not able, cal 1 ſo 


powerful an Army, to get the better of his Enemies, who were 


ſo little afraid of him, that they never ſhut the Gates of the City 
all the Time he lay before it. During his Stay here, four Ar- 


ticles relating to Religion, were propoſed by the Hyites, which 
Sigiſmund thought fit to paſs oyer in Silence, in order to get him- 
ſelf crowned in the Caſtle of Prague, which then was in his 


Poſſeſſion; but the Ceremony being once over, Matters returned 


to the ſame warlike Situation they. were in before. 
In the Year 1421 William joined his Troops to thoſe of 
Frederic, Marggrave of Miſuia, and marched againſt the Hu/ites. 
The Emperor Sigiſmund was now making War againſt the Turks 
in Hungary. William and Frederic, at the Head of their re- 
ſpective Bodies, entered the Circles of Ellenbogen and Satz, in 
the former of which, William laid Siege to the Caſtle of that 
Name, where the Huſſites had a ſtrong Garriſon, They obſti- 
nately defended the Place, and by repcated Sallies much annoyed 


and harraſſed William's Troops; whereupon he reſolved to make 


a general Aſſault, which proved ſo ſucceſsful to him, that he 


made himſelf Maſter of the Caſtle within a Fortnight after it 


had been inveſted. From thence he marched to Egra, which 


he alſo poſſeſſed himſelf of, and having placed there a proper 


Garriſon, he joined Frederic near Brucꝶ or Brix. A large Detach- 


ment of Huſſites attempted to oppoſe their Junction, but they were 


inſtantly routed; whereupon the two Princes immediately laid 


Siege to Brick, which at that Time had a Caſtle that was thought 


impregnable. They received a Reinforcement and attacked the 
Caſtle 
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Caſtle at three different Places; the Garriſon did all that was in 

their Power to defend themſelves, but were at length obliged to 
accept of a Capitulation, and to ſurrender to the victorious Arms 

of William and Frederic. | 
About this Time Albert III. who was the laſt Elector of Saxony 1422. : = 
of the Anhaltine Race, died without Iſſue. The Extinction of 
this Family had ſomething particular in it. The Elector Ru- 

dolph III. was poiſoned by the Bobemians, his two Sons, Wence- 
Alaus and Sigiſmund, were cruſhed to Death by a Tower that fell 
upon them at Schweinitz, and his Brother Albert III. was fo 

much terrified by a Fire, that happened in a Houſe, where 

he lodged upon a Hunting-Match, that it cauſed his Death. 
The Houſe of Brunſwick ought to have ſucceeded in the 
Electorate of Saxony, if not on account of the juſt Claims this 
Family had to theſe Dominions, which were a Part of their 
ancient Family States; at leaſt by Right of the Treaty of Con- 

fraternity and mutual Succeſſion, made between the Houſes of 
Saxony and Brunfioick, in the Year 1389, as has been ſaid above. —— 
Nay, Frederic I. Elector of Brandenburg, was ſo ſenſible of this, ä 
that at the very Time he put in for a Share of the Saxon Do- 
minions, he repreſented to the Emperor Sigiſinund, that Juſtice F 
required of him, to inveſt the Houſe of Brunſiic with the er Os 
Electorate. But Sigiſinund, in Conſideration of a large Sum of i 
Money, paid him by Frederic, Marggrave of Mzſnia, had, ſome. i 
Years before the Extinction of the Houſe of Saxony, ſecretly given 
him the Reverſion of that Electorate, and in Spite of all Repre- j 
ſentations, at this Time, inveſted Frederic with it. The Houſe 1 
of Brunſwick had undoubtedly no ſmall Reaſon to be diſguſted „ 
at this Injuſtice of the Emperor, and it ſeems, that it was upon 
this Account, that William, at this Time, withdrew the Troops 
he had led to Bohemia againſt the Huffites. f 
p Henry III. Count of Holſtein and Duke of Slefwick, was then en- i 
gaged in a War againſt Erich X. King of Denmark, who had poſ- : ly

 giſmund countenanced his — "ry but the Pope declared him- 
ſelf in Favour of the Duke of Slefwick, Henry found, that a good 


Army would be the beſt Means to decide this Diſpute, and for 
this Reaſon defired in Marriage a Princeſs of the Houſe of 

Brunſwick, whereby he engaged William in his Intereſt. Thus 
an Army of zo, ooo Men was brought into the Field, which ſur- 
prized the Daniſh Troops at Break of Day near Flenſburg. 
Erich gave Way, but ſoon rallied his Troops, whereupon a ge- 
neral Fight enſued. A prodigious Number fell on both Sides, 

but the Brunſwick Troops, encouraged by the Bravery of their 
Commander, broke at different Times the Ranks of the Danes, 
notwithſtanding their obſtinate Reſiſtance, and at length gained a 
compleat Victory, which redounded much to Duke William's 
Honour. After this they laid Siege to Flenſburg, but Henry 


being among the foremoſt in ſcaling that City, had the Misfortune 


do loſe his Life by a Piece of Timber, thrown upon him from the 


1431. 


Walls. His intended Bride was ſo much ſhocked at the News 


ol it, that ſhe could never be perſuaded to marry aſterwards.

1430. On his Return through Auftria, he paid a Viſit to 
Frederic IV. who had married his firſt Couſin Ann, Daughter 
of the Emperor Frederic. Philip ſurnamed the Good, Duke of 


Burgundy, was then making Preparations for a War againſt 


Charles VII. King of France, to be revenged upon him for 


having, when Dolphin, procured the RE his Father John 


the Intrepid, at a friendly Interview at AMAcfiterau in Champagne. 
—— Charles 
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Charles defired the Aſſiſtance of the Duke of Auſtria, which was 
complied with, and William the Victorious took upon him to 


lead the Auſtrian Troops in this Expedition. He paſſed the 


Rhine, entered Burgundy, and made there fo powerful a Diverſion 


in Favour of the King of France, that it may be reaſonably. 
thought, this did not a little contribute towards the Peace, which 
Philip concluded with the French at Arras ſome Years after. 
During theſe Tranſactions, Sigiſmund preſſed a new William 
and ſeveral other Princes of the Empire, to ſend Troops againſt 


the Huffites. Ziſka was now dead, after having gained thirteen 


Battles againſt the Emperor. His Death, though it cauſed ſome 
Alterations in the Affairs of the Huf/ites, did not diſhearten them, 

they ſtill ſeemed reſolute, and expreſſed a great Zeal for the Ad- 
vancement of the common Cauſe. Procopius, Ziſka's Uncle, put 


himſelf at their Head, and beat in 1425. the Auſtrian Troops, 


which Albert V. afterwards Emperor, had led againſt them : in 


the following Year a ſtrong Army of Miſnians and other Germans | 
had the ſame Misfortune near Auſig; twelve thouſand Men 
were cut in Pieces on this Occaſion, whereupon Procopius ſcaled 


the City of Auſſig, and put all the Inhabitants to the Sword. 
The Emperor, who imagined, that a Superiority of Forces would 
aſſure him the Victory, led in the Vear 1427. through Saxony, 


Franconia and Bavaria, three fine Armies to Bohemia, but his En- 


deavours were fruitleſs, the Huſſites always got the W of him. 


There was however a Poſſibility of ending the War in the Year 
following, had the Emperor conſented to a ſmall Proviſion for 


Procopius, but the Irreſolution he ſhewed in this Reſpect, made 
the Negotiation come to nothing. Hereupon the Hufſſites in 
1429. entered Germany, and having burnt Dreſden, and cut in 
Pieces the Inhabitants of the City of Guben, laid all the Country, 
as far as Magdeburg, under Contribution. The next Year they 
burned the Cities of Altenburg, Plauen, Culmbach, and aa 
Nur inl berg and the Cities in Bavaria paid large S cums to HET 
the Ruin, they were threatened with, and a great Number of 
Aa 2 — People 
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People flocked for Refuge to Brunſwick. Procopius had at that 


Time an Army of 22000 Horſe, and 52000 Foot, and was 


followed, in his, Return to Bobemia, by 3000 Wagons loaded 
with Booty. The Number of Cities and Caſtles reduced to 
Aſhes, during this Year only, amounted to. above an Hundred. 
In the Year 1431. Pope Martin V. in Hopes to exterminate the 


Huſſites, ſent Cardinal Julianus to Germany, who raiſed an Army 


of 130,000 Men for this Purpoſe. But when they were on the 
Point of fighting a deciſive Battle near Taus in Bohemia, ſuch 


a Panick ſeized upon the Germans, that ſome took to F light 
before the firſt Onſet began, and this they did with ſo much Pre- 


cipitation, that they abandoned all their Baggage and Riches, 


among which the Higſites found the Cardinals Croſs with his 
gaudy Veſtments, which afforded them no ſmall Matter of Di- 


verſion. Procopius having engaged the next Morning thoſe that 


had ſtood their Ground, killed 11000, diſperſed the Reſt, and 


took 150 Pieces of Canon, The Year following he fell again 


upon Miſnia, advanced as far as Leipzig, and burned the Town 


1433. of Taucha, with ſeveral other Places. At length the Prelates 


aſſembled at the Council of Baſil, to put a Stop to thoſe Ra- 
vages and Devaſtations, took upon them to reconcile Matters, For 
this Purpoſe Procopius was invited thither, where he came, 


attended by 300 Horſe, and after ſome Conferences, prevailed 


upon the Council, to grant the four following Articles of Re- 


ligion, he was commiſſioned to inſiſt upon: © that the Word 
« of God ſhould be preached among the Bobemians without 


« Moleſtation ; that the People ſhould be at Liberty to take 
te the Lord's Supper in both Kinds; that a Stop ſhould be 
c« put to the Acquiſitions of the Clergy ; and that all Sins 


e againſt God's Law ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed.” Theſe 


Articles being agreed upon, the States of Bohemia appointed 
Alexius Wrzeſtruſky, Lord-Lieutenant of that Kingdom, which 
occaſioned a Miſunderſtanding between them and Procopius, 


who was ſo much diſpleaſed at it, that he threatened his 
5 e Country 
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Country with Fire and Sword, and actually laid Siege to the City 


of Pilſen, Thus were the Bohemians divided among themſelves, 
whereby ſoon after was verified, what the Emperor Sigiſinund 
uſed to ſay, That the Bohemians could not be conquered but by 
Bohemians. Wikam the Victoricus, at his Requeſt, backed by 
that of the Fathers of the Council, marched before New Prague, 
which was the Capital and the ſtrongeſt Hold of the Hufites ; 
here he joined his Troops with thoſe of the States of Bobemia, 


who had taken up Arms againſt Procopzus and his Afſociates, 


As Procopius had left a numerous Garriſon in this City, it was ap- 
prehended, that much Time would be required to reduce it ; 
but ſuch was the Bravery of the Beſiegers, that the Place ſarren. 
dered in a ſhort Time; to the inexpreſſible Grief of Procopius, 


who, upon hearing of it, raiſed the Siege of Pz/ſen, and burned 
his Camp, with ſo much Precipitation, that a great Part of the 


Wounded periſhed in the Flames. His Rage was ſo great, that 
he made an Oath to extirpate all the Nobility in that Kingdom, 
ſhould it coſt him his Life. Agreeable hereto, he offered Battle 
to the States, and, it is ſaid, that they would have had but a bad 
Chance againſt him, had he been better provided with Horlſe ; 
for Want of which he loſt the Day, and was himſelf found 
mongſt the Dead. The Priſoners made in this Battle, were put 
in Barns and burned to Death, and the Huſſites, after this Over- 
throw, not being able to bring an Army into the Field, Peace. 
was at length reſtored to Bohemia. 

Millam was not engaged in this laſt Action, but retina to 
his Dominions, upon the Reduction of the City abovementioned. 
Some Time after Diſputes aroſe between him and the Archbiſhop 
of Mayence, which drew on a War. Their Troops met near 
the Caſtle of Homburg, where William proved fo ſucceſsful, that 
he obtained a ſignal Victory over this Prelate, who was thereby 
conſtrained to ſue for Peace. WVVilliam afterwards aſſiſted Gerhard 
Count of Oldenburg, againſt Maurice, one of the ſame Family, 
who claimed the County of Velmenborſt. Maurice had many 

Allies; 
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Allies; but William, notwithſtanding the Superiority of the 
Enemy's Troops, attacked them near Stoerg, and broke into 


their Ranks with uncommon Bravery, It is obſerved by Hiſto- 
rians, that a great Number fell by his own Hand, and that though 


he had the Misfoxtune to be thrown from his Horte in the Heat 


of the Battle, and ſurrounded on all Sides, he, with great Cou- 
rage and Preſence of Mind, fought his Way through the Enemy, 
recovered a Horſe, and after an obſtinate Fight, which laſted 
ſeveral Hours, remained Maſter of the Field of Battle. 
We ought not to omit, that William was much diſappointed 

in the Opinion, he had of his Brother Henry the Pacifick, when 
he intruſted him with the Care of his Wife and Children, du- 
ring the Time he made his Journey to the Holy Land. Henry, 
inſtead of acquitting himſelf of this Truſt with Fidelity, turned 
his Brother's Wife and Children out of the Caſtle of Wolſſenbuttel, 


and made himſelf Maſter of almoſt all the Country of Brunſ- 


wick, So unexpected a Proceeding was Matter of general Sur- 
prize, as Henry had before that Time the Reputation of being a 
Prince en for his peaceable and quiet Diſpoſition. This 
brought a Slur upon his Character; but what ſeems to palliate 


his Crime in ſome Meaſure is, that the Citizens of Brunſwick, 
who diſliked to be under an active Prince, were the chief Authors 


of this Fact. Howbeit William was ſo incenſed at his Brother's 
Breach of Truſt, that he came to an open Rupture with him. 
The War was carried on between them with great Animoſity, 
and cauſed much Deſolation throughout the Country of Brunſ- 
wick, but was at length happily terminated, by the Interpoſition 


of their reſpective Friends, William, ſo juſtly famed for his 
Valour, gave on this Occaſion a ſignal Proof of his being no leſs 


magnanimous and diſintereſted, for he not only reconciled him- 


ſelf with his Brother, but fat down contented with a far leſs 
Share of Territories, than what he was intitled to. He was after- 


wards amply rewarded by Providence tor his Greatneſs of Soul ; 
60 many Territories gradually d ö to him, that he had no 


Reaſon. 


Reaſon to repent of having ſacrificed his Intereit to the publick 
Tranquillity. He acquired the County of Hallermund in the 
Year 1435, the County of Winſtorff in the Year 1447, the 
County of Wolpe in the Year 1460, and Otho Cocles, the laſt 
of the Line of Gottingen, happening to die three Years after, 463.

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Nicolaus Archbiſhop of Bremen, encouraged by Otho's Cha- 
racter, put himſelf and his See under his Protection. In thoſe 
Days were greatly in Vogue the famous Fehde's, Diffidaticnes, 
or Challenges, ſo called from a Letter of Defiance, ſent to the 
Party, againſt whom War was reſolved, three Days before any 
Hoſtilities were committed. This was then the favourite Way 
of deciding Differences, lawleſs Power took Place of Juſtice, 
the Conqueror was always thought to be in the Right and 
the vanquiſhed obliged to ſubmit to his Terms, howſoever 
iniquitous, Theſe Wars were ſeldom confined to the Prin- 
cipals that were at Variance together, each Party got Allies, 
ſo that ſmall Differences oftentimes drew after them the 
Ruin of whole Countries. The Provinces bordering on the 
Territories of the contending Parties were uſed to ſhare their 
Fates, which obliged ſuch Cities and Principalities, as were 
apprehenſive of theſe Inconveniences, to put themſelves under 
the Protection of ſome powerful Prince in the Neighbourhood, 
or to enter into Alliance with the Aſſociation of the Rhine, the 
Society of St. George in Suabia, or that of the Hans Towns, It 
is not exactly known, when theſe Diſidationes or Challenges firſt 
came in Vogue, but it is pretty certain, that they were utterly abo- 
liſhed in the Year 1495. when by the common Conſent of the 
States of the Empire, and with their Participation, a regular 
Court of Judicature was eſtabliſhed, to be kept in ſome City in 
4 It was firg Germany (a), where the Injured might complain of the Wrongs 
eſtabliſhed at done them and get Redreſs.

of Years the Moiety of theſe Rents towards the Diſcharge of 
the Debts, This they refuſed to comply with, and upon the 
City's inſiſting upon it, carried their Complaints before the Pope. 
Frederic, partly on this Account and partly moved by Devotion, 
made a Journey to Rome in the Year 1450, and took upon him 
to ſollicit in Behalf of the City; but his Efforts were without 
Succeſs. The Prelates with the other Clergy obtained a Sentence 
in their Favour, and this gave Occaſion to great Commotions i in 
the City of Luneburg, which laſted a long Time, 

Frederic had a natural Propenſity to great and good Actions; 
he was often heard to ſay: That it was below the Dignity of a 
Man to defire to live to himſelf alone, and that the Remembrance of 
having conferred Obligations was attended with ſo peculiar a Plea- 
ure, that on this Account alone none ſhould neglect the Oppor- 

Tunities, that offer, of being ſerviceable to their Fellow Crea- 
tures, Agreable to this Maxim, he intereſted himſelf in Favour 
of the City of Luneburg, and on the fame Account, ſome Years > -- 
after, he aſſiſted the Citizens of Munſter, who diſagreed — :

Citizens being ſenſible of the Virtue and good Government of

Soldier, Application was made to Frederic, who thereupon con- 


ſented to head the Army. Intelligence being brought, that 


the Archbiſhop was advanced with a conſiderable Army to- 
wards the City of Munſter, he alſo moved that Way, and not- 
withſtanding he was but ſlenderly provided with Forces by the 
Citizens, incamped in the open Field, waiting there for the 


Arrival of the Enemy. A large Body of Frederic's own Troops, 


which he had ordered to join him, were upon their March, 
but before their Junction could be made, the Archbiſhop, who 
was much ſuperior to him in Strength, attacked him at fo 
great a Diſadvantage, that Frederic, though he fought moſt 


valiantly, was routed and taken Priſoner. His Captivity laſted for 


ſome Time, and he was obliged to give. a conſiderable Sum 
of Money to redeem himſelf. 
Such was Frederic's Courage in Adverſity, that he * this 


Misfortune with great Tranquillity of Mind, being ſatisfied with 
the juſtice of the Cauſe, he had been engaged i in, and conſidering 


this, as the only Rule, whereby Men's Actions ought to be 
tried, let the Iſſue or Event be what it will. Some Vears after 
he reſolved to retire from the World, and having founded the 
Convent of St. Francis in Zelle, he fixed his Abode there, giving. 
up the Government of his States to his eldeſt Son 1 II. 


This Prince happened to die before him, whereupon his 


youngeſt Son Otho, ſurnamed the Magnanimoas, came to the 
Poſſeſſion of the Dutchy of Luneburg, but he alſo departing 


this Life before Frederic, and his Son not being then of Age, 


the Grandfather was obliged to quit the Convent, and to reſume 


the Government of his States.

Roman Empire, and by marrying the rich Heireſs of Charles the 


Bold, Duke of Burgundy, laid a Baſis for that vaſt Power, to 


which the Houſe of Auſtria raiſed itſelf from that Time with 


ſo prodigious a Rapidity. Lewis XI. on his Part, had laid the 


Foundation of an abſolute Power in France. Ferdinand the Ca- 


tholick had reunited all the Kingdoms in Spain. Portugal arrived 


GB 


they were all of them fuceeſsful in the Courſe of it, 
excepting Henry, who at the Siege of the Caſtle of Ort or Leer- 
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to the Summit of Happineſs under Emanuel. Henry VII. finiſh- 
ed the Conteſts between the Red and bite Roſes in England. Pope 


Alexander VI. appeared formidable in Italy. Cbriſtian was in 
Poſſeſſion of all the three Kingdoms in the North. Poland had for 


its King Sigiſmund I. one of the moſt powerful Kings, that had 
ever occupied the Poliſh Throne; and the Power of the Turks, 
after the Conqueſt of Conflantinople, became every Day more 


and more conſiderable both in Europe and in the Eaſt. Whe- 
ther or no the immenſe Riches, which about this Time began to be 


brought from both Indies to Europe, in ſome Meaſure might not have 
contributed to the particular Situation, the different Powers above- 


mentioned were in, muſt be left to the Reader's Deciſion. 


Erich, prompted by a Motive of Devotion, made, in the 


18th. Year of his Age, a Tour to Feruſalem, from whence he 


returned by the Way of Rome. He expected to have found 


none but pious People there, but having, to his great Surprize, ex- 


perienced the contrary, he had but a very indifferent Opinion of 
Papacy ever after. The Fervour of his Devotion being ſomewhat 
abated, he gave himſelf intirely up to a Martial Life, and ſhared 
in the Danger and Glory of all the Undertakings of the Empe- 
ror Maximilian I. who drew great Advantage from the generous 
Aſſiſtance he received at Erich's Hands on all Occaſions. 

At the Death of Mathias Corvinus King of Hungary, who was 
a great Enemy of the Emperor Frederic, Maximilian's Father, 


ſeveral Cities in Auſtria and even the Caſtle in the City of 


Vienna were in the Poſſeſſion of the Hungarians. Maximilian 


5 having formed a Deſign to diſlodge them, laid Siege to this 


Caſtle ; the Beſieged vigourouſly defending themſelves, this gave 
Occafion to a general Aſſault, wherein Maximilian and Ericb 


were the foremoſt in ſcaling the Caſtle. Erich having planted 


the firſt Auſtrian Colours on the Walls, Maximilian attempted 
to do the ſame, but unlukely received a Wound, which obliged 

him to cauſe a Retreat to be ſounded. The Beſieged however 
* n of a ſecond;Aſtault, and fearing the Conſe- 


quence 
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quences of it, capitulated the next Day, whereupon the Hunga- 


rians marched out, and ſoon after they, with the Reft of their 


Countrymen, quitted all the Places they occupied in Auſtria. 
On this their Retreat Maximilian and Erich, at the Head of an 
Army of 15000 Men, went in Purſuit of them and carrie] the 
War into their Country. Much Succeſs attended their Expe- 
dition, and among other Conqueſts, they made themſelves Maſters 
of Stubl-Weiſſenburg, whereupon Maximilian aſſumed the Title 
of King of Hungary. At this Time the greateſt Efforts ſhould 
have been made for keeping this Dignity, but the Army was ſo 
ill reinforced, that it was unable to undertake any Thing of 
Moment afterwards, ſo that Uladiſlaus then King of Hungary, 
taking Advantage of the Poſture Affairs were then! in, obtained 


tolerable Conditions of Peace in 1491. 
In the ſame Year, William the Younger, Erich's Father, ceding 


his Dominions to his Sons, the Principality of Calenberg fell to 


Erich's Share, whereof ke immediately took Poſſeſſion. How- 
ever his Taſte for a warlike Life ſuffered him not to remain 


long 1 
aſſiſted him in the War, he was then carrying on againſt the 


Palatine Houſe. After the Death of George ſurnamed the 


Rich, Duke of Bavaria, his Son in Law Rupert Count Pala- 


tine of the Rhine, diſputed the Succeflion of Bavaria with. 
Albert IV, who was the neareſt in Blood to George the Rich. 
The Emperor Maximilian I. who was Brother in Law to Albert, 
favoured him againſt Rupert, who relied on the Aſſiſtance of 
Lewis XII. King of France, and on that of Uladiflaus IV. 
King of Bobemia. It happened, that Rypert died before the 
Beginning of the War, whereupon Philip Elector Palatine pur- 
ſued the Claims of Rupert's Children. However his Reliance 
on the French, who failed to fulfil their Promiſes, would have 
diſconcerted his Meaſures on his firſt ſetting out, had not the 


Bohemians been more faithful, and led a conſiderable Body of 


Troops againſt Aubert. Great Things were expected and might 
| Es Have 


inactive: he returned to the Emperor Maximilic 15 and 
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have been done by theſe Forces, but Erich, being ſenſible how 
important it was, to prevent their getting Footing in Bavaria, 
attacked them with great Order and Bravery, and after forcing 


them to give Way, killed about 2000. whereupon the Reſt 
took the Flight. The Emperor, who was preſent in this Action, 


expoſed himſelf ſo much, that he received a Blow withan Iron Flail, 


which made him fall bom his Horſe. Erich, whoſe Preſence 


of Mind was admirable, perceiving the Danger he was in, run 


to his Aſſiſtance, reſcued him from the Hands of the Enemy, 


and brought him back in Safety, but not without receiving many 


Wounds, whereof ſome were very dangerous. The Emperor 
was ſo highly pleaſed at Erich's Conduct, on this Occaſion, 


and preſerved ſo grateful a Senſe of the Obligation he lay under 
to him, that from that Time forwards he always called him 


Brether, and to perpetuate the Memory of Erich's Valour, added 


a bright Star to his Coat of Arms on the very Field of Battle, 


with this Explanation: that as the Morning Star exceeds all the 
others in Luſtre, ſo Duke Erich was as much ſuperior to all 


other Princes of his Time. This Star has ever ſince continued 


in the Coat of Arms of the Houſe of Brunſwick, and is placed 


upon the Helmet in the Middle of the Peacock's Train. The 
Conſequence of this Action was, that Erich laid Siege to the 
Fortreſs of Kufjtein in Yrel. This important Place had ſome 


Time beſore been ſold to the Palatines, by one Pintgenauer, a 


Bavarian, then Commander of it, on Condition, that he ſhould 
be continued by them in the fame Poſt, A large Garriſon 
defended the Place; they were well provided, and in ſuch high 
Spirits, that as oſten as a Canon-Ball flew againſt the Walls, 
which were fourteen Feet thick, they had the Spot ſwept with 


a Broom by Way of Deriſion. Maximilian was ſo inraged at 
this their Infolence and Contempt, that in the Heat of Paſſion 
he made an Oath, that he would not pardon one ſingle Man, 
and even that he would ſtrike, whoſoever ſhould dare venture to 


intercede with him in behalf of the Garriſon, Purſuant to this 
ah Reſo- 
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Reſolution, Erich had no ſooner made himſelf Maſter of the 


Fortreſs, but Pintzenauer and ſeveral chief Officers were be- 
headed. However a Bohemian, who had valiantly behaved in 
the Defence of the Fortreſs, and 40 others, had the good Luck 
to ſave their Lives by Erich's generous Interpoſition; Maxi- 


milian being moved by this Prince's Concern for them, could 


not deny his Requeſt, but at the ſame Time being reſolved 
not to violate his Oath, found out a Salvo, which was to touch 
Erich's Cheek gently, whereupon he granted them their Pardon. 

Not long after this Expedition, a War breaking out between 


the Emperor and the Venetians, Erich acted againſt them in 
the Imperial Army. This Republic had reaped great Advan- 


tages from the Diviſions and Troubles, whercunto Tay, had 
been expoſed for a long while together; by the many Poſſeſſions, 


it had torn from Lombardy, from the Eccleſiaſtical State, and 


lately from the Kingdom of Naples, it ſeemed, to be in a Way 
to lord it over all 1aly, The Extent of its Dominions adding 
to its Power in Proportion, the Republic could not but be- 


come an Object of Jealouſy to all the neighbouring Powers. It 
was thought neceſſary by them, not only to prevent its making 


further Incroachments, but lik ewiſe to reduce it within more rea- 
ſonable Bounds ; for which Purpoſe a ſecret Alliance was entered 


into at Cambray by the Emperor Maximilian, Pope Julius IT, 


Ferdinand King of Spain, and Lewis XII. King of France, 


whereunto Francis II. Duke of Mantua and Alphonſus I. Duke 


of Modena afterwards acceeded. Although the Preventing Venice 


from growing too powerful, was given out the ſole Cauſe of this 
Alliance, it . well known, that each of the Allies had his par- 
ticular Views in it. Maximilian I. engaged in it on a double 


Account, vig. to make good his Claims to the Cities of Padua, 


Verona, and Vicenza in Lombardy, and to be revenged on the 


Vuenetians, who had affronted him, by denying him a Paſſage, 


when he went to Rome to be crowned: Pope Julius II. was 


_ influenced by the Hopes of acquiring the Province of Romagna, in 
C C2 : which 


_ 1507, 
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which Ravenna lies, formerly the Capital of the Echarchate 
of the Greeks. Lewis XII. King of France, who then 
poſſeſſed the Dutchy of Milan, aimed at the Cities of Breſcia, 


Bergamo, and Cremona, which the Yenetians had torn from the 
Milaneſe. Ferdinand King of Spain, at that Time Maſter of 
the Kingdom of Naples, not brooking, that the Venetians ſhould 
keep the Cities of Brundiſi, Otranto, and Pentigliano in his 


Kingdom, wanted to diſpoſſeſs them. And as for Francis IT. 
Duke of Mantua, and Alpbonſus I. Duke of Modena, though 


perhaps they had no particular Views of enlarging their Do- 
minions, yet were they under a Neceſſity of declaring themſelves 
in Favour of one of the Parties, for Fear of being ſwallowed up by 


both ; and Reaſon told them, that i it was ſurer to ſide with the Al- 


nn than with the // enetians, who had ſo many Enemies to cope 
with at once. Each Ally began to exert himſelf to the utmoſt 
of his Power. The French beat the Venetians near the River 


Adige; the Fruits whereof were the Conqueſt of Breſcia, 
Bergamo, Cremona, and Peſchiera; and had the Prench imme— 
diately marched to Venice, they would have rendered themſelves 
Maſters of it without much Difficulty. The Imperial Army, in 


the mean while, paſſed through Friuli and co:quered the Cities 
. of Vicenza, Verona, and Padua, fo that the Venetians loſt all 
their Poſſeſſions on Terra Firma, except Trevigio. . The Pope 
on his Part, over-run the Province of Romagna, but was unſuc- 

cesful before Ravenna, its Capital; whilſt the King of ain 


poſſeſſed himſelf of all that belonged to the Yenetians in the 


Kingdom of Naples. As for the Duke of Mantua, he did nothing 
remarkable, but the Duke of Modena got the better of their 
Fleet in an Engagement that happened in the Adriatich, and 


returned to Ferrara in a Sort of a naval Triumph on Board 


of one of their chief Gallies. The Venetians thus brought to 


the very Brink of Deſtruction, thought it high Time, to do their 
utmoſt to break a League, which had been ſo fatal to them; and 


as this could not be compaſſed without giving Satisfaction to fome 


one 
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one of the moſt potent of the Allies, they began by ſ:nding 
Ambaſſadors to the Emperor, ordering them to repreſent to 


him, in the moſt moving Manner, the Straits, they were re- 


duced to, which they did by making Uſe in their Speech of the 
following Expreſſions: Me throw cur Arms at your Feet, In- 


wincible Emperor, ſaid they, and we fly for Refuge to your un- 


parallelled Clemency and divine Goodneſs, We fall diwn proſtrate 
_—_ you in the Name of the Duce, the Senate and the People 
Venice, and beg in the moſt humble Manner, that you ill 


e /e to loch upon our Miſery with Eyes of Pity, and com- 


fort us agein with your Parden. All the Conditions of Peace, 


Moſt potent Emperor, you fpall be pleaſed to preſcribe us, we 
ſhall rer as juſt. and equitable, Me even inflitt on ourſelves 


a Puniſhment, which is, that we will reflore, all that we ever 
have taken from the Holy Roman Emil e or the glorious Houſe of 


Auſtria, Mie are willing not only to give up theſe Poſſeſſions, but to 


yield alſo all other Territories, we have upon the Terra Firma, 
and to renounce for ever all the Claims we have to them, We 


offer mereover, to pay every Year to your Imperial Majeſty and to 
all your I: fad Succiſſors, fifty Pounds of Gold, as a Tribute, and 


mil ſubmiſjicely to obey all yaur Orders, Laws and 88 &c. 
It may be calily imagined, how much it muſt have coſt a a 
Republick, that had made ſo conſiderable a Figure in Europe for 

many Centuries, to condeſcend to make Uſe of this humble 
and ſubmiſſive Style; nothing could probably have prompted 


them to take ſo mortifying a Step, but the Hope they had, 


thereby to get rid of one of their moſt potent Enemies. How] ̃— 


ever they were deceived in their Expectations; the Ambaſly 
proved fruitleſs, the Emperor, who could not be prevailed upon 
to abandon his Allies, conſtantly refuſed to grant them the 


Peace they applied for; whereupon Duke Erich by his Di- 
rections continued to commit Hoſtilities. The Republick, being 


thus thoroughly convinced, there was no Accommodation to be 


brought about between them and the Emperor, turned to the 
h Pope,

Pope, and, preſuming that nothing was more' likely to prejudice 
him in their Behalf than ſome valuable Conſideration, they 
offered him the Province of Romandiola or Romagna; this had 


the deſired Effect, he accepted of the Tender, and made a ſe- 


arate Peace with them; notwithſtanding he had ſolemnly ſworn 


on taking the Hoſt, that he would remain faithful to the Allies. 


Not content with this Breach of Faith, he had the Aſſurance, 


to ſummon the Emperor and the King of France to withdraw 
their Troops, and when they, finding themſelves baſely deſerted, 


called him a perfidious Man, he thought it a ſufficient Apology 
to reply : that as he was the common Father of all Chriſtendom, 


it had not been in his Power, to ſhut up his tender Heart to the 
humble and penitent Suit of the Venetians, The Emperor as 
well as the King of France, being piqued at the Pope's Conduct 


on this Occaſion, were ſo far from following his Example, that 
they ſeemed more than ever determined againſt making Peace. 


hn the Theatre of War changed unexpectedly : The 


Pope, the King of Spain, Henry VIII. King of England, the 
Republick of Trice and the Swiſs Cantons allied themſelves 


againſt the Germans and the French. Lewis XII. was ſo little 


ſtartled at this formidable Alliance, that he doubted not, but 
he ſhould get the better of it, and in Conſequence of this, he 
had a Coin ſtruck with this remarkable Inſcription : Perdam 


Babylonis Nomen i. e. I will deſtroy the very Name of Babylon or 
Rome, In 1512. his Troops beat the Venetians near Breſcia, and 


being joined by the Imperial Forces, in the ſame Year on 


Eaſterday, a complete Victory was won over the Pope's Troops 
near Ravenna. This unexpected Defeat got the better of his 
Holineſs's Temper, he was ſo much nettled at it, that he forgot 
for this Time, that he was he commen Father of Chriſtendom, 
and thenceforth meditated nothing but Revenge. A martial Fit 
ſeizing upon him on a fudden, he took the Field, and looking 
on St. Peter's Keys as uſeleſs on this Occaſion, threw them into 


the Tiber, and as a Friend of his, thereupon, put- him in Mind 


of 


. 
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of theſe Words of Chriſt to Peter: Put up thy Sword into the 


Scabbard, he ſmartly replied, that he would very readily do the 
ſame, as ſoon as he had had the Opportunity, like Peter, to cut off 


ene of his Enemy's Ears. The Pope was fortunate in this new 
War; for by it he got the City of Bologna or Bononia with its 


Territory; this Succeſs gave him no ſmall Satisfaction, as like- 


wiſe the Reconciliation, which was ſoon after brought about 
between him and the Emperor ; whereupon Duke Erich with- 
drew the Imperial Troops from thoſe of the King of France, 
which obliged the Forces of this Prince to retire from Taly in 
1513. they not being able to ſtand their Ground againſt ſo 
many. Hereby the Scales were turned; for the Emperor Maxi- 
milien, being now allied with the King of England and both 


ſeconded by the Ss, theſe three Powers attacked the King 


of France on different Sides. The Imperial Troops took Be- 


ſangon in Franche Comte, the Swiſs beſieged Dijon in Bur- 
gundy, the Engliſb conquered Teroanne and Tournay and beat 


the French near Guinegaſt, which Action is called the Battle 
of Spurs, on Account that the French made more Uſe of their 
Spurs than their Swords in this Engagement. Had the Engliſh, 
Swiſs, and Impertali/?s, after theſe Succefles, joined their Forces, 
the King of France would probably have much been much di- 
ſtreſſed, but the Engliſh went home of their own Accord, the 
Swiſs were ſatisfied with 60,000 Crowns, and the Emperor, 
who had all along ſhewed but little Inclination for this laſt 
War, ordered his Troops to withdraw, Hiſtorians obſerve, that 


Duke Erich, while at Beſangon, was in great Danger of loſing 
his Life by a Conſpiracy that was formed againſt him, but that 


a Lady, who was appriſed of it, and juſtly admired his ſupe- 
rior Merit, being terrified at the Thought, that fo valiant a 
Prince ſhould be baſely murdered, diſcovered the Plot in Time, 
and therchy ſaved his Life. dhe 
Our chief Deſign being to relate the memorable Actions of the 
Princes of the Houſe of Brunſwick, and to interfere no more in the 


general 
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general Affairs of Europe, than as theſe have ſome Connexion with 
the Hiſtory of this illuſtrious Houſe: it muſt not be expected, that 
we ſhould continue to relate, in what manner the Venetian War 
was carried on, after Duke Erich quitted the Imperial Army, 

which happened in the Year 1513. We ſhall therefore only 
obſerve, that the Yenetrans at laſt got the better of the Em- 
peror, and thyt after beating him near Vicenza, and repoſ- 
ſeſſing themſelves of Verona, they obliged him in 1515. to make 
Peace with them, upon Terms, which were much to their Ad- 
vantage. Erich at length returned to his Dominions, after he 


had been abſent from end ten Vears, in which Time he had 


fought twelve Battles and acted in Perfon in twenty different 
Aſaults. His Subjects received him with open Arms, joyfully 
congratulating their victorious Prince, who as a Teſtimony of 
his Courage and Succeſs, brought back with him a great Num- 
ber of Colours, and other warlike Trophies, taken from the 
Enemy 1 in his Expeditions. = 

It has been faid above, that in the Year 1463, after the 
Death of Ortho Cocles, the laſt of the Line of Gottingen, Wil. 
liam the Vickorious, Erich's Grand-Father, poſſeſſed himſelf of 
the States of that Line. Hereupon a great Law-Suit enſued 
between the Houſes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, which laſted 
till Erich's Return, when it was happily concluded in his 
Favour, he remaining in Poſſeſſion of the States of Gottingen 


with the Territories belonging thereto. 

Hie began in 1526. to build a Caſtle * a magnificent 
Palace, which he finiſhed in 1530. and called it after his Name 
Erichſburg. It may be conceived, that this additional Expence, 
joined to the great Charges he was at in the many Expeditions, 
he had undertaken, muſt have cauſed him to contract conſi- 
derable Debts: yet ſuch was his Tenderneſs for his Subjects, 
that he could not be prevailed upon to overcharge them with 


| Taxes. An Alchymiſt having one Day offered to ſhew him a 


Method, how to inrich himſelf by tranſinuting Copper into 
Silver, 
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Silver, which ſhould ſtand the Fire nine or ten Times, after 


which, he confeſſed, its Virtue would begin to decreaſe : Erich, 
notwithſtanding he was ſtraitened for Want of Money, would 
never permit him to make the Experiment, but rejecting his 
Propoſal with Indignation, ordered him to quit fortwith his 
Dominions, on Pain of having his Eyes put out. 

A Diet being appointed at Hagenau in the Year 1 540, he 
aſſiſted at it, and died there, not without Suſpicion of having 


been poiſoned. He left by his ſecond Wife Elizabeth, Daughter 
of Joachim I. Elector of Brandenburg, one Son, named Erich II. 


who ſucceeded him in the Principality of Calenberg.

His Mother kept the the Huge of 
Adminiſtration till he came of Age. The Beginning of his Reign Luneburg. 
Was auſpicious; ; Francis Count of Drepholt, offered to hold his Table VI. 


County as a Fief from him, and to become his Vaſſal, which 
was complied with; and hereby, after the Extinction of that 


Family, the County of Diepholt devolved to the Houſe of 


Luneburg. The Middle and End of his Reign were unfor- 


tinate. 
The Biſhoprick of Hildeſheim, at this Time, was in a moſt "RA 


riſhing Condition, Seven fine Counties belonged to it, ſo that there- 


by John of the Houſe of Saxe Lauenburg, its Biſhop, had a very 
conſiderable Income. His Ambition increaſing with his Riches, 


he ventured to make War upon Duke Erich I. and his Nephew 


Henry the Younger of the Line of IWolfenbuttel, in the Year 1519, 
immediately upon the Death of the Emperor Maximilian I. with 
whom theſe Princes were in great Favour. The Occaſion of it was 


trifling ; John had a Pique againſt one Burchard de Saldern, who 


being in high Eſteem with Erich and his Nephew, he upon this 


Account picked a Quarrel with them, and in order to ſtrengthen 
his Party, on ſome Pretence or other, prevailed upon Henry the 
Younger of the Houſe of Luneburg and ſeveral others of his 


Neighbour, to enter into Alliance with him. Erich had Intel- 
Dag. ligence 
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remained upon the Spot, and Erich, with another of 
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ligence of this League, and taking Umbrage at the Biſhop's 
preparing for War, aſked what were his Reaſons for ſo doing ; 
to which he replied : that, provided Duke Erich and his Rela- 
tions would but leave him in Poſſeſſion of the Peace he then 
enjoyed, he would not attempt to diſturb theirs. Yet nothwith- 


ſtanding theſe fair Promiſes, ſcarce had he heard of the Emperor 


Maximilian's Death, but he began Hoſtilities; he fell upon 


the Biſhoprick of Minden in the Middle of Paſtion Week, 


when by Reaſon of his Function he ought to have been employed 


in a quite different Manner. Francis, Brother of Henry the 


Younger of the Line of Yolfenbuttel, was then Biſhop of Minden, 
and in cloſe Alliance with his Brother and Duke Erich, his 
Uncle. John, in the firſt Conſternation, which his ſo ſuddenly 
taking the Field occaſioned, made an eaſy Conqueſt of the Cities 
of Minden and Peterſhagen, and fluſhed by this Succeſs, thence 


turned his Arms to the Country of . The Princes of 


both Lines of Calenberg and of Wolflenbuttel were not idle on their 
Part, they marched into the Biſhoprick of Hilde/heim, which 

drew the Biſhop's Troops thither ; great Exceſſes were com- 
mitted on both Sides, and the poor People, as is commonly the 


Caſe, underwent all the Calamities attending War. Erich and 


his Nephew Henry of Molſfenbuttel, being defirous to bring Things 
to a ſhort Iflue, attacked at length Peine, in the Biſhoprick of 
Hilaeſteim. They ſoon were Maſters of the City, but the For- 


treſs made great Reſiſtance. The Biſhop took this Opportunity 
to make Overtures of Peace, which induced the Brunſwickers 


to leave Peine. But finding that his Propoſals were but a Feint 
intended to protract the War, they immediately fell upon the 
Dominions of Henry the Younger of Luneburg, his Ally. Here- 
upon, the Troops of Hildeſbeim following them, both Armies 
met, and a moſt deſperate Battle was fought between them 


upon a Heath near So/ftew, which ended to the Advantage 


of the Biſhop, he having gained a complete Victory, 3300 
his 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of Bruns wick. 
his Nephews named William, fourth Brother to Henry the Younger 
of the Line of Wolfenbuttel, beſides many of their People were made 


Priſoners ; to the inexpreſſible Joy of the Biſhop, who in an 


Extaſy ordered the chief Colours, taken in this memorable 


Battle, to be ſet up in the Dome of Hildeſbeim as great Trophies. 
If we inquire. into the Cauſe of Erich's Overthrow, we ſhall 


find it to be chiefly owing to the Diſproportion, there was be- 


tween his Troops and thoſe of the Biſhop, who had full 10,000 


Men, whereas Erich had ſcarce 7000, and beſides expoſed himſelf 


too much in the Heat of Battle, whereby he gave his Enemy 


a conſiderable Advantage over him. A ridiculous Difference, 
that aroſe between his People and a Succour ſent from Heſſe to 
his Aſſiſtance, was another Reaſon of his ill Succeſs on this Oc- 
caſion. It was diſputed with uncommon Warmth between the 
Brufwickers and the Hefſians, whether the Animal the Heſſians 
had on their Targets was a Lyon or a Dog, and which of them 
made a better Figure with their Armour, the Brunſwickers or 
the Heſſians? This trifling Diſpute created ill Blood, and the 
Auxiliaries being diſguſted with the Brunſwickers, left them in 
the Lurch, and withdrew before the Engagement began. After 


this fatal Battle the Electors of Mayence, of Saxony, and of Bran- 


denburg interpoſed, and brought about a Truce between the 
contending Parties ; it was agreed, that the Diſpute ſhould be 


left to the Decifion of the new Emperor, and that Duke Erich 


ſhould be ſet at Liberty for a reaſonable Ranſom. Henry Duke 


of Luneburg, who had him in Cuſtody, accepted of theſe Con- 


ditions. It is remarkable, that Charles V. was elected Emperor 
the very Day of the Battle of So/fow. He appointed a Diet to 


be held at Worms, where the Biſhop of Hildeſbeim and Duke 


Erich appeared in Perſon. Charles V. had no favourable Opi- 
nion of the Biſhop, on account that he had created a Diſturbance 
in the Empire, at the Time when his Election was in Agitation. 
Erich improved the Opportunity, and charged his Antagoniſt with

Hardfhips he had undergone in Conſequence thereof ; where- 
upon the Biſhop was deſired to forbear from further Hoſtilities, to 
releaſe Duke William, and to leave the Deciſion of their Difference 
to the Emperor; he was moreover threatened with the Ban of 
the Empire, in Caſe he refuſed to comply with theſe Injuncti- 
ons. The Biſhop, either out of a miſtaken Notion of his being 
an equal Match to any Oppoſer, or that theſe Threats were 
not really intended, ridiculed the Intimation, whereby he ruined, 
not only his own Affairs, but alſo thoſe of his Ally, Henry the 
Younger of the Houſe of Luneburg. The Emperor now firmly 
believing, that the War, which had been entered into by the 
Biſhop, was not ſo much with a View of venting his Spleen 
againſt Erich and his Nephew, as with a Deſign to thwart 
Charles's Election to the imperial Throne, in order thereby to 
pleaſe Francis I. King of France, who was his Competitor to 
that Dignity, declared the Ban againſt the Biſhop and againſt 
Henry of Luneburg. The Houſes of Calenberg and Wo {jenbuttel 
had the Execution of the Ban committed to them ; and in Con- 
ſequence thereof, that ſame Year, made themſelves Maſters of 
many Caſtles and Cities belonging to the Biſhoprick of Hil-. 
 deſheim. The famous Faule Mette, already mentioned, and another 
extraordinary Piece of Ordinance, called the Heu, Lyon, were

* were carried on with that Vigour and Succeſs, that the Prelate, 3

it HAereupon the Dukes of Brunſwick beſieged the City of Hill. 

I. deſheim, but their Efforts proved fruitleſs ; they afterwards tryed 


their Fortune before the Fortreſs of Peine, but here they were 
likewiſe diſappointed ; for though they battered down almoſt 
all its Towers, they. could not maſter the Place, and when the 

3 following Vear they renewed the Siege, it was witli no better 
= _ * Succeſs, ſo that at length they were obliged to give up their De- 
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thereby recover all the Biſhoprick, but he miſſed his Aim ; the 
 Brunſwickers, though they could not get Poffeflion of the City 
of Hildeſheim and of Peine, maintained their Superiority over 
him; during the Time that this War laſted, they poſſeſſed 
themſelves of ſeven of his Cities, beſides nineteen Calles, and a 
vaſt Number of Boroughs; whereas the Biſhop kept no more 
than the City of Hildeſbeim, and the three Fortreſſes of Steuer- 
wald, Marienburg, and Peine. At length Charles V. to prevent

the further Effuſion of Blood, intcrpoſed, and left the Deciſion 


of the whole Difference to the Electors of Mayence, of Saxony, 
and of Brandenburg. The Priſoners were releaſed on both Sides, 
each Party kept what it had taken in theſe Troubles, and the 
City of Fildeſicim put itſelf under the Protection of Duke Erich. 
Thus this famous War, called the War of Hildeſteim, ended, 

after it had laſted four Years. Henry the Younger of Luneburg, 
who, as the Biſhop's Ally, had drawn upon himſelf the Empe- 
_ ror's Diſpleaſure, had the Prudence to prevent the Effects of it; 


for he was no ſooner informed that the Ban was proclaimed 
againſt him, but he diveſted himſelf of his Poſſeſſions, gave them 


up to his Sons, and thereupon retired to France. He reſided 


1521. 


there till the Vear 1527, when he returned to Germany. The 


Ban was repealed in 1530, and he died at VMinhuſen in the Year 
1532. His Wife was Margaret, Daughter of Erneft Elector of 


Saxony, by whom he had Ortho, Erneft, and Francis. Each of 


them was the Founder of a Line, Otho of that at Harburg, Erneſt 
of that at Zelle, and Francis of chat at Gifhorn.

Ib V. Burg, had, at different Times, attempted to bring this Country, 
5 vrhich belonged to the See of Bremen, in Subjection to him, and 
Jobn, Archbiſhop of Bremen, not finding himſelf in a Condi- 
tion to oppoſe the Incroachments of the Duke, conferred the Co- 
adjutorſhip of the See of Bremen on Chri/topher, Brother of Henry 
the Vunger of the Line of Molſfenbuttel, whereby he gained the 
Aſſiſtance of the Houſe of Brunſwick; and hereupon Magnus 
thought proper to deſiſt, from moleſting the Murſati. At Chri- 
opher's coming to the Archbiſhoprick, this People, unmind- 
ful of the Protection, they had received through his Means, re- 
volted againſt him, and denying Obedience to the See of Bremen, 
pretended to be a free and independent People. They prepared 
for War: although the Number of Men capable of bearing Arms 
was very conſiderable, the Women inſiſted on being Sharers 
in the common Danger. They took the Field, and both ha- 
ving placed a particular Confidence in a certain rall and ſtrong 
Friezlandiſh Maid, they intruſted her with carrying their chief 
Colours. When they had pitched their Camp, they ſolemnly 
aſſured each other, that they were firmly reſolved to defend the 
Common Cauſe, (as they termed it) to the laſt Drop of their 
Blood. Yet, notwithſtanding this ſeeming Undauntedneſs, their 
Courage ſoon flagged ; for ſcarce had the Archbiſhop with his 
Relations faced them, but they were ſeized with a Panick Terror, 
which would have been followed by a general F light, had not 
the Authority of their Commanders prevented it. They en- 
gaged at length, and in Proportion as the Action grew hot, 
ſcemed obſtin.tcly bent to ſtand their Ground: but their chief 
OM” .

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Enſign the Friezlandiſh Maid, having been cloven in two with 
a Butle- Ar and their principal Banner thereby loſt, they were 
ſo diſheartened by this Accident, that from that Time their Ardour 


viſibly decreaſed, and they were ſoon after defeated. A great 


many of the Vurſati were ſlain, but many more taken Priſoners, 


whom the Conquerors uſed with much Humanity. But as this 
People was inclinable to revolt, the Archbiſhop, in order to keep 
them in Awe, thought fit, to erect a Caſtle in their Country; 
this Fortreſs, being intended to lay them under a perpetual Re- 
ſtraint, was called Lucifer. The Wurſati, though vanquiſhed, 


were highly provoked at this Uſage, and bore it with great Im- 


patience, which being perceived by Magnus Duke of Saxe- 
Lauenburg, he improved the Opportunity, and prevailed upon 
them to take up Arms again ; they, at his Inſtigation, on a 
ſudden, ſurprized the Caſtle, and having turned out the Garriſon, 


levelled the Fortreſs with the Ground. This their mutinous 


Conduct, would infallibly have proved their utter Ruin, had 
they had to do with Princes leſs inclined to Mercy, The Arch- 


biſhop, with his Relations, Philip and Henry, having marched 


againſt them a ſecond Time, at the Head of a conſiderable Body 


of Troops, found but little Reſiſtance, even from thoſe, that 


had been the foremoſt in the Inſurrection. Hereupon the Sol- 
diers of the confederate Princes, not being willing to return home, 

without leaving Proofs of their Reſentment, were for uſing them 
according to their Deſerts ; but Philip and Henry, ſo far from 
countenancing this Spirit of Revenge, forbad all Violence on 
the ſevereſt Penalties, and having taken ſuch Meaſures as might 
prevent an Inſurrection for the future, wy marched back with 


their Troops to their Dominions.

From thence he went to Paris, were he 
was in great Eſteem with Francis I. then King of France, and 
after having acquired at that Court ſuch Accompliſhments, as 
were not to be met with any where elſe in thoſe Days, he re- 
turned in 1521. to his native Country, and took upon him th 
Government of his Dominions ; juſt at a Time, when Germa 7y 
was on the Point of dividing itſelf ; into two Parties, on account 
of Luther's Tenets. | 
It has been already obſerved, that the Emperor Otho IV, one 
of the moſt illuſtrious Anceſtors of the Houſe of Brunſwick, ſo 
early as in the Beginning of the thirteenth Century, nothwith- 
| ſtanding the Ignorance and Bigotry of thoſe Times, endeavoured 
with uncommon Reſolution, to lay open the Abuſes of the See 
of Reme, even in Spite of its Excommunications. His Endea- 
vours, though they were not attended with the Succeſs they 
deſerved, yet do him great Honour, and muſt render his Memory 
| ſacred to Poſterity; on account that he was the firſt Prince, who 
aftcr Papacy was grown to its higheſt Pitch, ventured to oppoſe 
its Encroachments, whereby others were afterwards prompted 


thoroughly to examine the Title, the Popes pretended * had, 
to impoſe arbitrary Law Chriſtendom. | 
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Thus we find, that ſome time after, (1274) the Council, 
held at Lyons in France, following his Steps, ſtood up in Defence 


of the Liberty of the Gallican Church, denied to the Pope all 


temporal Power in Fance, and limited his eccleſiaſtical Au- 
thority by the ancient Canons and Decretals of that Church. 
Boniface VIII, indeed, attempted in the Beginning of the fol- 


lowing Century (1301) to reverſe the Determination of the 
Council, by inſiſting, that Philip IV. King of France, ſhould 
hold his Kingdom as a Fief from the See of Rome, but he was 


_ diſappointed in his ExpeRation ; he found to his great Morti- 


fication, that the World had now began to grow wiſer ; his 
Bull was publickly burned, and Philip, notwithſtanding the 


Excommunication he then lay under, had the Courage, to 


compliment him with the following Words in one of his 
Letters: Your great Fooliſtneſs cught to know, that we acknow- 


ledge no Superior in Temporals. 
The Roman Empire, which had more Need than any other, 


to ſet Bounds to the Papal Authority, arrived at length to that 
State of Independency on the Pope, to which the Emperor 


Otbo IV. unſucceſsfully ſtrove to bring it. It was agreed upon, 
at a Diet held at Franc#fort in 13 38, as has been obſerved above, 


that, the Emperor had no Superior, that he received his Power 
ſolely from his Elefion ; that the Coronation performed by the Pope 
was not eſſential to his Dignity ; ; that the Pope was nit a Vicar 
of the Empire, during the Vacancy of the Imperial Tyrone; and 
even that he might be judged by a Council; theſe Propoſitions 


were taught openly in the Schools by the famous William 


Occam, and his Diſciples. 
The two Councils, held afterwards at Conſtance and at Bai 


(1414 and 1431) gradually improving upon them, went one 


Step further ; they endeavoured to diveſt the Popes of their 


pretended ſupreme Power in ſpiritual Concerns, and there is great 


Room to believe, that the laſt of theſe Councils would have 


reduced the Papal Authority to nathing. or at leaſt to the 
State, 
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State, it was in, in its Infancy, had not France, by F orce of 
Arms, obliged the Fathers of this Council to diſperſe, before 


they could bring their Scheme to bear. 
However, theſe Tranſactions did not a little contribute to rowze 


People from the Supinity, they had been in for ſome Centuries. 
They gradually began to get the better of their Prejudices, and 
to reflect on the Errors and Abuſes, that had crept into the 


Church at ſundry Times. MWiclef had in the fourteenth Century 


maintained, that the Pope was the Anti-Chrift ; in the Beginning 
of the following Century John Huſs, defended this and his 
other Aſſertions in Bohemia ; his Countrymen's Eyes being thus 
opened, they were brought earneſtly to ſtruggle againſt the 


Incroachments of the See of Rome ; whereupon they applied to 


the Council of Baf, and obtained Leave for receiving the Sacra- 


ment in both Kinds, as has been ſaid above, Towards the 


Cloſe of the ſame Century the celebrated Italians, Antonius Sa- 
_ bellicus, Hermolaus Barbarus, Johannes Pico Mirandulanus, and 
others, having revived the Taſte of true Learning and Criticiſm, 

this Circumſtance, in Conjunction with thoſe above hinted at, 
were ſo many Preparatives or Preludes to that happy Refor- 


mation, that was brought about in this ſixteenth Century, 
The See of Rome, by its inſatiable Avarice, was itſelf inſtru- 


mental, though not deſignedly, in forwarding this Revolution in 
the Church. The Chriſtian Princes, being tired with making 


Expeditions to the Holy Land, which, in Reality, were nothing 


elſe but ſpecious Pretences, invented by the Popes, to drain them 
of their Blood and Treaſure, another Scheme was ſet on Foot, 
to allure them and their Subjects to part, if not with their Blood, 
at leaſt with their Money. Frequent Jubilees were kept at Rome, 


and all that reſorted thither, received Abſolution of their Sins, 


for a particular Sum. Jubilees, according to their firſt Inſtitu- 
tion, were to take Place but once in a Century; the Popes per- 


ceiving the Advantages that aroſe from bringing together ſuch a 


the 


vaſt Concourſe of People to their Market, from all Parts of 
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the Chriſtian World, ſhortened the Time, and ordered a Jubilee 
to be kept every fifty Years, Not ſatisfied with this neither, 
and being willing to make the beſt Hand they could of the ſu- 
perſtitious Credulity of thoſe Times, they appointed one to be 
celebrated every thirty Vears, obtruding this filly Reaſon as a 
plauſible one for fo doing: That our Saviour had entered into 
bis Miniſtry in the thirtieth Year of his Age. Immenſe Sums 
were brought into the Pope's Coffers, on account of theſe Jubilees, 
and they were ſquandered away by them and their Relations with 
the moſt ſhameful Profuſeneſs. Alexander VI. having, by Means 
of a Jubilee, kept during his Pontificate, (1 500) gathered together 
a prodigious Treaſure, his natural Son Ceſar Borgia, to the 
Scandal of all Chriſtendom, made Uſe of it to imbroil all /aly; 
and when he was reproached by his Friends for his unbounded 
Prodigality, he was uſed to fay, in a ſneering Manner: That what 
he thus threw away was nothing, but the Revenue ariſing from the 
Sinus of the Germans. The Indulgences being found ſo bene- 
ficial to the See of Rome, the Sale of them became a particular 
Trade, and was no more confined to certain Times and Jubilees. 
Leo X. with a View to facilitate this profitable Commerce, and 
at the ſame Time to make the beſt of thoſe, that could not come 
to Rome, had theſe Indulgences hawked about in all Parts of 
the Chriſtian World. He conſtituted Arcimboldus, whom the 
Suedes had nominated to the Archbiſhoprick of Up/al, Director 
of theſe Sales, and Fobn Tetzel, one of his Subſtitutes, had Saxony 
aſſigned him for his particular Province; where, to the Aſto- 
niſhment of the Inhabitants, he abſolved People, not only from 
paſt, but alſo future Sins, for certain Rates, ſet down in the 
Tariff that had been given him. Luther, an Auguſtine Monk, 
and Profe or at Wittenberg, thought himſelf called upon, to 
exert his Zeal on this Occaſion; he not only preached againſt 
theſe Indulgences, but made heavy Complaints of Tetzel's im- 
pious Proceedings, firſt to the Archbiſhop of Mayence, and af- 
terwards to the Pope himſelf. This Quarrel was looked upon 
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in the Beginning to be no more than a Sholaſtick Controverſy, 


which would Toon be at an Etid; but Luther, being led by Means 
of the Doctrine, that had Been broached upoH Indulgences, to 


examine into Matters, that felated infimediately to the Pope's 


Authority; Leo X. fearing, what might be the Conſequence of 


this Step, ſummoned him to appear at Rome. Frederic ſurnamed 


the Wiſe, Elector of Saxony, who approved of Lutber's Conduct 
throughout the whole Affair, diſſuaded him from going thither, 
and obtained the Pope's Leave for him to appear at Augburg, 
in order to clear himſelf before Cajetanus, the Pope's Nuncio. 


Cajetams, who had no Mind to diſpute with Luther, infiſted | 


on his recanting, and promiſing to write no more on the Points 
in Debate. This Luther confented to do, provided he might, 
firft of all, be convinced of his Errors by the Word of God. 


Hereupon Cijetatites denied to ſee him any further, and Zutber 


returned home.

The Year after died the Emperor Maximilian I. who, fo far 
from fuffering himſelf to befperfaaded to proceed againſt Luther, 


was uſed to fay: That tid the Clergy leud pious Lives, there would 


be no Neceſſity fir Luther: Reforming. His Succeſſor Charles V. 
who was of a different Diſpoſition, inſtead of following the Ex- 


ample of Moderation, ſet hith by his Predeceſſor, ſteered a dif- 
ferent Courſe, and thereby gave Occaſion to the violent Meaſures 
that were taken to nip the Reformation, if poſſible, in its very 
Bud. Lulber was excommunicated, and his Doctrines condemn- 


ed; which Step, however conducive it might appear to be at 


that Time, towards attaining the End that was aimed at by it, 
proved to be the greateſt Fault, Pope Leo X. ever committed. 


For, on one Hand, he, by this impolitick Proceeding, brought 
Luther to deſpair ; and on the other, his pretended Infallibility 


would not permit him to retract; ſo that all Means for bringing 
Things to an amicable, Compoſition were at once taken away: 
whereas had he ſuſpended the Deciſion, and condeſcended to 


reform ſome of the groſſeſt Abuſes, Luther complained of, this, 
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in all human Probability, would have afforded him an Opportu- 
nity, to come off with tolerable Honour. 
The Pope's precipitated Ex communication exaſperated Luther 


to that Degree, that in the ſame Year he publickly burned the 
Pope's Bull, and at the ſame Time the Canon Law. Several 


Books were publiſhed againſt him, among which was that wrote. 


by Henry VIII. King of England for which the Pope granted 
him the Title of Defender of the Faith. The Univerſities of 
Paris, Louvain, and others, exerted themſelves likewiſe in Op- 


poſition to his Tenets, but Learning, eſpecially in religious Mat- 


ters, was now become ſo diffuſive, that * eaſily * 
who was in the Right. | 

Charles V. at length fummoned Luther, to appear at the Diet 
of Worms, and for this Purpoſe, granted him a Safe-Conduct. 
The tragical End Fobn Huſs had met with at Conſtance in 14.15, 
was remembered by Luther's Friends on this Occaſion ; they 
fearing, that he might be brought into the ſame Snare, if he ac- 


cepted of the Safe-Conduct, diſuaded him from it, but he being 


of an undaunted Spirit, rejected their Advice and appeared at 


IVorms. Here he refuſed to recant as he had done at Augsburg . 


three Years before; whereupon the Clergy infinuated to the 


Emperor, that Faith was not to be kept with Hereticks, to which, 


Charles V. made this generous Anſwer, that were no Faith to be 


Found in the Reſt of the World, it ought at leaſt to be met with in 


a Roman Emperor, Had this unexpected Anſwer proceeded.

Luther, though he retired in Safety from the Diet, was im- 


 medliately after put to the Ban of the Empire. The Elector of 


Saxony, conſidering the Dangers, he muſt inevitably be expoſed 
to, on his Return from Worms, ordered a Troop of masked 
Horſemen to meet him upon the Road, and to guard him to 


the Caſtle of Vartburg near Eyſenach in Thuringen, whereby in 


the Beginning neither his Friends nor Enemies had any Know- 
ledge of what was become of him. About this Time, his 
Tenets came to be received not only in Upper and Lower Saxony, 


but alſo in other Parts of Germany, and in the North. 


Erneſt was the firſt of the Houſe of Brunſwick - Luneburg 
that embraced Luther's Doctrine. Otho and Francis, his Bro- 
thers, and Philip of the Line of Grubenhagen, followed his 
Example; they were all three preſent at the Diet of Worms, 
and during their Stay there, Erne/?, with the Approbation of his 
two Brothers, made the Preparatives that were neceſſary, to in- 
troduce the Reformation in the Circle of the Leer Saxony, as 


His Uncle the Elector of Saxony was doing in that of the Upper 


Saxony. Erneft, whoſe Learning, Candour, and Integrity cannot 


be too much admired, ſhewed uncommon Prudence and Mo- 


deration in carrying on his Undertaking ; publickly declaring to 
his Subjects, that his Intention was by no Means to force their 
Conſciences, but only to- afford them an Opportunity, to examine 
the Merits of the Doctrines in Debate, and to determine accord- 


ingly. This candid and impartial Way of proceeding, was not 


at all reliſhed by the Popiſh Clergy; it is inconceivable, how 
many Difficulties they ſtarted, and Snares they laid him, in or- 
der to obſtruct his Deſign : but all theſe Artifices, far from 
leſſening his Ardour, confirmed him the more in his Undertaking, 


and made him look upon it as a Work, directed by the Spirit 


of God, which no human Power can withſtand. His Father 


in 
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In his Exile at Paris, the Popith Clergy imagining, that his 
Preſence at home might be an Hindrance to the Reformation, 

ſollicited him underhand to return, and for that Purpoſe procured 
the Repeal of the Ban of the Empire ; but here again they miſſed 
their Aim, for, though he came back to his native Country, he 
was prevailed upon by his Sons, not to interfere in the Buſineſs 
of the Reformation; whereby Erne/# was left at Liberty, to 
purſue the glorious Scheme he had tormed, gradually to aboliſh 


the Errors and Abuſes, that had crept into the Church. An 


Undertaking of ſo arduous a Nature, had it been confined to 
his own Dominions, muſt have required an uncommon Share of 
Application and Conſtancy ; theſe he chearfully exerted for the 
ſpiritual Welfare of his Subjects; nay, ſo great was his Concern 
for extending the Knowledge of the pure Faith, that he gene- 


rouſly ſent learned Men to the County of Hoya, to Eaſt-Friezland,. 


and other Parts of Germany, to preach the Goſpel in its native 
Simplicity. In a Word, ſuch was his Zeal in the Cauſe of the 
Reformation, ſo many and ſo great were the Difffculties and 
Oppoſitions he met with on that Account, that he juſtly merited 
the Surname that was given him of Confeſſor. | 
As for the other Princes of the different Branches af this iluuſt- 
rious Houſe, they did not behave uniformly towards the Re- 
_ The Line of Grubenhagen had Philip for its reign- 
Prince; who embraced the pure Religion, as has been men- 
ted but his Brother Erich, then Biſhop of Pagerborn, of 
| Oſnabriick, and of Munfter, neither oppoſed nor declared for it. 
However, the Reformation made ſome Progreſs in his three 
Biſhopricks, and would have met with ſtill greater Succeſs, 


had Erich openly countenanced it; which, beſides the Merit of 


furthering the Cauſe of true Religion, would, in all Probability, 
have made him inſtrumental, in procuring 8 Advan- 
tages to the Houſe of Brunſwick in after Times. Henry the 
Dunger of the Line of Molſfenbuttel, who was prejudiced againſt 


the Reformation, endeavoured to hinder its Nrogreſi, as did his 
e, four 
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four Brothers, Chriſtopher Archbiſhop of Bremen, Francis OY 
of Minden, Erich Commander of the Teutonic Order, and 


William Commander of that of St. hn. George their dane 


Brother, who after the Death of Chriftopher, became Archbiſhop 
of Bremen, and alſo held the Biſhopricks of Minden and of 
Verden, embraced the Reformation. Erich II. of the Line of 
Calenberg, having · been brought up in it, by the Care of his Mo- 
ther Elizabeth of the Electoral Houſe of Brandenburg, not only 


profeſſed it openly, but ſolemnly declared, that he would per- 
ſevere in it to his End. Notwithſtanding which, when he af- 


terwards came to the Court of the Emperor Chants V. he was 
prevailed upon to go over to the Roman Catholicks, and perſe- 


cuted ſuch as differed from it. 


The Pope and his Adherents, being by this Time fully ſenſible of 


the Danger, they were threatened with from the Reformation, 


thought of Means to ſtop its Progreſs. With this View, it was 


infiſted upon by them at the Diet held at Siers, that the Ban 


declared againſt Luther ſhould be put in Execution, and that 


all thoſe that followed his Doctrine ſhould be compriſed in it. 


But when the Emperor was on the Point of gratifying their 


Deſire, John ſurnamed the Conſtant, then Elector of Saxony, 
Philip the Magnanimous Landgrave of Heſſe, Erneſt the Confeſſor, 


his Brother Francis, and other Members of the Empire, proteſted 


againſt it with ſo much Steadineſs and Reſolution, that Charles 
was much ſtartled at it, and determined to uſe Moderation for 


the preſent. From this Time the Followers of Luther”s Doctrine 
came to be called by the Name of Proteſtants. 


The following Year the Emperor being reſolved to try, whe- 
ther a Reconciliation between the two Perſuaſions might not be 


brought about, appointed another Diet at Aug/burg, where all 


the Proteſtant Princes appeared in Perſon, and at his Requeſt 
delivered to him, in Latin and German, their Confeſſion of 
Faith, with the Authority, whereon each Article was founded ; 

which from thence received the Name of f the Avgſpurg Con- 


telſon. 
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Ein. It was ſubſcribed by every one of the Protęſtant Princes, 
and being publickly read at the Diet, the Emperor could not 


forbear from ſhedding Tears, which were, doubtleſs, owing to 
the Truth and Purity of the Doctrines, contained in it. The 
Proteſtants, however, not being able to obtain the Liberty of 


Conſcience they aimed at, every one returned home, to pre- 
pare for a War of Religion, as they were fully appriſed, that 


it was reſolved upon by thoſe of the Romiſb Perſuaſion. 

The Proteſtant Princes, in order to be ready at all Events, 
thought it expedient to conſult and take Meaſures together, on 
account of the common Danger. They met for this Purpoſe 
at Smalcald, and ſolemnly entered into an Union, whereby they 


ſtipulated to aſſiſt each other with their Lives Pao”; Fortunes, in 


Caſe of Need, againſt thoſe of the Rowan Church. 'This Union, 


in the Beginning, was only to ſubſiſt for five Vears, but was after- 


wards renewed for ten Years more. The Parties concerned in 
it were John Frederic, Elector of Saxony, who ſucceeded in the 
Electorate after the Death of Jobn the Conſtant, Erneſt the Con- 


feſſer, and Francis Dukes of Luneburg, George Marggrave of 
ce of © anbolt : 


Brandenburg, Philip Landgrave of Heſſe, Wolf Rrine 


Gebhard and Albert Counts of Mansfeld, with the Cities of 


Magdeburg and Bremen, to which acceeded Chriſtian King of 


Denmark, the Dukes of Pomerania and Mecklenburg, and the 


Cities of Hamburg, Eimbeck, Northeim, Franckfort, Brunſwick, 


Hanover, Goflar, Gottingen, Minden, Lubech, Stettin, and others, 
Albert Duke of Pruſſia, who alſo had embraced the Reforma- 
tion, offered to come into this Union, but was rejected by the 


Allies, on account of his having been put to the Ban of the 
Empire, for taking Pruſſia as a Fief from the Crown of Poland, 
and thereby diſmembering it from the Empire. 
The Roman Catholick Princes, on their Part, made likewiſe 
an Alliance together, which was called the Holy League. Thoſe 
that entered into it, were the Emperor Charles V. Ferdinand 
his Brother, King of the Romans, Ten 2 of Mayence,

the Archbiſhop of Saltzburg, the Dukes William and "Lewis 


of Bavaria, George ſurnamed the Bearded Duke of Saxeny, 


Erich of the, Line of Calenberg, and Henry the Younger of the 
Line of Wolfenbuttel. Henry was appointed by the League to 
be Chief Commander of its Forces. 

During all the Time that the Union of Smalcald ſubſiſted, 
which was fifteen Years, each Party kept the other in Suſpence. 
Nothing remarkable happened on either Side, except the Ex- 


pedition of Henry the Tounger of the Line of 227 nouttel againſt 


the City of Gar. Its Inhabitants having fallen under the Diſ- 
pleaſure of the Emperor Charles V. for burning a Convent within 
their Walls, the Ban of the Empire was declared againſt them, 
and Henry of the Line of WV: [fenbuttel, to whom the Execution 
of it was committed, marched his Troops with a View of re- 


| ducing the City. It is probable, he flattered himſelf, that he 
' ſhould maſter it, before the Inhabitants were able to engage any 
one of their Neighbours in their Intereſt, or perhaps, that this 


City being proſcribed, none would venture to eſpouſe its Cauſe, 


However, to his great Diſappointment, it happened otherwiſe ; 


Jobn Frederic Elector of Saxony, Erneſt the Confeſſor, and Philip 
Landgrave of Heſſe, in Conſideration of this City's being one of 


the contracting Parties of the Union of Smalcald, thought them 
ſelves obliged to haſten to its Aſſiſtance, and this they did ſo 


effectually, that an Army of 22,000 Men approached Henry's 
Dominions, when he leaſt expected it. This Step not only pre- 
vented his Deſign againſt Ggſlar, but his Forces being much 


inferior in Number to thoſe of the Proteſtant Princes, he was 
under a Neceſſity of retreating, whereby he gave them an Op- 


portunity to ſeize on all his Dominions, except the Fortreſs of 
IW.Ifenbyttel ; which ſtood out for a conſiderable Time, before it 


gave Ear to the Propoſals of the Allies. The Garriſon, on be- 


ing ſummoned to ſurrender, anſwered the Meſſenger, with this 
Feer : That he might call again, on the ſame Errand, in two or three 
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ed in attacking the Fortreſs, by daily increaſing the Number of 
Bombs they threw into the Place, the more the Beſieged braved 
their Attempts, and in order to make them - ſenſible, how little 
apprehenſive they were of being ſubdued by them, they cauſed 
a Man to be placed on the Tower of the Caſtle, and to found, 

with a Trumpet, at repeated Times, a certain. Tune, which in 
thoſe Days was uſed for ſhewing the higheſt Contempt. Here- 
-upon the Beſiegers had all their Canon pointed at the Tower, 

which, on account of the continual Fire, was at length, with 
the Muſician, brought to the Ground. T his cauſed fo great a 
Conſternation in the Fortreſs, that the Garriſon, not thinking 


2 10 expect further Extremities, a fe. Days after, ſtruck 


a Capitulation and ſurrendered. Thus Henry was intireſy 
diſpoſed of his Dominions, and retired to Bavaria; which 
gave Erneſt the Confeſſer, a favourable Opportunity of introdu- 
cing the Reformation in the Wo If enbuttel Dominions, and alſo 
in the City of Hildeſheim, notwithſtanding the ſtrong SET 
made againſt it by its Biſhop. 

If we inquire into the Motive, the Proteſtant ce had, 7 4 
proceeding thus againſt Henry, and for not confining themſelves 
to fruſtrate his Deſign upon the City of Goflar, we ſhall find, 
that he was looked upon by them, as a moſt dangerous Enemy 
to the Reformation. As they were thoroughly acquainted with 

Lo his blind Zeal and perſecuting Spirit, this induced them to ap- 
[ prehend his Reſentment, as he not only was a great Soldier, but 
| remarkably active, and had an extraordinary Influence and Au- 
thority over the Princes of his Perſuaſion, who, without Reſerve, 


greſs of the Proteſtant Religion. He continued in Exile till the 


Year 1545, When, having raiſed ſome Forces, he returned, at 


the Head of them. to his Dominions, and poſſeſſed himſelf of 
ſeveral Places; after which he laid Siege to the Fortreſs of ol 

fenbuttel, It was not long before the Landgrave of H. oe, „ and 
Maurice Duke of SAxeny, of the Albertine Line, got Intell lligence

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fell in with whatever he propoſed towards obſtructing the Pro- 
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of it, whereupon they advanced with a conſiderable Army to 


its Relief, Henry, finding himſelf thus diſappointed in his 


Deſign, broke up the Siege with great Precipitation, and reſolved 
upon a Retreat. This, however, was not ſo eaſily to be accom- 
pliſhed ; both Armies were at ſo little a Diſtance from one ano- 


ther, that it was impoſſible for him to move, without coming 


to an Engagement. Maurice did all in his Power to prevent the 
Effuſſion of Blood, for which Purpoſe, having brought about a 
Ceſſation of Hoſtilities till the Evening of the next Day, he 
employed that Time in going from one Army to the other, to 
mediate a Peace. Henry, notwithſtanding the great Diſadvan- 
tage, he at preſent lay under, rejected all the Terms that were 
propoſed to him, infiſting, that his Dominions ſhould be re- 
ſtored to him ; whereas he Landgrave, as politively, demanded 
on his Part, that Henry ſhould give Security not to moleſt the 


Proteſtants ; that he ſhould ſurrender himſelf to Maurice; and 
that he ſhould ſtand by this Prince's Award, in Relation to the 
of the War, as well as the Damages, he had cauſed to 


Charges 
the City of Goar. Hereupon the Landgrave, in the Dead of 


the Night, detached a Body of Horſe and Foot, with ſome 


Canon, and the Van-Guard, by Break of Day, being arrived to 
a Paſs upon a rifing Ground, not far from Henry's Camp, the 


Landgrave with the Reſt of the Army followed thither. A 


ſharp Action enſued, and the Landgrave's Canon having done 
vaſt Execution, this, with the great Superiority of his Army, 


at length, put Henry upon ſuing for Peace ; but it was now 
too late, the Landgrave made no other Aer, than that he and 


his eld:ff Son Charles Victor muſt immediately ſurrender themſelves 


Priſeners. This Propoſal was, doubtleſs, a hard one, but the 
Situation Henry was in, obliged him to make a Virtue of Ne- 
ceſſity; he therefore ſurrendered with his Son to the Landgrave, 
who had them conducted to the Fortreſs of Ziegenhayn in Heſſe. 


It is remarkable, that at the Arrival of theſe two illuſtrious Princes 


in the Landgrave' 8 Dominion, his whole Court was in great 
Joy. 
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Joy, except his Son William, who ſhed Tears, and being aſked 
the Reaſon, anſwered : That the Fall of Crœſus, and the Advice 
of Solon had juſt occurred to his Memory, And, indeed, the vic- 


torious Landgrave, who then was in the Height of his Glory, 


and unacquainted with the Viciflitudes of Fortune, little thought 


at this Time, that in two Years, Things would take another 
Turn, and he be obliged to ſbeit to as bad Conditions, 


Not long after Henry's Cataſtrophe the Union of Smalcald 


ended, The Year following the Emperor appointed a Diet at 
Augsburg, whither but few Proteſtant Princes ſent their Am- 
baſſadors, and little Hopes appeared of compoſing the Differences 


in Religion. At length Charles V. ſtirred up by the unwearied 


Applications of the See of Rome, began to levy Troops, whereof 
the Elector of Saxony, the Landgrave of Heſſe, Erneſt the Con- 


feſſir, and the other Proteſtant Princes, eaſily perceiving the 


Meaning, put themſelves in a State of Defence; to which they 


were the more inclined, as they had Intelligence, that the Em- 
peror had agreed with the Pope, to force all the German Princes 
to obey the Council of Trent, which then had juſt aſſembled. 


However, that their Proceedings might not be liable to ſiniſter 
Interpretations, they publiſhed a Manifeſto, wherein they ſet 
forth the Motives, they had, for taking this Step ; at which the 


Emperor was ſo incenſed, that he put them forthwith to the 
Whatever might be his Views, in this raſh 


Determination, it had no other Effect, than that * accelerating 


Ban of the Empire. 


the War, which, without it, perhaps might have been delayed for 
The Proteſtant Princes, being convinced of 


the Emperor's Intention to lay a Conſtraint upon their Conſciences, 
declared War againſt him, and it is faid, that in the Declaration, 


that was ſent to him on this Account, they even avoided giving 


him the Title of Emperor. Having aſſembled an Army of 
100,000 Men, they marched to Ingo/ſtadf in Bavaria, where 


the Emperor, who was not ina Condition to make Head againſt 


= auen, had intrenched himſelf. They — his Camp, 
but 
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but neglected to take further Advantage of his Situation, whereby 
he gained Time, not only to draw to himſelf Troops from 
Italy and Spain, but to ally himſelf with Maurice Duke of 
Saxony of the Albertine Line; who, in Conſequence of this 
Alliance, fell upon the Dominions of the Elector of Saxony, and 
made great Progreſs in ſubduing ſeveral of his Cities, , This 
ſudden Irruption obliged the Army of the Proteſtants to retreat; 
in order to ſuccour the Electorate ; they were extraordinary 
ſucceſsful againſt Maurice, from whom they not only recon- 
quered all the Places he had ſeized upon, but, turning the 
Tables upon him, made themſelves Maſters of almoſt all the 
Territories that belonged to him. The Emperor, during this 
Time, received ſeveral Reinforcements, and finding himſelf now 
in a Poſture to face his Enemies, marched by the Way of Bo- 
hemia to Saxony, where Maurice having joined him, he ſurprized 
the Proteſtant Princes, juſt at a Time, when their Army was 
divided, and a Part of it employed ia making Conqueſts upon 
Maurice. The River Elbe ſeparating the Imperial and Proteſ- 
tant Armies, the Elector, who was at the Head of the latter, b- 
in the Beginning thought his Army in Safety; but the Inperiali its ...- 
having got together. a Number of Boats, wherewith they con- 1 
ſtructed a Bridge over that River, and a Peaſant, whoſe Horſes 
the Saxons had taken againſt his Will, having ſhewed the Ju- 
perial Cavalry a Place, where the Elbe was fordable : the Elector 
was ſenſible of the Danger he was now in, and reſolved to re- 
treat under the Canon of Vattenberg. The Duke of Alba, who 3B 
commanded the Vnperialiſts, having perceived his Deſign, fol- . 
lowed him with ſo much Expedition, that the Proteſtants were 3 
forced to make a Stand near Mublberg, and to come to a Battle; þ 
which ended fo fatally for them, that they not only loſt the Dax, 
but a great Number of them were either cut in Pieces, or made 
Priſoners, amongſt the latter was the Elector himſelf, with Er- 
neſt, eldeſt Son of Philip of the Line of Grubenbagen, who com- 
manded a Part of the Proteſtant Army, and, according to the 
Report 
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Report even of the Roman Catholicks, behaved with great 


Bravery in this unfortunate Action. 
Both Princes were led Priſoners to the Tmpericl Court, and 


| had not their Religion afforded them Comfort in their preſent 
Diſtreſs, they might have ſank under the Weight of it, and have 


been tempted, with Pompey, to expreſs their Amazement, that 
Providence ſhould ſometimes ſeem to favour the worſt of Cauſes, 


that of Tyranny againſt Liberty, and that of Oppreſſion againſt 
Juſtice. Their Misfortunes were not felt by themſelves alone, 
but by all the Proteſtants. The Conſternation, they lay under 


on this Occaſion, is not to be exprefled, and yet it was imme- 
diately after conſiderably increaſed, by the Succeſs the Imperial 
Mliniſtry had, in depriving the Landgrave of Heſſe of his Liberty, 

by a moſt unworthy Stratagem. This Prince, who had not 


been preſent at the Battle abovementioned, and was in a Conditi- 
on, to traverſe the Emperor's violent Meafures, againſt the Pro- 


reftents, had been prevailed upon to conſent to come to the Em- 


peror, and to make his Submiſſion to him, on Condition, that 


he ſhould be diſmiſſed from his Preſence without any Impriſon- 


ment. With this the Emperor complied, and a Treaty accord- 


ingly having been drawn up, which conſiſted of ſeveral Articles, 
| beſides the above Condition, the Landgrave went to meet him 
at Halle, where a ſeeming Reconciliation happened between 
them. The Landgrave, who ſuſpected no double Dealings, 


went to withdraw, after having returned Thanks to the Em- 
peror; but found himſelf moſt ſtrangely deceived in the Opini- 
on, he had formed of the Sincerity of the Imperial Court. To 


his great Surprize, the Emperor cauſed him to be impriſoned, 
and upon Complaints made on this Account, anſwered, That he 


had not promiſed that he ſhould net be confined, but only that be 


ſhould not be condemned to perpetual Impriſonment ; and when, 
hereupon, the Treaty came to be inſpected into, it was found, 
that the Word einige or any, which together with other Words 
was intended to ſignify, without any Imprifenment, had been, by 


Car dinal. 
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Cardinal Granvella's Contrivance, fo far altered, as perfectly 
to reſemble the Word ewige or eternal. Thus the Senſe bearing, 
that the Landgrave ſhould not be kept in eternal or perpetual 
Impriſonment, he was, in Spite of all the Repreſentations made 
by the Princes, that had mediated his Accommodation with the 
Emperor, reduced to the Neceſſity, of ſharing a like Fate with 
Jobn Frederic Elector of Saxony, and with Erne/i of the Line of 
Grubenbagen. 
Whilſt the Power of the Proteſtants thus remarkabl y declined, 
that of the Roman Catholicks acquired new Strength. The 
Landgrave of Heſſe, by the Treaty concluded with the Empe- 
ror, had engaged himſelf, to ſet Duke Henry the Tounger of the 
Line of Wolfenbuttel, and his Son at Liberty, to reſtore his 
Country to him, to diſcharge his Subjects from the Oath of 
Fidelity they had taken to the Landgrave, and compound with 
Henry for the Damages he had ſuſtained. In Conſequence here- 
of, Henry regained his Liberty, with the Poſſeſſion of his Do- 
minions, and it being now his Turn to triumph over his Ad- 
verſaries, he commenced a Suit againſt the Proteſtant Confe- 
derates in the Imperial Chamber for the paſt War, wherein he 
_ met with fo bad Succeſs ; and having put his Affairs into a 
good Poſture, reſolved to ſhew his Diſpleaſure towards 

— City of Brunſwick, for ſeveral Reaſons, particularly on ac- 
count that its Inhabitants had embraced the Proteſtant Religion —̃ 
againſt his Will, and had ſhewn too great a Partiality in the | 
War between him and the Landgrave of Heſſe. With this I 
View, having made the neceſſary Preparations for carrying on 

his Deſign, he cloſely beſieged the City; his Canon did great 

Execution, and it is probable, that the Inhabitants, though they 

made a ſtout Defence, would have been obliged to comply with 

his Terms, had not ſeveral Powers intereſted themſelves in

their Behalf, and prevailed upon him to reſtore Peace to the 4 
City, after Hoſtilities had been carried on between both Parties Wo Fl 
for above two Months, q 


The 
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The Emperor was one of thoſe that took a Concern in this 
Affair, as did likewiſe the Hans, Towns, and it feeins, that 
Henry's pacifick Diſpoſitions on this Occaſion , were rather 
owing to the Interpoſition of the latter, than of the former. 
Howbeit, this appears to be one of the laſt Inſtances of the 
Credit and Authority this formidable Aſſociation had acquired to 


itſelf; . for from this Time, we find, that its Power gradually 


leſſened, and that, ſhortly after, the Aſſociation was intirely diſ- 
ſolved. We have already obſerved in the Life of Albert the 


Great, about what Time this famous Aſſociation probably took 


its Riſe; the Contrivers of it had no other View, in the Beginning, 
but to promote a Trade with foreign Countries; for which Purpoſe 
they eſtabliſhed four principal Counters or Staples, viz. one at 
London, one at Bruges in Flanders, ore at Neugard in Ruffia, 
and one at Bergen in Norway ; 85 Cities, among which were 
Brunſwick and Luncburg, compoſed this Aſſociation, and Lubecł 


had the chief Direction. This Society became powerful, in 


Proportion as Trade increaſed their Riches, and at length aſſumed 
ſo great an Authority, that it arbitrarily decided Differences 
amongſt their Neighbours, and even made itſelf formidable to 


the Princes of the Em pire, and to the Kings of Denmark and 
If we inquire into 


Sueden, during almoſt three hundred Years. 
the Cauſes of its Diſſolution, we ſhall find them to be theſe ; 
1. That the advantageous Privileges and Immunities the Hans 
Towns enjoyed in England, Denmark, Sueden, Poland, and Ruffia, 
came to be gradually retrenched; 2. That all Nations, being 


made ſenſible of the Uſefulneſs af Navigation, by the Riches 


that came from the Indies, gave into it, whereby the Monopoly 


of Lubeck conſiderably decreaſed, and at length ceaſed totally; 
That the Cities ſituated on the Sea, being thoſe, that reaped 


ys Advantage from this Aſſociation, and the others never- 


theleſs bearing an equal Share of Expence, the latter, in Proceſs 


of Time, were tired, and renounced the enn on this 
Account ; 4. That f. om the Time a ſupreme Court of Judicature 
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for applying to their Authority, as was uſual, in order to have 
Differences determined and adjuſted. All that now remains of 
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was fixed in Germany, there appeared no further Occafion 


this once famed Society, conſiſts of the Cities of Hamburg, Bremen, 
and Lubeck, which continue to be affociated, and to ſtile them- 
ſelves by the Name of Hans Towns. . 

Henry s Ardour in perſecuting the Proteſtants viſibly abated 
from the Time of his Diſappointment before the City of Brunſ- 
wick. It was not ſo with his Brother, Chriſtopber Archbiſhop of 
Bremen, He endeavoured with all his Power to ſtop the Progreſs 
of the Reformation in his Archbiſhoprick, and finding the Bre- 


mers reſolute in the Defence of it, cauſed his Couſin Erich II. of 


the Line of Calenberg, to inveſt that City. At the ſame Time 
the Imperial General Croning received Orders, to march from 
the Netherlands to ſupport the Siege, whereby the Citizens of 
Bremen were reduced to great Straits, Notwithſtanding the 


Danger, that threatened them, they did not deſpair, but 


applied to Albert Count of Mansfeld, and prevailed upon him to 
come to their Aſſiſtance. Chriſtopher Count of Oldenburg, joined 
him, whereby their Army became ſo conſiderable, that Erich, 
fearing an Invaſion in his own Dominions, raiſed the Siege and 
haſtened to meet his Enemy. Both Armies came up with one 


another near Drackenburg in the County of Hoya, but too ſoon 


for Erich, who was in Expectation of being joined by his Ge- 
neral Wrieſberg. Of this the Count of Mansfeld taking Advan- 
tage, attacked him, and made fo great a Slaughter among his 
People, that Erich was obliged to leave him the F eld of Battle, 
with all his Artillery. 


The Bremers, who were dead under the Diſpleaſure of the 


Imperial Court, for having embraced the Reformation, drew on 
themſelves a new Odium, on account of Er:ch's Defeat, ſo that, 
when they endeavoured to reconcile themſelves with the Empe- 


ror, he, among other Conditions, expreſſly infiſted upon their | 
making this Prince Satisfaction. However, this Injunction was 


ſuperſeded, 
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ſuperſede], by the favourable Turn, Affairs ſoon after took for 


the Proteſtants, which gave the Bremers an Opportunity to ex- 


tricate themſelves with Honour. 


Notwithſtanding the Proteſtants, after the unfortunate Battle 


near Mublberg, had but little Hopes of ever retrieving their Cauſe, 
or of obtaining a free Exerciſe of their Religion; the Emperor's 
Breach of Promiſe with Reſpe& to the Landgrave of Heſſe, at 


length gave Occafion, that Matters were brought to ſuch a Criſis, 
as ended to the Advantage of the Reformation. The Emperor, 
having diveſted the confined Elector Jahn Frederic of his Elec- 


torate, and diſpoſed of it in Favour of Maurice Duke of Saxony 
of the Albertine Line, flattered himſelf, that this Prince would 


thereby be induced to approve of all the Meaſures, that were 
taken by him in the Empire. But Maurice, who had been a 
chief Inſtrument, in bringing the Landgrave to the Emperor's 
Court, and had engaged his Word for his ſafe Return, far from 


| blindly coming into the Emperor's Schemes, thought his Honour 


forfeited, in Caſe he did not exert himſelf in Behilf of the Land- 


grave; for which Purpoſe he ſtrenuouſly ſollicited his Releaſe. 


Herein he was ſeconded by the other Princes that had negotiated, 


in Conjunction with him, the Landgrave's Accommodation, and 


by almoſt all Germany; which at length gave Occaſion, that 
publick Complaints were made, at the Diet of Augsburg, of the 
Emperor's Proceedings, and that it was inſiſted upon, that the 
Landgrave ſhould be ſet at Liberty. The Emperor had Addreſs 


enough to elude their Intreaties, by giving the Diet to under- 
| ſtand, that Matters which concerned the publick Good, ought 
to be determined, before any Afﬀairs, relating to the Intereſts of 
particular Perſons, were taken into Conſideration, In Conſe- 
| quence hereof, among other Points, he propoſed, that as there 


was a Neceſſity of re-eſtabliſhing Peace in Germany, by reuniting 


the Parties that were divided about Religion, ſuch a Medium 


ſhould be pitched upon, as might in ſome Meaſure ſatisfy the

different Perſuaſions. This gave Riſe to a Regulation, thai was 
; 3 drawn 
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drawn up, with Regard to all the religious Points in Diſpute, 
which was printed and publiſhed in the Latin and German 


Tongues, and ordered to be received in the Empire, as a Form 


of Worſhip, eſtabliſhed ad interin, till Matters could finally be 
decided by a Council. 


It is pretty well known, that this Regulation pleaſed neither 


the Roman Catholicks nor the Proteſtants, and moreover, brought 


ſeveral Cities of the Empire into great Diſtreſs. But as this 
Subject is foreign to our preſent Purpoſe, we decline entering 
upon Particulars, and ſhall only obſerve, that none rejected this 
Regulation with more Firmneſs, than the Princes who were un- 


der Confinement. Maurice, at length finding his Endeavours in 


Behalf of the Landgrave fruitleſs, judged that ſome other Means 
muſt be tried, to engage the Emperor to give Ear to the Pro- 


poſals, that had been made him upon that Account. Beſides 
which, he, being himſelf a Lutheran, had for ſome Time taken 
a Reſolution, at any Rate to efface, if poſſible, the ill Impreſſion 


his Conduct had made on thoſe of his Perſuaſion, who thought, 
that he had ſacrificed his Couſin John Frederic to his Ambition, 
and even that he acted in Concert with the Emperor to keep 
him in Priſon: wherefore he bent his Thoughts on regaining 
their Eſteem, and knowing, that the only Way for that would 
be, to attack Charles V. who was looked upon as a Tyrant, that 


made Incroachments on their Conſciences and Liberties, he left 
no Stone unturned to put himſelf in a Condition, to make Head 


againſt him. Having, for this Purpoſe, made an Alliance with 
Henry II. King of France, he took the Field, and at the ſame 


- Time publiſhed a Manifeſto, containing the Reaſons, that had 


put him upon having Recourſe to Arms. After this he made 
himſelf Maſter of all the Places that were in his Way to Augs- 
burg, which City he alſo ſeized upon, and thence marched to- 
wards the Alps, in order to take Poſſeſſion of the Paſſes, and 


prevent the Spaniſh and Italian Troops from penetrating into 


enn His Army, by its near Approach to Trent, obliged 
the 
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the Fathers of the Council, that was there aſſembled, to diſperſe; 
the Emperor alſo, on his Part, was in ſo great a Conſternation, 
that he ſent his Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans, to 


Maurice, with all Expedition to treat with him. Hereupon 


229 


theſe Princes had an Interview at Lintz in the Beginning of May, 155. 


where the Elector, whoſe chief Deſign was to ſurprize the Em- 


peror, then at Inſpruck, endeavoured to amuſe Ferdinand, under 


the Diſguiſe of being well inclined to Peace, and made a Con- 
vention with him, whereby it was ſtipulated between them, that 


they ſhould aſſemble at Paſſau on the twenty-ſixth of May, in 


order to treat there of an Agreement, and that a Truce of four- 
teen Days ſhould be granted between the two Parties, from the 


firſt Day of opening the Aſſembly. This Piece of Policy had 


all the Succeſs Maurice could have wiſhed for ; for whilſt Fer- 
dinand went to the Emperor, to give him an Account of what 


had been tranſacted, he, being willing to make the beſt Uſe of 


the Time that remained till the Commencement of the Truce, 


to carry his Deſign into Execution, made his Troops advance 
with all the Speed poſſible, forced the Paſſes in the Vallies that 


led to Inſpruck, with incredible Fortune and Bravery, and took 
the Caſtle of Ehrenberg, in ſo much that nothing could prevent 


him from marching on to Lſpruck. But the Emperor, having 


had the good Fortune to be apprized in the Night of the taking 


of that Place, immediately ſet out in a Litter, on account of his 
being then troubled with the Gout, and was attended by his Bro- 


ther Ferdinand, and by the confined Elector of Saxony, to whom 
he gave his Liberty in this Juncture; Erneſt of the Line of Gruben- 
hagen, his Fellow-Priſoner, having obtained his Releaſe ſome time 


before. Maurice continued his March, in ſo much that the next 
Morning he entered Inſþruck, where finding all the Equipagesof the 
Emperor and his Court, which they had not been able to carry off, 
by Reaſon of their haſty Flight, he gave them up as a Booty to his 
Soldiers, except that of King Ferdinand, which he cauſed to be 


faved, on account of the Friendſhip that ſubſiſted between them. 


Carles, 
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Charles, in the mean while, had retired to Villach in Carinthia, 


| Where he was in Safety, and appointed a Rendezvous at the Foot 


of the 4/þs, for what Troops he could levy, in order not only 
to ſtop the Enemy's Career, but alſo to ſupport the Catbolicꝭ 


Party during the Aſſembly at Paſſuu. Negotiations having been 


ſet on Foot at this Place on the Day appointed, the Princes, who 


interpoſed to mediate an Accommodation, employed themſelves 


with great Aſſiduity and Earneſtneſs to compaſs that End. 


Among the Motives, that induced them, to uſe the utmoſt Diſ- 
patch on this Occaſion, was the imminent Danger the Land- 


grave's Life was in, the Emperor having threatened Maurice, to 
ſend him his Head, in Caſe the Conditions he offered were not 
accepted. Hereby the Negotiations in a ſhort Time came to be 
brought toſuch Maturity, that Matters were already adjuſted on the 
firſt of Augu/?, by a Treaty called the Pacification of Paſſau, which 


from that Time has been conſidered by the Prote/tants, as the 


Foundation and Title of their Evangelick Liberty. There re- 


mained, nevertheleſs, ſeveral Articles to be ſettled, concerning 
their Intercit ; but theſe being l-oked upon as of too great an 


Extent to be accompliſhed at i aſſau, were referred to a Diet, to 
which the Proteſtants couſented, being content, for that Time, 
with having laid a Baſis for their future free Exerciſe of Religion. 
Three Years after, this grand Affair was reſumed at Augsburg, 
where, after a great many Debates, it came to a Concluſion, to 
the Satisfaction of the Preteſtants. All Matters concerning their 
Religion, Poſſeſſions, and Liberties, were fully regulated there 
by Means ofa Convention, which, on account of the Tranquil- 
lity it reſtored between both Perſuaſions, received the Name of 
the Peace of Religion. 


Agreeable to the Treaty of Paſſau, the Landgrave was ſet at Li- 
berty. The Motives which had given Occaſion to the long Trou- 
bles. the Empire had groaned under, being now happily removed, 


Germany flattered itſelf with enjoying a profound Peace, when on 
a ſudden Albert Marggrave of Oy; being diſguſted at 
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the Concluſion of the Treaty of Paſſau, ſhewed his Reſentment 
to ſeveral Princes of the Empire upon this Account. Henry the 


Younger of the Line of Wolffenbuttel, in particular, had the Miſ- 


fortune to ſee his Countries fall a Prey to Albert's Troops, which, 
under the Command of Yolrath Count of Mansfeld, pillaged and 
deſolated them with great Cruelty. This put him upon making 


a Common Cauſe with Maurice Elector of Saxony, who had 


equal Reaſons to be diſſatisfied with Albert's Conduct. For this 
Purpoſe, he joined his Forces to thoſe of Maurice, and coming 
up with the Enemy near Siverſbauſen in the Principality of Zelle, 


an Engagement enſued. Both Armies having experienced Com- 


manders at their Head, the Action proved very bloody and ob- 
ſtinate; above 4000 fell on both Sides, and Albert, unable to 
ſtand his Ground againſt the confederate Princes, was obliged to 
quit the Field of Battle ; whereupon a great N amber of his Peo- 

le were made Prifociers in the Purſuit. But, alas ! Henry would 
ſcarce have been tempted to covet ſuch a Victory, had he known 
beforehand at what a Price he was to purchaſe it; it coſt him no 


leſs than three Princes of his Houſe, whereof two were his firſt 


and ſecond Sons, Charles Victor and Philip Magnus, and the 
third was Frederic, ſecond Son of Erneſt the Confeſſor; beſides 


the brave Elector Maurice of Saxony, who having been ſhot 


through the Belly, died of the Wound two Days after. Albert, 


notwithſtanding the Defcat, he had met with near Siderſbauſen 


was very conſiderable, appeared ſo little diſheartened at it, that 
he raiſed new Forces, and marched a ſecond Time the ſame 


Year againſt Henry. Erich II. of the Line of Calenberg, ſeemed 


to be at that Time in Allert's Intereſt, which put Henry upon 
uſing his Endeavours, to detach him from it, and having ob- 


tained his End, he encamped his Forces near the Convent of 


Stederburg in the Principality of Wolfenbuttel, waiting there for 


the Arrival of his Enemy. It was not long before Albert came 
thither, and having put his Army in Battle Array, he moſt fu- 


tend. 


riouſly fell upon Henry's Troops, with Shouts, that ſeemed to. 
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rend the Skies. Henry, on his Part, ſuſtained the firſt Shock 
with a moſt incomparable Calmneſs, firmly keeping his Ground, 


without returning the Enemy's Fire, or in the leaſt altering his 


Poſition. Hereupon Albert ordered his People, who were greatl y 


ſuperior in Number to Henry's Forces, to break into his Ranks, 


but, inſtead of getting the better hereby, he loſt his Advantage 


over him; for Henry, having drawn up his Army on an advan- 
tageous Spot of Ground, where he could not eaſily be attacked 
in Flank, received, with ſo much Bravery, Albert's Troops, that 
notwithſtanding they charged him ſucceſſively, Line after Line, 


he at length obtained a compleat, though bloody Victory. 


Hereupon Albert retreated, but Henry being determined, to 


make the beſt Advantage he could of this Victory, and thereby 
to put it out of Albert's Power of ever moleſting his Dominions 


for the future, cloſely purſued him into Franconia; where hav- 


ing forced him near Kitzingen to a third Battle, he intirely routed 


the Remains of the Marggrave's Army, and in Conſequence 


conquered from him the Fortreſs of Plaſſenburg. After ſome 


Stay there, finding, that Albert was no more able to face him, 
| he ſet out on his Return to his Dominions, revenging himſelf, in 


his Way thither, on the Territories of ſuch Princes, whoſe Troops 
had much annoyed his Subjects in the former War ; among theſe 
was Veolrath Count of Mansfeld, in whoſe Country he particularly 
indulged his People to make Repriſals, for the heavy Contribu- 


tions, that had been — raiſed oy him in the Dutchy of 


Brunſwick. 
As much as Henry 8 Conduct had been blamed by the Pro- 


toſtants before this Succeſs, as great were the Praiſes they now 


beſtowed upon him, for having chaſtiſed Albert; whom, they as 
well as the Roman Catholicks looked upon as the common Diſ- 


turber of the Peace of Germany. John Frederic late Elector of 


Saxony, was the only Perſon, that ſeemed piqued at Henry, on 
account that his Troops had made too free with his Dominions 
in in paſting through them, but this Affair ans | ſoon after adjuſted, 
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them to prove by the following Inſtance : Henry had married 
a Princeſs of the Houſe of Vurtemberg, who, among other 
Ladies, that waited on her, had one, named, Eve de Trotte, a 
Lady of great Beauty, with whom Henry was ſo much taken, 
that he made his Addreſſes to her, and at length prevailed upon her 
to comply with his Deſires. However, to prevent the Intrigue 
from being diſcovered, and that he might have an Opportunity of 
enjoying her Company without Controul: it was agreed between 
them, that ſhe ſhould pretend to return to her Parents, for which 


purpoſe Henry was to furniſh her with a Waggon, Horſes and all 
Things neceſſary. Eve accordingly ſet out, but inſtead of haſtening 
back to her Parents, ſhe ſtoppedon the Road at Gander/ſheim, where 
ſhe pretended to be very fick, and took her Bed. One of Hen- 
_ ry's chief Officers at this Place, having received Inſtructions before- 


hand how to behave, had engaged two Women, in whom he 
moſt confided, to ſecond him in carrying on the following Strata- 


gem. They in Purſuance of the Order given them, prepared an 


Image made of Wood, repeſenting the Head, Neck, and Breaſt of 


an human Body; the other Parts, which conſiſted of Linnen, were 


ſtuffed up with Duſt or Earth, and adjuſted to the wooden Buſto, 


which they likewiſe covered over with Linnen. The Image be- 


ing thus arrayed, was laid on the Floor, and preſently after one 
of the Women ran to the ſaid Officer, crying out, that Eve was 
dead. Hereupon he immediately ordered a Coffin to be made, to 


put the Body in, and that curious People might be prevented 


from approaching the Corps, it was given out, that ſhe died of the 


Plague; to ſtrengthen which Report, Juniper Berries and other 


odoriferous Things were burned over it. The ſuppoſed Corps 


was afterwards carried in Funeral Pomp to the Church of the Gray 


Friars, where it was honourably interred ; the Franciſcans per- 
forming all the uſual Ceremonies and praying for the Soul of the 


deceaſed; which they did for a whole Year after, exhorting the 


People in their Sermons to do the ſame. Moreover, by the Duke's 


Order, a Funeral Office was performed for her not only at Gan- 


de . 
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derſheim, the Place where it was faid ſhe died, Prieſts being for 
this Purpoſe invited thither from the Neighbourhood, but the 
ſame was alſo ſolemnized at Wolffenbuttel; where the Dutcheſs 
herſelf, with her Ladies and Maids of Honour, aſſiſted at the 
Office, in deep Mourning. In the mean time Eve, whoſe Death 
was thus lamented by ſo many, lived in perfect Health at the 
Caſtle of Stauſfenburg, whither Henry had cauſed her to be con- 
ducted by truſty People, and where, from that time, he fo frequent- 


ly viſited her, that ſhe had ſeven Children by him. A Rumour af- 


terwards prevailing, that ſhe was ſtill alive, it excited the Dutcheſs's 
Jealouſy, and put her upon making ſtrict Inquiry of the Servants 


about the Truth of the Matter, but Henry took ſo much Care, 


to prevent thoſe that could give any Information, from coming 


near her, that the Dutcheſs, though ſhe always ſuſpected him up- 


on this Account, yet was never able to learn the Truth, or come 
at ſuch Circumſtances, as might amount to a Proof of his Infide- 


lity. 


teſtants gave Credit to it in the Main, ſince they charged Henry 


with it in their publick Writings, and what makes the Thing ap- 


_ pear yet more probable i is, that Henry, who never failed juſtifying 
himſelf, when called upon by his Enemies to anſwer thoſe Writ- 


ings, very ſlightly touched upon what was objected againſt him 


with Relation to this Intrigue. It is viſible, that the whole Scope 


of the Proteſtants in mentioning it, was, to render him odious to 


thoſe of his own Perſuaſion ; herela, however, they miſſed their 


Aim, and had not the Landerave of Heſſe been ſo ſucceſsful, as to 
| ſeize upon his Dominions, and take him Priſoner, the Reforma- 
tion would have been much obſtructed, by his Ardour i in perſe- 


cuting ſuch as countenanced it. We may eaſily conceive, how 
anuch the Proteſtants both hated and feared him, by the Rigour 
they uſed him with, and it is worthy of Note, that wn he was 
confined at Zi. gelben, Luther himſelf wrote a Book, on Purpoſe, 


= © to 


We ſhall not take upon us to vouch for every particular Cir- 
cumſtance of this odd Story ; however, it is certain, the Pro- 
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Memoirs of the Flouſe of B A vn SWICK, 
to difſuade the Proteſtants from ſetting him at large ; while his 
Subjects, on the Landgrave's taking Poſſeſſion of his Dominions, 


ordered publick Thankſgivings to be made in their Churches on 


this Revolution. And here we may be allowed to admire the 

wonderful Direction of Providence, which not only put it out of 
this Prince's Power to ruin the Proteſtant Cauſe, when he was in 
fo fair a Way of accompliſhing it, but likewiſe wrought at length 
a moſt ſurpriſing and unexpected Change in his Sentiments, con- 
cerning religious Matters, The createſt Part of his Life to the 
Concluſion of the Peace of Religion at Augſburg, had been ſuch 


an uninterrupted Series of difficult and hazardous Undertakings, 


that he himſelf choſe for his Motto: My Life is devoted to Reſtleſs 


_ neſs. After that memorable Epoch bis Taſte altered ſo much, 


that from that Time to the Day of his Death, which happened 
13 Years after, he gave himſelf up entirely to Peace, and to the 
Settling of the civil Affairs of his Dominions. Moreover, having 
found by Experience, that Conſtraint and Violence are dangerous 


Remedies, in all Caſes, that have any Relation to Conſcience, he 


carefully avoided to diſturb his Proteſtant Subjects in the Exerciſe 
of their Religion; nay, towards the latter Part of his Life, when 
his Thoughts on Futurity multiplied as the Number of his Years 
encreaſed, he employed himſelf, aſſiduouſly and with the greateſt 
Earneſtneſs, in examining the Tenets of the Proteſtant Religion. 
It is probable, he would have taken this Step ſooner, had not ſuch 
of the Roman Catholicks, as had an Influence over him, amuſed 
him from, Time to Time, with the flattering Hopes, that a Gene- 
ral and Free Council was to be held in Germany, wherein the 
Doctrines of the See of Rome would be vindicated to his Satiſ- 
faction. But finding on one Hand, that his Expectations on this 


Head were vain, and that, on the other, he acquired daily a 


greater Inſight into the Points in Debate, he at length came to be 
ſo thoroughly convinced of the Errors he had been in, that he 
gave Way to the Power of Truth; and that his Conviction might 
not remain a Matter of Doubt, he wrote circular Letters to the 

negh- 
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Empire, wherein he declared, that he was fully 
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neighbouring Princes, and to the Directors of the Circles of the 
perſuaded of the 
Purity of the Tenets of the Aug/burg Confeſſion, As this Decla- 
ration proceeded from a free Choice, ſo was he conſtant in abiding 
by it to the End of his Life, which happened at Wo Henbuttel in 

1568, in the 79th Year of his Age. 
He was twice married, firſt to Mary of the Houſe of Wur- 
temberg, and afterwards to Sophia Daughter of Sigiſnund King of 
Poland. By the latter he had no Iſſue, but ſeveral Sons by the 


former, whereof three, viz. Charles Viclor, Philip Hato, and 


Julius came to Years of Maturity. The two eldeſt having 


been ſlain in the Battle of Szver/bayſen abovementioned, Julius 


alone ſucceeded him. Hiſtorians much extol the Merits of Philip 
Magnus, who underſtood fix Languages, and tranſlated the Spa- 

niſb Hiſtorian d Avila into the German Tongue; moreover, he 
is ſaid to have been very remarkable for his great Agility, 2 
able to ſpring upright as high as he was himſelf. 

We proceed now to Erich II. of the Line of Calenberg. Be- 
ſides what has already been ſaid of him, we find, that he was 
well affected to Philip II. King of Spain, Son of Charles V. 
and that having promiſed to affift him in his War againſt Henry 


II. King of France, he acted in Conjunction with his two Re- 


lations, Erneft and John of the Line of Grubenbagen, in the Spani/3 
Army at the Taking of the Fortreſs of St. 
tle that preceded it. Yen was wounded in his Knee, which oc- 
caſioned his Death; but Erich had the good Fortune to take ſeveral 
Priſoners, among whom was one of the chief Generals of the 
French Army. The important Services, he rendered to Philip, on 
this and other Occaſions, induced this Prince, to beſtow on him 


the Lordſhips of Liesfeld, Woerden and Neubsffen in the Nether- 
andi, whereunto he added, as a further Teſtimonyof his Eſteem 


and Gratitude, the Order of the Golden Fleece. 
Some Years after, Erich was engaged in a. War againſt Albert, 
Grand-Maſter of the 7 extenick Order. The Poliſh and Pruſſian 


Authors, 
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Maviolrs of th Hoe of Baonswies, 


Authors, chiefly thoſe that have given the Hiſtory of this Order, 
having Sasa Erich of the Line of Calenberg, with another 
of the ſame Name, who was Brother to Henry the younger of 


the Line of Wolffenbuttel, and Commander of the Teutonick Or- 


der at Memel in Pruſſia; it is fit, we ſhould rectify this Miſtake, 
by acquainting the Reader, that this latter Erich, could not be 

the Prince that made War "againſt Albert, becauſe he died in the 
Year 1525. as will appear by conferring Table V. whereas the 
War, we are going to relate, happened in 1563. The Knights 
of the Teutonick Order in Pruſſia, who were dependent on the 
Empire, by degenerating from the Virtue of their Predeceſſors, loſt 
a good Part of Prufjia, whereof the Poles took Poſſeſſion gradu- 
ally, after having defeated them in ſeveral Engagements, during 
a War of thirteen Years; wherein it is ſaid, that no leſs than 
70,000 Prufſians were ſlain. All that the Knights were able to 


fave, conſiſted in what is commonly called the Further Pruſſia, 


and even this was left them by the Poles on the hard Condition, 
that their Grand Maſter ſhould hold it as a Fief from the Crown 


of Poland. An Agreement being, for this Purpoſe, made in 1467, 


the ſucceeding Grand Maſters, with great Reluctancy, complied | 
with this Condition, and ſome of them at length, refuſed to 
take the Inveſtiture. This gave Occaſion toa new War in 1519, 
which laſted till the Year 1524, when Albert Marggrave of 
Brandenburg, at that Time Grand Maſter, finding the Poles diſ- 
poſed to create him Duke of the Further Pruſſia, and to render 


that Dignity hereditary in his Family, provided he would yield 
Homage to Poland, accepted of it in the Year 1525, notwith- 
' ſtanding the ſolemn Proteſtations of the Members of the whole 


Order, who were highly provoked at the Marggrave's Proceed- 
ing, whereby an intire Province was wreſted out of their Hands, 


which had been poſſeſſed by the Teutonic Knights, near 300 


Years. Erich, Brother to Henry the younger of the Line of Wolf. 
fenbuttel, being, at that Time, Commander of that Order at Me- 


mel, was particularly injured by this Innovation, and ſtrenuouſly 


oppoſed 
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oppoſed it, as did the Empire, which, never having given up its 

Claim to Pruſſia, took this Step of the Marggrave ſo much at 

Heart, that he was thereupon put to the Ban of the Empire, and 

the Pruſſians, by a formal Decree, diſengaged from their Oath of Fi- 

delity and Allegiance to him. Albert, on his Part, laid all the Blame 

on the Empire, for not having ſufficiently aſſiſted him againſt the 

Poles; and this Nation, in Order to ſupport him, made a great 

| Stir againſt the Empire, annulling the Act, whereby the Oath of 

Fidelity of the Prufſians had been cancelled. At lenght the Teu- 

fonick Knights proceeded to the Election of a new Grand Maſter ; 

-but no Body taking upon him to execute the Ban, or todiveſt Albert 

of Pruſſia, he remained in Poſſeſſion of it (a) and Erich, Com- 
mander of that Order died the very fame Year, that the Further 

Pruſſia happened to be ſecularized. Thirty Eight Years after, 

his Couſin German, Erich II. of the Line of Calenberg, took upon 

him, to revenge upon Albert, the Injury done to his Relation. 

In Order the better to diſguiſe his Deſign, he marched an Army, 

conſiſting of 14000 Men, into the Biſhoprick of Munster, and 

having there made the neceſſiry Dipoſitions for his Undertaking, 

on a ſudden turning about, paſſed through the Dutchy of L- 

neburg with great Expedition, and from thence continued his 

March through Mecklenburg and Pomerania into Pruſſia. Here 

firſt of all, he laid Siege to the City of Dantsicł, probably with a 

View, thereby to oblige the City, in lieu of taking Alberts Party, 

to accept of a Neutrality, This Step had the Succeſs he defired ; 

for the City not being in a Condition to make Head againſt him, 

accepted of his Terms, and beſides this, complimented him with 

a Sum of Money to haſten the Rong of the Siege. Hereupon, 

Intel- 


a ) The Grand Maſter, from this Time, transferred his Refidence to NMergentbeim, or 
Mergenthal in Franconia, in which Province the Teutonic Order, ftill poſſeſſes ſeveral Ter- 
ritories, beſides thirteen great Bailiwicks, ſituated in different Parts of Germazv ; which, if 
contiguous, would make a conſiderable Principality. As for Albert, his Family, by a 
| Hh Treaty concluded with Poland in 1659, obtained the Sovereignty of the Further Pr w/fa, 
| and from the Beginning of the urs Century, the Poſſeſſors of it, have acquired the 1: ine 
of King. 
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Intelligence being brought him, that Albert had penetrated his 
Deſign, and was drawing up his Troops on the other Side of the 
Viſtula, he encamped his Army on this Side of that River, wait- 

ing there for an Opportunity to act with more Advantage againſt 

his Enemy. But this Reſolution, though prudently taken, was 
vnneceſſary at this Juncture: Albert had no Mind to have his new- 
ly aquired Country become the Theatre of War, or to leave to 
the Sword the Deciſion of the Difference that ſubſiſted between 
them; wherefore he made Overtures of Peace, and offering rea- 
ſonable Satisfaction, Erich conſented to a Negotiation, which ac- 
cordingly was ſet on Foot, and ended to their mutual Content. 
As, during the Time of this Negotiation, both Sides of the Y;/- 
tula were covered with Soldiers, who, for Want of other Buſineſs, 
employed themſelves in gathering Fruit, the ah ron Authors 

merrily call this War, the War of Nuts. 

Hiſtorians do not inform” us, what were the Articles of Peace, 

d upon between theſe two Princes, but it is certain, that 
Erich did not thereby enlarge his Dominions, which he probabl y 
had not in View, when he undertook this Expedition, However 
he was ſome time after ſo fortunate, as to make a conſiderable 
Addition to his Territories, without Labour or Bloodſhed. The 
Lordſhip of Spiegelberg, being a Fief of the Princi pality of Calen- 
berg, returned to his Houſe, by the Death of the laſt Count of 
Pyrmont and Spiegelberg; as did the Lordſhips of 5 toltzenau, 
Ebrenburg, Siecke, Steigerberg, Siedenburg, Diepenau, and Ba- 
renburg, by the Extinction of the Family of the Counts of Hoya. 
This fell out in 1582 and 1583, but too late, to afford him an Gp- 
portunity of enjoying them any conſiderable Time, For, having 
in the latter Part of his Life, left his native Country and choſen 

Pavia for the Place of his Refidence, he died there of an Aſthma 

in the Year 1584, leaving no Iſſue, neither by his firſt Wife 
Sidonia, Daughter of Henry the Pious, Duke of Saxony; nor by 
his ſecond Conſort, Dorothy Daughter of Francis Duke of Lor- 
raine; which was the — that theſe his newly acquired

Memoirs of the Houſe of BRUNSWICK. 
Countries, as well as the Principality of Calenberg, fell to Juli- 
us, Son of Henry the Younger, of the Line of Wolfenbuttel, 
Erich, though he died without Iflue, born in Wedlock, left two 
natural Children, by Catherine de Wodam, a Netherlandiſb Lady, 
the firſt of whom named William, Baron of Harem and Lisficld, 
died without Poſterity, the ſame Year with his Father, and the 
other named Catherine, was married to John Andrew Doria, Ad- 
miral of Spain, Couſin and Heir to the ra? Admiral Andre 
Doria, Prince of Melfi. 
Having now compleated the Lives of Henry and Erich, who 
were ſtrenuous Oppoſers of the Reformation, with this Difference 
only, that the firſt, ſome Time before his Death, came over to it, 
as has been mentioned: we come back to thoſe, that eſpouſed and 
promoted it from the Beginning, to the beſt of their Power. 
Philip of the Line of Grubenhagen, as, at the very Rite of the Re- 
formation, he appeared zealous in forwarding i it; fo did he as con- 
ſtantly ſteer the ſame Courſe, notwithſtanding the Danger that 
threatened him, and all thoſe of the Aug ſburg Confeſſion. We 
may judge of his Steadineſs and Compoſure of Mind, by the Ac- 
count, Authors have given of the Manner, in which he received 
the melancholy News of the Defeat of the Proteſtants near 
Mublberg., So far was he from ſuffering himſelf to be overwhelm- 
ed by the unwelcome Report, that he coolly heard it related with 
moſt of its ſhocking Circumſtances, giving Proofs of his Undaunt- 
edneſs and Piety, by theſe Words, Deus providebit: nay, this firſt 
tragical Relation being followed by another, that was not leſs af- 
fecting, and which informed him, that his eldeſt Son Erneſt had 
been taken Priſoner in the Battle, he aſked the Meſſenger no other 
ueſtion, but, whether or no his Son continued ſtriftly to adhere to 
the Proteſtant Religion; and being anſwered in the Affirmative, he 
thereupon appeared quite ſatisfied ; although he loved this Prince 
moſt tenderly, and had already loſt, in this religious War, a Son, 
named Albert, in a Conflict that happened near Giengen, be- 


tween the Proteſtants and Roman Catholicks, the Year the 
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Battle of Mublberg. Philip was ſo much taken up with the Concerns 
of the Reformation, that his Deſires ſeemed to be intirely con- 
fined, to ſee the Day of the Concluſion of a Peace of Religion, 
which he profeſſed to look upon as the greateſt Felicity, that 
could befal him, on this Side the Grave. He had not, however, 
the good Fortune to be a Witneſs to this happy Event, he ſo ea- 
gerly longed after; he died in 1551, a Year before the Treaty of 
Paſſau, after a Reign of 61 Years, which appeared ſo mild and 

ſo acceptable to his Subjects, that they loved and revered him as 
their Father, and were greatly afflicted at his Death. He left by 


his Wife Catherine, Daughter of Erneſt, Count of Mangfeld, 


four Sons; Erneſt above-mentioned, John, Wolfgang, and Philip, 
John was killed in the Battle of St. Qyintin, as has been related. 


Erneſt, Molſgang, and Philip, came all three ſucceſſively to the 


Poſſeſſion of the Principality of Grubenhagen. 
As for the Houſe of Luneburg, the three Brothers, Erneſt the 


_ Confeſſor at Zelle, Otho at Harburg, and Francis at Giffhorn, 
neither of them lived to ſee the Affairs of the Proteſtants ſettled 
buy the Treaty of Paſſau. Otho, the elder Brother, after having 


employed all the Leifure, which a peaceable Lite aftorded him, to 
ſecond his Brother Erneſt the Confeſſor, in eſtabliſhing. the Pro- 


teſtant Religion in the Luneburg Dominions, died in 1549, at 
Harburg, the Place of his Reſidence ; leaving by his Wife Mech- 
tild, of the Family of Campen, one Son, named Orho, who ſuc- 


ceeded him. Francis the younger Brother, is reported to have 
built a new Palace at Gifhorn, which he incompaſſed with Walls, 
Baſtions, and other Fortifications, according to the Taſte of the 


Times he lived in. His Addreſs of Body, and Skill in military 


Exerciſes, are much commended in Hiſtory, whereof he gave a 


very particular Inſtance at a Turnament, held in 1526, at the 


Celebration of the Elector of Saxony's Marriage with a Princeſs of 
Cleves at Torgau, where having coped with Fob} Count of 


 Mangsfeld, * eſteemed a Maſter in thoſe Exerciſes, each ran 


againſt the other, with fo much Force and Dexterity, that both 
were 
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were unſaddled at the firſt Incounter ; Francis had the Advantage 


in the ſecond ; in the third, the Gount g ot the better; and in the 


fourth, they took their Meaſures ſo well, that they remained 
fixed on their Saddles, in ſo much, that the Spectators admired 
equally their Skill and Valour, and agreed, that neither of 
them could claim any Superiority over his Antagoniſt. Though 
Francis was much renowned for his military Accompliſhments, he 
was {till more ſo for his great Humanity, and ready Diſpoſition 
to aſſiſt the Afflicted; it being recorded of him, that not only his 
| Purſe was at the Service of the Neceſſitous, but that he likewiſe 


thought it no Diſparagement to his exalted Station, perſonally to 


aſſiſt the Weak and Infirm, who happened to drop in the Streets, 
or Roads, he accidentally paſſed through. This happy Mixture of 


Humility and Benevolence could not but gain him the Love and 


Admiration of all his Subjects; theſe Sentiments they abundantly 
expreſſed by their uncommon Grief at his Deceaſe, which hap- 
pened in the ſame Year, his elder Brother O:ho died. This Loſs 
affected them ſo much the more, as he left behind him no Male 
Poſterity by his Wife Clare, Daughter of Magnus II. Duke of 


Saxe Lauenburg. His Succeſſion fell to the Sons of Era the 


Confeſſor of the Line of Zelle. 
Some Particulars remain Rill to be related of Erneft, which 
could not find a Place above, according to due Order of 


Time, without interrupting the Hiſtory of the Reformation. 


Beſides the many Difficulties, ſtarted by the Popi/h Clergy, to 
fruſtrate his Endeavours towards promoting the true Religion; he 
had others to ſtruggle with, which were no leſs dangerous, and had 

the ſame Tendency, vz. to ſtifle ou Reformation in its very Birth, 
In the Year 1 524, the Peaſants made an open Inſurrection in ſeveral 


Parts of Germany, refuſing to pay Obedience to their Superiors. 


Not content with this, they took up Arms, and as if they had 
given up all Thoughts of ever living in Peace again, they burned 
and laid waſte whole Countries, murdering their Maſters in a moſt 
barbarous Manner, running ſome of them through with Spits, and 

Ei after- 
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. as inhumanly, compelling their Wives, to turn them 
on the Fire. Thomas Munter, a Prieſt of Mulbauſen i in Thuringen, 


famed for his extravagant and fanatick Principles, put himſelf at 
their Head, telling them, that, as they had been dearly bought by 


the Blood of the Son of God, it did not become them, to be Servants 
of Men, and that as they were as good Chriſtians as their Maſters, 
they bad a Right to pretend to Independency, and to an equal Share 


/ Property with them. Incouraged by the Credit they gave to 
theſe his Inſtructions, he continued to impoſe upon their Credu- 
lity, perſuading them, that they ſhould get the better of their 


Maſters under his Conduct, ſince he had it in his Power, to in- 


tercept the Canon Balls with the Sleeves of his Caſſock, whereby 


he would prevent the Elec, from being killed! in any Engagement 
with their Enemies. 

Thoſe of the Romiſb Perſuaſion were fo unfair, as to place 
theſe extravagant Proccedings to the Account of Luther s Doc- 
trines. Erne// was ſufficiently diſpoſed, for the Sake of the 


publick Tranquillity, to put a Stop to theſe Commotions, but 


what ſpurred him on {till more, to a& vigorouſly on this Emer- 


gency were the Calumnies, that the Roman Carholicks fo induſtri- 


ouſly propagated, to diſcredit the Proteffant Cauſe. Accordingly 


he forthwith ſent a Body of Troops againſt this tumultous Rabble. 


His Example was followed by the other Princes of his Houle, 
and ſuch prudent Meaſures were taken, that the Rebels were im- 


me diately forced to an Engagement, near Frankenhauſen in Thur- 
ingen. Muntzer commanded his People in Perſon, but, contrary 


to the Promiſes, he had given them, he was immediately routed, 
and thoſe that eſcaped the Sword, diſperſed ſoon after ; whars- 
upon Duderſtadt and Heiligenſtadt, then in their Poſſeſſion, ſurren- 
dered, and Muntzer being himſelf ſhortly after taken at Franken- 
hauſen, with ſeveral others of their leading bes, received the Puniſh- 
ment they had ſo juſtly deſerved. The Peaſants, from that Time, 


not being able to form themſelves into a conſiderable Body, were 


content with haraſſing Suabia, Franconia and Thuringen, in 


ſmall

ſmall Parties, which obliged Erneft and the other confederate 


Princes to divide their Troops, in order to march in Queſt of them. 
The Rebels had the Advantage to be perfectly acquainted with all 
the Avenues in theſe different Countries, which gave them an 
Opportunity to poſt themſelves in ſuch a manner, as to be every 


| where almoſt inacceſſible : Yet by the Vigilance and Reſolution 


of the Troops ſent againſt them, theſe Expedients proved but of 


momentary Service; for all theſe Parties came to be defeated one 


after another, and lo great was the Number of Priſoners taken in 


| theſe Rencounters, that the Reſt thought proper to lay down their 
Arms, and to return to their Duty, after above One Hundred 


Thouſand of their Camarades had been killed during this Com- 


motion. 


Tee Troubles had 1 not been long appaaſed, when there broke 
out an Inſurrection of as dangerous a Nature as the former, which 


| ſeemed to threaten the Subverſion of the Civil Government, and 


required more Time for quelling it, than Erneſt was aware of. 
It was owing to a particular Sect of Anabaptijis, who after the 


Reduction of the mutinous Peaſants, took it in their Head to 


ſettle in the Countries fituated on the Rhine; but the Magiſtrates, 


chiefly thoſe of Straſburg, fearing, that the neighbouring Parts 


might thereby become the Theatre of a War, like to that which 


was juſt ended, ſtrenuouſly oppoſed their Deſi ign, and ſucceeded 


in this their Purpoſe, by ſeizing on their Ringleader Melchior Tot - 


mann. Theſe Anabaptiſis, finding they could get no Footing in 


Upper Germany, retired to Weſtphalia and Holland; out of which 
laſt Country they were likewiſe ſoon driven, on Account of their 


extravagant Behaviour, Thus the whole Swarm withdrew to 


Weſtphalia, chiefly to the City of Munſeer, where they ſettled a- 


bout the Year 1532, or 1533. They introduced among them 


ſelves a Community of Goods, and maintained, that a viſible 
Kingdom of Chri/t was to commence on Earth, wherein all Ser- 
vitude ſhould ceaſe, and the Pious have unden Rule and Au- 


thority over the Wicked. Theſe Doctrines were wonderfully 
. e reliſhe d. 
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reliſhed not only by Fanaticks, but alſo by thoſe, that were in- 


clined to Sloth, and whoſe Fortunes were deſperate; hereby their 


new Colony ſo ſurprifingly increaſed, that'in a ſhort Time they 
got a Superiority in Munſter, which enabled them gradually to 
diveſt and depoſe the Magiſtrates. Jahn Mathew Backer, a Wea- 


ver's Son of Harlem, who called himſelf a Prophet, became their 
Chief, and finding his People not ſufficiently numerous, diſ- 


patched Letters to all the neighbouring Cities of Germany and 
Holland, inviting ſuch as were of his Sect, to repair without De- 
lay to Munſter, in Order to augment the Number of the Believers. 


This Step ſucceeded beyond his Expectation; for by it, not only 


the Number of his Adherents grew apace, but the new Comers, 


| being particularly attached to his Perſon, he by Degrees acquired 


great Power, and being willing to try it, the following Opportu- 
nity offered. An aged Citizen, named Herbert, paſſing by, one 


Day, while he was preaching in the Streets, and declaring his 
| Doubts concerning his Call, Mathew had the Man brought be- 


fore him, and after reprimanding him for calumniating a Prophet 
of the Lord. ordered him to be tied to a Poſt, . ſhot him 


through the Head with his own Hand. This Act of Cruelty was 


applanded by his People, but at the ſame Time it opened the Eyes 
of ſuch of the Inhabitants, as were not his Sectaries; who, fear- 
ing the Calamities, that might, at length, enſue from this mock 
Prophetical Government, reſolved to leave the City. Mathew gave 
them Liberty to take all their Effects along with them, except 


Proviſions, which he forbad them to carry off. - Their Places 


were ſoon ſupplied by Vagrants, who came in Sholes, from 2 

Parts to Munſter, and were admitted into the Houſes, that had 
been quitted. Mathew, having now to deal with none but the Peo- 
ple of his own Perſuaſion, and being ſenſible, they ſtood much in 


Fear of him, began to act in an arbitrary Manner, He publiſhed 


an Edict, whereby all Property was aboliſhed, and every one in- 
Jonned, on Pain of Death, to deliver into the common Cheſt, 

whatever Gold cr Silver he poſſeſſed, whether coined or not; 

e 5 hereupon 
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hereupon the Houſes were ſearched, and if a Piece of Plate, or 
Money of any conſiderable Value was found, the Owner could 
depend on being immediately hanged, for having, as the Prophet 
was pleaſed to expreſs it, defrauded the Holy Ghoſt. Out of this 


common Cheſt, every Individual received daily as much, as was 


neceſſary for his Subſiſtence ; for which Purpoſe, ſeveral Offices 
were eſtabliſhed, under the Direction of a Magiſtracy, conſiſting 
of twenty two Aldermen and two Burgomaſters, dependent on 


Mathew, who, though he aſſumed no other Title than that of 


Prophet, yet exerciſed the ſupreme Authority, 

Whilſt he thus employed himfelf in ſettling the Government 
of the City, Intelligence was brought, that the Biſhop of Munſter 
had engaged Erneſt the Confeſſor and the other Princes of the 


Houſe of Brunſwick, to march againſt the rebellious City. Here- 
upon Matthew ordered all that were able, to work on the Forti- 


fications, which in a ſhort Time, were brought to ſuch a Degree of 


Perfection, on Account of the Number of Labourers employed 


therein, and their conſtant Application, that Munſter was enabled 


to hold out againſt a conſiderable Force, for near Eighteen Months. 


As ſoon as the combined Army inveſted the City, Mathew ſet 
aſide his prophetical Function, to take up that of a General. He 


made in Perſon a Sally into the Beſiegers Camp, and returned with 


{ome Booty : fluſhed with this Succeſs, he reſolved upon another 


the very Day following, and through a Temerity ſcarce to be 


parallelled, choſe no more than 3o Men to aſſiſt him. The Be- 
fiegers, who had been the Day before in a Manner ſurprized, 


were at this Time upon their Guard, notwithſtanding which 


Mathew ventured to puſh forward; this having been perceived by 
thoſe that were in the advanced Poſts of the Army, he was im- 


mediately ſurrounded and cut in Pieces, with all that followed him. 
Hence a general Conſternation ſeized upon all the Anabaptiſis in 


Munſter, who being amazed, that the Sword had not ſpared ſo 


great a Prophet as Mathew, began to fear for themſelves. But this 
Apprehenſion they were ſoon releaſed from, by the Craft of one, 


called 
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Government, and when the People came back, 


Continuance of the Siege would coſt a g 
this, with the Deſire they had, of preſerving the City from Ruin, 
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called John Bockolt, a Native of Leyden in Holland, who had been 
Mathew's intimate Friend. This Man, who was by Trade .a 


Taylor, and had lately acted upon the Stage, having aſſembled the 


People, harangued them on Mathew's Virtues, whom he ſaid, to 


have died as gloriouſly as the Maccabees, and by artfully comparing 
their Cauſe with that of theſe Martyrs, gave them ſo much Com- 


fort, and fo high an Opinion of his Merits, that, with one Voice, 


they proclaimed him the fitteſt Perſon to ſupply Mathews Place. 


Hereupon John, with a View, to heighten the Peoples Reſpect 
for him, ſtripped himſelf naked, and running up and down the 


Streets, as by Inſpiration, cried out, that te King of Sion was 
coming. The Burghers being curious to know, what the Spirit 
had told him, reſorted the next Day to his Dwelling, which he 
had taken at one of the Burgomaſters, where he acted his Part 


fo cunningly, that they took him to be realy dumb, and on his 


feigning this to be his Caſe, and intimating by Writing, that they 

ſhould call again in three Days, they returned home, much grieved 
at the Misfortune, that had befallen him, on entering upon his 
prophetical Function. What moved Jobn to take this artful 
Step, was the Defire he had to get Time, for new-modelling the 
purſuant to his 
Order, he perſonating the Prophet, commanded, that the Old 
Magiſtrates ſhould be forthwith caſhiered, and the City ruled for 
the future by Twelve Judges, which he appointed accordingly. 

Such was the ſurprizing Succeſs he met with in this his arbitrary 
Proceeding, that none of thoſe that were prejudiced by it, durſt in 


the leaſt contradict him, probably for Fear of incurring the Diſ- 


pleaſure of the common People, who being overjoyed at Jobn's 
recovering his Speech, were ready to ſupport any of his Schemes. 


In the mean while, the Beſiegers having conſidered, that the 
rezt Number of People ; ; 


if poſſible, determined them to change the Siege into a Blockade ; 


for which Ad es ſtrong Redoubts were erected at all the Ave- 5 


nues 
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nues leading to the City, to prevent Proviſions from being carried 
thither ; whereby it was imagined, that Famine would at lengta 
force the Burghers to ſurrender, Thus John of Leyden got ſome 


Reſpite for carrying on his extravagant Projects. As he had been 
too familiar with his Maid, and apprehended, that this Action 


might be prejudicial to his prophetick Authority, he reſolved in- 
tirely to aboliſh Matrimony, For this Purpoſe, having aſſembled 
the Burghers; he moved: Whether it ſhould be permitted to take 


ſeveral Wives; to which all anſwered in the Affirmative, except 
one Man, whom John, on Account of his Oppoſition, ordered 
to be taken up and forthwith put to Death. Hereupon, all the 
Women fell a Prey to the Licentiouſneſs of the Burghers; which 


came to that Pitch, that Children, of 9 or 10 Years old, were 
openly raviſhed, and in three Days, not one unſpotted Woman 


was to be met with i in this populous City. John, beſides his 
former Wife, took 13 others, the handſomeſt that could be diſ- 
covered in Munſter. Theſe Schemes being of ſo wild and diſ- 
ſolute a Nature, it is not to be preſumed, that all the Inhabitants 
were ſo deſtitute of Reaſon and Principles, as to give into them ; 
there were many that abhorred them, and did not doubt, but 
they muſt end at laſt in the utter Ruin of the City. On this Ac- 
count, fifty of them entered into a Plot, for delivering it up to 


the allied Troops; but when they were about putting their Deſign 
in Execution, John had Intelligence of it, and ordered them all 


to be beheaded. Munſter had been ruled hitherto by the twelve 
Men abovementioned, who called themſelves the Twelve Judges 


of Iſrael: Jobn now took upon him the Title of King, com- 


paring himſelf with Saul and David. The Judges attempted 
to oppoſe him, but he found Means to get the better of them by 


the following Stratagem. A Silverſmith, who | pretended to the 


Gift of Prophecy, was ſuborned to ſtand up in the Aſſembly of 
the Believers, and to tell 1/rae/, that it was the expreſs Com- 
mand of God, that the Twelve Judges ſhould be diſcarded, and 


the ſole Adminiſtration of the Government delivered up to a 


K k King. 
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King. Scarce had he intimated this pretended divine Commiſ- 
fion, but he roſe from his Seat, went up to Joby, and preſented 
him with a naked Sword, adding theſe Words: Thus ſays the 


Lord, thou ſhalt be King of Sion, * over all the Univerſe. John 
had the common Sort of People on his Side, they made extra- 


ordinary Shouts on this Occafion, and none durſt offer to diſpute | 


him his new aſſumed Dignity, which he maintained in Spite of 
the Twelve ſham Judges of I/rael. It was a Matter of Surprize, 
to ſee how ſoon this Man, who had lately made ſo defpicable a 


Figure, framed himſelf to his new Station, From this Time, 


he made thrice a Week, a Cavalcade through the Streets, having 
a Sword, a Crean, a Bible, and a Globe carried before him, all 


adorned with precious Stones, and the laſt, having this pompous 


Superſcription on it: Rex Fuſtitiæ bujus Mundi, the King of 
Juſtice of this World, A Guard confiſting of 12 Yeomen, pre- 
ceeded the Cavalcade, and 30 Horſemen cloſed it, who were 
all moſt ſumptuouſly cloathed. And that his female Court might 
have as ſplendid an Appearance, he took to himſelf Mathew's 
Widow, and cauſing her to be crowned, ordered his Concubines 


to wait upon her with all the Ceremonies, due to a Queen. Shortly 


after this, two new Prophets aroſe ſucceſſively; the firſt, having 
invited all the Citizens, with the King and his Court, to a Sup- 
per, which was held in a Church-Yard, he made them enter 


into a Covenant, whereby they mutually engaged, to live and to 


die for their Religion. The other Prophet's Errand was, to acquaint 


the King, that it was the Will of the Lord, that he ſhould ſend 


Miſſionaries to the neighbouring Cities, in Order, to inform them, 


that Chrift's Reign was now began upon Earth, and to inſtruct 


them in the new Poctrines. For this Purpoſe twenty fix Miſſi- 
onaries were diſpatched to Oſnabruck, Soeſt, and other Cities, but 


the Inhabitants were fo far from ſuffering theſe Fanaticks among 


them, that they took them up, and rewarded their extravagant 
Zeal with a Halter. One of theſe Apoſtles, named Hilverſum, 


was ee by the r ; and being brought before the 


Biſhop 
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Biſhop of Munſter, was pürdoned by him, on Condition, that 
he ſhould return to the Anabaptiſt King, and ferve the Beſiegers 
as a Spy in Munſter; which he agreed to. On his Return, he 
made the King believe, that the Cities of Amſterdam, Weſel, and 
Deventer, were ready to acknowledge him for their King; which 
being an agreeable Piece of News to John, he ſent him immedi- 
ately back, with Sums of Money, to forward this Deſign ; but 
Hilverſum, inſtead of acquitting himſelf of this Commiſſion, as 
he promiſed he would, appropriated the Money to his own Uſes, 
and returned to the Beſiegers. In the mean while, Proviſions 
grew ſo very ſcarce in the City, that many were obliged to live 
upon Roots and Leather. This made no Impreſſion upon John, 
who told the People, that a great Succour ſent by their Brethren 
in Holland, was actually on the Road, which would ſoon put an 
End to the Siege. Jobn himſelf, ſo little thought that he ſhould 
be deceived in his Expectation, that he ſent an experi- 
enced Officer, to conduct the Troops he waited for, and to di- 
rect them to thoſe Places, where they might be of moſt Advan- 
tage to him, This Officer never returned ; which appearing ſuſ- 
picious to two of the King's Pages, they reſolved to go over to 
the Enemy; but their Abſcence being ſoon diſcovered, they were 
purſued and taken, when they had already paſſed the Fortreſs; 
whereupon, being brought before the King, he murdered them 
with his own Hand. One of his Wives, named Elzabcth, 
ſhortly after had a like Fate. She being grieved to ſee the Miſery, 
the famiſhed Citizens laboured under, told him ingenuouſly, that 
ſhe could not believe, that a Service was done to God, by the 
Death of ſo many poor People; whereat John was ſo much in- 
raged, that nothing but her Life was thought a ſufficient Attone- 
ment for the Offence. He had her conducted to the Market- 
Place, where all the Inhabitants having been previouſly afſembled, 
he, in their Preſence, chopped off her Head himſelf, his other 
Wives, on their Knees, looking at the Execution, and ſinging a 
Thanksgiving Hymn to God, after it was over. His Authority 
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was now grown to ſuch a Height, that all this paſſed without the 
leaſt Murmuring; nay, ſo implicitly was the Credit given him by 
his Favourites, that they accepted from him Grants of Territories 
in Germany, which, he ſaid, would ſoon be under his Subjection, 
with the Reſt of the World. H:ifverſum, in the mean while, 
had found Means to diſperſe Letters throughout the City, wherein 
he told the Burghers, that they were moſt ſtrangely impoſed upon 


by Fohn,; and exhorted them to ſubmit to the Beſiegers. At the 


ſame Time News came, that thoſe of the Anabapri/ts, that ill 
remained in Holland, were all, either killed, or turned out by the 
Magiſtrates. . This made ſome Impreſſion upon the Citizens; 
they began maturely to reflect on the Condition they were nov 
in, and being brought thereby to a Senſe of the Conſequences, 
that would attend their further Oppoſition, they appeared ready 
to mutiny. However, John had an Expedient at Hand, to pre- 


vent their carrying Things to Extremities; he poſted himſelf at 
one of the Gates of the City, where, in a pathetick Diſcourſe, 


he firſt of all expatiated on the Merits of their Cauſe, and che 
Honour and Advantage they might be intitled to, in maintaining 
it; then turning to his own Perſon, he put them in Mind of the 
Riſk he unavoidably muſt run, and which was, by far ſuperior 


to that they expoſed themſelves to, were he not aflured of tri- 


umphing over their common Enemies in a ſhort Time; con- 
cluding all, with reproaching them, in moſt bitter Terms, of the 
Slackneſs of their Zeal, Cowardice and Puſillanimity, and in- 


treating ſuch as had little Faith, immediately to withdraw out of 


the City, that the true Believers might not ſuffer, through the 


Fault of the Infidels, that dwelt among them. This artful Speech 
ſo far calmed the Spirit of the DEG that when John, here- 
upon opened the City Gate, none defired to march out, except, 


about one Thouſand of the common Sort, that had no Poſſeſſi- 
ons in Munſter. Theſe unfortunate People, however, proved to 
have but very badly mended their Condition; for on their coming 
up to the Redoubts, the Soldiers, not knowing the Meaning of 
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it, ſuſpected by the great Number of them, that ſome Scheme 
might be laid by the Beſieged, and without inquiring into the 
_ true Cauſe, attacked them with ſo much Expedition, that the greateſt 
Part were cut in Pieces, Jobn improved this Accident to his 
own Advantage, on one Hand, charging the Beſiegers with Cruelty, 
and on the other, making the Peſtruction of theſe People, paſs 
for a viſible Puniſhment of their Infidelity. In the mean while, 
the Want of Proviſions became ſo general among the Inhabitants, 
that Horſes, Cats, and Dogs, paſſed with them for dainty Food, 
whilſt ſome are ſaid, even to have fed upon their own Children, 
This Miſery went to the very Heart of one Hanſel, an ordinary 
Man, who formerly had deſerted from the Beſiegers, to the Ana- 
baptiſts; and now repenting of his Crime, reſolved to make Amends. 
for it, by cauſing the Surrender of the City. For this Purpoſe, he 
deſerted again to the Beſiegers, to whom he promiſed, he would 
deliver up the Place, without Bloodſhed, on Condition, that his 
former Offence might be pardoned. This being conſented to, he 
diſcovered a Part of the City Ditch, which was ſhallow, and 
having in the Night Time forded it with a Company of Soldiers; 
he ſcaled the City, and immediately made himſelf Maſter of one 
of the Gates, through which the Army entered. Hereupon the 
Burghers retired to the Church-Yard, where John put them in 
Order of Battle, and the allied Troops having advanced thither, 
a formal Engagement enſued. As a Spirit of Infatuation, and 
the vain Opinion, of Jobn's being ſoon to lord it all over the World, 
had hitherto kept the Burghers, from hearkening to ſalutary Ad- 
vice, ſo now were they determined by Deſpair alone, to periſh ra- 
ther than ſurrender. In Conſequence hereof, they made a furi- 
ous Reſiſtance for a conſiderable Time, notwithſtanding their 
being vaſtly inferior in Number to the Allies, but this hejighten-. 
ing the Reſentment of the latter, they fo cloſely charged them, 
that but a very few eſcaped the Sword, who having laid down their 
Arms, were expelled the City, Thus Munſter, which had been 


the Scene of a bloody Tragedy, for near two Years, came to be, 
85 8 8 | reduced 
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reduced by the Aſſiſtance of Erneft the Confeſſor and the Princes 
of his Houſe, who thereupon reinſtated the Biſhop of that See 
inthe Poſſeſſion of it. Asfor the Mock King and two of hisprincipal 
Miniſters, that were taken alive, during the Engagement, they 
were delivered up to the Biſhop, who after having cauſed them 
to be led through the Countries adjacent, as a Lavghing-Stock to 
the World, had them, at length, put to Death, and their Bodies 
hung up at the Tower of the Church of St. Lambert: in Munſter, 
in Iron Baſkets, made for that Purpoſe. 
Although this Siege or Blockade, we have been peaking of, 
muſt have been very expenſive to Erneſt, on Account of its long 
Duration; we do not find, that he ever demanded a Reimburſe- 
ment, or was indemnified for his Charges. © The Biſhop being 
a Roman Catholick and no Friend to the Protęſtants, Erneſt's 
aſſiſting him in reducing his rebellious Subjects, muſt certainly 
appeared to have been a very great Piece of Generoſity, eſpecially 
as it was attended with ſo much Diſintereſtedneſs. This, how 
much ſoever it added to his Merits, was not the only Advantage 
he reaped frem his Undertaking; hereby he likewiſe confuted, 
to his immortal Honour, the vile and malicious Aſperſions, caſt 
by ſome of the Roman Catholicks on the Proteſtants, whoſe Tenets 
they had repreſented as countenancing the Diſorders, that had 
lately happened in the Empire. The judicious Part of the Re- 
miſh Church, tired with liſtening to Calumnies, began at length 
to ſee through the Artifice; ſo that Erneft, afterwards, came to be 
as highly eſteemed by them, as he was revered by thoſe of his 
_ own Religion, For a Proof of this, we need but appeal to 
Thuanus, who, though a Roman Catholick, could not help doing 
him Juſtice, by thus repreſenting the great and amiable Character 
he bore, that he was generally hoked upon as a pious, Jeet, and 
valiant Prince. 


After he came to be the Head of the Church in his Dominions, 
he took his greateſt Delight in ſeeing his Subjects inſtructed in 


the Proteſtant Religion. For this RO he ordered frequent 
Viſita- 
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Viſitations to be made in the different Dioceſses, as well to inſ pect 


thereby the inferior Clergy, as to be informed from Time to 
Time, what Progreſs the publick Inſtructions had made, and 
how far the religious Service had been freed from the ſuperſtiti- 
ous Ceremonies, it had hitherto been clogged with. Several 
Ordinances are ill extant made by him, with Reſpect to religi- 
ous as well as other Affairs, which, not only ſhew his great In- 
duſtry, but alſo will be laſting Monuments of the uncommon 


Prudence and Wiſdom, wherewith he uſually proceeded, and to 
which certainly maſt be aſcribed the remarkable Succeſs, he 


met with in almoſt all his Undertakings. Among theſe Ocdinan- 
ces, there is one which ought not to be paſſed over in Silence. It 


contained a Prohibition to all his Courts of Judicature, to med- 
dle with Diſputes, wherein the Clergy was concerned. The 
Proficiency he had made in ſtudying Men, was ſuch, that he 
wiſely concluded, the greateſt Part of them to be inclinable to 
Extremes; wherefore apprehending that the Clergy, who had 


loſt a conſiderable Part of their Power, would very likely be 


treated with leſs Conſideration and Reſpect, than was due to 


their Order; he exempted them from the ordinary Courts, de- 


claring at the ſame Time, that he would be himſelf Judge i in all 
Differences, wherein they were a Party. 

Notwithſtanding the Cares and Toils of Government, whick 
muſt have taken up a conſiderable Part of his Time, he found Lei- 
ſure, to employ ſome Hours in reading uſeful Books, chiefly Hiſ- 
| tory, whereof he uſed to ſay: That it was the Book of Princes, 
wherein they had the whole World for a Leſſon, which framed their 
Minds to political, as well as religious Tranſactions. Another Part 
of his Time he allotted to inſpect the Education of his Children. 
As he thoroughly knew the e Effects, ariſing from Flat- 
 tery, that it is apt to give young Princes too bigh an Opinion of what: 
they are or ſhould be, which inſendibly degenerates into Preſump- 
tion and Conceit: He thought it incumbent on him to obviate this 
Evil t to the utmoſt of his Ret? for which Purpoſe he himſelß 

ſuper- 
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ſuperintended their Inſtruction, carefully looking into the Con- 


duct of thoſe about them, and as often as he found any of theſe, 


indulging their Vanity, they were immediately diſcarded, though 
never ſo much beloved by his Children. This prudent Rigour, 
far from leſſening the Tenderneſs they had for their Father, ra- 


ther increaſed it; hereby he was enabled, early to inſtill into 


them ſuch Principles, as made them acquainted betimes with 


their Duties towards God and Man, which together with a ſea- 
ſonable Indulgence in ſuch Matters, as could not be prejudicial 
to their Morals, gave them a judicious and fincere, not a feigned 


Affection for him. Mildneſs was the Method he was ever inclined 
to purſue, being of Opinion, that it would always be in his 
Power, to cauſe himſelf to be feared, when there ſhould be a 
Neceſſity for ſo doing; but that, in the mean while, it was much 
preferable, to prevail upon them by Tenderneſs. 

If we add to this, that Erneſt continually admitted into e 


Preſence, and patiently heard ſuch of his Subjects, as deſired per- 


ſonally to make their Suits known to him: It will appear amazing, 
that he could find Time fufficient for theſe manyfold Employ- 
ments. To expreſs his indefatigable Genius, he choſe the Em- 


blem of a burning Candle, with the following Inſcription : Alus 


inſerviendo, me ipſum conſums ; ; T ſerve others, and thereby conſume 
myſelf; and indeed, he lived up to the Senſe of it: For he ſpent 
himſelf in Behalf of others, and ſo far neglected his own Repoſe, 

to promote the Welfare of his Subjects, that he was quite exhauſted, 
when he had not yet accompliſhed the 48th Vear of his Age, and 


died in 1546, leaving by his Wife Sophia, Daughter of Henry 


Duke of Mecklenburg, four Sons, whereof the ſecond, named 
Frederic, was killed in the Battle of Stverſhauſen abovemention- 


ed; the eldeſt Francis Otho ſucceeded him, and after his Death 


the two youngeſt, Henry and William, founded two new Lines, 
'which ſubſiſt to this Day, and are called the Houſesof Brunfwick-

It has been already mentioned, that Erneſt, Son of Philip of Emett of the 
the Line of Grubenhagen, had a conſiderable Share in the Battle, ue 2 Gru- 
agen. 


the Proteſtants fought againſt the Roman Catholicks near Mublberg 
in 1547, and being made Priſoner there, with the Elector of 
Saxony, was ſome Time after releaſed from his Confinement. 
It has alſo been obſerved, that he, in Conjunction with his 
Brother John, and with Erich II. of the Line of Ca lenberg 
aſſiſted in 1557, Philip II. King of Spain againſt the French, and 
was preſent at the Taking of the Fortreſs of St. Quintin, and at 
the famous Battle that preceeded it. As unfortunate as the Action 
near Mublberg had proved to him, ſo great was the Glory he ac- 
quired by this laſt War, as well on Account of the Valour he 
ſhewed, as the remarkable Succeſs, it was crowned with. Great 
Advantages might have been reaped from it, had Philip known 
how to improve his good Fortune. At leaſt ſuch appears to have 
been the Opinion of the Emperor Charles V, who then lived 
in his Retirement in Span; for, hearing of Philip's Victory, he 
aſked : Whether his Son had not yet got Poſſeſſion of Paris, and 
being anſwered in the Negative, he charged him with not un- 
derſtanding how to make a proper Uſe of his Victories, adding, 
that he could have wiſhed, that during his Reign, God had bleſſed 


him with ſo great a Piece of good Fortune, As the Princes of the 
5 LEE Houſe 
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Houſe of Brunſwick, had not only much contributed to Philip's 


Victory, but ſo far ſhared in the common Danger, that ohn, 
Erneſt's Brother, loſt his Life by a Wound received during the 


Action: Philip thought it his Duty, publickly to teſtify the Senſe 


he had of their great Merits, and gave particular Proofs thereof 
to Erich, as has been related above. Erneſt, however, being a 
Proteſtant, did not think proper to continue long at. Philip's 
Court, chiefly as he was informed, that ſome of his Subjects 
apprehended, he might be prevailed upon to forſake his Religion, 

while others thought he had already done ſo. For this Reaſon he 


| haſtened his Return home, where he ſolemnly declared his Per- 
ſeverance in the Proteſtant Religion, and agreeable thereto, abid- 
ed in it to his End, which happened in 1567; leaving no Male 
Iſſue by his Wife | Margaret Daughter of George Duke of Pomerania. 


It will not perhaps be thought improper, to add to what has 


been already faid of Erneſt, that out of a Principle of Curioſity, 


or from ſome better Motive,he was led to inquire into the hidden 
Opperations of Nature, which proved of no ſmall Advantage to 


him and his Succeſſors. For, hereby he was inſenſibly brought 


to riſk a conſiderable Sum of Money, in examining the Mines 


of the Principality of Grubenbagen, commonly called the Mines 


of the Upper-Hartz, T he firſt Diſcovery of theſe, we find 


placed in the Year 1016, when thoſe of . (ſaid to 


be diſcovered in 972, ) having diſcontinued to anſwer the Expec- 


tations of the Owners, new ones were ſearched after, and ac- 


cordingly thoſe of the Upper-Hartz found out, They were 
worked upon to the Year 1181, when by the War, that happened 
between Henry the Lyon and the Emperor Frederic Barbara, 
this Country came to be deſolated, and the Veins buried in 
Ruins. In this State they remained till the Year 1208. when 
the Emperor Otho IV, Son of Henry the Lyon, ordered, them to 
be worked upon again, They turned to great Account, and 
continued doing ſo till 1340, when the Wars, which Albert 
Biſhop of N Son of Albert the Groſs, was obliged to 


carry 
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carry on againſt his Neighbours, occaſioned their falling a-new 
into Ruin, wherein they remained to Erneſi's Time. This 


Prince, in Order effectually to recover a Treaſure, loſt for ſo con- 
ſiderable a Time, granted advantageous Privileges to all, that 


were willing to b concerned in theſe Mines: moreover he be- 
ſtowed great Sums of Money, towards the Expences, which 


were neceſſary on this Occaſion, and had a City built, called 


Clauſthal, to ſerve for an Habitation to thoſe, employed i in the 
Mines, as well as for keeping the proper Offices. His Endea- 
vours were attended witha moſt extraordinary Succeſs, which de- 
ſerves ſo much the more to be taken Notice of, as the Advantage 
that accrued therefrom, has been laſting, and continues to this 
Day. For if we credit the Report of Peter de Ludewis, late 
Chancellor of the Univerſity of Halle, in his Germania Princeps, 

publiſhed in 1702, under the borrowed Name of Giovanni, 
g00,000 Rixdollars have been coined in one Year from the Sil- 
ver, afforded by the Mines of Clauſtbal alone, without taking in 


the Product of thoſe of St. Andreaſberg, Altenau, Cellerfeld,. 


Wildeman, Grunde, Lautenthal, &c. Hereby we may eaſily 
conceive, what immenſe Sums all the Mines of the Vyper-Hartz, 
together with thoſe of the Lower-Hartæ, produce annually, ex- 
cluſive of the Profit, ariſing from the Copper, Iron, Lead, and 
various Kinds of Minerals, wherewith theſe Mines abound, beſides 


a Gold Ore, diſcovered in 1710 in the Mines of the Lower- 
Hartz. 


Molfgang, who ſucceeded his Brother Erna * Principality Wolfang of 
the Line o 


of Grubenhagen began very early to acquaint himſelf with the &* abentagen 


Fatigues of a martial Life: For, when the Proteſtants in 1546. 


marched againſt the Emperor Charles V, then incamped near Table LE, 


Ingolſtadt, he begged Leave of his F ather, to follow the Army, 


though he was then but 15 Years old. Six Years after, when 
Maurice Elector of Saxony marched againſt Charles, to a PRLe 


him to releaſe the confined Princes, he afliſted at the Taking of 


the F ortreſs of Ehrenberg, where he was in imminent Danger of 
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Life: For the Army having valiantly behaved in the Aſſuult, 


| demanded an extraordinary Gratification of the Elector, which 


he refuſed to comply with, Hereupon, the Soldiers mutinied, 
and ſome of them went ſo far, as to diſcharge Balls apainſt 
Maurice; which he and Vo Ifoang, who conſtantly kept near his 
Perſon, narrowly eſcaped, The Elector, however, found Means 


to appeaſe the Soldiers Fury, and thereupon marching directly to 


Infſpruck, had the good Fortune, as mentioned above, to take 


all the Emperors Equipages and thoſe of his Court; which were 
ſo much the more acceptable to Maurice, on this critical Juncture, 


as they afforded him an Opportunity, for ſatisfying his Soldiers, 
and for regaining their Affection, which he ſeemed, ina Manner, 
to have forfeited. 


Wo ang s Zeal for the Progreſs of the Reformation, and for 


improving the Doctrines of the true Religion, fell, in no Way, 


ſhort of that of his Father Philip, or his Brother Erneft. For 


among other wiſe Regulations, that hada T endency that Way, 
he ordered the Clergy in his Dominions, to meet once a Year, 


that they might in an amicable Manner conſult together, about 


ſuch religious Matters, as ſhould, from Time to Time, offer 


themſelves to their Conſideration, either concerning Points of 
Doctrine, or ſuch Rules of Diſcipline, as might be of Uſe for the 


Edification of their ſeveral Flocks. Beſides which, with a View, 


more effectually to promote ſound Learning and true Piety, he 


erected and endowed Schools for the Support and Maintenance 


of poor Scholars. 

- The Principality of Grubenhagen came to be conſiderably in- 
larged during his Reign. For on the Exſtinction of the Family 
of Pleſſe, he acquired the Caſtleof Rade//5hauſen; and by the Death 
of the laſt Count of Hohnſtein, the County of Lutterberg, which 
his great Uncle Henry III. had given in Fief to that Family, de- 


volved to him; as did allo the City and Mines of St Audreaſberg, 


and the Caſtle 3 Territories of Schartzfeld, He ſurvived this 
laſt Acquifition but two Tenn and having no Iſſue by his Wife 


Dorothy 
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Dorothy, Daughter of Francis Duke of Sare-Lauenburg, his poſſeſſi- 
ons fell to his youngeſt Brother Philip II. who ſucceeded him. 
Julius Son of Henry the Younger of the Line of Wolffenbuttel, 2 N Cw -= 
of whom we have now to ſpeak, had little Room, at firſt, to flatter fenbuttel, = 
himſelf, that he ſhould one Day ſee the Principality, of Wolfen-,.,. v. 
 buttelveſtedinhim. On one Hand, his Father havingeſtabliſhed the 
Right of Primogeniture in his Houſe, Charles Victor the eldeſt Son, 
and after him, a ſecond named Philip Magnus, ſtood between him 
and the ſaid Sncceſſion. On the other, he was under ſo great a 
Diſgrace with his Father, and his Circumſtances, during his 
younger Vears, bore ſo melancholy an Aſpect, that it muſt be 
acknowledged to have been owing to a particular Interpoſition 
of Providence, that his Life was not taken away, almoſt as ſoon 
as he might be faid, to have commenced it. Whilſt his Father 
was exerting bimſelf againſt the Proteſtant Intereſt, this young 
Prince, though brought up in the Perſuaſion of the Romiſh Church, 
ſeriouſly ſer about examining into the Foundation of its Dotrines; 
and by comparing them with the Tenets of the Augſburg Con- 
Feſſion, he came to be ſo thoroughly convinced of the Errors he 
had been in, that he openly embraced the Proteſtant Religion. 
Hereby he drew upon him, not only his Fathers Odium, but like- 
wiſe that of the whole Cart 3 aud as nothing i is capable of ſet- 
ting Bounds to the furious Zeal of a bigotted Clergy, they worked 
ſo inceſſantly upon his Father, that they prevailed upon him, to 
forget the Tyes of Nature, and to deliver him up to their "ag | 
ſentment. Accordingly, Julius was declared an Apo/kate, 
and as ſuch, being condemned to be immured, the neceſſary 
Preparatives were actually made for that Purpoſe, and though, 
for Reaſons, which the Authors of thoſe Times, have not thought 
proper todiſcloſe, the Scheme was not put in Execution, nevertheleſs, 
His Siſters; fearing it might take Place one Day or other, thought 
fit to conceal him in their Apartments. Here he remained for 
ſome Time, till a truſty Friend of his, who went about to get 


Intelligence of the Deſigns, that were formed againſt him, baving 
ditcoveicd, 
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diſcoverd, that his Father perſevered in the Reſolution he had ken 


of abandoning him, thought himſelf in Duty bound to acquaint 


him therewith; and as he did not care to do it in Writing, or ex- 
poſe himſelf to be overheard, he is ſaid, to have intimated the 
Danger his Friend was in, by framing, in his Preſence, the Words 
Fuge, Fuge, on the Aſhes of the Hearth by Help of a Pair of 
Tongs. Julius, being thus acquainted with the Hazard he ran, 
thought it now high Time to abſent himſelf from his Father's 


Court; hereupon he immediately withdrew to Cuſtrin, where he 
| was kindly received by John Marggrave of Brandenburg, who 


had married his eldeſt Siſter, and embraced the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, Some Years after, his two eldeſt Brothers, having loſt their 

wes in the fatal Battle of S7ver/hauſen, this Accident prompted 
the Marggrave, who all along had in vain endeavoured to reeſtabliſh 


Fulius in his Father's Favour, to renew his Efforts, flattering him- 
ſelf, at this Time, with better 8 in his Endeavours, as Julius 


was the only ſurviving Son of Henry, and in Courſe, Heir appa- 


rent to his Succeſſion. But, how great ſoever were the Hopes 


he had for mediating a Reconciliation, Henry, was ſo far, from 
being moved at the ſubmiſſive Repreſentations, of both his Son in 


Law and his own Son, that he choſe to be influenced by the 


Roman Catholick Clergy about him, who, being ſtrongly bent on 
excluding Julius from the Sueceſſion, made Henry believe, that 
his robuſt Conſtitution gave Hopes of his being in a Capacity of 
getting another Heir, in Caſe he proceeded to a ſecond Marriage. 

On this precarious F oundation, he was prevailed upon, though 


in the Sixty ſeventh Year of his Age, to marry Sophia, Daugh- 


ter of Sigiſmund King of Poland, but ſhe not proving with Child 
by him, to the great Mortification of the Reman Cotholicks, Deſpair 
ſuggeſted to them a moſt extravagant Scheme. By Eve de Trotte, 
Heury had a natural Son living, named Eitel Henry de Kirchberg, 


who profeſſing the Roman Catholic Religion, was pitched upon 
to ſucceed in the Principality of MWolffenbuttel; and his illegitimate 


Birth being a Hinderance thereto, it was propoſed, that he ſhould 
— 
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be legitimated and declared Henry's Succeſſor by the Pope. 


Whether Henry ever approved of this prepoſterous Scheme; 
Hiſtory does not poſitively mention, but it gives us to under- 


ſtand, that his natural Son, on the Clergy's making him this 


Proffer, refuſed to accept of it, giving this judicious Reaſon for 
ſo doing, that had God intended, he ſhould be a Prince, he would 
have diſpoſed Things accordingly, but ſince it was otherwiſe, he was 


content to remain in the Condition, wherein hs had been placed. 


It is not to our Purpoſe to inquire, whether or no the Popes Legiti- 
mation would have been of ſo great Importance, as to prejudice Fu- 


lius's Birth Right; however that be, it is certain, that, had Things 


anſwered the Wiſhes of the Roman Catholicks, it would, at leaſt; 
have occaſioned much Bloodſhed in the Principality of Wolfen- 


buttel, after Henry's Demiſe. On this Conſideration, it muſt 


be allowed, that Eitel's Refuſal is worthy of Praiſe, and de- 


ſervedly intitled him to the Eſteem, which Julius retained for 
bim ever after. Thus, all Means, that ſeemed to promiſe 


Julius's Deſtruction, or had an Appearance of removing him 
from the Succeſſion, having been tried ineffectually, the Roman 
Catholicks were, at length, obliged to give up their Deſign, and 


Henry's Heart, after a Struggle of ſeveral Years, relented ſo far, 


that of his own Accord he came to wiſh for, what ſo many Solli- 
citations had not been able to perſuade him to; He ſent for 
Julius, who, at firſt ſuſpecting that his appearing in Perſon 


might be attended with Danger, ballanced a while, whether he 


hould go or not, eſpecially as he knew, that his Father ſtill ad- 
hered ſtrictly to the Romi/h Church; yet at laſt, conſidering, that 
the ſanre God, who had ſo wonderfully preferved him in the 
molt imminent Dangers, would not probably, ſuffer him to pe- 
riſh, when he was about fulfilling his Duty in obeying the In- 
junction of a Parent, he determined to truſt to that Being, and 
repaired to Waolfenbuttel; where ſome Time after he came to be 
Thoroughly reconciled. with his Father, 


Adver- 
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Adverſities, how unwelcome ſoever they appear to ſuch, as la- 
bour under them, are, nevertheleſs, known to be productive of 
many happy Effects; among which this is not the leaſt conſi- 
derable, that they increaſe and refine the Love of Virtue, in 

thoſe that have any Taſte for it, and raiſe, as it were, the Soul 
above the common Standard of humane Nature. Julius no ſooner 
came to the Inheritance of his Father's Poſſeſſions, but he gave 
ample Proofs of the Juſtneſs of this Obſervation. The Afflic- 
tions, he had undergone for almoſt Fourthy Years, had no other 
Effect upon him, than that of improving his Piety, Magnanimity, 
and natural Proneneſs to worthy and generous Actions; which 
cauſed him to be looked upon as the Darling of his Subjects, and 
one of the greateſt Ornaments of the illuſtrious Houſe, he de- 
ſcended from. It has been already obſerved, that by the lauda- 
ble Application of Erneſt the Confeſſor, the Proteſtant Religion 
had been introduced in the Yolfenbuttel Dominions, during the 
Time that Henry the Younger was diſpoſſeſſed of them. How- 
ever, when this Prince afterwards came to be reinſtated in his 
Property, the Papal Authority got again a conſiderable Aſcendant, 
and though he, at length, declared himſelf for the Aug/burg Con- 
Feſſon, he was fo near his End when he did it, that his Proteſtant 
| Subjects could reap but little, if any Advantage, from his Con- 
verſion, Moreover, the arbitrary Authority, which the Roman 
Catholick Clergy preſerved, during his whole Reign, having ſo 
far intimidated the Followers of Luther's Doctrine, as to make 
them adopt ſeveral Tenets of the Church of Rome: Julius, at his 
| ſucceeding him, found among his Subjects ſo ſtrange a Mixture of 
Sentiments in religious Matters, that it appeared of the higheſt Con- 
cern to him, to ſet about clearing the true Religion of the erro- 
neous Opinions, with which it was then blended. For this Pur- 
poſe, he convened a Number of learned Divines, to whoſe Charge 
it was given, to ſcrutinize into the fundamental Articles of the 
Chriſtian Faith, and their Opinions being given on theſe Heads, 
with the Grounds whereon each was founded, he had this Mat- 
| | | er 
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ter canvaſſed again in a full Conſiſtory of the principal Clergy, 


where the whole having been found to be conformable to the 


Word of God, theſe Articles, as a Symbol, or the Sum of the 
Belief of the Proteſtant Church, were reduced into a Body, and 
publiſhed under the Title of Corpus doctrinæ Julium, to ſerve for the 
future as a conſtant Rule of Faith, in the Wolſfenbuttel Dominions. 
This was not the only Inſtance, this worthy Prince gave 
of his uncommon Piety and Zeal for preſerving the Purity 
of the Evangelick Religion. He was ſenſible, that the more 
Learning increaſed and flouriſhed among his Subjects, the more 
they would be ſhocked at the Errors of the Church of Rome, and 
conſequently have a greater Averſion to return to that Communion. 


On this Account, in 1571, he chearfully undertook to found 


Free Schools in ſeveral of his Cities, and to endow a College at 
Gander ſheim, where Profeſſors were appointed for inſtructing 
Youth in ſeveral Branches of Literature. The Succeſs, which 
attended theſe his Undertakings, at length prompted him to trans- 
fer this College to Helmſtædt, and to erect it into an Univerſity, 
where the Youth, for whatever Faculty they were deſigned, 


might be regularly bred up, Degrees be obtained, and this become 


a conſtant Seminary of learned and uſeful Men to Society. With 
this laudable View, he endowed it with a large Sum of Money 


out of his own Treaſury, and ordered the Revenues of three 


Convents to be applied for the Support of its Profeſſors, and to- 
wards the Subſiſtence of a Number of neceſſitous e ae It 


Was inaugurated i in 1576; and to render the Ceremony more ſo- 


lemn, he not only honoured it with his Preſence, but likewiſe 


ut it under the immediate Protection of his eldeſt Son, Thus 


this Seat of the Muſes, which in Honour of its generous Founder, 
bears the Name of the Julius Univerſity, ſoon began to make a 
conſiderable Figure in the learned World, and has been fo re- 
markably flouriſhing ever ſince, as to produce a conſtant Supply 


of Geniuſes, who, for their extenſive Learning may Juſtly vie 


with the greateſt Scholars in 2

Memoirs of the Houſe of BRUNSWILOx. 
As nothing eſcaped Fulius's Attention, that could be any 
Ways beneficial to his Country : We find him, to have been no leſs 
afſiduous, i in promoting the Trade of his Subjects. The late War 
in his Father's Time having proved ſo ruinous to his Dominions, 
that even the publick Roads were become impaſſable, he had 
them repaired at his own Expence; beſides which, he rendered 
the River Ocłer more uſeful than it had been, by fitting it for 
tranſporting Goods of a conſiderable Burden; and as no- 
thing more effectually contributes towards inlarging Commerce 


with Foreigners, than multiplying the Exports of a Country, he 


had the Mines of the Lower-Hartz worked larger than any of his 
Predeceſſors had done, which afforded a copious Variety of 
Commodities for foreign Trade, much to the Advantage of his 
Subjects, at the ſame Time that his own | Revenues were — 
conſiderably augmented. 


By the Pains, Julius is reported, to have taken in theſe. vart- 


ous Concerns, he appears to have richly deſerved the Succſes he 


met with. For, we find, not only that he made it his Buſineſs, 
perſonally to inquire, whether his Orders were duly excuted or no; 


but likewiſe, that he had ſuch an uncommon Share of Patience, 
and was ſo great an Enemy to Idleneſs, that he kept Journals 


himſelf, as well of the foreign Tranſactions that happened in 
his Time, as thoſe that related to his own Dominions, entering 
into the minuteſt Detail of what had been already remedied, and 


what wanted {till to be looked into. In this laborious and 1 N 


Employment, he is ſaid to have uſually filled a Book in Quarto, 
every Month, and to have conſtantly ſtuck to it, even when, by 
the Extinction of the Line of Calenberg, he became poſſeſſed of 


twiceas many Territories, as he had at the Beginning of his Reign. 


From what has been ſaid, the Reader will be inabled to form 


to himſelf an Idea of Julius's worthy Character; which, though 


it appears hitherto in ſo advantageous a Light, will ſhine forth 
with ſtill greater Luſtre, if we add a particular Inſtance of his 


extraordinary Magnanimity, related by cotemporary Authors. 


Among | 
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Among the many uſeful Undertakings, that renderd his Admi- 
niſtration a Bleſſing to his People, was the Erection of a new Ci- 
ty, which he built cloſe to Wolffenbuttel, and endowed with con- 
ſiderable Privileges, having particularly in View, to make it be- 


come a Place of Refuge for ſuch, as ſhould be forced to leave 
their native Countries, on account of Religion. It might have 


been expected, that he would have called this City after his own 
Name, as he was the Founder of it. Surely no one had Room 
to imagine, that he would have taken hold of this Opportunity, 
to honour the Memory of a Father, through whoſe uncommon 
Severity, he had endured ſo many Hardſhips. However, Ju- 


ius, whoſe Greatneſs of Soul put him far above the Senſe of paſt 


Injuries, not only forgave the Hand, that had ſo ſorely afflicted 
him, but to give the World an undoubted Proof of his filial Re- 
verence, and to perpetuate, as much as in him lay, the Reſpect 
he bore to his Father Henry's Memory, he cauſed the new- 
built City to be called on his Account, Henrichſtadt. As this 
Tranſaction happened many Years after Henry's Deceaſe, Fulius's 
Sincerity can in no Ways be queſtioned, and his Conduct, on this 
Occaſion, is ſo much the more worthy of Notice, as Hiſtory can 
| ſcarce produce a parallel Inſtance of ſuch a filial Piety, i in ſo exalted 
a Station ; there being innumerable Examples to be met with of 
young Princes, who have caballed againſt the beſt of Fathers, but 
few or none of ſuch as, notwithſtanding the hardeſt Uſage, 


have, like him, chearfully ſubmitted to their Parents, whilſt liv- 


ing, and highly revered their Memory, when dead. 


All, that we have further to obſerve of Julius, is, that he 


acquired the Reverſion of the County of Rheinſtein to his Houſe ; : 
and, on his inheriting the Principality of Calenberg, introduced 


there likewiſe the Reformation, This was the laſt of «the 


Provinces, within the Brunſwick and Luneburg Dominions, 


where the Proteſtant Religion came to be received. This great 


Prince departed this Life in 1589, leaving by his Wife, Hed- 


257g, ne eo of Joachim II, Elector of Brandenburg, four 
es Sons, 
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Sons. Henry Julius, the eldeſt, ſucceeded him in the united Prin- 
cipalities of Molſfenbuttel and Calenberg, by Virtue of his Will 
and the Right of Primogeniture, that had been introduced in 
his Family; Philip Sigiſmund; was made Biſhop of Verden, and 
Ofnabruck ; Joachim Charles had the Provoſtſhip of the Dome 
of Straſburg ; and Fulius Auguft, the youngeſt Son, became 
Abbot of Micbaelſtein. 

| Henry Julius, Henry Fulius inherited not only his Father's Dominions, but 
of the Line of his Virtues likewiſe. In his very Infancy, he gave ſuch Hopes, 
e becoming in Time one of the moſt accompliſhed Princes, 
Table v. Germany had ever ſeen, that Parents were uſed, to propoſe him 
as an Example to their Children, His incomparable Father, 
while he was about promoting Learning in his Dominions, 
thought nothing would more conduce to this End, than ſetting 
them a Pattern in his own Family, by bringing up his Children 
in all the Branches of neceſſary and uſeful Knowledge. Henry 
Julius, by this Means, made ſo ſudden a Progreſs, that at the 
Inauguration of the Univerſity of Helmſtædt, whereof he was 
15-6 Choſen Rector perpetuus, he harangued the Members of it in 
L. tin, though he was not then quite twelve Years old. The 
Greek and Hebrew Tongues, wherein he was likewiſe well 
verſed, were not the only Qualifications he was admired for; his 
Knowledge extended to ſeveral ſolid Sciences, and became, at 
length, ſo diffuſive, as to acquire him the Reputation of being 
a great Proficient in Mathematicks, "Fen ophy, Ch oymiſtry, Phyfick, 
Law, and Divinity. 
| Theſe great and uncommon Accompliſhments, which are 
ſcarce ever to be met with in Princes, were the Subject of uni- 
verſal Admiration, and made People entertain high Notions of 
the Happineſs, that muſt flow from the Government of a Prince, 
whoſe natural and acquired Endowments ſo eminently out-ſhone 
| thoſe of the moſt illuſtrious Perſons of his Time. The Canons 
1 of Minden were ſo much taken with them, that in 1581. 


Wen he was ONE policiſed of the Biſhoprick of Halberſtaut, 
they

they made him Biſhop of their See (a); in the Poſſeſſion where-- 
of he continued to the Year 1585, when he reſigned it, with 
a View, to procure it to his Brother Philip Si giſmund. 

As to the Biſhoprick of Halberftadt, he kept it to the End of his 
Life. He was preferred thereto in 1566. in the ſecond Vear of his 
Age, under this Condition, that the Regency of the Biſhoprick 
ſhould remain with the Chapter for 12 Years, and Henry Julius 
be allowed an annual Penſion, during that Time; the Reſt of the 
Revenues being to be applied towards the Diſcharge of the large 


Debts, the Biſhoprick of Halberſtadt then was involved in. If 


we may credit Thuanus, who, as a Reman-Catholick, was not a 


little diſpleaſed with the Canons of Halberſtadt, for their prefer- 


ring Henry Fulius to that Biſhoprick, at fo tender an Age; they 
were prompted thereto by Henry the Younger, this Prince's 
Grand Father, by whoſe Influence over him, as he was a. ſtre- 
nuous Defender of the Papal Authority, they flatter'd them- 
ſelves, they ſhould be inabled to ſecure their Religion in the 
Biſhoprick of Halber/tadf, However, if this was their View, 
the Event proved, that they were egregiouſly miſtaken in their 
Politicks. For, when Henry Julius, had attained to the Age 
of Maturity, he not only ſhewed himſelf to be a. Proteſtant, 
but likewiſe introduced that Religion in his Biſhoprick, leav- 
ing, however, to the Roman Catholicks, full Liberty 0 Con-

{ a ) To prevent the Reader's Surprize at ſecular Princes enjoying Biſhopricks, 1 
proper to obſerve, that in Germany the Authority of a Biſhop is two-fold ; the Eccle- 
ſiaftical, and the Temporal. The firſt needs no Explanation ; as for the latter, it is of the 
ſame Nature and Extent as that of. the temporal Princes of the Empire : for as thev 
become equal to them, by Virtue of their Territories and Dominions, they acquire the 
ſame Title, Authority, and all the Prerogatives, that are attached to Sovercignty ; ſuch as 
raiſing Troops, contracting Alliances, coiving Money, pardoning Delinquents, levying 
Taxes, Sc. When the Reformation came to ſpread itſelf in the Empire, and the Proteſtant 


Princes had the Credit to get themſelves promoted to Bithopricks, as was the Caſe of 


Henry Fulius; we are not to imagine, that they were thereupon ordained, or that they 
exerciſed any clerical Fund ion, for, though they preſerved the Title of Biſhops, they con- 
fined themſelves to the Exerciſe of their __ 3 over thole Dominions, chat 
 belovged to their Biſhopricks. 
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nute Detail of the different Methods, made uſe of by them to 
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ſcience, and the Enjoyment of their Prebends, on Condition, 


that they diſmiſſed their Concubines. 


On ſucceeding his Father in 1589. his Power came to be very. 


extenſive, on Account of the two Principalities, that were now 


fallen to him, and the Biſhoprick he was in Poſſeſſion of before. 
This however increaſed conſiderably, ſome Time after: for 
the two Lordſhips, of Lobra and Klettenberg, whereof his 


Father had obtained the Reverſion from the See of Halberſtadt, 


devolved to him, on the Extinction of the Family of the 


Counts of Hobnſtein. He alſo, was choſen Adminiſtrator of the _ 


rich Convent of Falkenried; and three Years after came to be 
poſſeſſed of the Principality of Grubenbagen, on the Failure of 
Male Iſſue of that Line, whereof Notice will be taken in its 
proper Place. This laſt Succeſſion, it is true, was controverted by 
the Houſe of Luneburg, but Henry Julius found Means, to 

Poſſeſſion of it, and even to tranſmit it to his Succeſſor, 


by whom it was, at length, delivered up to Erneſt the Confeſſor's 


Poſterity. Laſt of all, the Family of the Counts of Blancken- 
burg becoming alſo extinct, Henry Julius poſſeſſed himſelf of 
both Counties of Rheinſtein and Blanckenburg, as Fiefs of his 


Houle, and of the See of Halberſtadt. 
Whether the Citizens of Brunſwick, who from ancient 
Times, were uſed, to exert their rebellious Spirit, in Proportion 
as their Princes were warlike, or had found Means of extending 


their Dominions, envied theſe his Acquiſitions, or no, we will 
not take upon us to determine. However that be, it is certain, 


that, notwithſtanding the Meekneſs, wherewith Henry Julius 


reigned over them, they embraced all Opportunities about this 


Time, to ſhew him their Diſpleaſure; as if they intended thereby 


to convince the World, that Malecontents will not be wanting, 
let the Government Ay adminiſtered, with never ſo much Wiſdom 
and Mildneſs, It would be endleſs, were we to enter into a mi- 


wy their Diſſaffection; wherefore we ſhall content ourſelves 
with 
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with ſaying, that they gradually went ſo far, as to diſpute his 
Authority over the City, Notwithſtanding the great and ſundry 


Provocations they gave him, a conſiderable Time paſſed, before 
he could determine, to chaſtih their mutinous Conduct. 


But, finding at length, that his Lenity and kind Admonitions 


were of no Effect, and that his Forbearance rather increaſed, 
than leſſened their Preſumption; he formed an Army, and laid 
Siege to the City, The Brunfwickers, on their Part, were not 
wanting to themſelves; they entered into a Confederacy with ſe- 
veral Cities; theſe having levied Troops in FYeftphalia, the Ne- 
therlands, and in other Countries, ordered their Generals, by Way 


of Diverſion, to fall upon the Duke's Territories, whilſt he 


perſiſted to carry on the Siege. Hereupon the Princes of both 
Circles of Saxony apprehending, that the War might ſpread it- 
ſelf further, by other Powers taking a Share in it, interpoſed, 
and offered ſuch Terms of Accommodation, as might at once ſe- 
cure to Henry Julius his Authority and hereditary Right, and 


to the City the Privileges it might have a juſt Claim to. The 


Emperor Rudolph II, endeavoured likewiſe to adjuſt Matters, 
- propoſing, that Cognizance might be taken of theſe Diffe- 


rences, and the whole Affair be terminated, without Hoſtilities. 
Henry Julius, who was a true Lover of his Country, no ſooner 

underſtood this, but he broke up the Siege, and disbanded his 
Army ; little imagining that this particular A& of Conde- 


ſcenſion, inſtead of recommending him to the Eſteem of the 


 Brunſwickers, would confirm them in their unnatural Rebellion. 


The Siege being raiſed, the Troops of the confederate rg 


entered Brunſwick, without Oppoſition, and though at firſt, 

was thought, that this was done with no other View, than Is 
they might be paid off; the contrary appeared ſoon after, and 
that the Brunſwickers had cunningly taken Advantage of their 
Prince's Sincerity, being reſolved to perſevere in their rebellious 
Proceedings, in open Defiance to the Laws, both of God and 


Man, For theſe Troops, at the expreſs Order of the Magiſtrates, 
iued 
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iſſued out of the City, firſt making Incurſions into the Fields, 


adjoining to the Suburbs, ſparing neither Age, nor Sex ; and 


when they found, that they eſcaped with Impunity, they aſſumed 


ſo great a Boldneſs, as to lay Waſte to the Duke's Territories all 
around, driving away Herds and Flocks, murdering the unarmed 
Peaſants, deſtroying Edifices, both Sacred and Profane, and then 


returning with their Booty into the City. 


Not content with theſe Acts of Barbarity, they went ſtill fur- 
ther, aiming at the very Life of their Prince, whoſe wiſe and juſt 
Adminiſtration had not ſufficient Influence over their obdurate 


Hearts, to withold them from conſpiring againſt him. 


While "this Plot was in Agitation, Henry Julius, who little ſuſ- 


| pected, that ſo abominable a Deſign could be formed againſt 


him, was at Schæningen, about a League from Helmſtædt, where 
he disbanded ſome Horſe, which he had yet in his Service ; and 
this being done, he ſet out for Wolfenbutte! by the common 
Road, attended only by Thirty Horſe, and followed, at a good 


Diſtance, by an Hundred and Thirty more of his Body Guards, 


He was ſcarce got five Miles on his Journey, when he fell into 
an Ambuſcade, at a Place called Dettem, ſeveral large Detach- 
ments of the Brunſwickers, having beſet both Sides of the Way; 


and had he not fortunately met with a Shepherd, who ſhewed 
him a By-Way, he would undoubtedly have fallen a Victim to 


their wicked Deſign: This Man, having cut down a Turnpike 


to open a Paſſage for him, he rode with all the Speed poſſible, 
through a rough and rugged Grove, called the Ae, a moſt 


rocky and ſteep Place, and after having changed Horſes three 
Times upon the Road, at length ſafely arrived at Wolfenbuttel. 
On conſidering the amiable Character, Hiſtorians have given 


this Prince, there would perhaps be Room to doubt, whether 
the Brunſwichers, actually aimed at his Deſtruction; had this Plot 
not been proved by the Depoſition of a great Number of Wit- 
neſſes, who unanimauſly. declared, that the Magiſtrates of Brunf- 


wick had diſpoſed thoſe TR on the Road, with a View to 
take 


Mesnoirs of the Houſe of B Runs wick. 


take the Duke, dead or alive, promiſing a large Sum of Money, to 
whoever ſhould ſucceed in the Attempt. Another Circumſtance, | 


which corroborated theſe Depoſitions was, that one of Henry 
Julius's private Secretaries, that followed him, was intercepted by 


the Ruffians, who, after haviog killed him, disfigured his Face, 
and took the Duke s Signet from him. The Brunſwickers, having 


thus aggravated the Guilt of their Rebellion, by a moſt execrable 


Conſpiracy, could not but expect a Puniſhment, proportionable 
to the Heinouſneſs of their Crime. The Emperor no ſooner got 


Intelligence of their baſe Deportment, but he put them to the 


Ban of the Empire, and intimated to their Allies, that he would 


uſe them with the ſame Rigour, if they did not forthwith re- 


nounce their Confederacy with them, and withdraw the Troops, 


they had ſent to their Aſſiſtance. The Brunſwickers did their ut- 


moſt to elude the Ban, by endeavouring to exculpate themſelves 
of the Facts alledged againſt them; but their Plea being found 


frivolous, the Proſcription was confirmed in 1610, and the 


Year following, the Imperial Heralds, in Conformity to the Or- 
ders received for that Purpoſe, publiſhed it with the Solemnities, 


uſual on ſuch Occaſions. _ 
The Condition of the Brunfwickers ſeemed, at this Time, to be 


moſt deplorable, as by their wicked Proceedings, they had drawn 


upon themſelves the juſt Indignation of Henry Julius, their law- 


ful Prince, and yet their Caſe appeared ſtill more dreadful, when 
it was conſidered, that the Execution of the Ban was commit- 


ted to the Prince, they had ſo highly offended, and that, ac- 


cording to the Tenor of the Proſcription, their Lives and For- 
tunes were abſolutely forfeited to him. And now, it was very. 
natural to expect, that this Prince, after ſo many Provocations, 
would have proceeded againſt them with the utmoſt Severity. 
But, how prone ſoever human Nature may be to reſent Injuries, 
eſpecially when this may be done with all the Appearances of Ju- 
Nice, it evidently appears from the Silence of the Authors of thoſe 


Times, that he never executed the Ban, and that the Brun/iickers 
Nn under went 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of Bxunswicx, 
underwent none of thoſe Puniſhments they had fo remarkably de- 
ſerved at his Hands. What were the Motives of this unparal- 
lelled Forbearance, Hiſtory does not mention, probably, becauſe 
the Action was of ſuch a Nature as not to want a Comment: For 
ſurely nothing could have prompted him to it but the moſt ex- 
alted Magnanimity. So peculiar was the Happineſs, that accrued 
to him from his extenſive Knowledge, that he thereby not only 
drew on himſelf the Admiration of all that beheld him, but was 


likewiſe inabled to trample his Paſſions under Foot, and thus to 
raiſe himſelf, as it were, above the Condition of human Nature. 


To theſe his eminent Virtues, muſt be aſcribed his generous Be- 
haviour towards thoſe, that had in any wiſe oftended him; to theſe 


alone were the Brunſwickers indebted for their Preſervation; and 


as Virtue never fails to be its own Reward, he muſt have felt a 


| moſt exquiſite Satisfaction, on recollecting, that he had extended 
his Mercy to a Multitude of Perſons, who could be conſidered in 
no other Light, than as living to the Glory of his Clemency. 


Henry Julius was not ſo wholly taken up with the Concerns 
of his own Country, as to lofe Sight of what related to the Em- 
pire in general. Notwithſtanding the Troubles he met with 


at Home, he generouſly employed himſelf in adjuſting the Dif- 
| ferences, that broke out, from Time to Time, between the Empe- 


ror Rudolph and his Brother Mathias; for which Purpoſe, he made 
ſeveral Journeys to Prague, where the Imperial Court was kept 


at that Time, endeavouring as a true Patriot, to mediate a good 


Underſtanding between the two Brothers, whoſe Broils were of 


ſuch a Nature, as uſually to break ont again, almoſt as ſoon as 


they had been compoſed. Rudolph, who had no legitimate Iſſue, 


on Account of his never entering into a married State, diſcovered 


_ a very ſtrong Inclination to favour and advance the Arch-Dukes 


Ferdinand and Leopold, his Couſin Germans, in Prejudice of his 
own Brothers. But theſe Princes, being governed by the Councils 
of the Tefuits, rendered themſelves thereby, ſo odious to the States 


of Hungary,that in Order to deprive them at once of all Hopes of 


ſucceeding 
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ſucceeding to the Throne of that Kingdom, they elected for 
their King Mathias, Rudolph's Brother, on Condition of having 


their Privileges confirmed, with the Free Exerciſe of the Proveflege 


Religion, The News of this Election and of the Condition, 
whereupon it was made and accepted, awakened the Proteſtants 


in Bohemia, who thereupon reſolved to depute ſome of their moſt 


_ conſiderable Men to invite him into Bobemia, in Hopes that the 
States of that Kingdom might be induced thereby, to follow 


the Example of the Hungarians, on their obtaining the ſame 
Favours. Hereupon Mathias, without Loſs of Time, levied 


What Troops he could, and having put himſelf at their Head, 


marched towards Bohemia, paſſing through Auſtria, which he 


| likewiſe endeavoured to ſubdue. Rudolph being exaſperated 


hereat to the laſt Degree, put himſelf in a Poſture to oppoſe his 


Brothers Deſign, But the Mediators, apprehending, that this Enter- 
prize would be attended with fatal Conſequences, went to meet 
Mathias, to make him ſenſible thereof, and induce him to come 
to an Agreement with the Emperor, who, they aſſured him, 

was very much diſpoſed thereunto. Upon this Aſſurance, he 


yielded to their Advice, and theſe Princes managed Matters ſo 


well, that a Treaty came to be ſigned at Prague, wherein 
Rudolph gave him up Hungary, Moravia and Auftria, and pro- 
miſed to ſecure Bohemia to him, in Caſe he ſhould die without 


Male Heirs. 
However, the Reconciliation, which hereupon enſued between 


the two Brothers, was but of a very ſhort Duration. The Em- 
peror, inſtead of diſbanding his Troops, according to the Treaty 


of Prague, ſuffered them to live at Diſcretion in the Biſhoprick 
of Paſſau, whence they marched into Bobemia, continuing to 


ravage that Country, as they had done the other under the 
Command of the Arch-Duke Leopold, Theſe Diſorders dit- 


guſting the States of the Empire, as much as thoſe of Bohemia, 
particularly the Proteſtants, who were the greateſt Sufferers by 
thelc Incurfions ; Mathias endeavoured to take Advantage thereof, 


Nas partly 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRUNSwIOx. 
partly to ſtrengthen his Party in Bohemia, and partly to cauſe 


himſelf to be elected King of the Romans, which Dignity, he 
knew, Rudolph had a Mind to procure to one of the Arch- 


Dukes of Auſtria, Notwithſtanding the Probability there was, 
that this Juncture would forward Mathras's Meaſures, he miſ- 
carried in both his Deſigns. For, Rudolph, fearing his Bro- 
ther's Intereſt might become too formidable, thought it expe- 
dient, to reconcile to himſelf the Proteſtants in Bohemia, by 


granting them that famous Charter, whereof more will be faid 
hereafter, whereby they obtained full Liberty of Conſcience, 
with Leave to build Chirches and to mark out Burying Grounds, 


and Schools on Lands belonging to them, &c. As for the 


Proteſt.nts in Germany, they thought it ſufficient for their 


future Security, to enter into a new Alliance among themſelves, 
called the Evangelical Union, whereof an Account will alſo be 


given in its proper Place, 

Rudolpb, thus finding his Affairs tolerably ſecured, "londly 
exclaimed againſt his Brother, inſiſting on a ſuitable Satisfaction 
for the Offences he had received from him, by theſe and others 
of his Proceedings. Hereupon their Differences being referred 
to an Arbitration, Henry Julius, with the Electors of Mayence, 


Colagn, and Saxony, the Landgrave of Heſe, and the Arch- 


Dukes Maximilian, Ferdinand, and Albert, were conſtituted 


Umpires, who, after having fully confidered the Points, both 


Parties alledged againft each other, pronounced their Award in 


Favour of Rudolph, condemning Mathias, to make Reparation 


to his Brother, by begging his Pardon in Writing and even on 


his Knees. Mathias, ſubmitted thereto, and having accordingly 
drawn up an Inſtrument for teſtifying his Regret, was now on 


the Point of falling down before Rudolph, when this Prince on a 


ſudden relented, and not only tore the Writing in Pieces, but refuſed 


to accept of Mathias's Humiliation; faying, that he bad no Mind, 


Pgſterity ſhould have an Iuſtance, that a Deſcendant of the Houſe 
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of Auſtria had ever been brought to that Pinch, as to be obliged 
fo fall at a Roman Emperor's Feet. 

In Conſequence hereof, a Reconciliation was beurer about 
between theſe two Princes, without any Submiſſion on Mathias's 
Part, This goodUnderſtanding, however, laſted but for a ſhort while. 
The Bohemians, being the Year after highly exaſperated againſt 
the Emperor on Account of the Inquiſition, the Roman Catho- 
licks were about to eſtabliſh in that Kingdom, and the continual 
Mortifications they ſuffered, without the leaſt Regard being ſhewed 
to their Liberties and Privileges, had Recourfe to Mathias, who, on 


their Application, promiſed them his Aſſiſtance, and marched an : 
Army into Bohemia, to oblige the Emperor, as it was given out, to 


Keep to the Promiſes, he had made them, The Emperor, not find- 


ing himſelf in a Condition to cope with him, immediately de- 


clared, that he was willing to maintain the Bohemians i in- the 
Enjoyment of their Liberty of Conſcience and other Privileges ; 
but Mathias, whoſe ſecret Views were to acquire to himſelf 


Bohemia, finding that the Opportunity was now favourable, ſo 


dexterouſly acted his Part, that Rudolph was obliged, by an au- 
thentick Ceſſion, to diſpoſſeſs himſelf of that Kingdom, _ 
even to require the States to receive Mathzas as his Succeſſor ; 
which they conſented with ſo much more Readineſs, as 3 
were heartily weary of Rudolph's Government. 


It does not appear, that Henry Julius, after the Pains he had 


been at, in reconciling the Emperor with Mathias in 1610, 


concerned himſelf any further with the Differences that hap- 


pened between the two Brothers. But what deſerves our parti- 
cular Notice is, that how difficult ſoever it muſt have been for 


him to keep fir with the two contending Parties, his Conduct 


was ſuch, as intitled him equally to the Eſteem of both. 


Rudolph's Value for, and Confidence in him, cannot be called in 


Queſtion, ſince he conſented to his being. one of his Umpires in 
the Conteſts he had with his Brother; and as for Mathias, if 
there was any Room to doubt of the Regard he had for him; 
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Memoirs of the Houſe of BRU NSwIOxk. 
the following Inſtance would ſufficiently clear up that Matter. 
When Mathias, on Rudolph's Death, which ee ſome 
Months after his giving up Bohemia, came to be raiſed to the Im- 

Throne, and Henry Julius thereupon paid him a Viſit at 
Prague, he received him with Marks of great Diſtinction. 

From this City Henry Julius intended to proceed to Ra- 

tiſbon, with a View, perſonally to aſſiſt at the Diet, which was 


appointed to be held there, judging his Preſence neceſlary at 
that Place, as Matters of great Moment were in Agitation, 


concerning the Proteſtant Intereſt, which ſuffered much about 


this Time by the Encroachments of the Roman Catholcks. Bu 
this his Intent he had not the Leiſure to put in Execution; he 
was taken ill, while at Prague, of a Fever, which, though it 
appeared of no Conſequence in the Beginning, acquired after- 
wards ſo great a Degree of Malignity, as to put an End to his 
Life, in the 49th Year of his Age, His laſt Hours correſponded 
in every Reſpe&t with the Tenor of his paſt Life, For, as 
among many other ſhining Qualities, he had given ample Proofs 


of the Power he had over his Paſſions ; ſo, in this critical Junc- 


ture, he teſtified, that his Sentiments, on this Head, were unal- 


terable, declaring that he had not the leaſt Reſentment againſt 


any that had offended him, naming the Citizens of Brunfwick in 


particular, whom he comprehended in this Declaration, and 


moſt ſincerely pardoned. The Extent of his Knowledge had 


brought him to ſo thorough an Acquaintance with himſelf, that 
he expreſſed the greateſt Humility and Reſignation, The Diſ- 
courſes, which he held to thoſe of his Court, who were pre- 
ſent, on the precarious State of human Nature, the Vanity of 
earthly Things, and the Excellency and Immortality of the Soul, 
were full of Energy, and ſo much the more perſuaſive, as they 
knew, he was himſelf convinced of the Truth of what he ſaid. 
In a Word the Purity of his Sentiments, and the admirable 
Compoſure of Mind, he ſhewed on this Occaſion, were ſo highly 


edifying, that. they profeſſed, it was the ultimate of their 
 Withes 
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Memoirs of the Flouſe of BRUNS WIE. 
Wiſhes to die the Death of this virtuous and excellent Prince. 11 
He left by his ſecond Wife Elizabeth, Daughter of Frederic II. 104 
King of Denmark, four Sons, Frederic Ulric, the eldeſt, 
ſucceeded him; and Chriftian, Rudolph, and Henry Charles, 
came all three ſucceſſively to the Biſhoprick of Holberfade 
We proceed to the Line of Harburg. Otho the Younger, Otho the 

who ſucceeded his Father, Otho ſurnamed the Elder, is men- . Younger - 
tioned in Hiſtory, to have been a learned Prince and a great Harburg. 
Fayourer of Learning ; and that beſides this, he was highly Table VI. 

eſteemed, on Account of his particular Talent for accommo- 
dating Differences among his Neighbours. He lived a peaceable 
Life and died in 1603, leaving by his firſt Wife, Margaret 
Counteſs of Schwartzburg, one Son named John Frederic; and 
by his ſecond Wife Hedwig, Daughter of Enno Count of Eaft 
Friezland, five Sons, William, Chriſtopher, Otho, John, and 
Frederic, who were all of them not only Favourers of the 
Muſes, but learned Men themſelves. William ſurvived all his 
Brothers. Whatever relates to him, and is worthy of Notice, 

will be mentioned hereafter. In the mean while we continue 
the Thread of our Hiſtory, with giving an Account of Ern/t 


the Confeſſor's Poſterity.

hauſen ; Francis Otho, who, as the elder Brother, came to the Go- e VI „ 

vernment of his Father's Poſſeſſions in 15 5 , reigned but a ſhort 

Time, he dying in the Year 1559, three Months after the Ce- 

lebration of his Nuptials with El:zabeth Magdalen, Daughter of 

Joachim II. Elector of Brandenburg. Thus his Dominions fell 

to his two younger Brothers, Henry and William, who agreed 


amongſt themſelves to govern them jointly, which they continued br 
lo 
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Memoirs of "the Houſe of Brunswick. 
do for ten Vears with great Unanimity and Friendſhip. 


During this joint Government, Frederic II, King of Denmark, 


having i in Conjunction with the Dukes of Ho ein, commenced a 


Name, ſituated on the German Ocean, between the Elbe and the 
Eyder; Henry and William were induced thereby to augment their 


Forces, As it was not known, with what View they had un- 


dertaken this Step, the confederate Princes took Umbrage at it; 
but were in Proceſs of Time, ſatisfied by the Diſpoſitions, Henry 


and Pilliam made, that their ſole Intent was, to prevent the 


War from ſpreading into their Dominions, However, the King 
of Denmark and the Dukes of Hotetin, before they came ac- 
quainted with the Cauſe of Henry and William's Arming, had 
no ſmall Reaſon to apprehend, that theſe Princes would intervene 


in the War, on Account, that this Country, from ancient Times, 


was a Province of the Houſe of Brunſwick; Henry the Lyon, 


having made himſelf Maſter of it in 1148, and given it in Fief 
to one Reinhold, by whom it was poſſeſſed to the Year 1164, 


when the Wars Henry had with his Neighbours, afforded the Di- 


ethmarſes an Opportunity to withdraw their Obedience. 
As this Country was formerly the Property of the Houſe of 


Brunſwick, it will not perhaps be thought improper, to give a 


ſhort Account of the Fate, its Inhabitants met with, after they had 
forſaken their Allegiance to Henry. We find, that from that 
Time they were ſubject to many Attacks from different 
Enemies, whom they withſtood, ſometimes by ſiding with the

Waragainſt a People, called the Dzethmarſes, froma Country of that 
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Way of bringing their Country under Subjection to him; but 


: Then he obliged them, the Year after, ta fight in his Wars againſt 


the Dukes or Counts of Hol rem, they deſerted him in the Battle 
near Bornhoevede, mentioned in the Life of Otho the Infant, and 
even turned their Arms againſt him, whereby Woldemar was in- 


tirely routed. Sixty two Years after, Gerhard II, Count of H. 
ſtein, having taken upon him to invade their Country, his Expe- 


dition was attended with ſuch Succeſs, that, in all Probability, he 
would have totally ſubdued it, had not a very odd Accident de- 


livered them from the Danger, they were then threatened with. 
Both Armies having ſo far advanced, as to be almoſt in Reach of 
each other, a Hare ſtarted up, and pafling by the Fore-moſt of 
the Holſtein Troops, they, out of a Frolick, made a Cry, which 


the Hindermoſt taking for a Sign of Defeat, took to Flight, and 


thereby gave an Opportunity to the Dzethmarſes to obtain a com- 
| pleat Victory, From this Time they remained unattacked to 


the Year 1320, when another Count of Holſtein, of the fame 
Name, having formed a Scheme to make himſelf Maſter of their 


Country, marched an Army againſt them, To cover his Deſign 
the better, he ordered every one of the Soldiers to carry before 
him a large Bough of May, which inabled him to ſurprize the 


Diethmarſes, when they were the leaſt aware of an Enemy. A 
great Number of their Men were killed, notwithſtanding 'which, 


they made fo ſtout a Reſiſtance, that Gerhard could get no Foot- 


ing in their Country. Two Years after he returned, and having 


killed about one Thouſand of the Drethmar ſes 1 ina pitched Battle, . 
the reſt of their fighting Men retired into the Church of Olden- 


worden, to which the Enemy ſet Fire. When the Leads of the 


Church began to melt, the Diethmarſes, ſeeing Death before their 


Eyes, grew deſperate, and making a mot furious Sally, not only 
killed a vaſt Number of their Enemies, but drove the Remainder 
out of their Country. Hereupon they enjoyed Peace till the Year 
1404, when Albert, Count of Ho//tezn undertook a freſh Expe- 
dition againſt them, but had * Misfortune to loſe his. Life i 10 
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the Beginning of it, His Brother Gerhard nevertheleſs, being 


determined at all Events to revenge his Death, continued the War, 


which proved ſo far ſucceſsful to him, that he ſeized on Melaor f, 
and having made a great Booty there, ſet out on his Return to 
Holftein, The Diethmarſes could not brook to let him carry off 


this Treaſure in Peace ; wherefore a Body of them, having beſet 


a Grove, through which the Holſtein Troops were to paſs, they 


no ſooner ſaw the Shield-bearers, who were the foremoſt, arrive, 
but they began to ſkirmiſh with them. Gerhard imagining, 


that the Noiſe he heard, proceeded from a Quarrel, that had a- 
roſe among his own People, advanced to them without his Ar- 


mour, and was killed with his chief Officers, and a conſiderable 
Number of the Army. Seventy Years after, the Emperor Fre- 


derick III, of his own Authority, diſpoſed of this Country in 
Favour of Chriſtian I, King of Denmark; but the Diethmarſes 
refufing to be under his Subjection, Fehr his Succeſſor, reſolved 


to ſubdue them by Force; confidently pretending, that ſince he 


had been able to make himſelf Maſter of Sueden, which was a- 


bove an hundred Times bigger than Diethmarſen, he ſhould ſoon 


conquer this petty Country, Hereupon he took the Field, with 


ER the Flower of the Daniſh N obility, who, in Imitation of their 
Leader, were ſo preſumptuous as to aſſure themſelves of what 


depends on the Inconſtancy of Fortune, and out of Contempt to 
this People, appeared in their beſt Dreſſes, as if invited to a 


Wedding. Horſes and Carts were provided to carry off the Booty, 


they were to make, and many of the neighbouring Citizens were 
at Hand, with Money to buy Penny-worths. Moreover, the 


Chief Officers of the Danes were already caſting-up, how much 
they ſhould have per Annum from the Church-Lands; they ex- 


pected to have a Share in; and called one another Abbots and 


Prelates before-hand. This Expedition happened in the Year 


1500; the Diethmarfes, who were but an Handful of People in 

Compariſon with the Danes, on their Approach, retired to their 

Marſhes, which the Danes taking for a Flight, followed them, 
8 but 
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but were ſoon convinced of their Miſtake : For on advancing, 


they found the Marſhes, wherewith this Country abounds, im- 


paſſable, at the ſame Time, that the Ditches, on both Sides, 
obſtructed their filing off ſideways, and their heavy Baggage, 
which followed, hindered them from making a Retreat. The 
Diethmarſes on their Part, like ſo many Graſhoppers, leaped up 
and down the Marſhes, with their long vaulting Poles, and de- 
ſtroyed the Danes in Front, Flank, and Rear : Moreover they 
cut their Dikes, whereby, the Foot were up to their Knees in 
Water, and the Horſe unable to move at all, Wind and 
Weather declaring likewiſe againſt them, they were prevented 
from making Uſe of their Sight : Thus, ſuch as endeavoured to 
retreat, fell into the Ditches, the Horſe were brought into Confu- 
ſion, and it was at length found abſolutely neceſſary, to ruin all 
the Baggage Waggons, to make Room for a Retreat. Four 
Thouſand of the Danes remained upon the Spot, having never 


and the Diethmarſes beſides the Victory they got, made a moſt 


extraordinary Booty. Amongſt the Loſſes, which their Enemies 
ſuſtained on this Occaſion, was, that of the famous Banner, 


called Danebroge, which, according to Tradition, fell from 
Heaven in 1219, during the War Woldemar II. made againſt 
the Infidels in Livonia, and gave Occaſion to the Order of 
Danebroge, inſtituted by that King, in Memory of ſo wonder- 
ful an Acquiſition, This Banner was probably troden under 
Foot and buried in the Water, ſince it was never ſeen afterwards. 
The Dietbmarſes, after this ſurprizing Succeſs, returned in 
Triumph to their Habitations, boaſting in a jeering Manner, 
that never more Abbots and Prelates were killed in any En- 
gagement, than in this. The Conſequence of this Vic- 
tory was, that from that Time, they enjoyed their Liberty full 


60 Years, till Frederic II. King of Denmark with the Aſſiſt- 


ance of the Dukes of Hoſſein, in 1559, made a new Attempt 
againſt them. The Enterprize of the Confederate Princes was 
attended with a very different Succeſs to that of Jobn's, for they 


O oO 2 immediately 


had an Opportunity to ſhew their Bravery, the Reſt diſperſed, 
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immediately took Meldorf by Aſſault; from whence having 


| marched to Heyde, both Armies met, and a moſt obſtinate Fight 


enſued, which was renewed thrice in one Day, but always ended 


to the Diſadvantage of the Dzethmarſes. Three Thouſand of 
their Warriours having at length been killed, about four Thouſand 


that remained, retired into the Marſhes, and offered to ſurrender - 
upon honourable Terms. Several Authors aflure us, that the 
Generoſity of Henry and William was ſo great, as to ſet aſide 
their own Intereſt, in order to interpoſe their good Offices with 
the Confederate Princes, in Behalf of theſe diſtreſſed People. 


In Conſequence hereof, a Negotiation was entered upon, tolerable 


Conditions were procured to the Dzethmarſes, and the whole 


being reduced in Form of a Capitulation, came to be executed _ 


in the open Field; whereupon they ſurrendered themſelves and 
their Country, which was incorporated into, and from that 
Time, remains a Province of the Dutchy of Holſtein. 


Some Years after Henry having taken a Reſolution to live a quiet 
Life, reſigned his Share of the Government to his Brother William, 


reſerving no more to himſelf than the Counties of Danneberg, 
and Luchow, with their Dependencies ; and as he ſeemed in- 
clined to lead a ſingle Life, he reſided with his Brother at Zelle 
till the Year 1569, when having altered his Mind with reſpect 
to the latter Point, he kept his Reſidence at the Caftle of Danne- 


berg; which was the Occaſion of his Poſterity being for ſome 


Time called the Line of Danneberg. He died in 1 598, leaving 


by his Wife Urſula, Daughter of Francis I. Duke of Saxe Lau- 


enburg, three Sons, Julius Erneſt, Francis, and Auguſt, whereof 


the firſt and the latter having ſucceeded him in their Turns, 
we ſhall have an Opportunity of relating the moſt memorable 


Occurrences of their Lives hereafter, when we ſhall treat of the 


Houſe of Brunſwick of the laſt Diviſion, or the preſent Houſe 


of Brunſwick Molfenbuttel. Francis, his ſecond Son, was re- 


nowned both for Learning and Valour. He commanded the 
Auxiliaries, which the Houſe of Brunſwick ſent to the Aſſiſtance 
of the Emperor Rudolph II. againſt the Turks, and aſſiſted at the

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taking of the Fortreſs of Stuhl- Moiſſenburg in 160 1. The Chap- 
ters of Straſburg and Cologn, having during this Expedition, 
admitted him into their Body, he ſet out for the firſt Place; but 
a little River, between Raſtadt and that City, having overflowed 
the Country, he miſſed the Bridge, and was drowned 1n the 


29th Year of his Age.

We find, that 
his Thirſt after Knowledge was ſo great, that he ſtudied face Tae VE 
ceſſwely at three Univerſities Roftock, Leipzig, and Helmſtzdt,. 
and having finiſhed his Studies, viſited ſeveral Parts of Europe, 
particularly France, England, the Netherlands, Italy, Hungary, 

Poland and Denmark, ſetting down in his Journals whatever 
occurred to him that was memorable, Not content with having 

ſeen theſe different Countries, he had an Inclination to travel 

into the Ef, which nothing could have diverted him from, 

but the Death of his Brother, whereby he was obliged to return 

to his Dominions. Authors extoll him for having been a per- 

fect Maſter of fix Languages, and for being Author of ſeveral. 
Tracts in Divinity. 

His younger Brother Frederic deſerves a Place here, for his having 

much ſignalized himſelf in the War, which Charles IR. King of Sue= 

den made againſt the Polesin Livonia in 1600. Heaſliſted him there 

at the Taking of the City of Borcka, and the Year following, at the 

Siege of Riga, which miſcarried. Hereupon the Suediſb Army 
extended their Conqueſts towards Eſbonia, and afterwards re-

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tolt his Life in the 27th Year of his Age; but by what Accident - 


Authors do not poſitively mention. 
William ſurvived all his Brothers, none of whom leſt any Iſſue, 


and he himſelf having never been married, died likewiſe without 


Poſterity in 1642, in the 78th Year of his Age; whereby the Line 
of Harburg became extinct, and its Poſſeſſions fell to the new 
Houſe of Brunſwick Luneburg. 


Prederic Plrie We come now to the Line of Molfenbuttel. Frederic Ulric 
of the Line of 
Wolffenbuttel. Son of Henry Julius, ſtudied in his younger Years at the Uni. 
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verſities of Helmſtædt and Tubingen, and in order to qualify 


himſelf the better for Government, travelled into foreign Coun- 
tries, to make himſelf acquainted with their Laws and Cuſtoms, 


chiefly with thoſe of England, and France, from which King- 


doms he returned ſome Time before his Father's Death. 

No ſooner had he got Poſſeſſion of the Dominions devolved 
to him, but he reſolved, to compel the Citizens of Brunſwick 
to return to the Obedience, they owed to him, as their lawful 
Prince, and which they had ſo ſtubbornly denied to his Father, 


notwithſtanding the Lenity they had been treated with by Tg 


Hereupon the City made Overtures for an Accommodation, 

whereunto Frederic Ulric being well inclined, he granted a ſaſe 
Conduct for their Deputies to appear at Vo Wenbuttel, in order ta 
treat on ſuch Means, as might be conducive for bringing about 


a Reconciliation. Here his Miniſters acquainted them with the 


Conditions, on which he propoſed to grant them an Amneſty 
for their former Conduct and to receive them in Favour : But the 


Deputies having made their Report to thoſe that ſent them, it 


ſoon appeared, that the Magiſtrates were far from liſtening in 


Earneſt to the Propoſals that were tendered to them, notwith- 


ſtanding the dangerous Situation they were in, on Account of 
their being ſtill under the Ban of the Empire. This unaccount- 
able Behaviour having at length determined Frederic Ulric, to 
exert his Power, he levied Troops, and inveſted the City; 


whereby the ballen, though they obſtinately defended 
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themſelves for above three Months ; were obliged to return to 
their Duty and to conſent to do Nn Homage, r the 
Ban of the Empire was repealed in 1617. 
Frederic ric, beſides the Dominions he came to by Jnberi- 
_ tance, was choſen Adminiſtrator of the Convent of Walkenried, 
and alſo poſſeſſed the County of Rbeinſtein, wherewith his Bro- 
ther Chriſtian, Biſhop of Halbenſtadt had inveſted him, As the 
Father and Grand-Father of theſe Princes had fo afliduouſly em- 
ployed themſelves, in making Learning flouriſh in the Wolfenbut- 
tel Dominions ; it is no Wonder, that Frederic Utric, in whom 
all the eminent Virtues of his Anceſtors, ſeemed to center, ſhould 
_ exert the ſame noble Spirit, during his Reign, In Conſequence 
hereof, we find, that his Munificence was very extenſive to learned 
Men, and that in order to increaſe the Means for attaining Know- 
ledge, he copſiderably augmented the Revenues of the Univer- 
ſity of Helmſtædt, preſenting it likewiſe with a large and choice 
Library, which his Grand-Father Julius had begun to collect, and 
his Father Henry Julius, had inlarged with the curious Library 


of Mathias Flaccius Ilyricus. Beſides this, being alſo very at- 


tentive to whatever could either defend or adorn his Dominions, 
he, among other Things provided the City of Wolſfenbuttel in 
1617, with a magnificent Arſenal, and cauſed a new Pedeſtal 


to be erected in the City of Brunſwick, to the ancient Monument 


ſet up by Henry the Lyon, in 1168; to which, by his Order, an 
Inſcription (a) was added, expreſling the Time when the whole 
was repaired, and likewiſe the Year of the Siege and Surrender 
of the City of Brunſwick. 
Great were the Expectations, after an happy End was put to 
the Troubles juſt mentioned, that Frederic Ulric would have 


poſſeſſed his Dominions 1 in Tranquillity, and his Subjects thereby

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| Have an Opportunity, peaceably to enjoy the Bleflings, they had 
- Room to flatter themſelves with, from his auſpicious Govern- 
ment. But how ſanguine ſoever theſe Hopes were, and whatever 
- Reaſon there might be for entertaining them; this Prince was ſo 
far from continuing in the quiet Enjoyment of his Territories, that 
they, with the Reſt of Germany, came foon after, to be the 
Theatre of a War, which laſted no leſs than Thirty Years, A 
War which occafioned much Blood-ſhed, and ſuch Scenes of 
| Horror and Deſolation, as Hiſtory can ſcarce parallel; Tracks 

_ Whereof are ſtill to be diſcovered in ſome Parts of Germany. 

In Order to give a diſtin Account of theſe troubleſome 
Times, it will be neceſſary, to relate a few Events, that were 
previous to this War and occaſioned it, eſpecially as hereby the 
Reader will be inabled to underſtand, how it came to paſs, that 
the Brunſwick and Luneburg Dominions came to be involved in 
it. It being evident from ſeveral Inſtances, that the Roman Ca- 
tholicks had no Mind to ſtand to the Peace of Religion any longer, 
than it ſuited their Conveniency, the Proteſtant Princes, for their 
mutual Defenſe, entered in 1610, into an Alliance, which was 
called the Evangelical Union, as has been related above; 

Tt is faid, that Henry IV. King of France, would have headed 
this Alliance, had he not been unexpectedly aſſaſſinated in the 
fame Year ; which, though inſiſted upon by ſeveral Authors, 
ſeems improbable, on Account that he could not very well have 
carried this Point, unleſs by returning to the Proteſtant Rel igion, 
whereby his Crown would have been put in great and imminent 
Danger. However that be, the Roman Catholick Princes, on 
their Part, entered alſo 1205 an Alliance, which was called the 
Catholick League; but with this ü that ſeveral Strangers 
were admitted into it, as the Pope, the King of Spain and others; 
whereas, none but Princes of the Empire were Members of the 
Evangelical Union. Thus, the War ſeemed in a Manner de- 


clared between both Parties, and nothing was wanting to make 
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it break out, but a proper Opportunity, which the Bohemians 


furniſhed them with at length. 


It has been obſerved in the Life of Henry Fulius, that the Pro- | 


teſtants in that Kingdom obtained in 1609, of the Emperor Ru- 


dolph II, then King of Bohemia, a Charter for the free Exerciſe 
of their Religion, Mathias, his Succeſſor, though he much diſ- 
reliſhed this Grant, found himſelf under a Neceſſity of confirm 


ing it: For being willing to ſecure to the Arch-Duke Ferdinand, 
his Couſin German, the Succeſſion to Bohemia, he requeſted the 


States to crown him their King, in his Life-time ; which they did 
in 1617, but under this expreſs Condition, that their Privileges, 


particularly Rydo/ph's Charter ſhould be a-new confirmed. 


" Notwithſtanding theſe new Securities obtained by the Pro- 
teſtants of that Kingdom, for the Enjoyment of their Religion, 
they were not in the leaſt better treated. This occaſioned loud 
Murmurings, and though the Emperor might, at that Time, 
have ſatisfied them upon the eaſy Terms of remedying the Diſ- 


orders complained of ; their Reſentment was ſtill heightened more 


and more, by one of their Churches being demoliſhed, and ano- 
ther ſhut up at this very Juncture. Theſe, and other rigorous 
Proceedings prompted ſome Noblemen of that Religion to com- 


plain to the Council, which Mathias had left at Prague: Their 
Repreſentations were not only trifled with, but anſwered in a very 
haughty Manner; whereupon they convened the States of the 
Kingdom, in Order to deliberate on the Situation their Affairs 
were reduced to, and to find out Means for having their 
Grievances redrefled. „„ NG 

Mathias was no ſooner apprized hereof, but he endeavoured to 
hinder their Meeting, ſeverely threatening thoſe that had ſum- 


moned them. Nevertheleſs the Aſſembly was opened, and it 


being reſolved therein, to depute ſome of the Nobility to the 
Council, they accordingly appeared there, making new Repre- 


ſentations and demanding Juſtice. Among the Members that 


aſſiſted at the Council, were Jarglaw Count of Martinitz, Wil- 


pre en m———_ iam 
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liam de Slavata, and Philip Fabritius, Secretary of the Council, 


who diſtinguiſhed themſelves above the Reſt, in rejecting the De- 
mand of the Deputies with great Inveteracy and Contempt, 


Hereupon, the Deputies grew ſo exaſperated, that having ſingled 


out theſe three Perſons, and ſeized upon them, they threw 


them out of the Windows from the ſecond Story. Several Piſtols 
were alſo diſcharged at them, but they receiving little, or no Hurt 


thereby, were in a Condition, to repair to Vienna; where uy 


thias had transferred his Reſidence, and to make themſelves, 


Report of what had happened. 


The Bohemians could eaſily foreſee, that this Action would 
draw upon them a rigorous Reſentment from the Emperor. For 
this Reaſon, the thirty Directors, to whom they had intruſted the 


Government of the Kingdom, did all in their Power to put it 
in a State of Defence, ſending neceſſary Orders for raifing Forces 
_ throug hout Bohemia. At the ſnme Time, being ſenſible, that 


the Tefuits were the Authors of their Misfortunes, they expelled 
them out of the Kingdom ; and, that the Emperor and the 
whole World might not be ignorant of the Juſtice of their Cauſe, 


and of the Motives that had put them upon this. Courſe, they 


publiſhed a Manifeſto ; wherein amongſt other Things, they 
declared, that the Perſons, whom they had thrown out of the 


Windows, were Traitors, Enemies of the State, and Diſturbers 
of the publick Tranquility, and that as ſuch they had chaſtiſed 


them, after the ancient and laudable Cuſtom of their Country, 
In the mean while, Mathias not being able to digeſt the Rea- 
ſons whereby they juſtified their Proceedings, bent all his 
Thoughts on puniſhing them; though, at the ſame Time he 
ſtrove to amuſe them by Letters and a Manifeſto in Anſwer to 
theirs. The Council of Vienna being as little inclined to give 
them Satisfaction, an Army was brought together, which, under 
the Command of the Generals 7. ampier and Buquoy, advanced 


to the Frontiers of Bobemia. The Bobemians having been ſo 


erde er in n Forces, as already to number 30, 000 _ 
Men, 
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Men, put them under the Conduct of Erneſt Count of Mansfeld ; 
who immedi.tely marched to Pilſen, whereof he made himſelf 


Maſter, in Spite of a large Reinforcement thrown into it by 
Tanpier. Hereupon Baguoy with his Body entered the Country, 


committing ſuch Ravages and Cruelties, that ſeveral Princes in 


the Neighbourhood were moved to Compaſſion by this unfortu- 


nate People's Sufferings, and undertook to eſpouſe their Cauſe. 
The Princes of the Evangelical Union likewiſe, thinking it high 
Time to interpoſe in their Behalf, made Repreſentations to the 
Emperor, informing him of the Importance of this Affair, which 


they looked upon as affecting not 88 the Bohemians, but all the 


Proteſtants of the Empire. 
Mathias finding that his Procedure was like to ſtir 


up the Reſentment of all the Proteſtant States of the Empire, 


| ſeemed inclined to an Accommodation. To compaſs this End, 
the Electors of Mayence, Saxony, and Palatine, with the Duke 


of Bavaria, were defired by him, to conſider of ſome Expedient 


for bringing theſe Differences to an amicable Iſſue. A Day being 


accordingly appointed for the Meeting of the Deputies of both 
Parties at Egra, they there entered upon a Negotiation, which 


however, was not attended with the deſired Effect; partly by 


the Craft of ſome that had a particular Intereſt in ſpinning out 


theſe Troubles, and partly on Account of News arriving that 


Buquoy had ſeized on the City of Budweris, Hereby all Meaſures 


for an Accommodation being broke, the Deputies withdrew, and 


ſoon after the Emperor Mathias departed this Lite, without ſeeing 5 
1619. 


an End of theſe Commotions. 
The great Severity, the Bohemians had been treated with by 


the Houſe of Auſtria, which had hurried them on to the Ex- 
tremities before mentioned, now made them ſo averſe to that 


Family, that they not only diſowned Ferdinand to be their King, 


though crowned by them in Mathias's Life Time; but alſo en- 


deavoured to prevent his being advanced to the Imperial Dignity, 
for which he ſtood a Candidate. With this View they ſent Deputies 


to 
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to Frankfort, with Orders to proteſt there to the Electoral Col- 
lege, that Ferdinand was not their King, and on this Account 
had neither a Right to take Place in that College, nor was qua- 
lified to be elected Emperor. As during Mathias's Life Time, 
Ferdinand, though he bore the Title of King of Bohemia, did 
not intermeddle with Affairs relating to the Government of that 
Kingdom, and as there was no Room ay yet to believe that he 
would ſteer the ſame pernicious Courſe his Predeceſſors had done; 
it ſeems probable, that theſe Conſiderations prevailed upon the 
Electors, to pay no Regard to the Repreſentations of the Bohe- | 
mans, who miſcarried in their Defign, ſo that Ferdinand was 
unanimouſly elected Emperor, and crowned accordingly. However 
this ſo little diſheartened them, that they now proceeded to elect a 
King of their own, and being mnch taken with the Wiſdom and 
Piety of Frederic Elecor Palatine, Son in Law to Fames I. King 
of England; they not only raiſed him to that Dignity, but the more 
to ſhew their Attachment to his Houſe, and to cut off at once the 
Houſe of Auſtria from all Hopes of ever coming again to that 
Kingdom, they declared that the Succeſſion at his Death ſhould 
j OD OZ Oe on mW Ov 
Hereupon Frederic, put himſelf in a Condition to maintain 
the Throne, he had acquired by the free Choice of his new Sub- 
jects. He had Reaſon to expect Aſſiſtance from the Evangelical 


Union, headed, at that Time, by Joachim Erneft Margrave of 


| Brandenburg Anſpach; but he was ſruſtrated in his Hopes, as 


this Prince accepted of a Neutrality, and engaged not to a& with 
the Army of that Alliance, as long as the War ſhould be con- 
fined to Bobemia. The Caſe of Ferdinand however, ſeemed fo 
deſperate in the Beginning, that there was a great Probability of 
Frederic's carrying his Point againſt him, even without the 2 
port of the Union. For, beſides the Aſſiſtance, he could pro 

miſe himſelf from the Bohemians, he might in ſome Meaſure, 
depend upon the Silefians, Moravians, Euſatians, Hungarians, 
and the greateſt Part of the 3 whoſe Aﬀections Ferdi- 


nand 5 
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nand had fo far forfeited, that they openly declared againſt him, 
and no more than three Cities, viz, Vienna, Neuſtadt, and Crems, 
remained faithful to him. Re 
Bohemia being the Subject of the Quarrel, it alſo became the 
Scene of the firſt Hoſtilities. Ferdinand, notwithſtanding the 
bad Situation his Affairs were in, found Means to engage in his 
Intereſt, Maximilian Duke of Bavaria, Head of the Catholicb 
League ; ; who marched to his, Aſſiſtance with an Army of 
50,000 Men, furniſhed by the Powers engaged in that Alliance, 
Frederic's Forces, which amounted to about 30, ooo Men under 
the Command of the Prince of Anbalt, and the Counts of Mansfeld 
and de la Tour, had occupied an Eminence near Prague, called the 
Weiſſe-Berg, where both Armies having met, an Engagement 620. 
enſued.” Eight Regiments of Hungarians, led to the Aſſiſtance 
of the Bohemians, by Bethlen Gabor, took to Flight before the 
Imperialiſts began the Attack; their Cowardice nevertheleſs made 
no Impreſſion upon the Reſt of Frederic's Army, who encoun- 
tered the Enemy with remarkable Steadineſs, and ſtood their 
Ground for a conſiderable Time: but the Imperialiſts by the 
vaſt Superiority of their Numbers, having made a prodigious 
Slaughter among the Bohemians,theſe were at length obliged togive 
Way, whereby Ferdinand obtained a compleat Victory. Frederic 
being thus worſted, retired firſt to Siigſa and afterwards to the 
Marggraviate of Brandenburg; ſhortly after which, the Emperor 
with incredible Expedition, brought again Bohemia, Moravia, Hun- 
gary, Auſtria, Luſatia, and Silgia under Subjection to him, through 
the Aſſiſtance of the Catholicł League, and the Elector of Saxony, 
who, in particular, ſtrenuouſſy employed himſelf in the Reduc- 


tion of the two latter Provinces. 
Ferdinand, elevated by this extraordinary Socks: not only ſe- 


verely puniſhed the Bobemianf, but likewiſe perſecuted the Pro- 
t/tants in his Dominions with the utmoſt Rigour, in Spite of tho 
Interceſſions made in their Behalf by the Proteſtant Princes, 


chiefly by the Elector of Saxony, This Prince, who had been fo. 
1 remarkably 
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remarkably inſtrumental in ſupporting the tottering Crowns of 


Ferdinand, had even the Mortification to find the good Offices, 
which he interpoſed in Favour of Frederic, lighted ; the 
Emperor paying ſo little Regard to them, that he carried 
the War out of Babemia into Germany, under Pretence of 


proſecuting ſuch as were of the King of Bobemia's Party; and 
under this Cloak, the * of the League ſpread itſelf almoſt all 


over Germany. 


The Proteſtant Princes could not but be alarmed at theſe Pro- 
ceedings, which had ſo manifeſt aTendency to ſubvert theirLiberty 


and Religion; wherefore ſome of them reſolved to arm themſelves, 


in Order to be in a Readineſs to ward off the fatal Blow that 
threatened them. Ferdinand took Umbrage at this, and judging 
theſe their Meaſures contrary to his ſecret Schemes, did all in his 
Power to divert them from this Reſolution. Herein however, 
he did rt meet with the Succeſs he deſired ; For, the Enceſſes 

committed by the Troops of the League in different Parts of 


Germany, being of ſo flagrant a Nature, as not to admit of a 
Palliative; Frederic Ulric and the other Princes of the Circle of 
| Lower Saxony (a ),at the Deſire of Chriſtian IV. King of Denmark, 
met at Segenberg in the Dutchy of Holſtein ; where, having con- 
|  ſulted on the precarious Situation the Empire then appeared i in, 


a Reſolution was taken, to put themſelves forthwith in a State 


— Defence for the Security of their Dominions. 


Whilſt this was doing, Ferdinand carried his Reſentment 
Frederic, to the moſt unjuſtifiable Lengths, ſtretching 
his Power beyond the Bounds, {ct to it by the Laws of the Em-

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pire, According to the Golden Bull, an Elector cannot be put to 
the Ban of the Empire, or degraded, without the unanimous 
Conſent of the Diet aſſembled in a Body: Ferdinand however 
of his own Authority, declared the Ban againſt him and againft 
the Princes, that had been of his Party, the Troops of the 
League at the ſame Time, taking upon themſelves to execute it, 
and actually ſeizing on the Palatinate. Under thePreffure of theſe 
repeated Misfortunes, Frederic did not as yet give over all Hopes 
of retrieving his Cauſe. The Count of Mansfeld, having conti- 
nued in Bohemia with the Remains of his Troops, found Means 
notwithſtanding that he was almoſt ſurrounded by the Imperialfis, 
to retreat into Franconia, where he had an etre to recruit 
his Forces. The Marggrave of Baden - Durlach raiſed another 
Army for him and appeared greatly in his Intereſt; but 
none more ſignalized himſelf, or underwent more chearfully the 
greateſt Dangers for Frederic, than Cbriſtian r of 3 
ſadt, Frederic Ulric's Brother. 
It appears, how ſtrong this Prince's Attachment was to the King 
of Bohemia, and how firm his Reſolution to ſerve him, from what 
Authors have mentioned concerning the remarkable Manner, in 
which he engaged himſelf in his Cauſe. They ſay, that he, 
having about this Time, paid a Viſit to Frederic and his Conſort,

Chriſtian's Expedition. However, this Prince, far from giving 


over his Deſign at the Sight of Obſtacles, perſiſted in his Reſolution, 

and having found Means to advance with his Army into the Ter- 
ritories of the Abbey of Corvey; from thence entered Heſſe, where 

he made himſelf Maſter of the Caſtle of Amoeneburg, belonging to 


the Arch-Biſhop of Mayence. Hereupon continuing his March 
towards the Palatinate, he met with a ſecond Oppoſition from 


the Landgrave of Heſſe Darmſtadt, who refufed to grant him a 


Paſſage through his Dominions. This obliged Chriſtian to return 
to the Circle of Neſiphalia; where having ſeized upon Lipſtadt, 
Soeft, Paderborn, Hamm, and ſeveral other Places; he, by Way 


of Repriſal, for the Exactions the T roops of the League exer- 
ciſed on the Palatines, laid ſeveral Biſhopricks in that Circle un- 


der Contribution. It is obſerved by Hiſtorians, that on his taking 
the City of Paderborn, he found in the Cathedral, the Image of 
St. Liborius, Patron of that See, made of pure Gold, with the 
Image of the twelve Apoſtles ſurrounding him, made of Silver; 

whom, he is ſaid, to have reprimanded in a jocular Manner, for 
their Sloth in neglecting to diſcharge the Offices their Maſter had 
ordered them to perform in the World; adding, that he would 


quickly ſend them on their proper Wide in Conſequence 3 


whereof he had them coined into Money, which, on one Side, 
repreſented his Head, and on the other a Carmen Inſcription,

In the mean while the Count of Mansfeld had been worſted 
in the Palatinate by Tilly, General of the Troops of the League, 


who ſo cloſely purſued him, that Mansfeld, having no Hopes 


to fave the reſt of his Army, made Uſe of a Stratagem ; which 


was, to ſet Fire to a Village, behind which he rallied his Troops 
under Favour of the Smoke. This being done, he fo briſkly 
charged the Enemy's Vanguard, which was in Purſuit of him, 
that they were forced to return to their main Body, Hereupon 
ORIG. Mansfeld 
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Mansfeld followed, and Sword in Hand, attacked Tilly 
with ſo much Succeſs, that he totally routed his Army, which 
ſhortly before had thought itſelf ſure of winning a compleat 
Victory. The Marggrave of Baden-Durlach, on hearing of this, 


reſolved to take Advantage of T:/ly's Defeat, and contrary to the 
Advice of the King of Bohemia, who inſiſted on his joining 


Mansfeld, marched directly up to Tzlly to force him to a Battle. 


This General, in the mean while, had been reinforced by ſeveral 
Spaniſh Regiments, and finding himſelf in a Condition to face his 
Enemy accepted the Engagement; which proved fo fatal to the 


Miarggrave, that he was utterly routed, and loſt all his Cannon 
and Baggage; being ſcarce able to ſave himſelf with a Part of his 


Horſe, wherewith he went, though too late, to Join Mansfeld. 
Hereupon, Chri/tian made a new Attempt to join Mansfeld, 
in order to repair the Marggrave's Loſs. This Junction appeared 
the more feaſible at this Time, as the Landgrave of Heſſe-Darm- 
fladt, who, as hath been obſerved, had denied him a Paſſage 
throngh his Dominions, was now made Priſoner by Mansfeld, 
and ſent to Manheim. However, notwithſtanding the favourable 


Proſpect Chriſtian had of ſucceeding in his Deſign, he had the 


Misfortune to meet with a new Diſappointment, For T7/ly having 


received Intelligence of his March, advanced towards Hoechſt 


on the Main, with an Intent to draw him to an Engagement. 

Chriſtian, at firſt, uſed all imaginable Means for avoiding it; but 
finding at laſt, that he could not come off without Fighting, he 
made a ſtout Reſiſtance for a conſiderable Time, though the E- 
nemy'sCannon made great Execution amongſt his People. His Army, 
which conſiſted of 8000 Foot, and 6000 Horſe, being at length 
obliged to give Way on Account of the great Superiority of Tlly's 
Forces, he retreated; but in doing this, he met with a moſt 


ſhocking Diſaſter. The Bridge, over which his Infantry endea- 


voured to paſs, by ſome Accident broke under them, whereby 


a great Part was drowned ; while the Reſt, with his Cavalry,

It is very probable, 1 who, at that Time, had a mY 


derable Army at his Diſpoſal, was in a Condition to act power- 
ulhy againſt his Enemies: But, inſtead of improving this Ad- 


vantage, he reſolved to lay down his Arms; imagining this would 


facilitate the Conclufion of an Agreement, wherewith he was 


amuſed by the Court of Vienna, and for. bringing about which, 


| Negociations were ſet on Foot at Bruſſels. This Step, though 


it affords an undoubted Inſtance of Frederic's pacific Diſj = 
was, it muſt be owned, a very impolitick one. For, how 
ſtrongly ſoever he was inclined to accommodate Matters, he 


ought not on any Account to have laid aſide the Sword; as Pro- 


poſals, however reaſonable, when made by a difarmed Prince, 
can carry but little Weight. with them, and ſeldom or never pro- 


cure to him a glorious, ſafe, or advantageous Peace. What con- 


tributed not a little to confirm him in his pacifick Sentiments, 


were the earneſt Exhortations of his Father in Law, and of the 
King of Denmark, who jointly preſſed him to take this Courſe; 


wherefore, after having thankfully acknowledged the Affection, 
which Chriſtian and the Count of Mangfeld had ſhewed him, 
and the Zeal wherewith they had endeavoured to promote bis 
Intereſt, he diſbanded his Army, and retired to Holland, 
Chriſtian's warlike Temper not ſuffering him long to remain inac-. 


E active, he offered his Services to the States General, who about this 
Time,recommenced their War for Liberty againſt Spain. TheOver- 
throw the Proteſtants had met with near Prague, and the Succeſs 


that had attended Ferdinand's Arms ever ſince, made the States 
of theſe Provinces apprehend, that the Emperor, might at length 


have the Power as well as Inclination to aſſiſt Spain 3 


them; on which Account, they were more than ever reſolved 
to puſh on their War with Vigour at this Juncture. Chri/tan's. 
Offers were exceedingly well reliſhed, and he having thereupon 


received an Invitation to come to them as. ſoon. as poſſible, ſet 


Out 
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out in Company with the Count of Mansfeld, at the Head: of 


about 22,000 Men, to join Maurice Prince of Orange; in order 
to relieve Ber gen- op- oom, then beſieged by the Spaniſh General 
Spinola. Having paſſed the Saar, they 180 for Metz, where 
they croſſed the el, and thence continued their March through 
the Dutchy of Luxemburg. They had ſcarce quitted this Coun- 
try, when near Fleury or Floriac, at a little Diſtance from Na- 
mur, they met with a Spaniſh Army under the Command of 
Gonzales de Cordova, who had been ſent with a View td prevent 
their Junction with the Dutch. As both Armies were pretty equal 
in Number, Chriſtian had Room to hope, that he ſhould be more 
ſucceſsful, than he had been in the foregoing Engagement. He 
was not however fortunate at his firſt ſetting out, as ſome of His 
Regiments mutinied and refuſed to fight, which occaſioned the 
| Lofs of about 3000 Men. This Diſadvantage, which would have 
probably diſmayed a leſs able Commander, did not get the better 


of his Preſence of Mind; he renewed the Charge fo often,. and. 


diſpoſed his Army fo advantageouſly, that the Bulk of it was in- 


abled to fight its. Way through the Enemy, and' to come Time 


enough to raiſe the Siege of Bergen-op-Zoom. 


Chriſtian ſurpaſſed himſelf in this Action: Nothing can be added 


to the Prudence and Bravery he ſhewed during the whole En- 
gagement. As the perfidious Conduct of ſome of his Soldiers, 

had put him to the Neceſſity of expoſing himſelf more than is 
commonly expected of a General, his Perſon was thereby much 


indangered. A Muſket Ball, having pierced his left. Arm, he 


could not allow himſelf Time to have it taken Care of ; fo that 
continuing at the Head of the Army, without having the Wound 
dreſſed, it turned to a Mortification, which obliged him to have 
the Arm cut of, He had the Operation performed in a trium- 


phant Manner, the Trumpets ſounding and the Kettle-Drums 


beating, and afterwards provided himſelf with an artificial Arm, 


made of Silver, to manage his Horſe, which he. could do with 


much Dexterity. — 
oft } 
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| Shortly after Ferdinand endeavoured to be reconciled with him : 


But as the Motive, which had induced CBriſtian to take up Arms, 
ſtill ſubſiſted, he refuſed the offered Reconciliation; unleſs the 


King of Bohemia was comprehended in it, and reſtored to his 
Electorate. This was a Subject, the Imperial Court would not 
enter upon, its Intention being not to ſatisfy this Prince in any 


Shape whatſoever ; for ſoon after his Dignity was transferred to 
the Houſe of Bavaris and the Electoral Dominions cantled out 


amongſt as many, as had Power or Intereſt to come in for a 


Share of them. In the mean while Chri/ffzan levied a new 


Army, and having garriſoned the Cities of Hoxter, Hameln and 
Rinteln, marched with his Cava'ry into the Biſhopricks of Hil- 


deſheim and Halberſtadt. Frederic Ulric, his Brother, to whom 
he paid a Viſit at Wolffenbuttel, earneſtly intreated him, at this 


Time, not to a& with his Army in the Empire, offering him 
the Command of the Troops of the Circle of the Lower Saxony, 
on Condition he would only keep upon the Defenſive. To this 
Cbriſtian agreed, and likewiſe conſented to diſband his own Ar- 
my, provided he and the Circle of the Lower Saxony could be 
aſſured againſt Devaſtations from other Armies. This Expedient 
found out by Frederic Ulric, with the Declaration made by his 


Brother, though agreeable to the Emperor, did not ſtifle the 
Apprehenſions he had, that Chri/tzan might endeavour to oppoſe 


his Meaſures. For, we find, that ſoon after Tilh, by his Order, 


entered the Brunſwick Dominions, and ſeized on the Caſtle of . 
Friedland, pretending that he would quit it again, as ſoon as 


Chriſtian ſhould have withdrawn his Troops from the Circle of 


the Lower Saxony. This Prince took an Opportunity from hence, 
to repreſent in the ſtrongeſt Manner, to the Members of the fad 
Circle, the Error they were in, for ſuffering themſelves to be 


amuſed by the fair Promiſes of the Imperial Court : however, 
that there might be no Room to complain againſt him, he aſ- 
ſembled his Troops, and not only quitted the Lower Saxony, 


| but alſo reſolved to be no longer a Member of it, in Conſequence 


whereof 
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whereof he gave up the Biſhoprick of Halberftadt, * had 
hitherto belonged to him. 

His Army, at this Time, conſiſted of 16,000 Foot ek 5000 
Horſe, wherewith he intended to march to the Prince of Orange. 
Tilly, with a ſuperior Army, waited his Motions ; not knowing, 
whether he was reſolved to direct hisCourſe to the Palatinate or to 
the Netherlands; but being at length apprized of his Deſign, he made 
forced Marches to come up with him, which he did near Sradloo in 
the Biſhoprick of Munſter. Chriſtian, to ſecure his March, had 
detached ſeveral Bodies to guard the Paſſes behind him, whereof 
ſome were of ſuch Importance, that a few Men might oppoſe an 
Army. But his Orders not being duly executed, through the 
Negligence of his Officers, Tl y had an Opportunity to get through - 
them without much Oppoſition; and thus forcing Chriſtian to an 
Engagement before he was aware of it, had the good Fortune to 
rout him and to take a great Number of his Officers Priſoners, 
This obliged Chriſtian to retire into Eaft Friezland, with the 
Remains of his Troops; where having paid them off, he 
diſbanded them, and ſhortly after went over to England; 
 Whence we ſhall ſoon ſee him return to reſume his Expedition 
againſt the Imperialiſts. James I. at his Arrival, received him 
with Marks of great Diſtinction, and among other Proofs-of his 
Eſteem, honoured him with the moſt noble Order of the Garter, 1624. 
Hitherto the Princes of the Circle of the Lower Saxony had taxen no 
other Concern in the Troubles of the Empire, than that of providing 
for the Security of their own Dominions; obſerving a Kind of Neu- 
trality between the Imperialiſts and the King of Bohemia's Party, 
and contenting themſelves with interceding from Time to Time 
in Frederic's Behalf. But finding at Length, that Ferdinand was: 
not in the leaſt inclined to give Ear to the Repreſentations made 
him by the Empire as well as by forcign Powers in this- Prince's- 
Favour ; and moreover that by keeping his Troops ſtill in the 
Empire he could have no other Aim but t,making himſelf abſolute; - 
the Evangelical Union being long ago dilſolved and Frederic having 


1 no more a Par arty acting for him); "Theſe Conſiderations joined. 
together, 
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together, made the Princes of the Circle of the Lower Saxony, 


ſenſible that ĩt was now high Time to enter into anAlliance. Frederic 


Ulric had hitherto been more averſe to aStep of this Kind than any 
of them: But the preſent Juncture appearing to him ſo urgent, 


he oppoſed it no longer. Cbhriſtian IV. then King of Denmark 
Having invited him, and the other Princes of that Circle, to an 


Interview at Lauenburg, a ſtrict Alliance was there concluded 
between the major Part of them; who joined unanimouſly in 
placing the faid King at the Head of their Alliance. 

As their Aim was to vindicate the Liberties of Germany, it was 
thought expedient to exert themſelves powerfully on that Behalf. 


With this View the King immediately took Poſſeſſion of Min- 


den and Hameln; where, on viſiting the Fortifications, he had the 
Misfortune to fall with his Horſe from the Ramparts into theDitch, 
which was like to have coſt him his Life : However, after having 


continued ſpeechleſs and as it were dead, till the next Morn- 
ing, he at length recovered ; and being in Expectation of a large 


Reinforcement of Engliſbd, French and other Troops, where- 


with Duke Chriſtian of Brunſwick and the Count of Mansfeld 


were advancing from Holland; he, to facilitate their Junction, 
withdrew to the Biſhoprick of Verden. Till, who had already 


made himſelf Maſter of ſeveral Paſſes on the Weſer, taking Ad- 


vantage of his Retreat, ſeized on Minden, and entered the Coun- 
ty of Hoya. Stoltzenau ſurrendered without any Reſiſtance, which 
imboldened him to lay Siege to the Fortreſs of Nienburg, imagin- 
ing that he ſhould ſhortly get Poſſeſſion of it : But herein he was 


_ difappointed by the King of Denmark, who haſtened to its Suc- 
cour; ſo that he found himſelf under a Neceſſity to raiſe the Siege, 
after having in vain ſacrificed a great Number of his People. 
The Circle of the Lower Saxony, became now the Theatre of 
a moſt bloody War. There were no leſs than four Armies in it; 


two Imperial ones under Tilly and Mallenſtein; another under 
the King of Denmark and Duke Chriſtian; and a fourth

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of above 100,000 Men, to whom the Brunſwick Dominions, a as 
well as the reſt of the Lower Saxony, became a Prey; Horror 
and Deſolation ſpread themſelves every where, and the whole 
Country was not only ranſacked and pillaged, but almoſt intirely 


ruii. ed. 
Tilly, after having made himſelf Maſter of the City of Ola. 
dorf, ſet Fire to it; thence marching before the Caſtle of Calen- 
berg, the Garriſon capitulated. From this Place he ſteered his 
Courſe to Hanover, near which City a Daniſh Party, of about 
500 Men, having unluckily come up with him, they were for 


the moſt Part cut in Pieces; whereupon he expected to put a 


Garriſon into Hanover, but this was prevented by this City's 


immediately accepting of a Body of Daniſb Tara that hap- 


pened to be near at Hand, 

About this Time the King of Denmark, in Hopes of being 
thereby the more ſucceſsful againſt the Imperialiſts, thought 
proper to divide his Army into three Bodies: The firſt of which, 
under the Command of Duke Chriſtian, was to act upon the 
M eſer in the Biſhopricks of Hildeſbeim and Ofnabruck ; the ſe- 
cond, headed by the Count of Mansfeld, was to oppoſe Wallen- 


flein and to make his Way into S7] ,]j and the third, under the 


King's own Conduct, was to march between the two others 
againſt T. illy. Great Hopes were entertained from this Diſpoſi- 
tion, but in the Event it proved to be not at all advantageous to 


the Common Cauſe, which in all Probability, would have reaped | 


much Benefit from the Bravery of theſe Commanders, had the 
Army kept together; for hereby it would have been inabled to 
overcome all Difficulties, and even to penetrate into the very 
Heart of the Empire. 
Howbeit, Mansfeld executed his Part fo well, that he Gon 
made himſelf Maſter of the whole Province of Magdeburg, from 
thence continuing his March for Sila: But a Body of Impe- 
rialiſts having thrown itſelf into Deſav, in the Principality of 
Antal, and there diſputing his Paſſage over the Elbe, this We

_ enſued, wherein Mansfeld was defeated ; fo, that he was ſcarce 


able to fave a Part of his Cavalry, wherewith he retreated to the 


Marggraviate of Brandenburg, and thence | wa: his Rout into 
Stlefia. Here he recruited his Army in a ſhort Time, and with 


great Expedition advanced towards Hungary, in order to join 


Bethlen Gabor, who had taken up Arms againſt the Houſe of 
Auſtria : But this Prince having "Ro at the ſame Time made 
his Peace with Ferdinand, Mangfeld's Meaſures were thereby 
intirely broke ; and his Army, ſhortly after, by Diſeaſes, Want 
of 8 and other Accidents, was ruined in the Mountains 
of Hungary. The fame Fate attended that under Wallenſtein, 
who, by cloſely purſuing Mangfeld, had too far penetrated into 
the Mountains of that Country. 

As for Chriftian, Frederic Ulric, his Brother, being moved with. 


Compaſſion at the Hardſhips his Subjects, ſuffered, both from Friends: 
and Enemies, was not at all pleaſed with the War's keeping in his 
Dominions. To put a Stop to theſeCalamities, he ſtrenuouſſy em- 


pPloyed himſelf 
— was appointed for the Place of Negociation. How- 


r bringing about a Peace, and the City of 


r, nothing was concluded there, and the War, far from being 


der came to be perpetuated in his Country. The King of 


Denmark, ſuſpecting, that Frederic Ulric, for the Sake of Peace, 
might be induced to take Meafures contrary to the Operations 


| agreed to, prevailed upon him to put the Fortreſs of Wolfenbuttel

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This brave and active Prince, was now on the Point of doing in- 
finite Service to the Proteſtant Cauſe, when, on a ſudden, he was 


ſnatched away, to the inexpreſſible Grief of all the Wellwiſhers 
to it. To do Juſtice to his Character, it muſt be ſaid, that his 


natural Valour had ſomething very peculiar: > For, though re- 
markably impetuous, it was kept within proper Bounds by a ſu- 
erior Prudence, that always pointed out the Lengths it was to run. 
| Amidſt the Heat and Confuſion, uſually attending Engagements, 
he ever preſerved that Calmneſs, requiſite 1 in a General, to take 
Advantage of an Enemy, without giving him any; ind never 
wanted Reſources to extricate himſelf out of the greateſt Diffi- 
culties. Adorned with theſe diſtinguiſhing Talents, which the 
particular Circumſtances he was in, gave him frequent Oppor- 
tunities to diſplay, it is not to be wondered, that he was dreaded 
by the Imperialiſts, and that his Name was become a Terror to 
them. Notwithſtanding his perſonal Courage, and the Skill he 
had acquired in military Affairs by Experience, he was not al- 
ways ſucceſsful, it muſt be confeſſed; but then, theſe unexpected 
Turns of Fortune, far from diſheartening him, gave him freſh 
Activity, and were generally the Fore-Runners of ſome ſignal 
Exploit. What might not have been expected from a Prince, 
indowed with theſe uncommon Qualifications, had Providence 
allowed him a longer Career? He was cut off in the very Bloom 
of Youth, having been ſeized, during his laſt Expedition, with 
a Feaver ; which obliged him unexpectedly to return to Wolf 


fenbuttel, where his Diſorder increafing, it put an End to his _ 
Life, when he ſcarce had finiſhed the 27th Year of his Age. ; 


| Hereby, Ferdinand was delivered of a powerful Enemy, and the 
Proteſtant Intereſt confiderably weakened by the Laſs of a very 


great Captain. 
His Demiſe was followed by two remarkable Cirennifilhes, 

The firſt was, that his Brother, having diſpoſſeſſed himſelf of 

the Fortreſs of Wolffenbuttel, more out of Regard to him, than 


upon any other Account, now demanded the Reſtitution of it;

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which the Danes, to his great Mortification, refuſed to comply

The other was, that the greateſt Part of the Conqueſts this Prin 
had made, towards the latter Part of his Life, came to be loſt 
ſoon after bis Death, as if theſe Places had 8 to be tenable 


when he was no more, or Fortune had intended to favour the 
Proteſtant Party, purely out of Regard to this young Heroe. 


For, Tilly attacked Minden and took it by Storm, putting moſt _ 
my all the Garriſon to the Sword. This done, he ſet 


down before Gottingen, which he alſo obliged to ſurrender; and 


thence bent his March to Northeim, with the ſame Intention. 


However, the King of Denmark, having had Notice of Tilh's 
Succeſs, ſet out for the Relief of this City; which he did with 
ſo much Expedition, that he arrived there, when Ti/ly thought 


im at above Thirty Leagues Diſtance, I his obliged that Ge- 
neral to retreat in the Night; which the better to cover, he amuſed 
the Danes, by leaving Drums beating, and Trumpets ſounding 


in his Camp. Thus he ſafely arrived at Gottingen, where, at 
Break of Day, thoſe he had left in the Camp followed him. 

The Houſe of Luneburg had at that Time a very warlike Prince, 
named George, who fided with the Imperialiſts, from Motives 


eaſily to be gueſſed at, viz. the Sway the Emperor bore in Ger- 


many, and the Impreſſions, which the King of Bohemia's recent 
Misfortunes had made upon him as well as other Princes of the 
Empire. Tilly having been reinforced by him, and becoming 


thereby ſuperior in Number to the King of Denmark, marched 


to attack the Danes, who were obliged to retire to Walfonbuttel 
through uneven Roads and difficult Paſſes, He followed them 
however, and that ſo cloſely, that frequent Skirmiſhes happened 


between them for three Days together. At length, the King 


| made a Stand near Lutter, in the Brunſwick Dominions, 


about 
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about two Leagues from Goflar, as a convenient Spot of Ground 5 
for a Battle. 
Fortune in the Beginning declared itſelf for the King, but 


changed Sides during the Action. The Force and Fierceneſs of 
the Danes, at the firſt Charge, was inexpreſſible; The Imperial 
Guards, which. conſiſted of four Regiments, being unable to 
withſtand ſo furious an Onſet, were routed; this, and the Suc- 


ceſs their Enemies had in poſſeſsing themſelves of the Canon, 


made almoſt all the Reſt of the Imperialiſts give Way. Tilly 


began now to think all was loſt, and that nothing remained for 
him to do, but to make a tolerable Retreat; when, on a ſudden, 
the Veterans recovering from their Diſorder, faced about. Their 


Officers perceiving this, rallied them and renewed. the F ight : 


'The other Troops that had given Way, were ſtopped in their. 
Flight by unpaſſable Bogs, and being forced to take. Courage 


from Neceſſity, had the good Fortune to repulſe the Danes, 
who purſued them without Order, and to take from them all 
their Advantage. Hereupon, the Diſpute became very obſtinate 


for ſeveral Hours, the Soldiers fighting Man to Man, with : 


ſuch a Noiſe of Arms and Cries, , as could be heard at a prodi- 


gious Diſtance. At laſt, the Horſe of the Right Wing of the 
Danes unhappily fell foul upon their own Foot, which - occa- 
ſioned ſo much Diſorder, that the Imperialiſts got the Victory, 


and made a great Slaughter among the Conquered. The King 


changed Horſes. thrice, and led his Army to the Charge with re- | 
markable Bravery ;. whilſt Tilly on his Part, acquitted himſelf 
of all the Duties of an able General; and that with ſo much the 


more Applauſe, as. he won the Day, after he had been little leſs 
than overcome. 


The Conſequences of this victory were, that Frederic Utric, : 
in Hopes to fave his Dominions from being intirely ſwallowed 


up by both Armies, declared for the Imperialiſts. However the 


. 444 ſtill kept Poſſeſſion of Wolfenbuttel, which they were fo 
little inclined. to give up, that they r ſent Detachments 


Out. 
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ſtantly upon 
| likewiſe very much annoyed ſuch of his Troops as were ſent | 
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out of that Fortreſs, to pillage the Country all around, and to 


deſtroy what they were not able to carry off, Tilly endeavoured, 
at different Times, to intetcept them, but as they were con- 


their Guard, they not only broke his Meaſures, but 


againſt them; ſo that he was obliged to give over his Deſign. 
At Length Pappenheim, another of the Emperor's Generals, 


after having taken Nienburg from the Danes, laid Siege in Form 


to Wolffnbuttel, The Beſieged, who were well provided with 
all Neceffaries, made ſucceſsful Sallies, which obliged the Im- 


perialiſts to purchaſe every Inch of Ground at the Expence of 
much Blood. This put them upon making Ute of deſperate 


Means, by erecting large Banks to ſtop the Current of the River 
Ocker; whereby the Waters were ſwelled to ſuch a Degree, that 


overflowing the! City, they ruined not only the Foundations of 
the Houſes, but alſo thoſe of the Fortifications : So that the 

Garriſon was no longer able to hold out, but obliged to ſtrike up 
a Capitulation for ſurrendering the Fortreſs. By the Succeſs of 


this Expedient Frederic Ulric came repoſſeſſed of Wolfenbut- 
tel, which the Danes had ſo long witheld from him. Ho. 
ever his Satisfaction on this Account was much allayed by the 


unwelcome Propoſal, which the Conquerors made him immedi- 


ately upon this; which was, that he ſhould receive a Garriſon 


into it, conſiffing of Troops belonging to the Emperor and to 


the League. Although the Pretence for this was the Security of 


the Brunſwick and Lameburg Dominions; it was inſiſted upon 


for noother End,than to favour the Emperor's ambitious Schemes, 
which ſoon after diſcovered themſelves. However, Frederic 
_ Ulric was obliged to make a Virtue of Neceſſity, and to admit 


the Garrifon ; how prejudicial ſoever it appeared to be to his 


Authority, 
As for thee King of Denmark, chin gh he recovered from his 


Defeat; yet finding, that he had not Forces ſufficient to with- 


ſtand 7. 7 : he avoided facing him; and it was not long ere he 
retired 
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xetired to Holjtein and from thence to Futland; whither Wallen- 


Hein, who was now returned to Germany, purſued him fo briſkly, 
that his March was looked upon as à continued Series of Advan- 
tages. Theſe repeated Loſſes obliged the King to accept of a 
Peace, which was Ni and concluded at Zybeck; whereby 
he recovered all that had been taken from him by the Imperialiſts: 
with this Proviſo, that he ſhould not meddle any further with the

| broke the Alliance of the Princes of the Circle of the . and 


Saxony, began now to ſhew his Reſentment againſt ſome of 


thoſe that had been engaged in it. He put the Dukes of Meck- 


lenburg to the Ban of the Empire, diſpoſing of their Dutchy i in: 
Favour of his General Wallenſtein, who in-Conſequence of this 
arbitrary Proceeding took Poſſeſſion thereof, He alſo from the 
fame Motive declared the Ban againſt the Adminiſtrator of Mag 
deburg, Chriſtian William of the Houſe of Brandenburg, and 


without the leaſt Regard for the Conſtitutions of. the Empire, al- 


lowed his Armies, under Tilly and Wallenſtein, to put all Germany 
under Contribution, Meaſures were taken at Vienna to eſtabliſh 
a General Military Cheſt, out of which four ſtanding Armies 
ſhould be kept on Foot; one towards the Confines of Hungary, 


another towards 7aly, a third upon the Nœue, and a Fourth near 


the Balticł, over which the Emperor now claimed a Jurisdiction; 
in ſo much, that Wallenſtein ready. began to ſtile himſelf Admiral. 


of that Sea. 
It was plainly to be perceived, that Ferdinand aimed at nothing: 


leſs than making himſelf deſpotic; which the Princes of the Em- 
pire, were not in a Condition to prevent, on Account of their Domi- 


nions being over- run with his Troops. Nay, he was ſo far blinded by 
Ambition and Intereſt, as to keep no Meaſures with the Elector 
of Saxony, one of Wh beſt Friends. Among the many ungrate- 
ful Returns he made him for paſt Favours, he endeavoured W 
Force to obtrude Leopold William, one of his Sons, to the 8

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ner given their Suffrages to Auguſtus, the Elector's youn geſt Son; 
from whence aroſe Diſputes, which afterwards ended in the utter 


Ruin of the fine City of Ma gdeburg. At Length, for a finiſhing

Stroke, he publiſhed his famous Edict of Reſtitution, whereby the 
Proteſtant Princes were ſtrictly enjoined, to reſtore to the Romiſh 
Church the States and Territories, which the Reformation had 
put them in Poſſeſſion of. 

In Conſequence of this Edict, which was publiſhed under 


the Protection of V allenſtein's powerful and numerous Army, 


Frederic Ulric, among many other Princes, was called upon to 
deliver up his Poſſeſſions in the Biſhoprick of Hilagſbeim; although 
his Anceſtors were known to have enjoyed them, ever ſince the 
Battle of Soltau, which happened above 30 Vears before the 
Tranſaction of Paſſau. Nor was this the only Circumſtance 


which juſtified his Title to the ſaid Poſſeſſions: For from that 
Time, they had been confirmed to his Family, by all the ſucceeding 


Emperors, no one of them having ever refuſed to inveſt the 
Houſe of Brunſwick therewith. How cogent ſoever theſe Reaſons 


were, Ferdinand was determined to carry his Point. The hum- 


bling and weakening of the Proteſtant Party appeared to him 
a conſiderable Step towards it, upon which Account, no Regard 
was paid to Frederic Uric's and other Proteſtant % eg oh 


ſentations againſt the Injuſtice of this Edict, and the Emperor's 


arbitrary Meaſures. 


In this perplexed Situation of the Liberties and Religion of 


the Proteſtants, Guſtavus Adolphus King of Sueden, entered Ger- 


many with Sixteen Troops of Horſe and ninety two Companies 


of Foot. He was prompted to this Reſolution by Ferdinands 
refuſing to give him Satisfaction on ſundry Subjects of Complaint 
he had againſt him; and as his Inclination ſtrongly led him to 
ſuccour the oppreſſed States of the Empire, this was a freſh Mo- 
tive that encouraged him to purſue it: To which may be added, 


that earneſt Solicitations were made to him by the Court of 
France, for putting his Deſign in Execution, This Court being 
| jealous 
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jealous of the great Power of the Emperor and Spain, then cloſely 


united together, found a conſiderable Advantage in the King of 
Sueden's declaring War againſt Ferdinand: Thus, as it had a 
like Intereſt with him in the Humiliation of this Prince, an Al- 
liance was entered into, ſhortly aſter, between both Crowns againſt 


the Houſe of Auſtria. 
Our Purpoſe being only to relate ſuch Tranſactions as immedi- 


ately concern the Princes of the Houſe of Brunſwick, and with- 
out which their Hiſtory cannot well be underſtood; it muſt not 
be expected, that we ſhould give a Detail of the King of Sue- 


den's Landing, and of the Steps he took on entering the Empire. 
It is however neceſſary, to obſerve, that as this Prince had before 
his Eyes the Examples of the Kings of Bohemia and Denmark, 
who had both miſcarried, one after the other, in their Under- 


_ takings againſt Ferdinand, he ſo well concerted his Meaſures, 
that he ſoon ſecured to himſelf the Marcks of Brandenburg and : 


the Dutchies of Pomerania and Mecklenburg, in Order to make 


Uſe thereof for a Retreat in Caſe of Miſcarrying. As in doing 


this he had no View of making Conqueſts upon the Owners 
thereof, he immediately reinſtated the Dukes of Mecklenburg in 
their Dutchy; whereof, as has been faid above, the Emperor 
had deprived them. By this great and noble Action, his Credit 


In the mean-while the Emperor's Edict of Reſtitution kirk 


given the Alarm to all the Proteſtant Princes, the Elector of Sax- 
ony thence took an Opportunity to appoint a Conference between 


them at Leipzig. Ferdinand employed all his Dexterity to hinder 
their Meeting, but the Obſtacles laid in their Way proved inef- 


fectual: They actually met, and having deliberated on proper 


Means for their Security, a League was concluded between them 
for their mutual Defence; which Frederic Ulric's Miniſter, who 


afliſted at the Aſſembly in his Name, ſigned with the Reſt con- 
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came to ſpread itſelf far and wide, all the Empire being thereby 
convinced, that he had entered it with no other Aim, than that 


of relieving the Oppreſſed. 
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cerned therein. If we reflect on this reſolute Step taken by the 
Proteſtants, it will afford Matter of no ſmall Surprize: For the 
Leagues hitherto concluded between them, far from promoting 
their Intereſt, had been ſo detrimental, as to furniſh Ferdinand 


with freſh Pretences, for endeavouring to ruin them. Nor are 
we to believe, that the King of Sueden's taking up Arms againſt 
the Emperor, was a Motive that induced them to enter into this 
new League. The Succeſs Ferdinand had met with hitherto 
_ againſt all thoſe, that had oppoſed him, could give them but 


little Proſpe& that Guftauus Adolphus would get the better of him, 
Moreover a ſtrong Imperial Army under Tilly was in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Leipzig, which was ſufficient, one might have 


thought, to prevent their taking any ſuch Engagements. Upon 
the whole, very few of them were as yet inclined to eſpouſe the 


Sued;h Party, and that from Motives, which will be related 


However the Roman Catholicks, not knowing what Turn Af. 
fairs might take, were not indifferent about this new League. 


They had a Meeting at Frankfort on the Main, whither they alſo 
invited the Protęſtants; pretending that they were deſirous to find 
out Means for compoſing the Differences, that had aroſe between 


the two Perſuaſions, on Account of the States and Territories, 
the Proteſtants had been enjoined to reſtore to the Roman Catho- 
licks by the Edict of Reſtitution. Frederic Ulric and the other 
Proteſtant Princes, being willing to negle& no Opportunity for 
ſhewing their pacifick Diſpoſitions, readily accepted of this Invita- 


tion, and deputed their Miniſters thither. But it ſoon appeared, that 


the whole Intent of the Roman Catholicks, was to lull them a- 


fleep, and to gain Time, that ſo they might be the better able 


to prevail upon them to turn their Arms againſt the Swedes. Theſe 


Artifices being ſeen through by the Proteflants, they did not 
think proper to aſſiſt any longer at the Aſſembly, and upon their 
Retiring, this Shceme of the Roman Catholicks proved abortive. 
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In the mean while, Tilly having made himſelf Maſter of the City 


of Magdeburg, in Order t to terrify the Proteſtants, gave it up to 


Pillage, which laſted three Days. During that Time the Inha- 


bitants were treated with unparallelled Barbarity, almoſt all of 
them being put to the Sword; at length, this beautiful and flou- 
Tiſhing City, having been ſet on Fire, it was reduced to a 
Heap of Aſhes and Ruins, like that of Troy. He afterwards fell 
= & Electorate of Saxony, and obliged the City of Leipzig to 
ſurrender; which provoked the Elector to that Degree, that he 
renounced the Friendſhi p, he had all along ſhewed to Ferdinand, 

and called the Szedes to his Aſſiſtance. As Guſtavus Adolphus had 


before now unſucceſsfully endeavoured to bring him into his 


Meaſures, he miſtruſted him, and conſtrued this his Applica- 


tion as proceeding from a ſudden Emotion, which Ferdinand 
would ſoon find Means to appeaſe: Wherefore he required of 
him, to ſend to his Camp the Electoral Prince, and to deliver up 


the Fortreſs of Wittenberg as Pledges of his Sincerity; to which 
the Elector immediately agreed. Hereupon the King, as gene- 
rous as he was politick, inſtantly gave up both Articles, and ſet 
out forthwith for the Saxon Dominions; where having joined 


the Elector's Forces, he offered Battle to Tzly, near Leipzig. 
The Imperialiſts at firſt, put the Saxons to Flight, which pro- 
ceeded from their being for the greateſt Part, newly raiſed and 


undiſciplined. But they had not the ſame Succeſs with the 
Suedes, who made —_ Amends for the weak Reſiſtance of 
their Companions; charging with great Bravery and in the beſt 
Order the Enemy, that was buſy about the Spoil ; which gave 


Guſtarus Adolphus an Opportunity to defeat about Ten Thouſand 


af them, and to obtain a compleat Victory. After this Succeſs 


the Saxons and Suedes divided their Forces; the firſt with a View 
to penetrate into Bohemia, whilſt the laſt marched towards the 
Empire. As for T:lly, he not being able to face the Allies after 
this Deteat, retired ſucceſſively to HJ; 4 olffenbuttel, and

Ferdinand to come to a ſolid Peace, To this it may be anſwered, 
that Guſtavus Adolphus, before he could poſſibly enter upon an 
Expedition of ſuch a Nature, had a great many Princes to win 
over to his Intereſt ; who ſtill were irrreſolute, which Party to 
embrace: Nay, ſome of them were fo far from ſiding with him, 
that, on the contrary, they were of Opinion, that it was not 
proper to help the Suedes to become too powerful, leſt by ſhaking 


mitting to another. However, the King of Sueden neglected not 
to make the beſt Uſe he could of his Victory, by taking a great 


Suediſh Troops ſubdued the Country around Magdeburg, and 
drove the Imperialiſts out of Halberſfadt; the Canons of which 
See and a great many of the Inhabitants flocked with their Effects 


As Frederic Ulric had hitherto vainly endevracced to induce 
the Imperialiſts to evacuate his Dominions ; Banmer's Succeſs, 


Maſter of Go/lar and Hornburg, prompted Frederic Ulric, and 
his Couſin George Duke of Luneburg, to embrace the Suediſo 
Intereſt; in Meta by their Aſſiſtance to procure to themſelves 


the Conſtitutions of the Empire. Having concerted with Bannier, Lg ; = 
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were made Priſoners of War. 


During this Time George made Preputations for reconquering 
the Caſtle of Calenberg; and having for this Purpoſe in Conjunc- 
tion with General Baudiſſin, laid Siege to it, Count Gronsfeld was 
detached by Pappenheim to its Relief. But George had no ſooner 
penetrated the Deſign, but he directly marched up to him, routed 


his Troops and obliged him to take to Flight. Hereupon Pap- 


penheim, who had much at Heart the keeping of this Caſtle in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Imperialiſts, advanced with his whole Ar- 


my; which being conſiderably ſuperior to that of the Beſiegers, 
George thought proper to poſtpone the Execution of his Deſign; 


and directing ; his March to the Princi pality of Grubenhagen, thence 
paſſed to the Etchsfeld, where he ſabdued the Fortreſs of Du- 
derſtadt. 


What this Prince and Frederic Ulric had now  oriatipally } in. 
View was, to repoſſeſs themſelves of the Fortreſs of Wolſſenbuttel. 
As a formal Siege could not but be equally ruinous to the Citi- 


Weimar with a Body of Suediſo Troops took the City of Cut. 
fingen by Storm, where the greateſt Part of the Garriſon on 
Account of their Reſiſtance fell by the Sword, while the reſt 


zens and Garrifon, Frederic Ulric,, who was ſtrongly bent for 


preſerving the Senner, inſtead of attacking it by open Force, 
reſolved upon a Blockade; whereby the Garriſon came to be ſo 
much diſtreſſed, that a Surrender was hourly expected. How- 
ever both Princes were diſappointed in their Hopes: For Grons- 


feld having been ſent by Pappenbeim with twenty Troops of 


Horſe towards Wolfenbuttel, he had the good Fortune under Fa- 


vour of the Night, to throw himſelf into the Fortreſs; from 
whence, in Conjunction with the Garriſon, he made a moſt 
furious Sally ; ; which not only obliged the Beſiegers to retire, but 


gave Pappenbeim an Opportunity to inveſt Hildeſheim ; whereof 


pe became Maſter, to the great Grief of the Proteſtants in that 
Biſhoprick, on whom the Roman Catholics failed not to make 


moſt 
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abe Duke; which they were the more e encouraged to do, as 


. en 


lenſtein, be loſt his Life in the Battle of Litzen, ever memora- 


ble on Account of the ſignal Victory the Suedes obtained there 


over the Imperialiſts, notwithſtanding the fatal Loſs they ſuſtained 


by the Death oftheir brave King Guſtavus Adolphus. This Event was 


followed the Vear aſter by he Demiſe of the King of Babemia, 
who having by the Aſſiſtance of the Szedes recovered ſome Cities 


adjacent to the Palatinate, was in a fair Way of reinſtating him- 


ſelf in his paternal Inheritance, when Death ſeizing upon him, 


interrupted at once the Courſe of his Fortune and Lic. 


Afier Guſtavus Adalplus's Death, the Duke of Weimar had 


the Command of the Suediſb Army acting in Franconia, and 


Bavaria ; whereas Duke George of Luneburg headed a ſeparate 


Army in the Circles of Lower Saxony and Weſtphalia. This 
Prince being ſenſible, that it was of the utmoſt Conſequence to 


be poſſeſſed of ſuch Places near the Weſer, as might aflure him 
a free Paſſage over it, marched with this Deſign before Herford, 


and took Poſſeſſion af it, from thence continuing his Courſe to 


Bilefeld, Lemgau, Lubbeke and Vithe, he brought them under 
his Subjection. This being done, he advanced to Rinteln, where 


a favourable Opportunity was offered him, to be revenged on 
Gronsfeld for the Diſappointment he had met the Year before 


near Wolfenbuttel, This General, endeavouring to diſpute the 


Duke's Paſſage over the Wefer near Rinteln, not only miſſed his 


Aim, but had the Misfortune to be beaten, and obliged to retreat 
| after having loſt a great Number of his People. George pur- 


ſued his victorious y by ſetting down before the For- 
treſs of Hamein, whereto he laid Siege, after putting a Garri- 


ſion into the City of Buckeburg, and receiving a Reinforcement, 
which was brought him by Frederic Ulric in Perſon. The 


Beſieged exerted themſelves to the utmoſt of their Power againſt

adv rigordus Exactions. This was the laſt of Pappenbeint s 


T1 For having ſoon after joined Val. 
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they had Intelligence, that Count Merode at the Head of a 
conſiderable Body of Imperialiſts was haſtening to their Relief. 


However this Ji not 0 them; for, although. Merode was 


joined in his March by Count Gronsfeld, and — at length 
with an Army of 15,000 Men and a good Train of Artillery, 
their joint Endeavours ſerved only to In Duke George 9 Valour 
more conſpicuous. Scarce had this Prince received Advice of 


the Enemy's Approach, but he raiſed the Siege, got up with them 


near Oldenderf, and utterly defeated them. Seven Thouſand of 
the Imperialiſts were killed upon the Spot: The Number of Pri- 


ſoners was till greater, among whom were ſeveral chief Officers 


and Merode himſelf; beſides which all their Artillery, Baggage, 
with ſeventy Enſigns fell into the Hands of the Conqueror. By 
this important Victory George was inabled to reſume the Siege, 


he had been obliged to ſuſpend; he returned to Hameln and ſoon 


got Poſſeſſion of it, as well as of Pyrmont and Oſnabruckh, the whole 
Biſhoprick ſubmitting to his Arms; as did Peine and Calenberg to 
_ thoſe of Frederic Ulric, who wreſted them out of the Hands of 


the Imperialiſts. 
Oxenſtiern, who was intruſted with the Direction of the Af- 


fairs of the Suedes in Germany after the Death of Guflavus 
Adolphus, had by this Time not only renewed the League that 
ſubſiſted between his Court and that of "France, but alſo made 
an Alliance at Heillrun, with the Circles of Suabia, Franconia, 
Upper and Lower Rhine. As he was deſirous of taking the ſame 


Engagements with the Circles of Upper and Lower Saxony, he 


was ſeconded by Frederic Ulric, who for this Purpoſe aſſembled 
| the Members of this laſt Circle at Halberſtadt; where an Alli- 

ance having been concluded with the Suedes, the Settling of the 
Operations for the following Campain was taken in hand: Pur- 
ſuant hereto, among other Things, a Reſolution was taken to 


block up the Fortreſs of Yolfenbuttel, and to lay Siege to the 


oy of Hilleſteim. It was likewiſe agreed, that the City f 
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Brunſwick, for the future, ſhould be their common Place of 
Arms, and that Magazines ſhould be erected there for the Ser- 


vice of the Army. 


It is reported, that Frederic Ulric, at this Aſſembly, engaged 
himſelf to induce. the Elector of Saxeny to join his Troops with 


thoſe of the Circle of Lower-Saxony, in order to act more pow- 
erfully againſt the Imperiah/ts.. However, it appeared ſoon after 


that his Endeavours were unſucceſsful, the Elector refuſing the 
Junction expected from him. A ſecret Diſguſt which he took 


at Oxenſtiern's having the Direction of the Affairs of the Prote- 


ſtants in Germany, is ſaid to have been the Occaſion thereof, and 


So already at that Time it ſet him about treating privately with 
the Emperor for a ſeparate Peace. Nevertheleſs, the EleQor's 5 


Refuſal made no Change in the Operations agreed upon at Hal- 


Berfladt. Duke George, after having made himſelf Maſter of 
Sog, Coesfeld, Lunen, Bockum, Luding ſbauſen, and Hamm in 


the Circle of Ye/phalia, marched into the Biſhoprick of Hildeſs 
beim, where he fat down before its Capital. An Imperial De- 
tachment of Horſe and Dragoons, advancing from the Biſhop- 
rick of Munſter, attempted to relieve the City, at the ſame Time, 


that the Beſieged, who had Notice of the approaching Succour, 
made a Sally and did ſome Damage to the Duke's Troops. 

However, this Prince having made proper Diſpoſitions, fell with 
great Bravery on the Imperiah/is, who after ſome Reſiſtance, 


were brought i into Confuſion, which with the great Loſs they ſuſ- 


tained in the Engagement obliged them to retreat ; whereupon 


Hildeſbeim ſurrendered, and was delivered up to Wo Utric. 


This Succeſs, as it was a great Addition to Duke George's 


Glory, ſo it enabled him now to undertake the Blockade of the 
Fortreſs of Wofffenburtel. As this was the ordinary Place. of 
Frederic Ulric's Refidence, he feemed to confine his Wiſhes to 


ſee himſelf repoſſeſſed of it. But Fortune would not allow 


him Time to be a Witneſs of the Iſſue of his Couſin's Under- 
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taking in his Behalf. Having by ſome Accident broke a Leg, 


and Nature, by the many F atigues he had undergone, being in- 
tirely exhauſted, it was not in the Power of Medicaments to 
procure his Recovery; ſo that after languiſhing for ſix Weeks, 

and ſuffering of moſt excruciating Pains, Death put a Period to 


his Life in the 44th Vear of his Age. 
Were we to decide of Princes Actions by the ſame Rules we 


follow, when we ſpeak of Men acting in a private Capacity, it 


would not perhaps be an eaſy Matter to vindicate Frederic Ulric's 
Character; his ſhifting from one Party to another, his unſettled 
Scheme of Politics, his Diffidence in thoſe he ſided with, ſeem- 
ing, at firſt Sight, to imply either a Weakneſs in Judgment or 
unſteady Principles. But when we come to view him in another 


Light, when we conſider the perplexed State Germany happened 


to be in, during the greateſt Part of his Time, and the Impoſſi- 
bility there was conſtantly to purſue the ſame Meaſures, his 


Character and Conduct will bear a very different Aſpect. He 


ought indeed, as ſoon as he perceived the Incroachments of 


the Roman Catholics, to have put himſelf in a Capacity of with- 
ſtanding their Efforts, both on account of Religion and of his 
own private Intereſt; but may it not be ſaid, that what prevent- 
ed him from ſo doing was, that he thought himſelf ſufficiently 
ſecured, in both theſe Reſpects, by the Evangelical Union? The 
ſudden Revolution that happened in the King of Bohemia's Af- 
fairs, and the rapid Succeis that attended Ferdinand's Arms, al- 

lowed him neither Leiſure nor Power uniformly to ſteer a Cork 


that ſuited his Inclination, On the one Hand, his Brothers 


Schemes appearing too bazardous, and on the other the ambitious 


Views of the Houſe of Auſtria threatening the utter Subverſion 


of the civil and religious Liberties of the Empire, he thought it 
not ſafe to ſide with either; and though by the Emperor' s ar- 
bitrary Proceedings, he was at length compelled to join with the 
King of Denmark againſt him, yet he ſoon after —— his Par- 
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the unfortunate Iſſue of the Battle of Lurter, leaving him 


1 other Reſource than that of ſubmitting to the Victor, and 


helping him to diſpoſſeſs the Danes of the ſtrong Places he had 
put into their Hands. This however, he did in hopes to be rein- 


ſtated in the Poſſeſſion of them: but finding the Imperialifts 


ſhewed no Inclination to evacuate them, and that they were 
bent upon maintaining the Edict of Reftitution, he was neceſſi- 
tated, either tamely to ſubmit to their Yoke, or to throw himſelf 
into the Arms of the Suedes; the laſt of which he choſe, becauſe 
he had a Proſpect thereby to ſecure Religion, and to recover what 


was unjuſtly witheld from him. To ſum up the whole: We 
are not to be ſurpriſed at the ſudden Changes that appear in this 


Prince's Politicks ; ſince the Circumſtances he was in, had ſome- 
thing ſo very peculiar, and the Events in which he was concern- 


ed, were ſo ſtrangely combined, that the moſt penetrating Ge- 


nius would have found it next to impoſſible to extricate himſelf, 
The Preſervation of Liberty and pure Religion, were doubtleſs 


the chief Ends he aimed at, towards attaining which he was 
ever willing to ſpare no Pains; but hereby he expoſed himſelf to 


great Inconveniencies, and his Subjects to ſundry Calamities. He 
would have willingly conſulted their Intereſt by accepting of a 
Neutrality, but this being refuſed, he was conſtrained, at all E- 
vents, to follow the Torrent by fiding with thes ſtrongeſt. It 
muſt be confeſſed, on all Hands, that this Prince was endowed 


with many valuable Qualities, which would have eminently di- 
ſtinguiſhed him, had the troubleſome Times he lived in, allow- 


ed him to diſplay them, and that the common Patience and 
Equanimity, he preſerved amidit the various Difficulties he had 
to ſtruggle with, intitled him to univerſal Applauſe. He left no 
Iſſue by his Wife Aun Sophia, Daughter of John Sigiſinund, 
Elector of Brandenburg, ſo that his Dominions devolved to Er- 
neft the Confeſſor's Deſcendants. The Line of Harburg, indeed, 
had a Share in them for a Time, but on its Failure, which hep- 
procd 


— 
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pened ſoon after, that Part of Frederic Ulric's Succeſſion fell alſo 
to Erneft's Poſterity, 


It may not be improper to call to the Reader's Remembrance, 
that in Erneſt the Confeſſor's Life-time, the Houſe of Brunfwick 


conſiſted of no leſs than ſix diſtin Branches, Five of theſe 


gradually came to fail, while that of Erneft was the only one 


that ſurvived them. Thus did Providence diſtinguiſh this good 
Prince's Deſcendants, by rewarding on them the extraordinary 


Zeal he had exerted in promoting the Proteſtant Religion. ' As 


they came to be divided into two different Branches, called e 


new Houſes of Brunſwick Wolfenbuttel, and of Brunſwick Lu- 
neburg, we ſhall henceforth treat of them a under this 


two-fold Dine. 
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The Houſe of BrUnswick WOLFFENBUTTEL. 


Tv © JULIUS ERNEST. 


TT has been already obſerved, that of Erneſt the Confeſſor's 
four Sons, the two youngeſt, named Henry and William con- 
tinued the F ainily, VMilliam founded the new Houſe of Lune- 
burg, and Henry that of Brunſwick, which in the Beginning was 
called the Line of Danneberg, till on the Death of Frederic Ul- 
ric, the Principality of Volſſenbuttel fell to its Share; from which 
Time it received the Name of the Houſe of Brunfwick Wolfen- 
buttel. As this is the elder Branch of Erneft the Confeſſor's Poſ- 
terity, we ſhall begin with it, 
Julius Erneſt, Son of Henry, ſucceeded his Father in 1 598. 
Hiſtorians make but little Mention of him. All we find is, that 
as he was inclined to lead a quiet Life, and had no Iſſue, he no 
ſooner acquired the Principality of Walffenbuttel, but he left it 
1636. to his Brother Auguſtus, who two Years after, at Fulius Erneſt's 
Demiſe, likewiſe inherited his patrimonial Dominions, which 
he had augmented in 1615, with the Lordſhip of JYuftrow.

Table VII. Auguſtus, on his inheriting the Principality of Wolfenbuttel, 
had the War, which ſtill continued in that Country, intailed 
upon him. The Blockade, laid to the Fortreſs of that Name 

in 1634, was carried on for ſome Time after his Acceſſion ; but 

with ſo little Succeſs, that he could not as yet flatter himſelf 

with Hopes of getting it into his Poſſeſſion, eſpecially on Ac- 

count of the ſudden Turn the Affairs of the Swedes took at this 

Time. The SMPENNCs on the Death of Mallenſtein, having 

given 
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given the Command of his Army to his Son Ferdinand, Fortune The Houſe of 
runſwick - 


declared itſelf in his Favour ; he obtained a ſignal Victory over Wolffenbuttel. 


the Swedes near Nordlingen, whereby the Alliance of Heilbrun 
was broke, and this Nation loſt moſt of its Conqueſts in Upper 
Germany, Moreover, the Emperor, who aimed at diſuniting 
the Proteſtant Princes leagued againſt him, eagerly laid hold of 


this Opportunity, to win over the Elector of Saxony to his Party; 


and this Prince being brought to believe, that the Sedes had no 
other View than to make Advantage of the Troubles in the 
Empire, gave Ear to the Propoſals that had been tendered to him 
ſome Time before at Pirna, and concluded a ſeparate Peace with 
the Emperor at Prague. 

This Tranſaction gave a conſiderable Blow to the Suedes, who 
apprehended, that the other Proteſtant Princes might be influ- 


enced by his Example, They loudly complained of the EleQor 
of Saxony s Infincerity, employing at the fame Time all their 


skill to keep George Duke of Luneburg in their Intereſt, They 
were ſtrangely puzzled at this laſt Prince's Conduct ; he openly 
decried the Convention of Pirna, declating -that a ſolid Peace 
could not be founded on it; and when the Elector of Saxony 


gave him Notice, that he was included in the Treaty made be- 


| tween him and the Emperor, deſiring his Acceſſion; he an- 
ſwered, that he muſt previouſly conſult Oxenſtiern about it, on 
Account of the ſtrict Alliance, which ſubſiſted between the 


Houſe of Brunſwick and the Suedes. However, at the fame 


Time, that he imparted to Oxenſtiern the Propoſals he had re- 


_ ceived from the Elector, he gave the Suedes Room to believe 
that his Affection was ſomewhat alienated from them; and this 
ne probably did, becauſe he thought that they conſulted more 


their private Intereſt than that of the Common Cauſe : For which 


Reaſon he acted in ſuch a Manner, as to claim Superiority in the 


Circle of the Lower Saxony, and put himſelf in a Condition to 
diſpoſe of Things there, as s he found it moſt conducive 19 ©:

of Prague; as the Emperor obliged himſelf thereby, immedi- 
ately to evacuate the Fortreſs of Wo/ffenbutte!, Orders had been 
diſpatched to the Governor for this Purpoſe, and Auguſtus did 
not doubt, but it would be delivered up to him without further 
Delay. However this was not done, and when Complaints 
were made to the Emperor on Account of the Governor's re- 
fuſing to comply with the Injunction, he connived at his ſhuffl- 
ing; ſo that Auguſtus found no Acreage in the Treaty of 
Prague. 

In the mean while George had eren Interviews with the 
Proteſtant Princes, chiefly with the Landgrave of Heſſe, and 
Wilkam Duke of Saxe ror doi in Reference to the ſaid Treaty; 
the Reſult whereof was, that they would accept of a Peace, pro- 
vided all Parties were included in it; but that if the EleQor of 
Saxony pretended to obtrude his Agreement upon them, to the 
Prejudice of the Common Cauſe, they were then reſolved firmly 
to adhere to one another, till they had obtained a ſufficient Se- 
curity for the Proteſtant Intereſt in general; for which Purpoſe 
they determined to unite their Forces and form one Body to op- 
poſe the Encroachments of the Enemy, As the Reſult of theſe 
Interviews was not communicated to General Bannier, the Suedes 
took Umbrage thereat, chiefly at the Duke of Luneburg, fearing 
he ſhould leave their Party. On this Account Oxen/tiern endea- 
voured to confirm all the Generals of the Proteſtant Princes in 
the Suediſb Intereſt, and ſent a Perſon, on Purpoſe, to all the 
Commanders of the Luneburg Troops and the Governors of Ci- 
ties in the Lower Saxony, to encourage them to perliſt in the 
Alliance till a Peace could be obtained for the Advantage both of 
themſelves and the Suediſb Nation. Hereupon the Officers held 
a Meeting at Brunſwick, and having agreed to adhere to the Sue- 
4di/> Cauſe, began to draw their Regiments together, and to form 
an Army near Minden on the Weſer. No ſooner had George 
got N otice of this, but he ſent for all the Colonels, one after 


another = 
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another, and made them ſenſible, how much his Territories would Ive Op of 
be expoſed, were they left without Troops, by Reaſon of the wolffenbutret. 
Neighbourhood of the Imperialiſts, who poſſeſſed ſeveral Cities 
in his Dominions; adding, that it was the 1 leaſt of his Thoughts 
to commit any Hoſtlities againſt the Swedes ; and that he had no 

other Deſign than to make ſuch Diſpoſitions, as might induce 
| them to come to Terms of Peace; which he could better do 
with an Army about him, than otherwiſe. 
It muſt be owned, that George by this Time was grown weary 
of the War; the only Aim he had in taking up Arms, was to 
maintain Liberty and the free Exerciſe of Religion. The Elector 
of Saxony having engaged to anſwer for the Security of both theſe 
Points, the Peace of Prague began to appear to him preferable 
to War, wherefore he accepted of it. This being done, he gave 
Oxenſtiern to underſtand, that Fourteen Regiments having been. 
withdrawn from under his Command, he could not but look upon 
this as an Aﬀeont ; that the Intereſt of his Houſe required, that 
he ſhould rather accept of a Peace, than undergo any longer the 
; Fortune of War; for which Reaſon he deſired, that the Inſtru- 
3 ments, whereby he had engaged to adhere to the Intereſt and 
; 85 Party of Guſtavus Adolphus, might be reſtored to him; inſiſting 
likewiſe, that Mienburg ſhould be given up, and Sraltgenau not 
fortified. Oxenſtiern, in anſwer to this, excuſed the drawing off 
the fourteen Regiments, on the Score of Neceſſity; adding, that 
the Inſtruments which he demanded, were ſent to Sueden, and 
that, by Reaſon of the War, he ee not reſtore Nienburg and 
Stoltzenau ; but ſhould do it, as ſoon as Things came to be bet- 
ter ſettled. | — 
About this Time the Sd to how up their Intereſt as much 5 5 
as poſſible in the Liger-Saxony, ſent Alexander Leſley with a ſtrong : 
Body of Troops into Vgſiphalia; they were till deſirous, to 
keep Duke George on their Side, and on this Account ſollicited 
him, to join his Forces with them againſt the common Enemy ; 
which they- inſinuated would be a Means to eaſe his own Domi- 


nions; 3 
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The Houſe ofnions; adding, that if he acted otherwiſe, it was to be feared 
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that at Length they would become the Seat of War. To give 
their Sollicitation a greater Weight, they offered him the Chief 
Command of the Suediſb Troops, who were ready to obey him, 


| whenſoever he ſhould be pleaſed to head them. Theſe Propoſals 
and Offers had no Effect upon George; he replied, that the 
Suedes by withdrawing their Troops and other Steps, had made 


him accept the Peace of Prague, from which he could not in 


Honour recede; that, although he could not accept of the Com- 


mand they offered him, he ſhould nevertheleſs retain a Reſ pect 
for them ; and that whenever it ſhould appear, that the adverſe 


Party purſued any other Views, than thoſe of an honourable Peace, 


he was determined to enter into Meaſures, that ſhould not be diſ- 
agreeable to the Suediſb Nation. To this he added, that the Im- 
perialiſts ſhould not paſs the Yer, and that he would keep his 
own Troops about him to prevent it; deſiring however, the 


Suedes not to enter his Dominions, bene ! in this Caſe, the I 


ialiſts woul not fail to do the ame. 
This Anſwer appearing ambiguous to the Suedes, they ey no 


Regard to George's Intreaties, and being reſolved to try, whether 
Force could prevail upon him, Leſſey with a Body of Troops 


paſſed the Meſer, and laid Siege to Minden, then in George's Poſ- 
ſeſſion, They were ſo ſucceſsful as to carry it, Major Plettenberg, 
who commanded the Garriſon, delivering it up to them without 
Neceſſity. Thence they marched before Luneburg, and likewiſe 


made themſelves Maſters of it. However, George being thus 


compelled to treat the Suedes as Enemies, left them but little 
Time to ſettle there. He marched with lo much Secrecy and 
Expedition to the Fortreſs of Kallberg, which commands the 
City of Luneburg, and diſpoſed his Troops fo advantageouſly, 
— to the Aſtoniſhment of both Friends and Enemies, he re- 
conquered the Fortreſs, without loſing one Man, and from thence 
drove the Suedes out of Luneburg. This maſterly and unexpected 


Stroke much mortified them : They were fo incenſed againſt

Fo Death, and beheaded accordingly. 

4 N In the Midſt of theſe warlike Exploits Ferdinand II, the Op- 

4 preſſor of the Proteſtants, and of the Liberties of Germany, 
yielded to Fate, making Room for his Son Ferdinand III, who 
thereupon was raiſed to the Imperial Dignity. The Swedes, not- 
withſtanding George's acting againſt them, ſtill entertained Hopes, 
that he would come over again to their Party becauſe the im- 
perialiſts diſobliged him, by refuſing to join a few Troops to his e j 
Army for undertaking the Siege of Minden and Nienburg. But 2 
this Diſappointment producing no Change in his Meaſures, he i 
engaged to join his Forces with the Emperor's Army. He ſeemed 4 
not however hearty in it, as a general Peace was the ſole End 
he aimed at: For which Purpoſe, he had a Conference with the 1639. 
King of Denmark, and the Duke of Holſtein at Stade, to con- 
ſult together how they might bring about ſo deſirable a Work; 

but Germany was not as yet to enjoy that Bleſſing, all the Efforts 
the King of Denmark made for a Neutrality of the Brunſwick and 
Luneburg Dominions, did not produce the Effects that were ex- 


pected from them. 
Whilſt George was thus employed, Auguſtus bent all his 


Thoughts for bringing about a Peace; to which End he pri- 
vately treated with the Imperial and Suediſb Miniſters at Ham- 
burg. The Regency of Sueden entertained a Suſpicion of the 
the Princes of the Empire in general, however they thought it 

adviſeable to truſt to Auguſtus, preferably to any other; as they 
were thoroughly convinced not only of his Abilities, and of his 
being obnoxious to no Party, but likewiſe that he was perfectly 
well acquainted with the Imperial Court, and had a greater 
Authority than any other Prince. Things being thus circum- 
ſtanced, he was veſted with a Power by the Emperor, to bring 
about a Treaty, and it is allowed on all Hands, that he ſhewed 


great Skill and Induſtry in the Negotiation. 


How earneſt ſoe ver Auguſtus was, in accelerating the Ifue of 
U u the 
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The Houle of the Congreſs, it went on but very ſlowly. This and the Deſire he 
Brugfyick ing ſhould be done without. the Participation of 
the Proteſtant Princes, made him labour under Hand, to induce 
them to join, with him ina Body, to mediate a Peace between 
the e and the Suedes, intimating, that this would be a 
Means to procure better Terms, for themſelves and their Religion. 
The Princes of both Houſes of Br. gſuict and Lunehurg having 
had an Opportunity more particularly to be convinced, that the 
Peace of Prague had contributed little to the Tranquillity of Ger- 
man, and. that the Proteſtant Religion and their Liberties were 
upon as precarious a Foundation as before; he prevailed upon them 
to. meet at Mildaſbeim, in Order to conſult — about this 
Grand Affair. Here, among other Things, he obſerved, that it 
Was daubtful, whether ths phy poſſibly enjoy a ſolid Peace, 
ualeſs all. Parties were fatisfied; that were any to be excepted, it 
was probable, they would run the greateſt Riſks-to.do themſelves 
Juſtice, whereby Foreigners would have a Pretenee for. eſtabliſh- 
ing themſelves more firmly in Germany; morcayer that, as the 
Idue of War was uncertain, it was a Matter of Doubt, whether 
the Empire would be able to drive the Suedes to the Sea Coaſt; 
fg beſides the Difficulty in executing, would be a- prodigious 
arge; and in Proportion as Fortune ſhould. favour the Imperi- 
yy both Circles, of Saxony would be miſerably ravaged. Au- 
guſtus having propoſed theſe Heads, it was 3 that before 
any Thoughts could be entertained of re-eſtabliſhing Peace, it 
* abſolutely neceſſary, that all thoſe who were for it, ſhould 
be. reſtored to their Dominions and Digaities, and all, Injuries. be 
forgotten; that, if a Satisfaction for the Expences of the War was 
to be. made to the Suedes, the Burden {i ſhould not fall alone 
upon the Proteſtants, but that all, ſhould bear a Share of it, and 
eſpecially, thoſe, that had hitherto been exempted from the 
Charges and Inconveniences of the War; andas x — way a Ne- 


ceſſity for a Congreſs to be ſet on Foot for ſettling theſe Mat- 
ters, the Duſinels of Peace ſhould not be confined to particular

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Perſons, but that as it concerned all, 'fs the Managetment thereofThe Hook: of i 


ſhould be intruſted te every one that had an Intereſt therein. A 
cording to this Agreement, it was reſolved, that theſe Points ſhould 
be laid before the Emperor and the Electoral College, in Order 


that every one's Complaints might be heard; and that at the fame 
Time the Elector of Saxony ſhould be defied, to bring about as 


ſoon as poffible, a Meeting of all the Prote eſtan, to prepate Things 
for a Negotiation. 


It cannot be denied, that theſe Reſolutions of the Aſſembly 
with the Reaſons, that gave Occaſion thereto, were conformable 
to Juſtice and Equity; yet we find, that little Regard was paid 


to them, cither by the Emperor, the Ele&eral College, of the 


Elector of Saxony in particular; on Account, as ſome Authors 
hint, that the Secrets of the Peace of Prague would thereby 


have been unravelled. Thus the only Coutſe Auguſtus had now 
to ſteer, was to — Uſe of all the Dexterity he was Maſter of, 


to preſerve his as much as poſſible from Ruin. For 
this Purpoſe, he, as 1000 as Duke George of Luntburg, acted 
with all the Caution imaginable, not to provoke any Party, ſtill 
endeavouring to ſecure their Dominions by a Neutrality, which 
they at length obtained of the Sueden, at the fame Time it was 
denied them by the Imperialiſts, 

About this Time, the Electors of the Empire having aſſembled 
at Nurenberg, with a View to deliberate on the Means for reſtoring 
Peace to Germany, or if that could not be obtained of the Fo- 


reigners, for carrying on the War with Succeſs. Miniſters were 


ſent thither by both Houſes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, As 
the Emperor had juſt then publiſhed an Edict, wherein their 
Principals were enjoyned to deliver up theBiſhoprick of Hildeſheim, 
to the Elector of Cologn, they were ordered to make Repreſen- 
tations againſt it, and to complain of the Imperialiſts Weeping 
ill Poffeſſion of the Fortreſs of Walfenbutie. Moreover 
they earneſtly prefied the Aſſembly to come to ſuch Re-

all, they ought not to be left to the Management of a few, as 
had been done heretofore; but that all Parties might be admitted 
to the Negotiation of a Peace, and in particular to repreſent their 
Grievances, This Advice was without Doubt, in the preſent Cir- 
: cumſtances, the beſt that could be propoſed, but the Diſpoſitions of 
the ſeveral Parties were not yet ripe for it; and as for the Com- 
plaints of the Houſe of Brunſwick, they mag ſo little Impreſſion 
upon the Emperor, that he increaſed them as far as his Power 
would permit. | 
It muſt appear ſtrange, that the imoctiel Court ſhould have 
perſiſted. in its arbitrary Proceedings, after having experienced 
during ſo many Years, the Aireful Effects of them: We find, 
that the Brunſwick Dominions, where the War ſeemed in a 
Manner to be ſtifled, were ſet in a Flame again by the Imperia- 
liſts, who received Orders to poſſeſs themſelves of the Biſhoprick 
of Hildeſteim. The Emperor had before this Time tried to make 
the Lower Saxony become again the Seat of War ;. which cer-- 
tainly would have happened, had not the Princes thereof, at their 
Aſſembly, held at Luneburg towards the Cloſe of the Year 1638, 
oppoſed his Propoſal for quartering 16000 Men of his Troops 
in thoſe Parts. The Biſhoprick of Hilaęſdeim having now fur- 
niſhed him with an Opportunity for carrying his Deſign into 
Execution, George Duke of Luneburg, who was in Poſſeſſion 
thereof, timely got Intelligence of the Emperor's Deſign, and 
plainly perceiving that he could not rely on the Peace of Prague, 
aſſembled his Forces, and joining them with the Swedes and 
Heſſrans, reſolved to repel Force by Force. In the mean while 
the Imperialiſts ſeized on the City of Höxter, and having paſſed 
the Meſer, made themſelves Maſters of ſeveral Places; which 
obliged George to march againſt them with all Expedition. Hav- 
ing advanced towards the Fortreſs of Steinbruch, he took it from 
the Imperialiſts, in whoſe Hands it had fallen by Treachery ; 
from thence he ſet down before Liebenburg, Schladen, Heſſendam, 


and 
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who thereupon retired to Wolfenbuttel, being cloſely purſued by wenden 


George's Troops. It being reſolved to block up the Imperialiſts* 


in that Fortreſs, George took upon himſelf the Execution of this 
Undertaking ; bravely repulſing the Imperialiſts, who by fre- 


quent Sallies endeavoured to diſpoſſeſs him of the advantag 

Poſts he had by his prudent Diſpoſitions procured to his Troops. 
However it having been found, after ſome” Months, that the 
Country People were much diſtreſſed by theſe Sallies, on Account 


of the inhuman Treatment they met with from the Imperialiſts, = 


George reſolved to change the Blockade into a Siege; and having 


given the neceſſary Orders for it, advanced with great Succeſs in 


his Operations, notwithſtanding the Endeavours of the Beſieged 


to prevent it. But while this brave and active Prince was employed 
in carrying on this arduous Undertaking, Death put a Period to 


his Life, when he was on the very Point of ſaving his Country. 


This was the ſecond Time of his inveſting the Fortreſs of Wolf 
Fenbuttel. During the firſt Siege Frederic Uric his Couſin, with

whom he carried it on, ended his Days, and during this laſt, = 


George met with the ſame Fate, before he could ſee the Iſſue of his: 


Enterprize. His Death was cauſed by baſe Practices, whereof 


we ſhall give an Account when we come to the Hiſtory of the 
Houſe of Luneburg, and only obſerve here, that, according to 

 Puffendorf, it was an infinite Loſs to the Common Cauſe and to 
the Swedes in particular.

marched up to them in Battle Array; a fierce Engagement en- 
ſued, wherein Fortune ballanced for a long Time, on Account 
ol both Parties fighting with equal Bravery ; at length the Allies 
having made a great Slaughter among the Enemy, the Imperial 
Army was obliged to leave them the Victory, and to retire under 
the Canon of Wolffenbuttel, A few Days after Leopold quitted the 
Place with his Army, but however left a ſtrong Garriſon in it. 
About 4000 are ſaid to have been killed on both Sides in this 


Action, the greateſt Part whereof were Imperialiſts, whoſe Loſs

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was the more confiderable, as they miſſed a good many of 


Victory joined the Allies, it was reſolved to continue the Siege, 
which was chiefly carried on by more and more ſtopping the 
Current of the River Oc#er, and thereby caufitig an Inundation 
in the Fortreſs, The Imperialiſts, although they threatened to 

return to the Relief of the Place, confined themſelves to 
pillage and ruin the Country; they ſeized on Eimbeck, Nort- 
heim, Spiegelberg, Erichſburg, Offerwyck, Hornburg, Schladen, 
Liebenburg, wherein were Luneburg Garrifons; but miſſed their 
Aim before Gottingen. The Waters were now ſwelled to that 


Degree in Molſenbuttel, as to oblige People to make uſe of Boats, 
and to live on the Tops of their Houſes. This however, macs 


no Impreſſion upon the Governor; he perſiſted in holding out, 
and for this Purpoſe cauſed all thoſe that had not ſufficiently 
provided themſelves withNeceſlaries, to quit the Place. At length 
the Foundations of the Houſes and of the Fortifications came to- 
be ſo much damaged, that ſeveral Buildings dropped down, and: 
it was viſible, notwithſtanding. all the Endeavours of the Gover- 
nor for repairing the Works, that the Place could not have held 


out mach longer, had the Allies perſiſted in their Operations. | 
But when the Siege was thus carried to its higheſt Pitch, it came 


on a ſudden to be diſcontinued! by the Allies; which ſome Au- 
thors attribute to Zeopo/d's having made a Motion for marching

Count Wablen, who 
had been dif patched to Brunſw: ck by the Arch-Duke Leopold ö 
having there entertained him with Hopes of ſurrendering Wolf- 


fenburtel, he thought proper to take Advantage of theſe Over- 


tures, and thereupon paid a Viſit to the Arch-Duke, who was 
then incamped near Saldern. However nothing was concluded 
upon there, Leopold deferring to enter into any Agreement, until 


he was informed of the Sentiments of the Dukes of the Houſe 


of Brunfwick-Luneburg ; who were Frederic, the only ſurviving. 
Brother of George, and Chriftian Lewis, eldeſt Son of the latter, 
Auguſtus, thus finding the whole to depend on the Reſolution, 
his Kindred would take at this Juncture, engaged himſelf to bring | 


them over to an Accommodation with the Emperor ; and it is 
allowed, that he acquitted himſelf of what he had undertaken 


with no leſs Prudence than Aſſiduity; ſo that the Houſe of Lune-

At lengththe Princes of both Houſes of Brunſwickand Luneburg, on 
maturelyweighing the Inconveniencies their Dominions had hitherto 
laboured under, and conſidering that their Subjects had not fared 
the better by theie ſiding with the Suedes, reſolved not to ex- 
poſe them any longer to the Chance of War. A Treaty was 
concluded, conũſting of 36 Articles, whereof it will be 
ſufficient to mention thoſe that follow, viz. that upon the Em- 
peror's Ratification, the Houſe of Luneburg would withdraw 
its Troops from the Swedes, and deliver up Hilde/herm to the 
Elector of Cologn, who was Biſhop of that See; while the Em- 
peror on his Part, ſhould evacuate Eimbeck, Wo Ifenbuttel, and 
all the other Cities and Places his Troops poſſeſſed in the Do- 
minions of both Houſes. 
An Agreement having thus been brought a 8 im- 
mediately thought proper, to give Notice thereof to the Suediſb 
General Torſtenſon; deſiring him at the ſame Time, to call to 
Mind, how greatly the Subjects of his Houſe had been exhauſted 
by the War, adding, that if any Violence was offered to them 
for the future, he and his Relations would be compelled to make 
Uſe of their Power againſt thoſe that ſhould oppreſs them. To 
this the Suedes gave a favourable Anſwer, and now the Coun- 
tries of Brunſwick and Luneburg ſeemed to have a Proſpect of 
enjoying once more that Tranquillity, they had been Lire of 
for ſo many Vears. The Emperor having ratified the Treaty 
of Gellar, another Convention was made the Year following at

Bailiwicks of Coldingen, Lutter, and Weſterhofen, which was

Auguſtus and his Relations immediately” fulfilled the Condi- 
tions ſtipulated on their Part in the Treaties abovementioned; 
but the Imperialiſts were far from ſhewing the ſame Sincerity, 

They found ſo much Advantage in ems e Mem gre of the 
Fortreſſes and Cities they occupied, that they had Recourſe to 
Evaſions, in order to diſpenſe with making good their Engage- 
ments. This put Auguſtus's Patience to an extraordinary Trial; 
new Pretexts were every Day ſtarted to defer the Evacuation of 
thoſe Places; to remove which he exerted a wonderful Forbear- 
| ance, and would at laſt have been a Dupe to the Imperialiſts 
with Reſpect to the Fortreſs of Wolffenburtel, had he not by his 
| Vigilance fruſtrated their colluſive Meaſures. On the very Day : 
appointed for delivering up this Place, two Expreſſes poſted to 
Wolfenbuttel, with Letters for the Imperial Governor, whereby * 
he received Orders not to give up the Fortreſs, and to alledge 
ſome plauſible Reaſon or other, for delaying the Evacuation. 
Auguſtus, ſuſpecting the Errand of the Meſſengers, had them 
| ſtopped on the Road, ſo that the Letters did not reach the Im- 
| perialiſts till they had quitted the Place. However the Gover- 
nor being willing to mend the Matter, marched back with his 
Troops, pretending that he had ſomething of Importance to 
communicate to Augu/tus's Miniſters. Under this Veil he thought 
to re-enter the Fortreſs, but was diſappointed, the Draw-Bridge 
having been taken up immediately after his quitting the Place; 
jo that he found himſelf under a Neceſſity to continue his March 
out of the Brunſwick Dominions, Thus Auguſtus came to be 
poſſeſſed again of Wo * after it had been witheld *

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The Houſe of his Family for the Space of ſixteen Years, during which Time 
Wolfentauelit feryed not only 22 4 Bone of Conteption to the different Par- 
 ties'dt War, but likewiſe favoured the Devaſtations and Exacti- 
ons, that were committed on his own Subjects, and thoſe of his 
Relations. Hs | 
"The Dominions of the Houſes of Brunfwi ck and Zanchurg 
being now recovered from the Hands of the Imperialiſts, nothing 

remained but to ſecure them againſt the Suedes, till a 8 

Peace could be concluded. As Oxenſtiern and J. orftenſun gave but 
little Attention to the Complaints made againſt ſeveral Violences 
committed by the Troops of that Nation in Auguſtuss Domi- 
nions and thoſe of the Dukes of Luneburg ; ; they ſent an Am- 
bafſy to Chriſtina Queen of Sueden, to congratulate her upon her 
taking the Regency into her own Hands, defiring at the ſame 

Time, that their Territories might be ſpared, and ſuch Places in 

their Dominions, as had till Sued;/þ Garriſons, be reſtored. . 

Chriftina” very politely anſwered the Dukes Compliments, by 
aſſuring them of the Reſpect ſhe had for their Perſons; and as 
for their Requeſt, ſhe promiſed that ſhe would do as much in 
their Favour, as the Circumſtances of the War would admit, and 
that her Commanders ſhould be poſitively enjoyned, to forbear 
from all Tnjuries and unjuſt Exactions; but that Things were in 
ſach a Situation, that the Places poſſeſſed by her Troops, could 
not be evacuated, while the War laſted. However ſhe conſented, 
that the Fortifications of Hoya ſhould be demoliſhed, and the 
Suediſb Garriſon withdrawn, and and that the Merchandizes be- 
longing to the Subjects of the Houſe of Brunfwick ſhould pay no 
Cuſtom on the Weſer. 

The Succeſs of this Ambaſſy very little anſwered the Expec- 
tation of the Dukes of both Houſes ; yet what diſpleaſed them 
ſtil more was, that the Fate of the 1 remained ſtill 
dubious and unſettled ; the Emperor refuſing to come to an Apree- 
ment upon this Article, and having ſet it apart, till a General 
Peace ſhould be concluded, However this did not hinder Au- 


ue | 
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gutus and his Relations from exerting themſelves as much as the The Foul of”. 
Circumftances of the Times would permit, in Behalf of their Wolffenbutte!. 
Religion, for the Support of which their Anceſtors had under- 
gone fo many Fatigues, and ſpilt ſo mueh of their Blood and 
| Treafure, As the Country of Brunſwick includes the Biſhoprick 
of Hrldeſheim, as it were in its Boſom, and as Auguſtus and the 
| Houſe of Luneburg, notwithſtanding their delivering it up into 
the Hands of a Roman Catholick Biſhop, {till preſerved a tender 
Concern for the Proteſtant Subjects of that See; they employed 
_ themſelves with great Aſſiduity towards continuing to them the 
Advantages, they had hitherto enjoyed. For this Purpoſe, hay- 
ing prevailed upon the Elector of Cologn, then Biſhop of Hil. 
acjhetm, to enter into an Agreement upon this Head, a Negotia- 
tion was ſet on Foot, which ended to the Satisfaction of both 
Houſes of Brunfick and Luneburg; as a Treaty came to be 
concluded between them and the Elector, whereby the free Ex- 
erciſe of the Proteſtant Religion was ſecured in that Biſhoprick.. 
This Treaty we are the more induced to take Notice of here, as 
Diſputes aroſe afterwards between the Roman Catholicks and the 
Proteſtants in that See ; which would have ended to the great 
Detriment of the latter, had not the laudable Concern the Houſe 
of Brunſwick at this Time ſhewed for them, laid a ſolid F oun- 
dation for their Liberty of Conſcience in after Times. 
We haveavoided taking Notice of ſeveral military Operations 
that were carried on in Germany. for ſome Years paſt, as Auguſ- 
tus and his Relations were not directly concerned in them. For 
the ſame Reaſon we ſhall not dwell on the Events that happened 5 
during the remaining Part of this War, but only ſay, that the 
Suedes continued to be ſomewhat burdenſome to the Brunſwick: 
Dominions. We now haſten to the Concluſion of the General 
Peace. Auguſtus, as has been obſerved above, had made En- 
deavours at Hamburg, to bring about this falutary Work; Ne- 
gotiations had alſo been ſucceſſively ſet on Foot for this Purpoſe - 
at Cologn, and Lubeck; "but the Conferences being broke off by 
one

The Houſe of one Party or other, nothing material had been agreed upon at 
Wolffenbuttel, thoſe Interviews. At length all Parties growing weary of the War, 
they began in good Earneſt to think of Peace. In order to avoid 
Claims of Precedency between the Crowns of France and Sueden, 
as well as Diſputes with the Pope's Nuncio, two Places were ap- 
pointed for entering into Negotiations, viz. Munſter for treating 
with France, and Oſnabruck for conferring with Sueden. It was 
nevertheleſs agreed, that both Treaties ſhould be conſidered as 
one, which accordingly received the general Name of the Peace 

of Weſtphalia. 

The Envoys of the Dukes of B runſwick and Luneburg, who 
aſſiſted at theſe Negotiations, endeavoured to procure as much 
Advantage to their Princes as poſſible. With this View they inſiſted, 
that the Biſhopricks of Hildeſdeim, Minden, and Oſnabruck ſhould 
be given up to their Principals, in Order to indemnify them for 
the vaſt Expences they had been at during the War, and to com- 
penſate the Ruin cauſed to the Brunſwick and Luneburg Do- 
minions. How cogent ſoever the Motives, whereon theſe 

| Demands were grounded appeared, they were not attended with 


the expected Succeſs, As for Hildeſbeim, the late Evacuation 


made in Favour of the Elector of Colagn, of the Houſe of Ba- 
varia, Who had already a Coadjutor of the fame Houſe, ſeemed 
to be an Obſtacle to the Claim that was laid to that Biſhoprick. 
As for Minden, the Elector of Brandenburg, had already anti- 
cipated the Houſe of Brunſwick; and two Claimants appeared to 
Ofnabruck, viz. Francis William Cardinal of Wartenberg, who 
was elected to that Biſhoprick; and Gu/tavus Count of Waſaburg, 
natural Son of Guſtavus Adolphus King of Sueden, who by the 
Succeſs of the Suediſh Arms had been inabled to deſpoil Francis 
Villiam of that See. Guſtavus was ſtrongly ſupported by the 
2 Suedes, while Francis William demanded the Reſtitution of it as 
huis Right.

| Conſtitutions of all the States of Europe, their ſeveral Intereſts, 


Views, Strength and Weakneſs, as well as the Abilities and Diſ- 
poſitions of their reſpective Miniſters ; which, joined to a Pene- 


tration and Fore- ſight peculiar to himſelf, made him become of 


fignal Service to his Family, by aſſiſting them with his Counſels 


and by furniſhing his own and their Miniſters with ſuch Inſtruc- 
tions, as broke the Meaſures of thoſe, that oppoſed the Intereſt of 
their Houſe. He muſt doubtleſs have felt a particular Pleaſure 
ariſing from the Succeſs, wherewith his Endeavours were crowned: 


T his however was conſiderably increaſed by the Peace and

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Tranquillity he ſaw re-eſtabliſhed throughout the Empire, after * => "Ss 
this long and ruinous War. As he was ſenſible, that nothing Wolffenbuttel 
contributes more towards rendering theſe Bleſſings durable, than 
being found in a State of Defence, he cauſed the Fortifications of 


the Fortreſs of Yolfenbuttel to be conſiderably augmented, and 
as a further Security againſt all Attempts of what Kind ſoever, he 
entered into a defenſive Alliance at Hildeſbeim with Chriſtian 1652, 
Lewis and George William of the Houſe of Luneburg, the Land- 
grave of Heſſe, the Biſhop of Paderborn, and the Queen of 
Sueden, as Poſſeſſor of the Archbiſhopr ick of Bremen and the 
Biſhoprick of Verden, which had been ſecularized and given up 
to the Swedes, in Quality of Dutchies, by the Treaty of Vg 2 


phalia. 
Two Years after Diſputes aroſe between the Crown of Sueden 1654. 


and the City of Bremen, which had like to have re-kindled the 
War in Germany. However the ſpreading of the Flame was 
happily prevented by the timely Interpoſition of the Houſes of 
Brunſwick and Luneburg and other Princes. Nevertheleſs the 
Peace, brought about at this Time, was again but of a ſhort 
Thorac: Several Alliances and Treaties were ſet on Foot to 
maintain Tranquillity in the Circle of the Lower Saxony, and in 
the adjacent Countries, on Account of the War the King of 
| Denmark declared againſt the Crown of Sueden in 1657: But as 
the Houſe of Lunthurg was more particularly concerned in theſe 
Tranſactions, as well as in thoſe, that related to the War the 
Biſhop of Munſter carried on againſt Holland in 1665, and in 
that, made by Sueden againſt the City of Bremen in the Year 
following, we refer the Reader for the Particulars of theſe Events, 
to the Life of George William of the Houſe of Luneburg ; and 
ſhall only obſerve in this Place, that Duke Auguſtus having of. 
fered his Mediation to the States General and the Biſhop of 
Munſter, for terminating their Differences, both readily accepted 
of this Tender. He acquitted himſelf ſo ſucceſsfully of the

„ might * States General and the Biſhop of Munſter rea- 
dily accept of Au guſtus's Mediation, as he had frequently given 
convineing Proofs of his Skill in the Management of Affairs, and 
was looked upon as one of the greateſt Stateſmen of his Tims, 

| Doubtleſs he had acquired a conſiderable Inſight into political 
Affairs by the extraordinary Events that happened, particularly in 

Germany, during his Reign; and his Judgment, which was ſolid 
and much improved by Experience, inabled him to tranſact 
Buſineſs with great Dexterity: However his natural Indow ments 
though Arenen by Time and Application, would have been 
defeftive, and have left kim ſhort of the Perfection he attained 
to; had not his extenſive Learning given them a proper Biaſs, and 
afforded him the Means to make a right Uſe of the various Oc- 

ceurrences he met with. His ſuperior Knowledge is ſo much taken 
Notice of by cotemporary Authors, that it is propoſed by them 
as a Matter of Doubt, which diſtinguiſhed him moſt : his illuſ- 
trious Birth, the Comelineſs of his Perſon and Addreſs, or his 

Learning. 
That this Clinics was not ſuggeſted to them by Flattery or 

ſelfiſh Views, appears evidently from this Prince's Thirſt after 
Knowledge, the Pains he was at in acquiring it, and the publick 
Proofs he has given and are ſtill extant of his ſingular Erudition, 
Scarce had he compleated the fifteenth Year of his Age, when 
the Univerſity of Roffock, where he took his firſt Rudiments in 
Learning, complimented him with the Rectorſhip of their Body, 
whereupon he harangued the Members of it in Latin at three 
different 
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different Times. From thence proceeding to the Univerſities of The Houſe of 
Tubingen and Straſburg, the ſame Honours were conferred upon . 
him; at the firſt of theſe Places he pronounced two Latin Gra- 
tions on the Dignity and Uſefulneſs of the Laus; and at the latter 
he publickly defended without the Help of a Preſident, miſcel- 
laneous Theſes in Law, Hiſtory and Philoſophy. At theſe Seats 
of the Muſes, where he ſtayed for ſeveral Vears, he made ſo con- 
ſiderable a Progreſs in his Studies, that he became the Admira- 
tion of all that converſed with him. However as he was will- 
ing ſtill to improve his Knowledge by travelling into foreign Parts; 
he ſpent a conſiderable Time in ſeeing Taly, Naples, Sicily, Mal. 
ta, the Netherlands, England and France, beſides the different 
Courts of Germany. On his Return he eſtabliſhed his Reſidence 
at Hitzacker, where his Love for Learning having induced him 
to make a Collection of choice Authors in all Faculties, he had 
the uncommon Aſſiduity and Patience, to enter with his own 
Hand, in four large Volumes in Folio the chief Articles of the 
different Branches of Learning ; ; under each of which he placed 
| the Titles of the Authors in his Library, who had treated there- 
of; diſtinguiſhing thoſe that had fully handled the Subject from 


| thoſe that had ſpoken of it occafionally. This Library, which 


when he undertook this Taſk, already confiſted of 80,000 Vo- 
lumes, has fince that Time, been ſo conſiderably augmented, 
partly by himſelf, and partly by his Succeſſors, that it amounts 
now to above 116,000 Volumes, beſides 2000 ſele&t Manu- 
{cripts and 100 large written Volumes of Records and publick 
Tranſactions; with a great Number of Mathematical and Me- 
_ chanical Inſtruments, Globes, Antiquities, and other Curioſities, 
This valuable Collection after his ſucceeding Frederic Ulric, was 
removed to Wolffenbuttel, where a ſpacious Building being erefted 
for its Reception ; it has, to the great Encouragement of Learn- 
Ing, been open ever ſince to all Comers ; who have a free Acceſs 
to it, during the greateſt Part of the Week Days, without paying 
the leaſt Charge,

Rudolph Auguſius, who was ſenſible, that the Examples of 


great Princes are the beſt Inſtructions, ſpent a Part of his younger Table VII.

Although Rudolph Auguſtus n. never made War in Perſon, le ; 
was however concerned in ſeveral military Tranſactions, that 


were carried on in his Time. During the Wars, the Em- 
pire waged againſt the French, the Suedes, and che Turks, he 


acted the Part of an Auxiliary; whereas in othire he was obliged 


to take upon him that of a Principal. Differences having aroſe

to an open Rupture, had not the ſame been prevented by the In- 


terpoſition of the Elector of Saxony, who prevailed upon the 
contending Parties, to leave the Subject of their Difference to 
the Determination of the Law. The Provocation given, ſhortly 
after, to Rudolph Auguſtus by the Biſhop of Munſter had 
not the ſame Iſſue. There had been a Diſpute from the 


Time of the Reformation and the League of Smalcald between 
the Princes of the Houſe of Brunſwick, and the Abbot of 


| Corbey, on Account of the City of H3xter, which undoubtedly 
was under the Protection of the former. However this Dif- 


ference was made up, and the Accommodation ſubſiſted to 
the Death of the laſt Abbot; to whom Chriftopher Bernhard 
de Galen, Biſhop of Munſter, having ſucceeded, he refuſed to 
ſtand to the Agreement of his Predeceſſors. As among other 
Matters of Complaint made againſt him, was that of having en- 
croached on the Liberties of the Prete/tants in that City, con- 


trary to the Peace of We/tphalia; the Citizens applied to Rudolph 


Auguſtus, imploring his Aſſiſtance, as their Protector. This 
being immediately granted them, Repreſentations were made to 
the Biſhop and he was deſired to deſiſt from his violent Proceed- 
ings; but he refuſing to comply, Nudolph Auguſtus put a Garri- 
fon into the City, to maintain the Inhabitants againſt their Op- 
preſſor. Hereupon the Biſhop made loud Complaints, charging 


the Citizens with no leſs than open Rebellion. Rudolph Auguſtus 


however continued to protect the City, and the Biſhop was at 


length obliged to put every Thing in its priſtine State, agreeable 
' toa Convention, which was concluded at Bil Held; whereupon 
the Brunſwick Troops evacuated the City. 


Scarce had this Affair been adjuſted, * Rudolph Auguſtus was 


Involved in another of ſtill greater Conſequence, as it concerned 
the Capital of his own Dominions. It frequently appears in

poſes, At this Time they renewed their ancient Conteſts, and 

by the many Evaſions, they made Ule of, to ſet aſide the Agree- 
ment entered upon, fo much provoked the Princes of both 


Houſes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, that they jointly reſolved to 


put a Stop to the Controverſy, and to prevent its breaking out 
ever after, The Glory of the Enterprize was left to Duke Ru- 
dolph Auguſius, and an Army being drawn together, it was ſent 


to lay Siege to the City. Some. Weeks paſſed in canonading 


Brunſwick ; as the Beſiegers advanc'd in their Approaches, the 
Magiſtrates began to apprehend the Conſequences that might en- 


ſue, ſhould they hold out to the laſt Extremity ; on which Ac- 


count they ſurrender'd the City, and had thereby their Charters. 
and Privileges confirmed to them. Though Brunſwick was at 


that Time conſiderably fortified, its Works have been ſince ſo 


much augmented, that it may paſs for one of the ſtrongeſt Places

mary Law, called Jus Hageftoltziatus,c — to be abrogated. A 
Man, that had lived a Batchelor to che Age of 50, was named 
by the ancient Germans a Hageſtoltze, and that Part of his Succeſ- 
on which he himſelf had acquired, eſcheated aſter his Death 
to the Treaſury of the Government, probably as a Puniſhment for 
not having entered the married State. This Law did not pre- 
| vail throughout all Germany, but only in the Lower Palatinate, 
in ſome Parts on the Upper Rhine, and the Country of Brunſwick, 
in which laſt it was thought fit to annul it. It does not readily 
appear, when this Law began to be in Force, nor whence the Word 
Hogeftoltze is derived: All that can be faid hereupon, is as fol- 
lows. The ancient Germans called a Family-Seat Haga, and a 
little Habitation Staltze. The eldeſt Son inherited the Haga, or 
the Family-Seat of his Father, while the other Children received 
but a ſmall Portion of his Succeſſion. - It -often happened that 
Families choſe to live together, in which Caſe the younger Bro- 
thers built little Habitations, or Sto/fzen, near the Haga of their 
elder Brother, which was the Occaſion, that they came to 'be 
called Hageſtolfzen, As theſe _ younger Brothers had inherited 
little or nothing, and were not in a Condition to maintain a Wife, 
they lived for the moſt Part a fingle Life; fo that it is not impro- 
bable, that from hence all old Batchelors received the Name of 
 Hageftoltzen.

Frederic 
being ſenſible, that this Evil was of the greateſt Conſequence to 
his Subjects, took particular Care to remove it, by forbidding 
the Circulation of the debaſed Coin, and ſubſtituting ſuch a one as 
anſwered the legal Standard. He was fo tender of the publick 
Credit and his own Honour on this Head, that he uſed to ſay, 
that it was the Duty of a Prince to have the ſame Regard for his 
Coin as for his Reputation, and that, far from kn a Traffick 
of it, he ought to procure it the fame Credit as to Letters * 
with his own Hand, and corroborated with his own Seal.

Succeſſes, many Cities and Fortreſſes fell into his Hands, amongſt 


which was Hildeſbeim, which he took in Conjunction with 
Frederic Ulric. 

When afterwards the Peace of We was concluded between 
the Emperor and Elector of Saxony, he declared himſelf in fa- 
vour of that Treaty, and rejected the Offers of the Swedes, who 
earneſtly ſought to keep . in their Party, and were ready on 
that Condition to deliver up to him the ſupreme Command of 
their Army. Hereupon the Suedes committed ſome Hoſtilities 
againſt him, whereat being provoked, he diſlodged them from 


the Fortreſs of Kaleberg, and from the City of Luneburg, How-

ever, when he came aferwards to be fully convinced of the Em- 


peror's ambitious Views, he ſided with them again. In conſe- 
quence hereof, he drove the Imperialiſts out of the Fortreſs of 
Steinbruck, and after having repaired the Fortifications, and taken 
ſeveral other Places from them, he ſat down before the Fortreſs 
of Wolffenbuttel, which at firſt be blocked up, but ſoon after 
changed the Blockade into a Siege. Here was a Period put to his

warlike Exploits; for he ſaw neither the End of the War, nor 
the Iſſue of this Expedition. While he aſſiſted, in 1639, at a 
Banquet at Hildeſbeim, with General Banner, a Monk admini- 


ſtred poiſoned Wine to ſeveral of the Chiefs that were aſſembled 
there. He drank but little of it, and yet it had fo fatal an Effect 
upon him, that his Strength viſibly abated from that Time, and 
when he was almoſt quite exhauſted, a Fever put an End to his 
Life in 1641. Of this Prince, whoſe Death was ſo great a Loſs 
to the common Cauſe, as has been already obſerved 1 in ers Life of

be ſaid with Juſtice, that he excelled equally in the Arts of Peace 
and War, Conſidered as a Stateſman, his Abilities and Views 
were extenfive, his Schemes well contrived, and carried on with 
great Judgment and Prudence, and his Reſources in the moſt in- 


tricate Junctures ſurprizing aud inexhauſtible. As a Warrior, he 


was in no Way inferior to the ableſt Commanders. Beſides his 


thorough Acquaintance with all the Details of the Military Art, 


he had the Advantage of knowing how to make every Circum- 
ſtance ſubſervient to his main Deſign, both in attacking and de- 


fending. His Foreſight was ſuch, that it ſuggeſted to him all 
that was to be done or omitted, and left nothing to'Chance ; ſo 
that Fortune could not claim the leaft Share in the Succeſs of 
his Undertakings. A peculiar Happineſs he poſſeſſed beſides, 
was that of being both beloved and feared by his Soldiers, whoſe 


Confidence in his Wiſdom and Bravery was ſo great, that they 


his Wife Am Eleanor, Daughter of Lewis V. Landgrave of 
Heſſe Darmſtadt, four Sons, Chriſtian Lewis, George William, 
Jobn Frederic, and Erneſt Auguſius, To obviate all Diſputes 
about his Succeſſion, and that of Frederic his Brother, then till 


alive, 


were ready to follow him whereſoever he led them. It was this, 


in Conjunction with his ſuperior Talents, that facilitated his Mi- 


litary Atchievements, and made him number almoſt as many 
Triumphs as he had had Opportunities of drawing the Sword, 
So able and deſerving a Prince, had he lived to ſee the Conclu- 
ſion of the Peace of Weſpbalia, would probably have obtained 


for his Friends and Family, greater Advantages than thoſe that 
were granted them,  _ 


He enjoyed the Principality of Calenberg, which his elder Bro- 
thers yielded to him, and alſo poſſeſſed to his Death the Biſhop- 
rick of Hildeſbeim, which he had conquered, During his 
Reign over the Principality of Calenberg, he adorned the 


City of Hanover with many publick Buildings, and alſs:

CHRISTIAN LEWIS. 


Chriſtian Lewis ſucceeded his Father in the Principality of Ca- Table VIII. 
lenberg in 1641. On the Demiſe of his Uncle Frederic, he 
choſe the Principalities of Zelle and Grubenbagen, leaving that of 
Calenberg to his Brother George William, according to the fore- 
going Regulation. He moreover enjoyed the Prelacy of Mal. 
ckenried, which was confirmed to the Houſe of Luneburg by the 
Peace of Veſiphalia, as has been related above. :

Court was at length obliged punctually to fulfil the Treaty of We/t- 
FPhalia, which it would ſcarce have done otherwiſe. F Freſh Ne- 
gotiations were ſet on Foot at Nurenberg, for putting the Peace 
in Execution, and the Means neceſſary thereunto being regulat- 
ed by a Convention, the Suedes quitted their Poſſeſſions: thus 
Nienburg, with the other Places hitherto withheld by them 
from the Houſe of Luneburg, were reſtored to it. 

| We find, that in the Year 1655 there was ſtill a Roman Catho- 
lick Abbot at Luncburg, who preſided there at the Convent of 
St. Michael. After his Death Chriſtian Lewis founded an Aca- 
demy at this Place for the Education of Foreigners as well as 


the Gentry of that Country, and applied the Revenues of the 
Convent towards its Support. He augmented the Fortreſs of 
 Kalkberg near this Place, and built new Fortifications to the City 


of Harburg on the Elbe ; on the Banks of which River he alſo 


| erected new Keys, and rendered the Harbour more commodious 


to the ſeafaring People. 
- Afﬀer having afliduouſly employed himſelf during his whole 


Reign, in ſeeing Juſtice well adminiſtred, and in procuring to 


his Subjects all the Advantages that lay in his Power; he died in 
1665, without leaving Iſſue by his Wife Dorothy, Daughter of 
Philip Duke of Holſtein Gluckſburg ; ſo that his Dominions de- 


volved to his ſecond Brother George William.

This, agreeable to his Father's Will, he exchanged, in 1665, on 
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| deſigning People, who endeavoured to ſow Diſcord in the Far IN fem of 
ly, in order to promote their ſelfiſh Views, prevailed upon his — 
next Brother John Frederic, to oppoſe this Exchange. He 
actually ſeized on the Principality of Zelle in the Abſence of George 
William, ſo that the two Brothers would have come to an open 
Rupture, had not the neighbouring Princes timely interpoſed and 

mediated an Accommodation between them; whereby it was 
agreed, that George Wilkam ſhould keep the Principality of 
Zelle, the Counties of Hoya and Diepholtz, with the py of 
Walckenried. 

Although this Prince, whom we may juſtly call the Great and 


the Magnanimous, lived to a very advanced Age; his memorable 


Actions were ſo many, that it muſt be acknowledged, they far 


exceeded the Number of his Years. Were we. to enter into 
the Detail of them, it would require a Volume ; wherefore we 
| ſhall confine ourſelves to relate in a conciſe Manner, thoſe that 
are the moſt material. During the latter Part of the War that 
| Preceded the Peace of Weffphalia, his Father ſent him to the |, 
Netherlands, where he finiſhed his Studies at Utrecht; from 
whence he went upon his Travels to England, France, and Taly. 
At his Return he ſerved as a Volunteer in the Dutch Army under 1646. 
VNMailliam II. Prince of Orange. Here he behaved with great 
Gallantry, and received a Wound in his Thigh. Scarce was he 
recovered when he made a ſecond Tour to France, and from 
thence to Spain. 
A few Years after his aſſuming the Regency of the Principa- 
lity of Calenberg, he, with his Relations, adjuſted at Hamburg 1653. 
the Differences that ſubſiſted between his Houſe and the King N 
of Denmark, the Duke of Holſtein Gottorp and the Count of 
Oldenburg, on Account of the Territories called Stadtland and 
Budjadingia, ſituated on the Weſer, in the Counties of Olden- 


urg and Delmenhor/i. The Inhabitants, who were deſcended 


from the ancient Friezlanders, having in ancient Times ſet up 
for a free Neri bad —— themſelves as ſuch for ſeveral 
Con- 
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| - Houſe of Centuries. But as many States and Countries have loſt their 
Luneburg. Liberty, for Want of knowing how to make a proper Uſe of it, 
itt happened, that theſe People, inſtead of peaceably enjoying 
their Happineſs, diſturbed that of their Neighbours. Among 
theſe was the Count of Oldenburg, who being highly provoked 
at the repeated Vexations he received from them, allied hin 
ſelf in 1514. with the Houſe of Brunſwick, and by its Aſſiſt- | 
ance ſubdued them.

| Scarce were theſe Troubles appeaſed, but the Sueden opened 
another Scene of War of more Conſequence in the Dutchy of 
Bremen. This Dutchy, as has been ſaid, was yielded to them 


by the Peace of Weſtphalia; on the ſame Terms it had been 


formerly enjoyed by its Arch-Biſhops. As the Citizens of Bre- 
men had conſtantly maintained their Freedom againſt the Arch- 
Biſhops; their Liberties in temporal as well as in ſpiritual Con- 
cerns were ſecured by that Peace; ſo that the Dome and its 
Dependencies, which had belonged to the Arch-Biſhops, were 
the ſole Rights the Swedes had a Claim to in the City. Thus 
Bremen, as a Free Imperia! City, continued after that Peace 
to aſſiſt at the Diets of the Empire; which the Suedi/þ General 
Konig ſmark being reſolved to oppoſe, ſeized upon a Paſs to 
that City, called the Burg. The Bremers, who were deter- 
mined at all Events to defend their Liberty, repoſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of the Burg, and ſeverely puniſhed a Suedifh Spy, who 
endeavoured to ſet Fire to the City at two Places, in order to 
give the Suedes an Opportunity, during the Confuſion, to be- 
come Maſters of the City. This being done, they levied heavy 
Contributions in the Territories belonging to the Swedes, and 
behaved with the ſame Reſolution, as if their Reſources were in- 
exhauſtible.

The whole Empire was alarmed at theſe Proceedings, and ſo 
much the more, as the Suedes made vaſt Preparations to ſupport

However, by the Interpoſition of 
the Dutch and of the Houſe of Luneburg, a Truce was made, 
and afterwards a Peace concluded at Stade, in 1654; which 


| however laſted no longer than to the Year 1666. General 
Wrangel being at this Time arrived with a good Army in the 


Dutchy of Bremen, propoſed to the City, either to renounce its 


Claim of being a Free Imperial City and to receive a Garriſon, 


or to expect a Siege. As the Anſwer he received hereupon was 


in no Manner ſatisfatory, he actually commenced Hoſtilities, and 
the Bremers would have infallibly loſt their Liberty, had not 


Duke George William, and the other Princes of his Houſe, in 
Conjunction with their Neighbours, declared themſelves in fa- 


vour of the City, and marched an Army to its Aſſiſtance; 


whereby Wrangel was obliged to enter into a Negotiation, and

Republick of Venice found itſelf under a Neceſſity of deſiring the 


Aid of ſeveral Chriſtian Princes: Among theſe was George . alam, 


whoſe Aſſiſtance the Republick requeſted on this Juncture. He 
readily complied with their Intreaties and ſent a Body of his 
Troops, under the Command of Fofas Count of 22 to 
re- inforce the Venetian Army. The Fortreſs in all appearance 
would have baffled the Deſigns of the Turks, had the Duke of 
Beaufort, who alſo came to Candia with a Body of French Troops 
proceded more cooly in his Operations. He is ſaid, to have at-

tacked the 7. urkiſh Army, which ſupported the Siege, without 


previouſly concerting Meaſures with the other Generals and that 
at'an unſeaſonable Time, whereby it happened that he himſelf 
Was killed with the greateſt Part of the Troops under his Com- 
mand. When after the Battle his People were in Search of his 
Body, a Turkiſh Baſhaw is reported to have made this ſevere Re- 
flexion, that they needed but open the Heads of the Slain, and if 
they found one that had no Brains, it muſt certainly be the Duke 
of Beaufort's, who had led the People under his Command to 
the Slaughter againſt all Manner of Reaſon. The Fortreſs after 
having ſuſtained a formal Siege for ſome Time, was at length 
obliged to ſurrender to the Turks ; who according to their own 
Accounts, had facrificed 31000. Men before it. Hereupon a 
Peace being concluded between the Republick and the Turks the 


Remainder of the Luneburg Forces returned to their Country; and 1669, 


Dominicus Contareno, then Doge of Venice, in his Letters of 
Thanks to Duke George William, expreſſed great datisfaction, on 
account of the Valour his T roops had ſhewed in this Expedition.

At the End of the Campaign, George William put his Troops 5 


into Winter Quarters'in Suabia, and reſumed his Operations the 
Spring following. They were attended with ſo much Succeſs, 
that this Year will be for ever memorable in the Annals of 
the Houſe of Zuneburg. His youngeſt Brother Erneſt Auguſtus, 
Biſhop of Ofſnabruck, having joined him with 5000 Men, he 


paſſed the Rhine at Cologn, at the Head of an Aim of 14000 


Men, and advanced towards the Menſe, with an Intent to 
ſuccour William Prinee of Orunge, aſterwards King of England, 


who acted in the Nerberlands: But this Prince, and the Ge- 


nerals that commanded on the Nine, finding it more expe- 
dient, that he ſhould make a Diverſion on the Maſelle, he ac- 
cordingly marched towards Treves, which then was in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the French, and had a Garriſon of Go Men. A Body of

Theſe repeated Succeſſes made France, as well as Sueden, at

War againſt Sueden, having alſo ſtruck up a Peace with that 


Crown, now bent his Forces againſt the City of Hamburg, with 


vaſt Power, Denmark then had on Foot, both by Sea and Land, 


gave Room to the Hamburghers to look upon their Freedom as 


almoſt irrecoverably loſt.

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The Houſe of the Aid of Duke George William, who, in Conjunction with 
Lei” the Houſe of Yolfenbuttel haſtened to their Aſſiſtance; by which 
Step, and his unwearied Efforts with the King of Denmark in 
Favour of the City, he ſaved its Freedom, which was ſecured 
anew by a Treaty, concluded at Pinneberg! in the ſame Vear. 

The greateſt Part of Europe enjoying a profound Peace at this 
Juncture, William Prince of Orange, afterwards King of Eu- 

1680. gland, paid a Viſit to Duke George William, which was returned 

1681. by the Duke the Year following. The greateſt Part of the 
Converſations that paſſed between theſe two Princes, who equally 
had the Tranquillity of Europe at Heart, turned upon the vaſt 
Deſigns of the Court of France; which at that Time began to 
diſcover themſelves, and gave Occaſion to lament the Concluſion 
of the Peace of Nimeguen. Lewis XIV, who by Means of this 
Peace had broke the Alliance of the Powers leagued againſt him, 

took Advantage of the War, the Emperor waged againſt the 
Malecontents in Hungary, and the Turks, who aſſiſted them. 
He ſeized upon the Places he liked beſt in the Netherlands and 
on the Rhine, and pretended to perſuade the World, notwith- 
ſtanding theſe Hoſtilities, that he did not thereby infringe the 
Peaces of Weſtphalia and Nimeguen. He built new Fortreſſes on 
the Confines of Germany, and forced the Elector of Treves, te 
pull down the Fortifications of that City; telling him, that he 
was under his Protection, and therefore had no N ed of Walls 
or Ramparts. The two Chambers of Reunion, which he ſet 
up in Order to find out, what Provinces of the Empire had for- 
merly belonged to France, pronounced whatever he pleaſed, 
which accordingly was put in Execution. When Repreſenta- 
tions were made to the French Commanders concerning the In- V 
juſtice of theſe Proceedings, all the Anſwer they returned wa |. 
Vous avez raiſon, mais c'eſt Pordre du Rot, You are in the Right, 
But it is the King's Order. Thus the Ten Free Imperial Cities in

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| Lewis ſummoned the Marggrave-of Baden, the Duke of Mont. The Houſe of 


belli ard, and the Princes Palatine of Deux Ponts, Bi rohenfeld, 
and Veldentz, to do him Homage; and thoſe that refuſed to 
comply, were obliged to quit their Dominions. - 

Ibis was the Situation, the Empire was in during the War, 
the Emperor and the Empire had with the Turks. - Duke George 


William had a large Body of his Troops in the Imperial Army, 
which was the Caſe of the greateſt Part of the Princes of Ger- 


many. The Empire not being i in'a Condition to ſtop the Progreſs 


of Lewis XIV, found itſelf under a Neceſſity, to enter into a Ne- 
gotiation with him at Ratiſbon; in Conſequence whereof a Truce 
was concluded for 20 Years, and all the Acquiſitions, he had 
made in the Netherlands and 1 in Germany, were left him. The 
Reaſon, why France at this Time accepted of a Truce, and did 
not rather continue to take Advantage of the Wer, that was car- 
ried on by the Empire againſt the Turks, ſeems to be myſterious, 
If we may credit a certain French Author, Lewis XIV. 
ſtood ſtill like the Sun at Gibeon,on Purpoſe, that Joſbua, where- 


by was meant the Emperor Leopold, might purſue and rout 


the Turks; but it is more probable, that the then already 
concerted Scheme for proſecuting the Proteſtants in France, 
was the chief Reaſon for his cms to an e with the 
Empire. 

However that be, this Truce gave the Empire an Opportunity 
to exert itſelf powerfully againſt the Turks. Although George 
William did not take the Field in Perſon againſt them, his Kin- 


dred, chiefly his Nephew Gezrge Lewis, afterwards King of 


England, had a great Share in the glorious Tranſactions of this 
War, which we ſhall relate, as far as concerns him, in its Place.

Two Years after he ſhewed the fame 
Zeal in Bchalf of the Duke of Holſtein-Gottorp, who had been N 
def} poiled of his Dominions by the King of Denmark, He marched | 
a Body of Troops in his Favour, which was of great Service 
to him : For hereby and his good Offices with the King, he 
- procured his Re-eſtabliſhment in the Dutchy of Holſiein, by a 
16389, Treaty concluded between them at Altena. The Emperor Leo- 
fold was ſo much pleaſed with this generous Action and the 
Succefs that attended it, that in his Letters to him he expreſſed 
a great deal of Satisfaction, and acknowledged, that the whole 
Empire was under a particular Obligation to him for this im- 
portant Service, as the Tranquiility in the North of Germany 
had thereby been effectually preſerved. 
The Prince of Orange who had already imparted to George 
William his intended Expedition into England, made him a 
ſecond Viſit at Zelle in the Year 1688; paitly to take his Leave 
of him, and partly to adviſe with hit about the Particulars of 
* this Undertaking. So great was the Value this Prince had for 
George William, both before and after his coming to the Crown 
of England, that he laid hold of all Opportunities to cultivate 
the Friendſhip, that had ſubſiſted between them for many Years, 
oftentimes declaring, that he loved and reſpected him as his Fu- 
ther. George William in Return, gave the Prince of Orange 
many Proofs of his inviolable Attachment. As he looked upon 
the projected Enterprize to be a Work, on which the Liberties 
of England and all Europe intirely depended, he was the firſt, 
that encouraged him to execute it. He was not only ſerviceable 
to him on this Occaſion by his Counſels, but likewiſe aſſiſted 
him wich Money and Arms, and ſent a conſiderable Body of 
Lis oh to Holland for the Uſe of his Expedition. 
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5 In the meanwhile Lewis XIV. gave inconteſtable Proofs, that Th, op ot 
| he was as little diſpoſed to keep the Truce made with the Em- Las 
pire in 1684, as he had been to obſerve the Peace of Nimeguen. 
| Leſt an Opportunity ſhould be wanting for carrying on his ambi- 
| tious Deſigns, he laid Claim to a Part of the Succeſſion of Charles, 
| Elector Palatine, for Charlotta Elizabeth Dutcheſs of Orleans, 
Siſter of that Prince; who died without Iſſue, and was the laſt 
of the then Electueal Palatine Line. His Homies by Right 
devolved to the Branch of Neuburg, not only by the Laws of the 
Empire, but alſo by Family Facts made in the Palatine Houſe, 
which the Princeſs, at her Marriage with the Duke of Orleans 
had confirmed; ſolemnly renouncing all and every Claim and 
Pretenſion, that could or might be formed by her to the Polatinate. 
It is remarkable, that at the Celebration of her Nuptials, all the 
Natives of Germany, who at that Time reſided in France, were 
elegantly entertained for three ſucceſſive Days; but no Body 
thought then, that the Palatinate in Time would dearly pay for 
this Entertainment. Leuis XIV. notwithſtanding the Renunciation 
of the Dutcheſs of Orleans, over-ran the Palatinate like a Torrent, 
his Troops ſeized on all the principal Cities, and not content with 
the unheard-of Barbarities they committed on the Living, auda- 
cCiouſly inſulted the Remains of the deceaſed Electors; whom 
they 3 up out of their Graves at Heidelberg, The Princes of 
the Empire finding themſelves obliged to take up Arms againſt 
France, George William ſent the beſt of his Troops to the Re- 
lief of this unfortunate Country, and to oppoſe the Diſturber of 
the common Tranquillity. The War became general: Spain, 
England, Holland, and the Duke of Savoy, who all declared 
againſt Leis, had each their particular Reaſons for ſo doing. 
As they are too prolix, and beſides foreign to our Purpoſe, we 
omit them, and ſhall content ourſelves to obſerve here, that 
the Troops of his Highneſs Duke George Milliam much ſigna- 
lized themſelves in the Siege of Mayence, and of Bonn, which 
were taken from the French in the firſt Year of their j Joining the 1689.

A few Weeks after, the King imparted to him by a Letter, 


dated from the Camp, the ſignal Victory the Engliſb Fleet had 


obtained over the French near La Hogue, on which Ac- 
count publick Rejoicings were made at Zelle. The Friendſhip 


that ſubſiſted between theſe two Princes, and the Intereſt Duke 


George William took in all that hap pened favourable to the Bri- 
tiſb Nation, were ſo great, that we apprehend to be tedious, 
ſhould we particularize every Inſtance that occurs thereof in his 
Life. It will be ſufficient to intimate, that whenſoever the King 
croſſed the German Ocean, he either viſited Duke George Milli 
am in his Dominions, or was viſited by him at Loo. , 
Such having been for many Years his Hig hneſſes ſtrict At- 


tachment to King William and the States he governed; well 


might he take as a Reward Providence beſtowed upon him for 


the ſame, what happened ſome Years after ; when the Britiſb 


Nation, falling in with the Sentiments of the glorious Protector 
of their Religion and Liberties, provided for the Succeſſion of the 


| Crown of England, by ſolemnly declaring the Princeſs Sophia, 
Electreſs and Dutcheſs Dowager of Brunſwick Luneburg, his 


Siſter-in-Law, next in Succeſſion to that Crown, after the Death 


of King William and the Princeſs Ann. The Act of Settlement, 
which was carried over to Hanover by the Earl of Macclesfield 


in the ſame Year, with a Letter of Notification from King Wil- 


liam to our Duke, gave new Vigour to his old Age, which then 
amounted to ſeventy ſeven,

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It might have been expected, as he was fo far advanced in The Houſe of 


Vears, that this would have inclined him to ſuſpend the active Luuchug 


Life he had led hitherto; but ſo ſtrong was the Inclination he 


had to aſſiſt and defend the Oppreſſed, that it would not allow 


him to reſt. Hereof, as will be more particularly related here- 
after, he gave a remarkable Inſtance the Vear before to the Houſe 


of Holſtein-Gottorp. Frederic IV. King of Denmark having made 
himſelf Maſter of Gottorp, Slefwick and Frederickſburg, laid Siege 


to the Fortreſs of Tinningen; whereupon George William, not- 


withſtanding his great Age, took himſelf the Field, and in Con- 


junction with his Relations and Sueden, oppoſed his Progreſs by 


Land, whilſt an Engliſb and Dutch Squadron of Men of War ſe- 


conded him by Sea. So much Succeſs attended theſe joint Ef- 
forts, that the Tables were turned on the King of Denmark. 
The Suedes made a Deſcent upon his Dominions, whilſt the 
Luneburghers with the other allied Troops relieved Tönningen, 
ſo that the Crown of Denmark was obliged to accept of a Peace, 


which was concluded at Traventhal in 1700, to the Satisfac- 


tion of the Houſe of Holfein-Gottorp. Ki 
Europe promiſed itſelf ſome Repoſe, after that tedious and de- 


ſtructive War, which terminated in the Peace of Ryſieic, when 


the Death of Charles II. King of Spain furniſhed Lewis XIV. 


with a Pretence to embroil it anew. George William was one of 
the Princes that entered into an Alliance with the Emperor, Eng- 


land, and Holland, againſt him. His Troops, which acted in 


Conjunction with the Allies againſt this Crown and the Elector 


of Bavaria, made themſelves famous in the Attacks, Battles and 
Siege, that happened in this War, and contributed much to the 


Defeat of the Enemy on the Schellenberg, and at Hochſtædt or

Balt, youngeſt Son of Albert the Bear, got that Part of his States, 
which now is called the Electorate of Saxony, with the Dutchy 
of Saxe Lauenburg. As he was ſenſible, it would be a hard Mat- 
ter for him to keep theſe Poſſeſſions, particularly the laſt Dutchy, 
he without Loſs of Time erected a Fortreſs on the Elbe; which

chat his Pretenſions were much better grounded, put himſelf in 


Poſſeſſion of that Dutchy.

had diſtinguiſhed himſelf by ſingular Acts of Beneficence and 


Genetoſity, and who conſidered the Bleſſings beſtowed upon him 


E by Providence in no other Light, than as a Treaſure intruſted 


to him for the Good of Mankind? It appeared ſtrange to him, 
that there could be found People weak enough to adviſe a Prince, 


to turn faithful Subjects out of his Realms for no other Fault, 


than that of differing from him in Matters of Religion ; whereby 


not only a Country comes to be robbed of an eſſential Part of 


its Riches, but the Authors of ſuch unnatural Meaſures bring an 


eternal Blemiſh on their Memory: For ſhould theſe Exiles have 


the Misfortune, not to find others, whoſe Sentiments are confor- 


mable to theirs, and ſhould all the Nations where they take Re- 


fuge, be ofthe ſame Way of thinking with thoſe, who have turned 
them out, they muſt of Neceſſity be obliged either to run head- 


long into the Sea, or to make away with themſelves in ſome 


other Shape. Now to compel Men to ſuch Extremities, is ma- 


nifectly inconſiſtent with the Laws of Humanity; ſince every 


Body, who has not deſerved Death, has a natural Claim to a 
Place in this World, by the Appointment both of God and Man. 


George William was a great Lover of Hunting and bore the 


Fatigues of it, even to extreme old Age. Having in the Month 
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his Phyſicians, to prevent the Conſequences, adminiſtred Me- The Houſe of

dicines to him; theſe had not however the deſired Effect, on 


Account of a ſudden Change that happened in the Weather. He 


was ſeized with a Cholick, followed by a Retention of Urine 
and an Averſion to all Aliments, which continued for ſeveral 
Weeks, and at Length put a Period to his Life, in the eighty 
ſecond Year of his Age. The Reader will doubtleſs think it 
unneceſſary to draw a formal Character of this excellent Prince, 


as his many great and worthy Actions are ſo obvious, and as the 
| Sketch we have given of them ſufficiently denotes his tranſcendent 


Merit. However, we may be allowed to add ſome few Hints 
to what has been already ſaid upon that Subject, eſpecially as 


they come from ſuch as had the Honour of being perſonally ac- 


quainted with him. He was remarkable for being of an eaſy 
Acceſs, and whoever approached his Perſon returned ſatisfied. 


Flatterers indeed, ceremonious People, and thoſe that ſpoke ill 
of the Abſent, were not welcome at his Court, becauſe he had 
all the Contempt and Averſion for them, they deſerved. Diſ- 


ſembling and Affectation he had the greateſt Abhorrence for; 
his Word was equal to a Bond, and a Secret intruſted to him

might be looked upon as buried i in Oblivion. The Reputation 


he acquired among the Princes of his Time, made his Counſels 


to be revered as Oracles, and his Deciſions as Maxims; his Pre- 


ſence pacified Diviſions, gave Credit to Enterprizes, and a happy 
Izſſue to military Exploits. As never Prince was more beloved, 
ſo his Death was univerſally dreaded by his Subjects. During 
his laſt Illneſs, they crowded to the Churches to offer up Prayers 
for his Recovery, thinking, that having him, they had all, and 


that their Felicity was as it were, tied to the Continuance at his 


Reign. He left no Iſſue by his Conſort Eleanor of the Houſe of 
Olbreuſe in France, but one Daughter Sophia Dorothy, married 
to his Nephew George Lewis, Elector of Brunſwick Luneburg, 
afterwards King of Great Britain, who inherited his Dominions,

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after this, made Efforts to bring him over to the Alliance againſt The Houſe of 
France; which however he declined, and continued to obſery Linen 
an exact Neutrality to the End of the Wear. 

Although he had feen Eahy twice daring the Time of his 
Reign, a Peace being now concluded at Nimeguen, he ſet out 
for that Country for the fifth Time, but died on his Journey 
thither at Aug ſburg, in the 55th Year of his Age. His Body 1679. 


was conveyed to Hanover, and his Funeral performed there with 


all the Magnificence that was due to his Rank and Dignity, 


Lewis XIV. King of France, who knew him perſonally, uſed 
to ſay, that he had heard much of his ſuperior Parts, but that 
whatſoever Fame had ſpread abroad on that Score, tid not come 
1p to what he had himſelf experienced in his private Corroer ſations 
with him. That John Frederic deſerved this Encomium, is at- 


teſted by Authors of various Nations. They extoll him not only 


on Account of his great Abilities, but likewiſe for his encou- 
raging virtuous Actions, and for the Liberality he ſhewed to Men 


of Merit; who were 0 welcome to him, that no Recommen- 
dation was required to introduce them, nor did he make any 


Diſtinction whether they were Natives or Foreigners. He had 
no Iſſue by Benedicta Henrietta Pbilippina, Daughter of Edward 


Prince Palatine of the Line of Simmern, but two Daughters. 
The eldeſt, Charlotta Felicitas, was married to Reinald Duke of 


Modena, whereby the Relation of two Branches deſcended from

It has been obſerved above, that on the Concluſion of the 
Peace of Veſiphalia, both Houſes of Brunſwick Wolfenbuttel, 


and of Brunſwick Luncburg, gave up their Rights to the Coad- 


jutorſhifs, of the Arch-Biſhopricks of Magdeburg and of Bremen, 


and of the Biſhopricks of Halberſtadt and of Ratzeburg, and 
that as an Equivalent for this Renunciation, the alternate Succeſ- 
ſion in the Biſhoprick of O/nabruck was granted them. In Con- 
ſequence of this —— Erneſt Auguſtus ſucceeded to this 
Biſhoprick after the Death of Francis William, Cardinal of 


5 Wartemberg; who had been allowed by the ſame Peace to enjoy 


it for his Life. During the Troubles in Germany, the Citizens 
of Oſnabruck had more than once emancipated themſelves from 
the Obedience due to their Biſhops, who on that Account kept 
their Refidence at Burg: On Erneſt Augutus's ſucceeding to that 
Biſhopr ick, the Oſnabruckers . to him, and he there- 
upon Etc his Reſidence at Oſnabruck ; where he dat a fine F 
Palace at his awn Charge. 

His Court, like that of the Elector of Mayence, was called 
Aula laberioſa, on account of the Share he had in all the publick 
T ranſactions, that happened in his Time, and the Pains he was 
at in promoting Peace and Tranquility. The Citizens of Er- 
furt in Thurjngen, having incurred the Diſpleaſure of the Elector 
of Mayence, for refuſing to pray for him in their Churches, and 


. having drawn upon themſelves the Ban of the Empire, on Ac- 
count of ſeveral violent Proceedings they were charged with, as 


well as for abuſing an Imperial Herald; the Elector made him- 
ſelf Maſter of that City, by the Aſſiſtance of a Body of French 
Troops, who at that Time were returning from Hungary, where 
they had ſerved againſt the Turks.

tions, procured him the Eſteem of all the Powers of Europe. By 
Having ſhortly after made a Tour to Venice, he was obliged 
| thence to haſten back, on Account of the Troubles, that me- 
naced Germany from the War, which France, England, Cologn 
and Munſter meditated, and at Length waged againſt Holland. 1672: 
The Elector of Brandenburg ſiding with the Dutch, his Domi- 
nions in the Circle of Weſtphalia were overrun by the Prench, 
who advanced as far as the Weſer; at the ſame Time that the 
Imperialiſts i in Alliance with the Dutch, entered alſo Weſtphalia. 
As the Biſhoprick of Oſzabruck was thereby threatened with an 
Invaſion, Erneſt Auguſtus accepted of a Neutrality ; this how- 
ever did not hinder him from employing all his Dexterity, to.

he ſo much deſired was at length brought about; France evacu- 
ated it, agreeable to a Treaty, concluded. between that Crown 1673.

which inabled the Allies to make themſelves Maſters of Mayence. |

This Monarch taking 
Umbrage at his fortifying the City of Ratzeburg, ſent the follow- 
ing Year an Army to bombard it; which Erneft Auguſtus for 
Want of a ſufficient Body of Troops was not able to prevent, ſo 
that he found himſelf obliged, for the Sake of preſerving Tran- 
quillity within his Dominions, to raze the Works: he had been 
erecting. 

By what has been aid hitherto it appears, bow unh the 
common Cauſe was indebted to Erneſt Auguſtus, ſince he facri- :

what was ſtill dearer to him, his Children: two of them had loſt 1 
their Lives in theſe Wars; whilſt three others continued to ex- f 
poſe themſelves in the allied Armies againſt the Turks and the 
French. Theſe Circumſtances being duly weighed, with the 
important Services George Witham his Brother, had already done 
and ſtill did in Behalf of the allied Powers, it would have been 
highly ungrateful in the Empire, had it been wanting in acknow- 
ledging theſe Obligations. The Antiquity of the Houſe of Brunſ-

Agreeable to theſe Pacts, the Houſe of Lune- 
burg ought to have inherited that Principality in the Year 1744, 
when Charles Edzard Prince of Eaſt Friexland died, without 
leaving any Male Poſterity; but the King of Prifſia, laying 
Claim to it, on Account of a Reverſion granted to the Houſe of 
Brandenburg, by the Imperial Court in 1694, poſſeſſed himſelf 


of it to the Prejudice of the Houſe of Luneburg. This Step. 


obliged. the ſaid Houſe, to keep up its 8 5 in full Force by a 
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formal Proteſt, and to ſubmit the whole Difference to the De-

hereditary Patrimony, with a Right of alienating it at Pleaſure, 


© would, by ſubjecting it to the Empire, have been willing to give 
up the free Diſpoſal of it. 2. which is of ſtill greater Moment, 
when at the Time of its becoming a Fief, the Poſſeſſor expreſly 
reſerves to himſelf, all the Rights wo Advantages, which his An- 
ceſtors and himſelf had till then enjoyed. Either of theſe Cir- 
cumſtances being, by the Learned in the Feudal Laws of the 
Empire, taken for undoubted Characteriſticks of a Fief's being 


Hereditary or alienable, it is aid in the above Manifeſto, ir 
as both theſe Circumſtances concurred in the preſent Caſe, it 


could ſo much the leſs be controverted, that the Principality of 


Eaft Friezland was a Fief of this Kind; Ulrick Count of Eg 
Friezland, who had poſſeſſed this Country as his free Property, 


| Having in the Year 1454, offered it to the Emperor Frederic III, 


to hold it as a Fief of the Empire, and at the ſame Time ex- 


preſly reſerved to himſelf and his Heirs, all the Rights and Ad- 


vantages be and his Anceſtors had before that Time enjoyed, 


hence it naturally followed, that Prince Chriſtian Eberhard 
enjoyed an' indiſputable Right of diſpoſing, even without the 


Conſent of the 12 8 or Empire of his Principality, to whom 
he 
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he pleaſed; and had accordingly in a legal Manner transferred R 
to the Houſe of Luneburg by the Family Pats abovementioned. I. Luneburg. 
The Memorialiſt adds moreover, that even could it be proved, 
that the Principality of Eaſt Friezland was not an hereditary. or 
alienable Fief, it would avail nothing againſt the Rights of che 
Houſe of Luneburg; becauſe every Elector, acccording to the 
Golden Bull, enjoyed the Prerogative of purchaſing or acquiring, 
by Donation or otherwiſe, Fiefs of the Empire without Diſtine- 
tion. To give further Strength to this I it is obſerved, 
| that the Emperors Leopold, Foſeph, and Charles VI, chiefly the 
1 latter, had in their Capitulations, in explicit Terms, given a ge- 
neral Sanction to all Pacts of Union, Confraternity, and mutual 
Succeſſion, entered into by the Princes of the Empire, - concern... 
ing their States of what Denomination ſoever, wherein un- 
doubtedly the above Family Pacts were comprehended; whence 
it muſt appear evident, that, let the Principality of Eaſt Priez- 
land be an hereditary Fief or not, the Claims of the Houſe of 
Lane, urg to it cannot in the leaſt be prejudiced by any Grant of 
everſion whatſoever. As for the Plea founded upon this Grant, 
it is invalidated in the Manifeſto, for Reaſon of the viſible Defect 
that was in the Grant itſelf, to which the Conſent of the Electors 
bad not been required at the Time of the Emperor's giving it, 
neither had the Electoral College by a formal Reſolve aſſented 
to it, nor was the Approbation of the College of Princes ever 
applied for; which were ſo many Requiſites, that could not be 
diſpenſed with, and without which, the Emperor's Grants of 
Reverſion, how ſtrongly ſoever inſiſted upon, can be of no Vali- 
dity. As it might be thought preſumtuous in us, to interpoſe 
our private Judgment in a Controverſy, depending between theſe: 
two illuſtrious Houſes; we ſhall decline faying any Thing further 
upon this Head, eſpecially as by what has been obſerved, the 
Reader will have wherewithal to form himſelf a general Idea of.

The Intereſt of the Empire in general, and particularly. that 


of the Circle of the Lower Saxony, required, that Precautions 


ſhould be taken, in order to hinder the Fire from ſpreading into 


the neighbouring Countries, which were like to become a Prey 
to the Saxons, Polanders, and even to the Ryfians ; whoſe Mo- 
narch menaced to ſend Troops to the Aſſiſtance of the King of 
Denmark, On theſe Conſiderations his Electoral Highneſs and 


his Uncle Duke George William thought proper to march to the 


Aſſiſtance of the Duke of Holſtein. They put themſelves at the 


Head of their Troops, and advanced towards the Elbe; which 
River they did not however pafs, without having firſt declared 


to the King of Denmark, that they were greatly concerned at 


being obliged to take the Field, and that they had no perſonal 


Enmity againſt him; but that the Paith of Alliances and the 
Engagements of their Houſe with the Duke of Holftein called 


upon them, to come to his Aſſiſtance as Guarantees of the Treaty 
of Altena. They requeſted his Majeſty at the ſame Time, to 


declare within fourteen Days, whether he would raiſe the Siege 


of Tonningen or not; and added, that in Caſe of a Refuſal, g 
they ſhould be neceſſitated effectually te to ſhew the Obligation 


they lay under to aſſiſt their Ally. 
This Declaration, which was likewiſe made at the Diet, had 


no Effect; the King of Denmark continued the Siege with great 


Eagerneſs. Moreover, the King of Poland declared to the Elector,

and Poppenbuttel, in order to join their main Army, Which 


thereupon quitted the Siege of Tonningen and marched to meet 
the Luneburg Troops. Both Armies were almoſt in View of 
one another, and remained fo for ſome Days, during which 


Time the Army of the Elector increaſed to Twenty Thouſand 
At length the Danes intirely abandoned their Enter-

prize and retired ; but advanced ſoon after towards Elmer/horn, 
making a Shew, as if they intended to attack the Luneburg 
Troops. The Elector and his Uncle wiſhed for nothing more 
than to come to an Engagement, which the Danes declined by 
fuddenly retiring to Oldeſſlo. Hereby the Elector had an Oppor- 
tunity to ſend a Detachment againſt a Body of 3 or 4000 
Saxons, who, under the Command of the Count of Ablfeld, 
were encamped near Faller, with an Intent to make an In-

 burg Troops ſhew themſelves to the Saxons, but they decamped, 
and retired with ſo much Confuſion to the Country of Halber-

of the Succeſſion to that Crown ſhould now be reſumed, and 


namely limited to the Electreſs and her Poſterity, as the neareſt 
to the Succeſſion of the Crown of England, of the Proteſtants 
of the Blood Royal of James I, in Cale the Princeſs Au, and

King William had already in 1689 made Efforts to have the

Houſe of V olfenbuttel. The Elector, by the prudent Conduct 
he obſerved in an Affair of ſo delicate a Nature, did certainly a 
ſignal Service to all the Allies, who failed not to acknowledge it 
as ſuch. By this Means France was diſappointed in its Deſign, 
which, it is ſaid, was to create Jealouſies and Apprehenſions in 
the Circle of the Lower Saxony, and in Conſequence thereof to 


prevent that Part of the Empire from heartily uniting in the 


Common Cauſe. 


A few Years after, George William Duke of Zelle veal to 
Fate. His Subjects having already, towards the latter Part of 


his Life, taken the Oath of Allegiance to his Nephew and Son.

could vie with the faireſt, the wiſeſt, and the beſt of her Sex. As 
ſhe was intended by Providence to be the Ornament and Delight 
of the Britiſb Realms, and as her Memory will ever be ſacred 
to Poſterity, on Account of the many Virtues ſhe diſplayed in 
all her different Relations as a Queen, a Mother, and a Friend; we 
may be allowed to attempt at drawing a Sketch of her Character. 

IIluſtrious by Birth, ſhe was ſtill more fo by her Merit. The Graces 

of her Perſon, though ſtriking, were far ſurpaſſed by thoſe of 

her Mind. Her uncommon Capacity, affiſted by a quick and 

_ eaſy Apprehenſion, gave her an Inſight into all the different 

Branches of polite and uſeful Knowledge, whereof by the Help 

of a ſound Underſtanding ſhe could ſpeak with great Propriety ; 
to which may be added, that as ſhe had a peculiar Talent at 
judging of Men and Things, ſhe was inabled thereby, to ren- 
der . ſubſervient to the wiſe Ends of Government. Her- 
Virtues were in no wiſe inferior to her other Accompliſhments, 
whereof her reſpectful Attachment to her Royal Conſort, her 
tender and indefatigable Application in directing the Education 
of her illuſtrious Iſſue, her Prudence, Charity and Piety, afforded: 
abundant Proof. To theſe Virtues was joined a moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, to which ſhe was ever 
ſo ſtrictly attached, that ſhe valued it far above all earthly Dia- 
dems. Of this ſhe gave an early Inſtance to Charles King of 
Spain, and afterwards Emperor, who demanded her in Marri- 
age on Condition, that ſhe would turn Roman Catholick : She, 
though young and allured by the tempting Proſpect that was 
ſet before her Eyes, generouſly refuſed the Offer, which ſhe 
could not accept of without wounding her Conſcience. So ex- 
- emplary a Zeal for the Proteſtant Intereſt met with a ſuitable 
Re ward: She was choſen by his Electoral Highneſs as a fit Match

Marſhal de Villars had demanded a Paſs for the Marquis de 
Chamillard, to repair to their Aſſembly, to make ſome Propo- 
ſals; but the Marggrave of Bareuth having refuſed to give a 


Paſs, the whole Circle of Suabia and a great Part of that of 
Franconia, were reduced to pay ſuch Contributions, as the French 
thought fit to demand. The Electorate of Mayence, the Land- 
graviate of Heſſe-Darmſtadt, the Palatinate of the Rhine, the 


Ber g/traſſe, and other Countries underwent the ſame Fate. 


The Elector's chief Defign. was to put a Stop to theſe Rava- 
ges. He received Advice, that the French Camp near Offenburg- 


conſiſted of ſeven Regiments of Horſe and Dragoons, under the 


Command of the Marquis de Yivans, which were to be joined by 
16 Battalions, in order to take Hornberg and make a new Incurfion. 
into Suabia on the other Side of the Danube. He ſent a De- 
| tachment to ſurprize the Enemy, and intruſted with the Com- 
mand of it Count Mercy, a General of great Experience, and 
| who. had a perfect Knowledge of the Country. The Detach- 
ment marched the 19th from the Army with all poſſible Secre- 
His Electoral Highnefs at the fame Time, ordered ſome 
Troops to make a Motion another Way, to deceive the Spies of 
the Enemy. Count Mercy executed his Orders with great Con- 
duct. On the 24th he fell upon the Marquis de Yivans by Break of 


Day, and y defeated him; 800 of his Men were killed

The French, though they made their Loſs very little, yet 


owned the Defeat. Immediately. after this Marſhal, Villars or- 
dered back and received the — od he had ſent towards 
Provence, with other Reinforcements, whereby he became much 


ſtronger than the Imperial Army; however he could get no man- 


ner of Advantage over his Electoral Highneſs, nor take the leaſt 


Revenge of this Defeat for the reſt of the Campain. 
Th this Time the Armies in the Netherlands did nothing 


on either Side, and only watched each others Motions. The 
Duke of Marlborough left the Army of the Allies about the Be- 
ginning of Ofober, —— after ſeveral Conferences with the Deputies 
of the States- General at the Hague, ſet out for Francfort, where 
he met his Electoral Highneſs and the Elector of Mayence. They

The French at that 
Time began to repaſs the Rhine, in order to go into Winter Quar- 


ters in Alſatia and in the Franche Comte ; his Electoral Highneſs, 


on his Part, viſited the new Lines on the 31ſt of Ocfober, and or- 
dered tham to be finiſhed with all Expedition, that I Army 


might do the ſame.

The Elector, as foon as he had joined i it, immediately employed 


Himſelf in putting in, Execution? a Project, which he had formed 


with the Allies, in Concert with the Duke of Savoy; which 


Was, that a conſiderable Detachment of the Imperial Army 


ſhould paſs the Rhine into the Upper Alſatia, whither the Elec- 
tor with the, whole Army was-to follow; whilſt the Duke of 
Savoy, who was already advanced as far as Annecy, ſhould 


penetrate into Franche Comte; which Enterprize the Swiſs 
engaged to favour by granting a Paſſage through their Ter-

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It Bas been faid above, that upon the conferring the Ninth The Houſe of | 
Electorate on the Houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg it was agreed, 3 
that in Caſe the Eighth Electorate became vacant, that then the = 
Office of Arch-Treaſurer of the Empire ſhould paſs to this new 
EleQtorate. The Palatine Houſe, which formerly had the Fifth 
Place in the Electoral College, after the unhappy Battle, Frederic 
King of Bohemia and Elector Palatine fought near Prague in. 
1621, loſt this Dignity with the Upper Palatinate, which Maxi- 
vin Duke of Bavaria acquired to his Houſe. At the enſuing- 
Peace of Weſtphalia the Palatine Houſe was reſtored to its Poſ-- 
ſeſſions, except the Upper Palatinate ; and an eighth Electorate 
was erected in its Favour, to which the Office of Arch-T; reaſurer 
was annexed. At this Time the Elector of Bavaria being pro- 
ſcribed, the Palatine Houſe returned to its former Place in the 
Electoral College, and thus the Office of Arch-Treaſurer became 
vacant; with which his Electoral Highneſs George Lewis was 
now inveſted. It happened ſome Years after, that upon the Re- 
ſtoration of the Elector of Bavaria, the Palatine Houſe returned 
to the eighth Electorate; notwithſtanding which, the Houſe of: 
Brunfwnck-Luneburg kept, anid {till keeps Poſſeſſion of. the Dig- 
nity of Arch-Treaſurer, till another ſuitable Office is found out 
and annexed to the ninth Electorate. 

About this Time an Affair was brought before the Diet of.

an Inſtance of the Houfe of Brunſwick's extraordinary Zeal in 
Behalf of the Proteſtants.

| Brunſwick, and ratified in 1652 by Maximilian Henry Elector 
of Cologn and Biſhop of Hildeſheim, it was eſpecially and in plain 
Terms provided, that the Proteſtants ſhould not only enjoy a 
free and unlimited Exerciſe of their Religion in that Biſhoprick, 

but alſo that their Conſiſtorial Affairs ſhould not for the future be 
brought before the Chancery or Court of the Biſhop of Hilleſbeim, 


Liberties of the Proteſtants i in that Biſhoprick were ſufficiently 


providedagainſt; but it ſoon appeared, that there is no Barrier ſtrong 


enough to repreſs the furiousZeal of a blind Clergy. They perſuaded : 
the Regency of Hildeſbeim, to infringe in numberleſs Inſtances 
the Treaty of Meſiphalia, and the particular Conventions above- 
mentioned, in order to deprive the Proteſtants of their Liberties. | 
They built Romi/h Churches in ſeveral Places, where they had 
none in the Year 1624, whilſt in others they ſeized by Force 


on thoſe of the Proteſtants, and introduced therein their Worſhi ip; 
they forced Proteſtants, who were ſick, to make uſe of Popiſh

Prieſts, inſtead of thes own Miniſters ; they deprived the Pro- 
teſtant Clergy and School Maſters of their Income, compelled 
the Proteſtants to obſerve the Romiſb Holy Days; publickly 
| ſold their Livings to the higheſt Bidders, violated, or rather totally 


ſuppreſſed the Privilege of their Conſiſtory, by taking from them 


the Cognizance of ſuch Affairs, as were to be brought before 
them, commanding the Magiſtrates to have no Regard to the 


Injunctions 
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Injunctions of the faid Conſiſtory; and infringed the Treaty of 
We  lobalia an d the aforeſaid Conventions in a thouſand other In- 7 


; ſtances, which 3 it would be too long to enumerate. _ 
The Proteſtants complained of theſe Infractions to Maximilian 


Henry, Elector of Cen and Biſhop of Hildeſheim, and after his 


Death to his Succeſſor in that Biſhoprick, but without any Suc- 
ceſs, They applied to the Imperial Chamber at Wetzlar, which 
| after having examined their Complaints, iflued ſeveral Decrees in 
their Favour ; but the Roman Catholicks finding Means to evade 
the Effect thereof, the Caſe of the Proteſtants grew every Day 


worſe and worſe ; the Decrees of that Tribunal being made a 
Pretence to perſecute them in a more arbitrary Manner, without 
anyRegard had to theirRights and Liberties however well founded. 


The Proteſtants having thus tried to no Purpoſe, to obtain 
Redreſs of their Grievances, applied to the Directors of the Circle 


of the Lower Saxony, and in particular to the Houſe of Brunſ- 
wick, as being the chief Party concerned in the Conventions 
above mentioned: but the Letters written by that Houſe to the 


laſt Biſhop, and ſince his Deceaſe to the Chapter, having proved 
as inſignificant as the other Methods uſed by the Proteſtants, the 
Houſe of Brunſwick, which was obliged to maintain the Con- 
vention they had made with the Biſhop and Chapter of 7:1ae/- 
heim, reſolved in the Year 1703 to ſequeſter all the Revenues 


of the ſaid Chapter within the Dominions of their Houſe; in 


order to try, whether this Expedient would be more effectual 
than thoſe already made uſe of, to bring the Chapter to Reaſon. 


This ſeemed at firſt to have the defired Effect; the Chapter - 


gave Aſſurances by Letters and Deputies ſent to the Houſe of 
Brunſwick, that the Grievances of the Proteſtants ſhould be 
redteſſed, according to the Tenor of the ſeveral Treaties and 
Conventions. They made the ſame Declarations to the Proteſtant 


States aſſembled at the Diet of the Empire, and the Emperor and 


ſome other Roman Catholick Princes interceding in their Favour,

nued their former Courſe, and inſtead of redreſſing the Griev- 
ances of the Proteſtants, made new Incroachments on their Li- 
berties. They ſeized on their Church- yards, or Burying Places, 
and ordered the Magiſtrates to aſſiſt the Roman Clergy in theſe 


Violences; the Sale of Livings was continued in a moſt ſcanda- 


lous manner, and ſuch Pariſhes were puniſhed as endeavoured to 
oper this Practice. They even deprived the Proteſtant Conſiſ- 

tory of the very Shadow of Authority it ſtill preſerved, by an- 
nulling in Beal Roman Catholicks, the Sentences it pro- 


nounced. 


The Houſe if Branfwick being informed of theſe 8 
Proceedings, put the Chapter in Mind at repeated Times, of the 
Promiſes and Agreements, they had made during the Sequeſtra- 
tion of their Revenues. However they perſiſted in their Purpoſe, 
and roundly declared, that the Conftorial Convention abovemen- 


tioned, was no way obligatory to the Biſhop or Chapter, and that 


conſequently they were not bound to obſerve it; and yet this 
Convention had been made in Preſence of the Deputies of the 


Chapter of Hdeſheim, who put their Hands and Seal to it; 


which Convention, beſides, had been ratified by the Biſhop, and 
acknowledged by the Imperial Chamber of Metalar for the 


Foundation and Baſis of the religious Liberties of the Proteſtants 
of Hildeſbeim, and had been owned as ſuch by the Chapter, as 


appeared by their Letters during the Time that their Revenues 


were under Sequeſtration. 
This unexpected Declaration of the Chapter was not only en- 


Py * into their Regiſter, but they had the Confidence to ſend a 


Copy of it to his Electoral Highneſs; who plainly perceiving 

thereby, that they did not ſincerely intend to redreſs the Grievan- 
ces complained of, reſolved upon taking proper Meaſures, to main- 
tain the above Conventions, and conſequently the Liberties of the 


Proteſtants of Hildeſheim,” To this End he ordered a Detach- 
Nas 5 ment 
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ment of Dragoons to enter the Biſhoprick, which made them- The Houſe of 
ſclves Maſters of the Fortreſs of Peina, and ſeized on the City of 2 
Hilaeſbeim, and on the three Bailiwicks of Steinbruch, Marien- 
burg, and Widelach, The Chapter made heavy Complaints, and 
demanded the Evacuation of their Territories, which his Elec- 
toral Highneſs agreed to do, as ſoon as ſafficient Security ſhould 
be given to the Proteſtants for the Enjoyrnent of their juſt Rights 
and Priveleges: At length the Chapter thought it prudent, to 
give the Elector intire Satisfaction, by renewing or confirming 
the former Agreements; whereupon his Electoral Highneſs 1711. 

gave a noble Proof of his Uprightneſs and Sincerity, by imme- 
diately withdrawing his Forces from their Country. 

From the Time that his Electoral Highneſs reſigned the Com- 
mand of the Army of the Empire, nothing remarkable happen- 
ed on the Rhine, both Armies there keeping on the Defenſive; 
whereas the War in the Netherlands was carried on with Vigour. | 
France, whoſe Intereſt it was to diſunite the Powers leagued 
againſt it, leſt no Stone unturned to attain this End, and at 
length prevailed upon the Court of Great-Britain, to enter into 
a ſeparate Negotiation of Peace. His Electoral Highneſs, being 
more attentive than any other Prince of Europe to what- 
ever affected the Common Cauſe, had: Repreſentations made to 
her Majeſty Queen Ann. by his Miniſter, on the Neceſſity there 
was of keeping up a perfect Union between the Allies, and of 
their acting in Concert for procuring a General Peace; ordering 
him at the fame Time, to lay before. her the pernicious Con- 
ſequences that muſt enſue to Europe in general, and to the Britiſb 
Nation in particular, ſhould a contrary Courſe be purſued, and 
ſhould Spain and the Indies be left to the Duke of Anjou; in 
which laſt Caſe, the Crowns of France and Spain could be con- 
ſidered in no other Light than one Power. Notwithſtanding: the 
Strength and Cogency of the Arguments, wherewith his Elec- 
toral Highneſs. ſupported his Repreſentations, (a Detail whereof: 
may be met with in the Annals of the Reign of Queen Ann )

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The Houſe of France, though exhauſted, and as it were. vanquiſhed, had the 


3 good Fortune to ſucced in its Aim: a Suſpenſion of Arms be- 


1712. tween that Crown and Great-Britain was agreed to, whereupon 

1-13, a Peace came to be concluded at Utrecht the Year following. 

This was a fatal Blow for the Allies, as it conſiderably weakened 

them: However the Elector ſtill continued ſtrictly to adhere to the 

Common Cauſe, and kept his Troops in the Armies of the con- 

federated Powers to the End of the following Campain; when 

the two capital Fortreſſes of Landau and Friburg having fallen 

into the Hands of the French, the Emperor found himſelf oblig- 

ed to renounce the War, and to conclude .in his Name and in 

1-14 that of the Empire, a Peace with, France at ons, and at 
Bad in Switzerland. 

As the Houſe of Brunſwick-Lunebursg had ſo great a Share in 
the War - hitherto carried on againſt France, ſo was it equally 
concerned in both Treaties of Peace made with that Crown: For 
in that concluded at Raftadt and Baden, France, which to this 
Time had diſowned the Electoral Dignity in the Houſe of Lune- 
burg, now formally acknowledged it, with all the Rights and 
Prerogatives thereto appertaining ; whilſt by the Treaty made 
with Great-Britain at Utrecht, it owned > a Succeſſion to the 
Britiſt Realms, according as it was limited by Acts of Parlia- 

ment in Favour of the Princeſs Sopbia, Electreſs Dowager of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg, and her Deſcendants. 
This Princeſs lived not to enjoy the Crowns that were deſtined 
for her. Her Conſtitution, which was excellent notwithſtanding 
her advanced Age, ſeemed to preſage that her Death was not 
nigh at Hand, when an ApopleRiic Fit ſeized her on the 8th of 
2:14 June N. S. and the ſame Day put an End to her Life. She had 
then almoſt compleated her 84th Year ; a long Period indeed if 
conſidered by itſelf, but which appeared ſhort to ſuch as had the 
Honour of being perſonally acquainted with her, and knew how 
to value true Merit, The Virtues which ſhone forth in this il- 
luſtrious Princeſs for ſo many Years, added ſo much Dignity to

her Birth and Rank, that her Character will for ever be an Orna-The Hor of 


ment to the Hiſtory of England, as well as to that of Germany. Luneburg. 


Her Knowledge in Divinity, Hiſtory, and Philoſophy was ſuch, 
as intitled her to the Admiration of the learned World, and ren- 
dered her Converſation both inſtructive and entertaining. To 
the Sprightlineſs of her Wit was joined a ſolid Judgment, culti- 
vated and adorned not only by Reading and Study, but likewiſe 
by Obſervation and Experience; which made her the Delight of 
a Court, at the ſame Time they inabled her to tranſact Affairs of 
the higheſt Concern, The Greatneſs of her Soul bore an equal 
Proportion with her other eminent Endowments, and helped to 
give new Weight to all ſhe ſaid and did. Pomp and Majeſty the 
knew muſt be kept up by ſuch, as Providence has placed in an 
exalted Station; but theſe ſhe was uſed to temper with ſo much 
Sweetneſs and Affability, that what was a Duty to thoſe about 
her, became at the ſame Time a Pleaſure. She enjoyed 
ſo great a Fund of Happineſs, that it could not be confined with- 
in narrow Bounds; it overflowed as it were, and was felt by all 
that approached her Perſon, ſo that ſhe ſeemed to be born Se no 
other End, than to promote the Good of others. To cloſe u p 
the whole, her Piety, though exemplary, was without Affecta- 
tion, and no one was ever more ſtudious to prevent, or more ac- 
tive to ſuppreſs than ſhe, all that tended towards diſturbing Peace 
and Tranquillity. A Life thus ſpent, being properly ſpeaking 
Immortality commenced here below, needed no Warning to 
prepare for a future State ; and where Princes of ſo diſtinguiſhed 
a Character are at the Helm or on the Entail, their Subjects 
may reaſonably expect a long Series of Bleflings. | 
The Death of this Princeſs was followed a few Weeks after, 
by that of her Majeſty Queen Ann; who, leaving no Iflue, his 
Electoral Highneſs s Right to the Britiſb Crowns, purſuant to the 
Proviſion made in that Reſpect, took Place; and accordingly, 
on the iſt of Auguſt, the Day of the Queen's Death, he was 


proclaimed at the uſual Places, and with the uſual Ceremonies, 
King 
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The Houſe of King of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the 
 Luneburg. Faith, &c. The Lords Juftices, conſiſting of the ſeven great 
Officers of the Crown, appointed Regents by Act of Parliament, 
during the Abſence of the Succeflor to the Crown, with thoſe 
whom his Majeſty King George had choſen to be added to that 
Number, having a few Days after acquainted the Parliament with 
what had been done hitherto forthe Security of the Kingdoms, and 
_ requeſted their Concurrence in thoſe Matters that were to be tranſ- 
acted untill they received the King's Orders: both Houſes, after 
having taken the Oaths to the King, found the firſt Step they ought 
to take was, to invite his Majeſty to haſten to theſe Kingdoms. An 
Addreſs to this Purpoſe, directed to the King, was preſented to 
the Lords Juſtices, who had already of their own Accord ſent 
the Earl of Dorſet to his Majeſty with the fame Intreaty. 
During the Time that his Majeſty's Arrival was expected, the 
4 Commons, to give a freſh Proof of their Duty and Affection to 
his Majeſty, as well as of the Unanimity of his Subjects, ſhewed 
themſelves very earneſt in paſſing the Civil Liſt-Bill, and on 
the 10th, O. S. a Reſolution paſſed, nemine contradicente: © that 
towards the Supply granted to his Majeſty, for the Support of 
his Majeſty's Houſhold and of the Honour and Dignity of

As ſoon as the King received News of the Queen's Death, and 
Hf this Proclamation, he ſent further Inſtructions to the Lords 
Juſtices with his Thanks to both Houſes for their affectionate 
Addreſs, as well as for the Sincerity and Unanimity, wherewith 
they pad taken the Oaths to him. His Majeſty at the ſame 


Time, 
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Time having expreſſed his Intention forthwith to ſet out for Eng- ys Houle of | 


land, a Fleet conſiſting of 16 Men of War, two Frigats, ſix 
Yachts, and eighteen Tranſports, under the Command of the 
Earl of Berkley, ſet fail for Holland, and arrived the 28th N. S. 
in the Maeſe, to join a Dutch Squadron, which the States-Ge- 
neral had ordered for eſcorting his Majeſty to his Britiſh Domi- 
nions ; agreeable to the Engagements they had entered into for 
the Guaranty of the Succeſſion to the Crown of Great-Britain in 
the Proteſtant Line. The King, however, did not ſet out from 
Herrenhauſen till on the 11. Sept. N. S. and arrived at the Hague 
on the 16th. The States- General, on the Frontiers of their Po- 
minions, complimented his Majeſty by their Deputies, who con- 
ducted him to the Old Palace at the Hague; where he received 
the ſame Honours the States-General uſed to pay to King Willi- 
am. His Majeſty having continued there till the 27 N. S. or 
16 O. S. he embarked that Day, and landed at Greenwich the 
Saturday following, which was the 18th of Sept. O. S. The 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who during the Time of the laſt 
Miniſtry had not appeared at Court, lent the King his Hand 
when his Majeſty ſet Foot on Shore, and the Lord High Chan- 
cellor at the Head of the Regency, complimented him ; after 
which he was conducted to the Palace of Greenwich, whither 
_ a prodigious Number of People had flocked to ſee their new 
Monarch. We need not add, that his Majeſty was received by 
all true Britons with great Demonſtrations of Joy. No leſs could 
be expected from a Nation, who, ever attentive to its Liberties, 
had with ſo much Deliberation ſettled the Crowns of theſe 
Realms on his Auguſt and Moſt Serene Houſe, from a Conviction 
that theſe valuable Bleſſings, together with the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, could not be under more faithful Guardians, nor Poſterity 
be better ſecured againſt Oppreſſion and Arbitrary Power.

When by coming to the 
Throne of Great-Britain he had more Scope for exerting his 
great Abilities, and his Power of doing good grew in Pro- 
portion more extenſive, they were made thoroughly ſenſible that 
they had not been miſtaken in their Expectations.
